Cecil Bissopp was born at Storrington, West Sussex, on 29 July 1785. Fie was appointed Cornet in the 14th Light Dragoons in 
December 1799; Lieutenant, October 1800; Captain, 14th Foot, June 1808; Brevet Major, May 1825; Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel, 
January 1826; Colonel, November 1841; Major-General, November 1851; Colonel of the 16th Foot, May 1857 until death. 

Served in Spain 1808-09, including the battle of Corunna where he was A.D.C. to Lieutenant-General Gwynne. He served with the 
14th on the Walcheren Expedition in 1809, and later in the South of Erance in 1814. He went to India in 1818, and took part in the 
siege of Bhurtpoor, December 1825 to January 1826. Eor his conduct during the siege and final capture of the fortress, where he led the 
Left Column of attack, he received the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel and was made a Companion of the Bath {London Gazette 2 January 
1827). Appointed Colonel of the 16th Eoot in May 1857, Major-General Bisshopp died at Stoke, near Devonport, on 21 March 1858. 

According to his obituary notice he was also a K.C.H.

William Thomas Whitlie was born in Essex in January 1806. He attended the East India Company Military Seminary at Addiscombe in 
1819 and passed out in 1821. He was gazetted to the Bombay Artillery in the rank of Second Lieutenant on 9 January 1821, and was 
promoted Lieutenant on the following day. He arrived in India in 1821 and the following year was appointed Quartermaster and 
Interpreter to the 1st Battalion, Bombay Eoot Artillery. On the raising of the Golundauze (or Native) Battalion of Artillery in 1826, he 
was appointed Battalion Adjutant, and in 1827 he was in the Kolapoor Eield Eorce. 

In 1836 he was made Brevet Captain and appointed a member of the Committee to establish uniformity in Eield Artillery equipment of 
the artillery regiments of the three Presidencies. The Committee first sat at Government House, Calcutta, on 6 June 1836 and was 
composed of the following officers - Colonel W. S. Whish, C.B., Bengal, President; Lieutenant-Colonel T. Stevenson, Bombay; Major J. 
Tennant, Bengal; Major G. Conran, Madras; Captain R.S. Seton, Madras; Captain W. T. Whitlie, Bombay, with Captain J. Cartwright, 
Bengal, as Secretary. Major C. Graham, Bengal, later became a member in place of Colonel Whish, whose role as President was taken 
up by Lieutenant-Colonel T. Stevenson. The Committee sat until 1838 and its report and minutes were considered valuable, though not 
all the recommendations had been implemented before the outbreak of the Afghan War. A particular recommendation had been the 
replacement of bullock draught by horses for all Eield Batteries. 

In 1837 Whitlie was appointed Interpreter to the Horse Brigade, Artillery, and on 8 September of that year Adjutant and Quartermaster 
of the 2nd Troop, Horse Artillery, which post he held until promoted to Captain on 30 September 1839. Early in 1840 he took 
command of 2nd Company, 2nd Battalion, Eoot Artillery, from Major John Lloyd, recently promoted. The Battery was equipped with 
six 24-pounder Howitzers and had only recently had its bullocks replaced by horses. It had been in Afghanistan for the 1839 campaign 
and had returned to Scinde under Major-General Willshire late in the year. It was employed in the Scinde during the years 1840 to 
1842, and during this time the draught was changed from horses to camels. 

Early in 1843, the Battery, as part of a force under Major-General C. J. Napier, moved south from Sukkur along the River Indus with the 
purpose of bringing the Amirs of Scinde to terms. The only other artillery was the 3rd Company Golundauze (Captain Hutt). It is 
possible that Captain Whitlie's Battery provided the two Howitzers that accompanied a small force which destroyed the desert force of 
Imamgarh. 

The first engagement with the Amirs' forces took place at the battle of Meeanee on 1 7 Eebruary, the enemy being placed in the dry bed 
of the River Eulchi, about eight miles from Hyderabad. The two Batteries were almost at the right of the British line which advanced to 
the bank of the river. The guns were brought up in successive stages, though at first there was only a frontage of four guns on the bank. 
This was eventually increased until, all twelve guns of the two Batteries were in action. Shaken by the artillery fire, the charges of the 
cavalry on the left flank and the steadiness of the infantry on the river bank, the enemy eventually dispersed. The strength of the Battery 
on that day was two combatant officers, 73 European rank and file and 100 sowars. Two days later the capital Hyderabad surrendered 
and the force camped nearby. 

Napier there awaited reinforcements which had all joined by 22 March, and included the 1st Troop, Horse Artillery (Major Leslie) and 
the 2nd Company, 1st Battalion (Captain Willoughby). On 24 March, Napier marched out of Hyderabad and met the remaining Amir, 
Sher Mahomed, at Dubba about six miles away. The enemy were entrenched in a dry nullah and were once again defeated by the 
disciplined advance of infantry supported by artillery, with cavalry charges on the flanks. Whitlie's Battery supported the second and 
third Brigades consisting of Native Infantry regiments. Battery strength in this action was 3 combatant officers, 84 European rank and 
file and 100 sowars. 

Eor his part in these two actions Whitlie was mentioned in the London Gazette of 4 April, 9 May and 6 June, 1842. In the latter gazette 
it was announced that he had been created a C.B. and awarded a Brevet Majority. Sometime before 1851 he was appointed to 
command the 3rd Troop, Horse Artillery and was with them that year at Poona. 

On 15 August 1852, he was promoted Major and appointed to command the 2nd Battalion, Eoot Artillery, transferring the following 
year to 3rd Battalion. On 20 June 1854, he was made Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel and employed in Ordnance. He was made Brevet 
Colonel on 18 March 1856 and on the 25th he was appointed to command the Horse Brigade, Bombay Artillery, which appointment 
he held until January 1857. In all probability he was relieved on account of ill-health for, on 12 April 1857, he died on board the ship 
Seringapatam on the passage home.

John St. George was born on 18 January 1812 and was educated at the Royal 
Military Academy, Woolwich. He entered the Royal Artillery as a 2nd Lieutenant 
on 19 May 1828 and was promoted to Lieutenant in July 1829; Captain in April 
1841 and attained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in February 1854. He served 
in the Crimean campaign from March 1855 and commanded the siege train at 
Sebastopol. For his services he was mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 2 
November 1855) awarded the brevet of Colonel, created a Companion of the 
Bath, and was awarded the Queen's medal with clasp, Legion of Honour 4th 
Class, Order of Medjidie 4th Class and Turkish medal. St. George was promoted 
to Colonel in August 1857; Colonel Commandant in January 1872; Major- 
General in September 1865; Lieutenant-General in March 1873 and attained the 
rank of General in October 1 877. During 1859-69 he was successively President 
of the Ordnance Committee and then Director of Ordnance at the War Office. 
From 1884 he was Master Gunner, St. James's Park - the ceremonial head of the 
Royal Regiment of Artillery. St. George was awarded the K.C.B. in 1869 and G. 
C.B. in 1889. Appointed a Knight of Justice of the Order of St. John in 1861; for 
many years he held the post of Chancellor of the Order. He was Chancellor in 
1888 when the Order was given a Royal Charter by the Queen. Soon after that 
event he was granted the rank of Honorary Bailiff in recognition of his services. 
He was also a member of the 'Ancient and Most Benevolent Order of the 
Friendly Brothers of St. Patrick' - a friendly society he joined in 1877. Sir John St. 
George died on 17 March 1891 and was buried in Brompton Cemetery, London. 
With two copied photographs of the recipient wearing his insignia; together with another photograph of his memorial as Chancellor of 
the Order of St. John. With copied memoir of his life and career.

The Honourable Swynfen Thomas Carnegie was born in 1813, third son of William, 7th Earl of Northesk, hero and third in command at 
the battle of Trafalgar. He entered the Royal Navy in August 1826, receiving promotion to Lieutenant in April 1832 and Commander in 
June 1838. He saw active service aboard H.M.S. Castor off Spain, 1835-37, being awarded the Order of St Eerdinand. He was Member 
of Parliament for Stafford from 1841 to 1847. Promoted to Captain in 1 845, he was given command of H.M.S. Horatio. 

During the Baltic and Crimean operations of 1854-55, with the rank of Captain, he commanded H.M.S. Tribune during the attack on 
Port Constantine and at the destruction of a fort on the coast of Circassia, and was later in command of H.M.S. Leander. He was created 
a Companion of the Bath {London Gazette 5 July 1855) and awarded the Order of the Medjidie. Carnegie later commanded H.M.S. 
Edinburgh before being appointed Eourth Naval Lord in 1859. He went on to be Captain of H.M.S. Colossus in 1862, and Commodore 
of the Coast Guard Service at Harwich in 1863. He was promoted to Vice-Admiral in January 1870, full Admiral in 1876, and died on 
29 November 1879.

D.S.O. London Gazette 26 November 1886: Tor action at Ginnis. Edward Everett, Lieutenant-Colonel, Cameron Highlanders.' 

Edward Everett was born on 4 June 1835, and educated at Marlborough. He joined the 79th Highlanders as Ensign on 1 March 1855, 
and served in the Crimea after the fall of Sebastopol. He served in the Indian Mutiny Campaign in 1858-59, including the siege and 
capture of Lucknow; attack on the Eort of Rooyah, actions at Allygunge, Bareilly and Shahjehanpore; capture of Eorts Bammiar and 
Mahomdie; passage of the Gogra at Eyzabad; capture of Rampore Russia and subsequent operations in Oudh, across the Gogra and 
Raptee Rivers (Despatches London Gazette 25 May 1858, Medal with clasp). 

Everett became a Captain in May 1865, a Major in July 1881, and served throughout the Nile Expedition of 1884-85 (Despatches 
London Gazette 25 August 1885, brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel, medal with clasp and Khedive's Star). He served throughout the 
operations of the Soudan Erontier Eield Eorce in 1885-86, being present at Kosheh during the investment; commanded the 
reconnaissance of the 15th December, and the night attack, carried out by the Cameron Highlanders and the 9th Sudanese, on the 
village of Kosheh at the engagement of Ginnis. The force advancing on the village of Ginnis consisted of two very strong companies of 
the Egyptian Black Battalion, who were on the right of six companies of the Cameron Highlanders under that gallant soldier Lieutenant- 
Colonel Everett, then the second in command of this fine regiment. Colonel Everett was specially selected to command the regiment in 
action that day. E and H Companies, under Everett, were sent out at 6 a.m. to make a demonstration against the enemy occupying the 
village of Absari. As the companies approached the Dervishes opened a very heavy fire from the loop-holed houses, which was 
vigorously replied to. Having advanced close to the village, the companies retired again under cover of the guns in the fort. Everett's 
action is described by Sir Reginald Wingate in his History of the Sudan: 

'Close to a rock a palm grove also gave good cover to the enemy's sharp-shooters; casualties daily occurred within the fort, and on the 
15th Dec. the fire from the black rock and the palm grove became so unusually harassing that a sortie was made by party of Cameron 
Highlanders, under the command of Lieut.-Colonel Everett, who succeeded in surprising and bayonetting fourteen of the enemy, but 
with the severe loss of Lieut. Cameron mortally wounded, Capt. Hunter severely, and Major Chalmers slightly wounded, one man 
killed, and three men wounded.' 

On 29 December 1885, Lieutenant-General Stephenson arrived at Mograkeh with 4,000 Egyptian and British troops, and the 
investment of Kosheh, which had lasted 31 days, terminated. The following morning the Anglo-Egyptian force attacked and dispersed 
the Dervishes at Ginnis. The Cameron Highlanders and the 9th Sudanese Battallion, under Lieutenant-Colonel Everett, took the village 
of Absari at the point of the bayonet, and afterwards occupied and burnt the village of Ginnis. All the enemy's standards, five guns and 
his ammunition and nuggars fell into our hands. In this engagement the Cameron Highlanders had eight men wounded. Everett was 
mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 9 Eebruary 1886) and created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order. Before the 
departure of the regiment His Highness the Khedive conferred the 3rd Class of the Order of the Medjidie upon Lieutenant-Colonel 
Everett, in recognition of his services at Ginnis. 

Everett succeeded to the command of the 1st Battalion of the Cameron Highlanders in July 1887, which he held until he retired on 15 
June 1889. In 1907 he was appointed a Companion of the Order of the Bath. Colonel Everett died at Bournemouth on 2 April 1920. 
The group is accompanied by his original but slightly trimmed warrant for the Order of the Bath, dated 28th June 1907, a coloured 
portrait of him as a young officer in highland uniform, a small portrait photograph, also in highland uniform, and copied obituary from 
The 79th News.

Augustus Charles Frederick Fitzgeorge was born in London on 12 June 1847, the third son of H.R.H. the Duke of Cambridge and his 
morganatic marriage with Louisa Fairbrother. After an education at various private schools and at Sandhurst, he joined the 1st Battalion, 
The Rifle Brigade, in Canada in 1 865. In the regimental roll for the Canada G.S. medal Fitzgeorge's services are given thus: 

'May 1865 to 1867 at Quebec & was on works at Pt. Louis (?); then at Ottawa 1867-68 constantly on guard over jail which contained 
Fenian prisoners; also at Coburg, then with a detachment at Quebec 1868-69, and finished in Montreal 1869-1870. During his time in 
garrison at Quebec constantly all night on piquet and was officer of the Guard on St Patrick's night in the Citadel when we were 
informed an attempt would be made to blow up magazine.' 

He was subsequently A.D.C. to Lord Napier of Magdala in India, 1870-75, and A.D.C. to H.R.H. the Prince of Wales on his Indian tour 
of 1875-76. He transferred to the 11th Hussars in 1878, and was extra A.D.C. to Sir A. Alison at Aldershot, 1884-86. From 1886 to 
1895, he was Private Secretary and Equerry to Field Marshal H.R.H. the Duke of Cambridge, K.G. (C.B. Civil), and thereafter remained 
his Private Secretary until H.R.H. died in 1904. Colonel Fitzgeorge was made K.C.V.O. in March 1904 on the occasion of the funeral of 
H.R.H. the Duke of Cambridge. He died in London on 30 October 1933.

Edmond Guy Tulloch Bainbridge was born on 11 November 1867, eldest son of late Colonel Sir Edmond Bainbridge, K.C.B., R.A. He 
was educated at Marlborough College and Sandhurst, and commissioned into the Buffs (E. Kent R.) in 1888; Captain 1897; Brevet 
Major 1898; Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel 1901; Major 1905; Brevet Colonel 1905; Colonel 1912; Major-General 1917. He was attached 
to the Egyptian Army from March 1896 to November 1898, and served in the Dongola expedition of 1896, with the 1st Battalion, 
Egyptian Army. During the Nile Expedition of 1897, he was detached for service with the gunboats and supervised their safe passage 
over the Eourth Cataract in August 1897. He next served in the Nile Expedition of 1898, and during the first phase was employed on 
the lines of communication at Geneinetti with half of 5th Egyptian Battalion, and consequently missed the battle of the Atbara. He was 
subsequently present at the battle of Khartoum. 

During the South African War, 1899-1901, he was attached to the staff as D.A.A.G., but when Lord Roberts re-organised the mounted 
troops he was given command of the 7th Mounted Infantry Battalion and graded A.A.G. He saw plenty of fighting, including the 
operations in Orange Eree State, and at Paardeberg, and the actions at Poplar Grove, Houtnek, the Vet and Zand Rivers. In May and 
june 1900 He took part in the operations in the Transvaal, including actions near Johannesburg and Diamond Hill. His command was 
then moved to the Orange Eree State to join in the Guerrilla war with the Boer Commandos. He was present at the Wittebergen 
operations which resulted in the surrender of Prinsloo at the end of July, and at the relief of Ladybrand in September. He acquired the 
reputation of a capable commander of mounted infantry in the field, and was given his brevet Lieutenant-Colonelcy in November 
1900. In Eebruary 1901, he elected to return to the Egyptian Army, and commanded Khartoum Military District, holding the rank of 
Kaimakam, during the period 1901 -03. 

On returning home in 1903, he took over command of the School of Mounted Infantry at Kilworth, Ireland. In 1905 he returned to his 
regiment to command a company as a much bemedalled brevet Lieutenant-Colonel. In 1910 he was appointed General Staff Officer 2, 
Northumbrian Division (Territorial Eorce) and was finished with regimental duty. In March 1912 he was promoted to substantive 
Colonel, and moved to G.S.0.1, Western Command. At the outbreak of the Great War he was appointed Brigadier-General, General 
Staff, Eirst Army, Central Eorce. 

In April 1915, however, he received the command of the 110th (Leicester) Infantry Brigade, 37th Division of the New Armies, which 
brigade he took out to Erance at the end of July. In june 1916 he was given the 25th Infantry Division, being promoted to Major- 
General the following January, and commanded it during the battles of the Somme, at Messines, and at Pilkem Ridge (Third Ypres) in 
191 7; and throughout the German offensives on the Somme and on the Lys in 1918. It was the fate of the 25th Division to be included 
in the IXth Corps, which was overwhelmed in the German attack along the Aisne in May 1918. Bainbridge's brigades were sent up into 
the battle piecemeal from corps reserve, and he was left with no fighting troops under his command. When the 25th Division was 
reconstituted he came home to take over the duties of an Inspector of Infantry, an appointment which he held for six months, from 
August 1918 until January 1919. After commanding the troops at Shoreham he was given the 2nd Division at Aldershot, in June 1919, 
retiring from the army at the expiration of his command in 1923. 

Sir Guy Bainbridge died on 27 September 1943, aged 76, at Leigh, Newtown, Newbury. His funeral was held in Newtown Parish 
Church, Newbury, on 1 October, and apart from family members the more prominent mourners included Generals Sir William 
Thwaites, Sir Alexander Godley, the Hon. Sir Richard Stuart-Wortley, and many other senior military officers. Sold with various original 
photographs, four original M.I.D. certificates for the Great War period and additional research including a modern reprint of The 25th 
Division in France and Flanders, by Kincaid-Smith, 429pp.

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James Kiero Watson was born on 19 June 1865, son of Major-General James Watson, late 60th Rifles, and Mrs. James Watson. He was 
educated at Clifton College and R.M.C. Sandhurst, and was gazetted to the King's Royal Rifle Corps on 25 April 1885. In 1891 and 
1892 he served in Burma, taking part in the operations in the Chin Hills. 

He was attached to the Egyptian Army in 1894 and posted to the Xth Sudanese Regiment. He was the first Englishmen to meet Slatin 
Pasha after his escape from captivity at Omdurman. In 1895 he became A.D.C. to Lord Kitchener, a post he held until 1905, and held a 
close relationship with the Earl until his death in 1916. He served in the Expedition to Dongola in 1896 as A.D.C. to the Sirdar, being 
present at the operations at Eirket on 7 June and Hafir on 19 September. He was mentioned in despatches, received the Egyptian medal 
with clasp, and was created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order: 'Janies Kiero Watson, Captain, King's Royal Rifle Corps. 
In recognition of services during the recent operations in the Sudan'. He served in the Nile Expedition, 1897, was awarded the 4th 
Class Medjidie, and received a clasp to the Egyptian Medal. He was again A.D.C. to the G.O.C. in the Nile Expedition of 1898, and 
was present at the battles of the Atbara and Khartoum, and was given the Brevet of Major 16 November 1898. After Omdurman he was 
appointed to the coveted post of Military Secretary in Cairo, trying to restore order to an office disrupted by three years of warfare. 
However, he was soon back in action, serving with the White Nile Expedition of 1899, taking part in the operations which resulted in 
the final defeat of the Khalifa at Gedid (Um Debaykarat), as D.A.A.G., Elying Column. He received the 4th Class Osmanieh and two 
clasps to the Egyptian Medal. 

Watson served in the South African War as A.D.C. to Lord Kitchener, 1899-1901, and was present at the Relief of Kimberley. Also in 
the operations in the Orange Eree State, Eebruary to May 1900, being present at Cronje's surrender at Paardeburg (1 7 to 26 February). 
Operations in the Transvaal in May and June 1900, including actions near Johannesburg and Pretoria. Operations in the Transvaal, east 
and west of Pretoria, July to 29 November 1900. Operations in Orange River Colony, May to 29 November 1900. Operations in Cape 
Colony, south of Orange River, 1899-1900. Operations in the Transvaal and Cape Colony, December 1900 to April 1901. Operations 
in Orange River Colony 30 November to December 1900. He was present at the capture of Pretoria on 4 June 1900 and was created a 
C.M.G. 

In 1901 Captain Watson returned to Egypt as A.A.G. to become Military Secretary once again, but was appointed A.D.C. at 
Headquarters by General Wingate, a post he held until 1905. He was promoted Major in October 1902. He accepted the Khedive's 
invitation to become his A.D.C., and resigned his commission on 3 May 1905 to become an officer in the Egyptian Civil Service. It was 
a difficult position to hold in the Khedival Court but Watson soon earned the complete trust of the Khedive. He was created a C.V.O. in 
1912 for his services. 

The Khedive chose to remain in Europe during the Great War, thus releasing Watson to be recalled and join the British forces in France 
as D.A.A.G., 1914-15, as Railway Transport Officer. He was next Commandant, Advanced Base, Cape Helles, Gallipoli, in 1915, until 
he fell sick and was hospitalised. Watson returned to Cairo where he became British Military attache from 1916 to 1920. He was 
awarded the Legion of Honour (France), Order of the Sword (Sweden), Order of Leopold (Belgium), Order of the Crown (Romania) and 
created a C.B.E. in 1919. 

Having time on his hands in 1920, he returned to the Sudan, before finally retiring in 1922. He was appointed Equerry to the Duke of 
Connaught in 1939. Lieutenant-Colonel Watson died on 13 January 1942.

Edward Colpoys Midwinter was born on 1 November 1872, son of the Rev. A. E. Midwinter. He was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in 
the Royal Engineers on 22 July 1892, becoming Lieutenant in July 1895. He was seconded to the Egyptian Army as Bimbashi in January 
1897. Here he joined a band of junior engineer officers under Lieutenant E. P. C. Girouard, the youthful director of Kitchener's military 
railways. He worked at the railhead of the line being built across the Nubian desert from Wadi Haifa to Abu Hamed and the Atbara on 
the heels of the advancing Anglo-Egyptian army in 1897-98, and was present at the battle of Omdurman, for which he received the D. 
S.O. He was promoted to Captain in 1903 and retired from the British army in 1907. 

In 1906 he had been appointed director of the Sudan Government Railway, the designation of his post being changed in 1908 to that of 
general manager, and was so employed until 1925. As a member of the governor-general's council, 1913-25, he had great influence on 
transport policy in the Sudan. From 1925 to 1932 he was controller of the Sudan Government office in London. During the Second 
World war he was Deputy Chief Fire Warden for the Borough of Wimbledon. He otherwise devoted his years of retirement to religious 
and social work. He died in Wimbledon, London, on 17 January 1947.

Robert Calverley Alington Bewicke-Copley, who was born in April 1855, the son of Robert Calverley Bewicke of Coulby Manor, near 
Middlesborough, was educated at Rugby and Merton College, Oxford. Originally commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 1st Foot in 
February 1876, he transferred to the King's Royal Rifle Corps in the following year, and first witnessed active service with the 1st 
Battalion in the Nile Expedition of 1884-85 in the rank of Captain (Medal & clasp; Khedive's Star). In 1886, he married Selina Frances, 
eldest surviving daughter of Sir Charles Watson Copley, Bt., of Sprotborough Hall and in 1892, on succeeding to Sprotborough jure 
uxoris, he assumed the additional surname and arms of Copley. Lady Bewicke-Copley petitioned that the abeyance since 1497 of the 
ancient barony of Cromwell, created by writ of summons 49, Edward III, should be terminated in her favour (but it was not until March 
1922 that the Committee of Privileges finally reported in accordance with her petition). 

Advanced to Major in January 1894, Bewicke-Copley again saw action with the 1st Battalion in the relief of Chitral operations (Medal 
& clasp), and was appointed A.D.C. and Assistant Military Secretary to the G.O.C. Bengal in the following year. And he witnessed 
further action on the North West Frontier 1897-98, when he was present in the action in the Ubian Pass on 27 August 1897, in the 
operations on the Samana and in the Kurram Valley during August-September 1897, in addition to the relief of Gulistan and operations 
in the Kurram Valley in Colonel Richardson's flying column (2 clasps). He was mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 11 February 
1898 refers). During the subsequent Tirah operations, he was present in the actions of Chagru, Kotal and Dargai, the capture of the 
Sampagha and Arhanga Passes, the reconnaissance of the Saran Sar and the action of 9 November 1897; so, too, in the operations in 
the Waran Valley and the action of 16 November 1897, in the operations in the Bara Valley in December and, finally, in the action at 
Shinkamar on 29 January 1898 (clasp). He was again mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 5 April 1900 refers). 

In terms of regimental employ, it is for his command of the 3rd Battalion in the Boer War that he will best be remembered, not least for 
his leadership during the desperate action at Spion Kop. British Regiments in South Africa, by J. Stirling, takes up the story: 'In the Natal 
Army despatches there is an admirably clear report by Major Bewick-Copley of what the Battalion did. Leaving Spearman's Hill at 10 a. 
m., they crossed the Tugela and advanced in widely extended order against the Twin Peaks north-east of Spion Kop, the right-half 
Battalion attacking the right hill, called Sugar-Loaf Hill, and the left-half Battalion the other hill. Both hills and the nek between them 
were strongly held. At 4.45 p.m. the Sugar-Loaf Hill was carried, 'the Boers only leaving as the men's swords came over the crest-line.' 
Lieutenant-Colonel Buchanan-Riddell was killed as he cheered his men in the final rush. Shortly afterwards the left hill was carried by 
Major Bewicke-Copley's command. 'Though still under a galling fire from both flanks, we were able to stop the fire of the machine 
guns 150 yards to our front, and also to keep down the fire of the Boers, which was being directed on to the right flank of Sir Charles 
Warren's troops, holding the main ridge of Spion Kop.' About 6.30 the Battalion received General Lyttelton's order to retire, and 'by 
midnight had re-crossed the Tugela practically unmolested.' The fact that the hills were so very steep, and that the operation was very 
skilfully carried out, rendered the casualty list less heavy than was to have been expected. The Battalion's losses were approximately 1 7 
killed and 61 wounded, almost precisely the same as that of the Cameronians: another very good account of this engagement is to be 
found in the King's Royal Rifle Corps Chronicle for 1901.' 

In addition to Spion Kop, Bewicke-Copley was present in the actions at Colenso, Vaal Krantz, Pieter's Hill and Laiong's Nek, and he 
commanded the 1st Battalion from March 1900 until being appointed C.O. of mobile columns in the periods November 1900 to 
January 1902, and April to May 1902. During these latter periods of command he achieved several notable successes, including 
engagements fought near Greylingstad in November 1900 and at Haverklip in August 1901. He was awarded a further two "mentions" 
{London Gazettes 8 February 1901 and 29 July 1902 refer), and the C.B. In July 1905, he was appointed Assistant Adjutant-General, 
Northern Command, and in May 1909, he was given the command of the 17th Infantry Brigade at Cork. He retired in 1912, but when 
the War broke out he took the command of the West Riding Volunteers, was advanced to Brigadier-General in April 1916, and was 
created K.B.E. in 1919. 

The General died at Sprotborough Hall in June 1923, aged 68 years; sold with a file of research, including a copy of the recipient's 
report of operations undertaken by his column 11-19 November 1900.

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Guy Douglas Arthur Fleetwood Wilson was born in Florence, Italy in October 1850, the son of Fleetwood Thomas Hugh Wilson of 
Knowle Hall, Warwickshire, formerly in the 8th Hussars, and Harriet Horatia, daughter of Captain Montagu Walker, R.N. - his father 
had settled in Florence due to reduced circumstances occasioned by his elder brother having gone bankrupt, and he died in September 
1862, while employed as Auditor-General of Barbados. Young Guy lived in Italy for the first 18 years of his life, but left Florence for 
London in November 1868, in order to sit the competitive examination for the Civil Service and, on passing, was appointed to the 
Paymaster-General's Office in May 1870, in which capacity he served as Secretary to the Financial Mission to Egypt in 1876. Thus 
ensued a long and distinguished career, not least following his transferral to the War Office in 1883, where he was Private Secretary to 
four Secretaries of State for War 1883-93 (C.B. 1891), and himself an Assistant Under Secretary of State for War 1898-1908, in which 
latter period he was also employed as Financial Adviser to Lord Kitchener in South Africa 1901-02 and as Director-General of Army 
Finance 1902-08. 

Such was his reputation for holding the purse strings tight that disappointed applicants from Whitehall referred to him as "Not-a-Bob 
Wilson", but a grateful government was more impressed - he was created K.C.B. (1905) and K.C.M.G. (1908). Appointed Financial 
Member of the Supreme Council of the Governor-General of India in 1909, Wilson was Vice-President of the Legislative Council 1911 
-13 and took immediate charge of the latter body after Lord Hardinge, the Viceroy, was seriously wounded by a bomb on entering 
Delhi in December 1912 - indeed he was called upon to deliver the Viceregal speech from the Peacock Throne 'from manuscript 
stained with the blood of its author'. He was created G.C.I.E. 

Contrary to his reputation for caution, particularly in matters of a financial nature, Wilson proved the opposite when it came to sporting 
activities in India - or certainly according to his Times obituary. He found keen delight as a sexagenarian in India in terrifying 
experiences and hairbreadth escapes. He was repeatedly told that few men over 50 would think of big-game shooting; but, despising 
the elaborate precautions for safety that are customary in Indian Shakari, he went after tiger and other game again and again on foot. 
This predilection brought him face to face with charging tigers and infuriated buffaloes. On one occasion a wounded buffalo charged 
him and tossed him 10 feet into the air, inflicting severe injuries. In disregard of the earnest entreaties of his host, he was on the trail of 
a man-eating tiger within 48 hours. 

Returning to the U.K. in 1914, Sir Guy was anxious to go to the Eront, a wish denied him on account of his advanced age of 64 years. 
Instead he joined the City of London Volunteers as a Private, and 'slaved at trench-digging in the Essex clay. I took night guards at St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital, I route-marched till I dropped. I acted as pot-boy in the battalion canteen, I fought in the battle of Richmond 
Park and had to go home in a taxi-cab as a casualty' (his autobiography refers). Such distractions aside, Wilson also served as 
Commissioner for the Special Government Inquiry into the Dublin Uprising in 1916 and as a Member of the Naval Prize Committee 
1918-28. Sir Guy died at Stratford-upon-Avon in December 1940, aged 90 years, his career papers being left on permanent loan to the 
India Office Records - all 37 volumes.

Walter Willis Chitty was bom in June 1866, the son of Captain Arthur Whatley Chitty, C.I.E., and was educated at Clifton. Eirst 
commissioned in the East Yorkshire Regiment in Eebruary 1885, he was appointed to the Indian Army in the following year. 

In May 1898, and having been advanced to Captain, Chitty was appointed to the Indian Contingent for the Uganda Rifles, arriving in 
Mombasa in the following month. He subsequently served as a member of the Ogaden Expeditionary Eorce, with a Company of the 
Uganda Rifles at Kismayu, and accompanied the Wakedi Eield Eorce in March-April 1899. Having then embarked for England on 
leave, he returned to Mombasa in April 1900 and served in the 3rd Nandi Punitive Expedition (Medal & 2 clasps). 

Returning to India in May 1901, Chitty was advanced to Major in the 119th Infantry in Eebruary 1903 and to Lieutenant-Colonel in 
Eebruary 1911, the year of the Delhi Durbar. 

In November 1914, he was embarked with his regiment for Mesopotamia, where he was present at the battles of Sharbo on 12 April 
and Ctesiphon in late November 1915. He had meanwhile gained advancement to Colonel and appointment as A.Q.M.G. 6th 
Division, in which capacity he served on General Townshend's staff at Kut, being taken P.O.W. on the town's fall in April 1916. 

He subsequently journeyed into captivity in the company of Major McKenna, I.A., Major Barnes, I.M.S. and Captain Shakeshaft of the 
Norfolks, their Turkish hosts displaying 'a mixture of brutish callousness, stupidity and ignorance' throughout. Originally incarcerated 
ay Yozgad - where he was the senior officer - Chitty moved to Broussa in December 1916, where Townshend was held. He was 
awarded the C.M.G., twice mentioned in despatches {London Gazettes 4 April and 19 October 1916, refer) and received the Erench 
Croix de Guerre. 

Retiring from the Indian Army on his repatriation, Chitty joined the Military Department of the India Office as P.A. to the Military 
Secretary. He was appointed C.I.E. in 1929 and C.V.O. in 1933, the same year in which he retired to take up residence as a Military 
Knight of Windsor. Alas, his retirement was short-lived, for he died while playing a round of golf in July of the same year. His funeral 
was held at St. George's, Windsor; sold with copied research.

John Cecil Rankin Buchanan was born on 18 June 1896, son of John Buchanan, C.M.G., of Blantyre, Nyasaland, and was educated at 
Daniel Stewart's College, Edinburgh. He served in the Great War as a Lieutenant in the Black Watch and was mentioned in despatches 
(London Gazette 4 January 1917). On mobilization he went to Edinburgh University, where he graduated in medicine in 1923, 
proceeding to his M.D. with commendation in 1928 He played Rugby for the Scottish XV, 1921-25, and was Captain of the team in 
1924. 

He entered the Colonial Medical Service in 1925, and was Medical Officer, Tanganyika and British Somaliland, 1925-35. He was then 
appointed Senior Medical Officer of British Somaliland in 1935 and of Aden in 1936. During the Second World War he served with the 
E.A.A.M.C. as Lieutenant-Colonel, and then with the R.A.M.C. with the rank of Colonel and was D.D.M.S. Uganda in 1943. Eor his 
services in the East Africa Army Medical Corps he was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 30 December 1941). His final posting 
was as Inspector-General South Pacific Health Service from 1945 to 1948, in which year he was appointed C.M.G.. In 1960 he was 
appointed Chief Medical Officer at the Colonial Office and in the following year received the K.C.M.G. He retired in 1962 and died on 
19 Eebruary 1976.

Charles Frederick Close was born in St. Saviour's, jersey, on 10 August 1865, the son of Major-General Frederick Close, of Shanklin. 
He was educated at a dame-school in Rochester, then Thompson's School, jersey, followed by a crammer, after which he went to the 
Royal Military Academy in 1882. In 1884 he passed out first, with the Pollock Gold Medal, and was commissioned into the Royal 
Engineers and joined the School of Military Engineering in Chatham. 

After a year in Gibraltar, 1886, he was first attached and later commanded the Balloon Section in Chatham, 1887-88. This was 
followed by survey work in Burma. In 1895 he was posted to West Africa, to survey the boundary between the Niger Coast Protectorate 
and German Cameroons. He was appointed to the Ordnance Survey in 1898 and oversaw the survey of the boundary between British 
Central Africa and Northern Rhodesia with German East Africa. For his services he was awarded the C.M.G. In 1900 he led a small 
survey detachment to South Africa and saw action at the Vet River and Zand River. During 1902-05 he was chief instructor in surveying 
at the S.M.E. at Chatham. In 1905 he was appointed head of the topographical (geographical from 1907) section of the general staff at 
the War Office. Due to his experience in South Africa where few worthwhile maps existed, Close and his directors in MI4 took the 
precaution of preparing maps for probable European theatres of war. Due to this foresight, the British Army entered the Great War 
better prepared with maps than in any previous conflict. Close was appointed Director-General of the Ordnance Survey in 1911 and 
retired in 1922. For his services as Director-General at this critical time, he was created a C.B. in 1916 and K.B.E. in 1918. 
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He served on the Council of the Royal Geographical Society, 1904-40; was Victoria Gold medallist, 1927, and President of the Society, 
1927-30. He was Chairman of the National Committee for Geography; General Secretary of the International Geographical Union, 
serving as President, 1934-38. As a member of the Palestine Exploration Fund, he was first Treasurer, 1919-30, then Chairman, 1930 
-45. Close was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society in 1919 and received an honorary degree Sc.D. from Cambridge in 1928. He was 
also an honorary member of the Belgian, Dutch, German, Russian, Spanish and Swiss geographical societies. In addition to his British 
awards, he was awarded the Belgian Order of Leopold and the Afghan Order of Astaur. In 1938 he changed his name by deed poll in 
in order to comply with the terms of a bequest. He died in Winchester on 19 December 1952. His contribution to cartography and the 
history of the Ordnance Survey was recognised in 1980, with the formation of the The Charles Close Society - for the study of 
Ordnance Survey Maps.

Alan Ross Leishman was born in 1878, the younger son of James Matthew 
Leishman and Sarah Robina Boog. Educated at Aldenham School 1892-95, he 
left for India shortly thereafter, where he took up an appointment with James 
Einlay & Co. in Chittagong, most probably via the offices of his father, who had 
earlier been employed by Bulloch Brothers & Co. Ltd. in Burma. Be that as it 
may, young Alan excelled in his chosen career and was for 30 years Manager of 
Einlay's branch in Chittagong, so too President of the local Chamber of 
Commerce on 23 occasions, a Port Commissioner (1907-29), and Chairman of 
the Port Commissioners (1929-34). He also served on the District Board and as a 
member of the Hospital Committee and, from 1911, served on occasion as the 
Vice-Consul for Chile - the same year in which he was awarded the Delhi 
Durbar Medal in a civil capacity. 

A keen member of the Indian Volunteers, Leishman was originally 
commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Assam-Bengal Railway Volunteer Rifles 
in October 1908. Advanced to Lieutenant in September of the following year, he 
was awarded the Indian Volunteer Long Service Medal in 1915 (lAO 292 of 7 
June that year refers), and the Indian Volunteer Eorces Officer's Decoration in 
1923 (the Gazette of India 15 September of that year refers). In the interim, 
during the Great War, he had been advanced to Captain in July 1916 and was 
placed on the Supernumerary List of the Indian Defence Eorce in April 1917 
(British War Medal 1914-20). Having then added the C.I.E. to his accolades in 
1931, as Manager of James Einlay & Co., he retired to England, where he died at 
Bromley, Kent in December 1937, aged 59 years, after having been knocked 
down by a motor-cyclist - the latter being driven by an R.A.E. Sergeant. 
Leishman was buried at Chislehurst Cemetery; sold with related research.

Henry Beauchamp St. John was born on 26 August 1874, son of Colonel Sir Oliver B. C. St. John, K.C.S.I., R.E. Henry St. John entered 
the Army in 1 893, being commissioned into the Duke of Cornwall's Light Infantry, before transferring to the Indian Staff Corps in 1894. 
He served on the N.W. Erontier with the 45th Rattray's Sikhs at the defence of Malakand, relief of Chakdara, Malakand, action at 
Landakai, operations in Bajaur and in the Mamund country, Tirah 1897-98 and operations in the Barah Valley, December 1897. He 
was appointed a C.I.E. in 1913 and was mentioned in despatches and awarded the C.B.E. for his services in the Third Afghan War. 
Served as an administrator in British India, his many political appointments included Agent to the Governor General, Punjab States, 
1925-27; he twice served as Chief Commissioner of Baluchistan; was Prime Minister of Jaipur State, 1933-39. He was knighted, being 
appointed a K.C.I.E. in the New Years Honours list of January 1930. In retirement he lived at Beaulieu, Hampshire and died in 1954.

Beatrice Isabel Jones was born on 21 September 1866, the daughter of William Bolton Jones and Alicia Jones, of Wallasey, Cheshire. 
She was educated at Wallasey High School and trained as a Nurse at St. Bartholomew's Hospital, 1891 -94. She was successively a Staff 
Nurse, Temporary Ward Sister, Theatre Nurse, Assistant Home Sister and Housekeeper and Night Superintendent, before finally leaving 
Bart's in 1896. Whilst on the staff, she gained further training and experience in Massage, June-July 1894; Midwifery at Liverpool, 
November 1894; District Nursing Work, Liverpool, December 1894 and June 1895; and private nursing work in France and Italy, 
january-May 1895. In February 1896 she was appointed Assistant Matron of the new infirmary at Birmingham where she remained 
until May 1897. She was then appointed Matron of the Victoria Park Hospital. On 10 January 1900 she joined the Princess Christian's 
Army Nursing Service Reserve, with the number '204'. She was called up for service in February 1900 and served in South Africa, 
February-November 1900 at General Hospital No. 1 at Wynberg; No. 2 at Pretoria and No. 5 at Wynberg, after which she returned to 
her position at the Victoria Park Hospital. Having obviously enjoyed the military life, she joined the newly formed Q.A.I.M.N.S. in 
February 1903 and was appointed Matron. For her services as Matron she was awarded the R.R.C. in 1913. 

As a Matron in the Q.A.I.M.N.S., she entered the Mesopotamia theatre of war on 27 April 1916. She remained in Mesopotamia 
throughout the war and attained the rank of acting Principal Matron of the Q.A.I.M.N.S. For her great services there she was three times 
mentioned in despatches; awarded a Bar to her R.R.C. and awarded the C.B.E. In 1920 she was further honoured with the award of the 
Florence Nightingale Medal, for her services in Mesopotamia since 1916. In April 1920 she was seconded from the Q.A.I.M.N.S. for 
service as Matron-in-Chief with the Civil Administration in Mesopotamia. 

Miss Jones died at the Isolation Hospital, Baghdad, on 12 January 1921. A Board of Enquiry held two days later, found that she had 
died by strangulation (hanging) which was self inflicted, being of unsound mind at the time. It was further reported that she had been 
severely depressed following an illness which would have caused her to be invalided away from her post to England. 

With a quantity of copied research. 
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'Throughout the expedition Launcelot was a strong and moral force, helping it to be an extraordinarily happy party 
despite its poverty of resources. Physically tough, he was the only member who, for a little bet, swam across the ice- 
infested creek at the Debenham Islands. Already referred to by some as the "Bishop", he held a formal parish covering 
the entire British-claimed Antarctic Territory, of enormous size and utterly empty of people apart from ourselves. He was 
assiduous in holding Sunday services, preaching a sermon to the small company about once a month. Sincerity, 
goodness and friendship made this exercise of his first pastoral function acceptable in so small a community. Like all 
other members he was awarded the Polar Medal on return: his name is commemorated in the Fleming Glacier, Graham 
Land.' 

Colin Bertram, Biologist, British Graham Land Expedition.

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William Launcelot Scott Fleming - universally known as Launcelot - was born in Edinburgh in August 1906, the youngest of four sons 
and fifth of five children of Robert Alexander Fleming, a surgeon, and Eleanor Mary, the daughter of the Rev. William Lyall Holland, 
rector of Cornhill-on-Tweed. Educated at Rugby, he went up to Trinity Hall, Cambridge in 1925, graduating in Geology, followed by 
two years as a Commonwealth Fund Fellow at Yale University. He then returned home to study Holy Orders at Westcott House, 
Cambridge and was ordained deacon in 1933 and priest in 1934. 

Arctic Geologist 

At Sir Vivian Fuchs's suggestion, Fleming joined an expedition to study Vatnajokull in Iceland led by Brian Roberts in 1932, and also an 
expedition to study the Ny Friesland ice cap in Svalbard led by A. R. Glen in the following year, both valuable experiences in view of 
his forthcoming part in the British Graham Land Expedition to Antarctica 1934-37 - the first major expedition to leave Britain since 
Scott's last journey. Of his trip to Iceland, Fleming wrote: 'Vatnajokull is about the size of Yorkshire. We sledged across, spent some 
days mapping and geologising and botanising on the northern edge, and returned by the same route to pick up the seismograph. We 
enjoyed it all immensely not least because we got on very well together and everyone had some particular responsibility in the 
scientific and survey side of the expedition's programme. We were divided into two three-man sledge teams each pulling a Nansen 
sledge loaded with 1000 lbs of gear. For most of the time we were on skis, which on an uphill grade had to be fitted with skins to get a 
grip. Man-hauling is very hard work and is apt to make one mule-minded - with a sullen suspicion that you are the only member of 
your team who is really doing any work, until you discover that the others have exactly the same idea. The main constituent of our 
sledge rations was Pemmican. It is advertised on the tin as a meat extract rich in albumen, meat fibre and animal fat - which is exactly 
what it tastes like. You take it like a soup and it is more palatable with pea flour added. A plate full after pitching camp gives you the 
impression you've had a five course dinner; the great thing is to go to sleep before you discover you haven't - because sledge-rations 
are deficient in solid food and though one gets plenty of energy and vitamins, it is chiefly conveyed as liquid and the result is that one's 
inside is astonishingly empty. When we got back to Hohn we learned that the trawler company were unable to fetch us back. This was 
a serious blow. But our guide's father was a Member of Parliament, and when he learned the news he said very helpfully 'I will 
telephone the Prime Minister'. Now, in Iceland all the telephones were on a party line; he who speaks loudest gets through. Thorliefson 
was an accomplished telephonist. He blew everyone else off the line, and presently announced that the Icelandic Navy couldn't help 
because a third of it was off the North Coast, a third in dock, and the other third - they didn't know where it was. Eventually we 
managed to hire a motor boat. The crew of four kissed the entire populace of Hohn before we set off - an ominous sign. We left in 
sunshine setting course for the Westmann Islands. At about 4 o'clock the skipper, who appeared to be alarmist by temperament, 
pointed to the horizon and said 'Storm'; and storm it jolly well was. The entire night there was a vicious wind and we were 
uncomfortably close to a lee shore. I passed through those two stages of seasickness - first of fearing that you are going to die and then 
of fearing that you won't. At dawn, the skipper was obviously lost; we followed in the wake of a trawler, but as trawlers trawl in a circle 
that didn't get us anywhere. Eventually one of our own party sighted the Westmann Islands. We sailed home in the mail steamer to 
Leith, which was the only prosaic part of the trip.' 

Antarctica - Chaplain and Geologist 

And so to the British Graham Land Expedition to Antarctica 1934-37, in which Fleming acted variously as Chaplain, Geologist and 
Glaciologist, and firmly established himself as a popular mainstay of the expedition, passing three years away on the ice, studying rock 
formations, glaciers and fossils, and being one of three who went on the sledge journey of discovery that mapped hundreds of miles of 
coastline that no one had ever seen before - and ran so short of food for the dogs that they had to kill seven of them. Of the voyage to 
Graham Land, Fleming - with his usual modesty and good humour - wrote: 'The voyage out was an unusual experience because ... the 
members of the party were the crew. It was less expensive that way. We had one paid hand - a cook. He was a nice chap but our 
leader when he interviewed him forgot to put the leading question as to whether he could cook. Only a minority of our party knew 
which rope to pull and this made the task of the Captain and two mates doubly anxious. We ran into bad weather five days out when 
we got into the Bay of Biscay. One incident will illustrate the kind of problem which faced our officers. The storm gathered force at 
night, and we had to shorten sail with all hands on deck. I was given a rope by the second mate. When he said to let go I paid out the 
rope round the belaying pin. He got a bit agitated and shouted Let go; so I took the rope off the pin and let it go. Up shot the rope into 
the inky skies and down came the top yard on the cross trees with an almighty crash. It then transpired that one of my shipmates was 
somewhere aloft in the vicinity of that yard ... when he got back on deck he said a lot of things which were not at all proper for a 
parson to hear ... The sailors terminology, however, often lacks clarity; 'Vast heaving'; well, the first time we got that order we gave a 
vast heave, and felt a bit hurt by the Mate's pitying smile. However, we got the way of it; 68 days to Montevideo; about 20 more to Port 
Stanley the capital of the Falklands, and another 16 or so to Graham Land; working watch to watch. It was a good way to get our party 
settled down, and once we were into the fair weather of the Trade Winds belt it was most enjoyable for all of us except for one of our 
party who was sick every day from England to Montevideo.' 

And of his epic journey of discovery, undertaken with biologist Colin Bertram and experienced explorer Steve Stephenson - a journey 
that nearly ended in disaster in circumstances not dissimilar to Captain Scott's ill-fated expedition - he recorded in his diary in early 
November 1936, as they became trapped in appalling weather: 
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'November 1st. A day of lying up but it cleared this afternoon. Steve and Colin efficiently despatched those dogs \A/hich we had to part 
with - Silver, Whiskey, Jim, Cyclops, Pie and Rosie. It's horrid to lose them but thank God the deed is done. They also fed the dogs and 
I prepared tea for the three of us. Then we had a short All Saints Day service; a Psalm, two lessons and some prayers. We now have 20 
days dog-food and 19 1/4 days man-food to take us to Terra Firma Island, where John has promised there will be a depot for us ... ' 

'November 4th. This is a bad place to be held up and we may yet be hard put to it to make rations last to get to Terra Firma Islands, and 
thereafter who knows but that the sea-ice be breaking up. However sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof, and one must trust to 
God's good providence. Meanwhile we spend our time lying up in idleness whiling away the hours as best we may - and we are in 
very good spirits I'm glad to say ... ' 

'November 7th. A wretched day of snow and so we have been forced to lie up and open our last 3 boxes of food. We are likely to 
reach Terra Firma very hungry and having to sacrifice more of our dogs. However there is no use fretting and we must needs learn to 
accept the conditions which come and there is no saying but that we may have a change of conditions to help us on our way ... ' 

In the event the weather finally broke on 11 November, and the three men reached safety on the 19th, having covered and mapped 
near 600 miles of territory and established that there was no break through in Graham Land from the Bellinghausen Sea to the Weddell 
Sea. Colin Bertram later wrote: 'He was unquestionably the only member of the Expedition who was always welcome, whenever, 
wherever, whoever. Launcelot treated me to my first cigar; he acquainted me with Axel Munthe; he employed me as labourer-with-the- 
ice-chisel to chip out samples of sea-ice, a job that got me away from the mock service discipline of the ship. Launcelot's contribution 
to the morale of the Expedition was incalculable; he upheld and comforted and counselled, he kept the peace while trenchantly 
arguing Christian dogma and ritual with Quintin Riley; he helped maintain standards of civilised behaviour just by being himself.' 
Fleming was awarded the Polar Medal, in silver, one of just 16 such awards for the expedition. 

One of the indirect benefits derived for his time in Antarctica was a knowledge of naval ways, care of Lieutenant-Commander R. E. D. 
Ryder, R.N., who had commanded the expedition's vessel the Penola, and would be awarded the V.C. for his gallant part in the St. 
Nazaire Raid. And that knowledge would shortly be put to good use. 

Naval Chaplain - under fire in the Queen Elizabeth 

Having since his days in Antarctica pursued an academic career, acting as an examining chaplain to a number of bishops while 
retaining a base at Trinity Hall, of which he became Dean in 1937, Fleming was appointed 'Probationary Temporary Chaplain, Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve, additional to the Royal Naval Barracks, Portsmouth' in July 1940, and, after but a week's indoctrination, was 
posted as Chaplain to the officers' training establishment King Alfred in Hove. Here, such was the rapidity of training that it is said he 
became acquainted with nearly half of all serving R.N.V.R. officers over the next six months: indeed he found it 'something of a 
problem to remain decently sober when invited to attend three passing-out parties each week.' 

An excellent summary of Fleming's subsequent wartime career appears in The Bishops, by Trevor Beeson: 'Then in November 1940 [he 
was appointed to] the battleship H.M.S. Queen Elizabeth, which after service in the North Atlantic became the flagship of Admiral 
Cunningham, the Commander-in-Chief of the Mediterranean Fleet. Operations in the Eastern Mediterranean, including the closing 
stages of the Battle of Crete, brought the ship under frequent attack. During an engagement Fleming, who never wore uniform - 
preferring a flannel suit and a battered soft hat - would often ascend the bridge and use the intercom to give a running commentary for 
the benefit of the majority of the crew who were working below and could see nothing of the action. On 25 November 1941 he used 
the intercom for a unique spiritual purpose. Twenty-four hours earlier, the Queen Elizabeth, in company with two other battleships - 
Barham and Valiant - sailed from Alexandria but, in spite of an escort of eight destroyers, Barham, which was close to Queen Elizabeth, 
was struck by three torpedoes. The ship turned on its side, blew up, and within minutes was sunk, leaving 450 survivors in the water 
and more than 850 others, including the captain, dead. All this was witnessed from the Queen Elizabeth and amid the chaos Fleming 
obtained permission to say prayers for the dead and dying, and for the Fleet, over the intercom system. Shortly before Barham left 
Alexandria its chaplain, Gerald Ellison, who was destined to become the Bishop of Chester, then of London, left the ship following a 
disagreement with the captain. His successor was among those killed, just over three weeks after the Barham disaster, the Queen 
Elizabeth was herself hit by a torpedo while in harbour at Alexandria and so badly damaged that repairs and refitting occupied more 
than eighteen months. This led to Fleming's appointment in 1943 as senior chaplain of H.M.S. Ganges - a large training establishment 
at Shotley, near Ipswich.' Following Ganges, Fleming served as Director of Service Ordination Candidates from December 1944 until 
the War's end. 

Many years later, however, in the summer of 1977, Fleming was delighted to be offered a month-long appointment as Honorary 
Chaplain in H.M.S. Kent. Admiral Sir jock Slater, then C.O. of the Kent, later wrote: 'I will never forget the weeks he spent with me in 
H.M.S. Kent in 1977 ... Despite the difficulty he experienced in getting about the ship at sea, he did just that and there wasn't a single 
sailor who didn't know - and love - the "Bish" after only a few days. When Launcelot asked me if I thought the sailors might like to hear 
about the Graham Land Expedition and see some of his slides, I immediately agreed but was concerned that not many would turn up. 
Little did I know! The dining room was packed to bursting.' 

Bishop of Portsmouth and Norwich - and Dean of Windsor 

To his surprise, probably on account of his lack of parochial experience, Fleming was called to be Bishop of Portsmouth in 1949, 
becoming the youngest Bishop at the age of 43 years. But it was an entirely appropriate appointment - being a largely naval diocese - 
and one in which he flourished, soon winning over clergy and laity alike. And by the time of his departure to take up the reins at 
Norwich in 1959, Portsmouth was a busy and exceptionally well run diocese. Nonetheless, he also found time to Chair the Church of 
England Youth Council and get involved in the establishment of the Duke of Edinburgh's Award scheme. Norwich, with 650 churches 
and a shortage of clergy, proved more challenging, but with characteristic determination, he set about making notable improvements, 
among them the development of rural group ministries and, as an uncanny judge of character, and good in one-to-one encounters, 
attracting some first rate new clergymen. In 1971, however, as a result of a rare spinal disorder that affected his legs, he was compelled 
to resign, but he continued to lend valuable service in the House of Lords where, after a maiden speech about cruelty to whales, and 
piloting through the Antarctic Treaty bill, he was appointed to the Standing Committee on Environmental Pollution. Eleming was also 
an Honorary Vice-President of the Royal Geographical Society and onetime Director of the Scott Polar Research Institute at Cambridge, 
but whether his daring driving habits also emanated from his years as an explorer remains unknown: 'Driving with Launcelot, even 
when he was not pressed for time, could be a nerve-wracking experience in itself. He enjoyed driving fast, scoring plus one for every 
car which he passed and minus one for every car which overtook him. He drove well unless preoccupied with what he had been 
doing, and so the emergence from the Bishopswood drive on to the main Southampton road was a daily hazard. It was generally 
believed that the Portsmouth police were indulgent, though a group of young men about to be ordained in the Cathedral were asked to 
keep a sharp look-out for any police cars' Donald Lindsay's Eriends for Life refers). On resigning as Bishop of Norwich in 1971, 
Eleming was appointed the Queen's Domestic Chaplain and Dean of Windsor, in which capacity, among other duties, he officiated at 
the funeral of the Duke of Windsor, and acted as Registrar of the Order of the Garter. During this appointment in particular, Eleming 
received wonderful support from his wife, jane, though she could become a little exasperated when her husband gave little notice of 
visitors: thus the occasion the Duke of Edinburgh appeared for lunch, only moments after the Bishop had told her of his imminent 
arrival - and proposed that cheese sandwiches would suffice. He was appointed K.C.V.O. on his retirement in 1976. Launcelot 
Eleming, 'the sort of man one never forgets', retired to Dorset, and died in Sherborne in July 1990. He is buried in the churchyard of All 
Saints' Church, Poyntington.

Christopher Frederick Ashton Warner was born in January 1895, the son of Frederick Ashton Warner, F.R.C.S., and was educated at 
Winchester and Magdalen College, Oxford. 

Appointed to a commission in October 1914, he was embarked for France as a Lieutenant in the Royal Fusiliers in the following year, 
and was advanced to the temporary rank of Captain in July 191 6. 
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Entering the Foreign Service in 1920, he became Second Secretary in 1923, the same year in which he was transferred to 
Constantinople. Having then served at Teheran 1925-28, he returned home to an appointment in the Foreign Office, where he was 
made First Secretary in 1930 and Acting Counsellor in 1940. At the end of the following year, he was appointed to take charge of the 
Mission to the Norwegian Government in London, in which capacity he was promoted Counsellor and awarded the C.M.G. {London 
Gazette 2 June 1943, refers). 

Immediately after the War, Warner became Assistant Under-Secretary of State (Political) at the Foreign Office, prior to taking up his 
final appointment as H.M. Ambassador to Belgium 1951-55. He was created K.C.M.G. in the former year and G.B.E. on is retirement. 
Sir Christopher died in January 1957.

Harbrand Edward Dundonald Brassey Sackville was born in Battle, Sussex, on 20 June 1900, the only son of the 8th Earl De La Warr. 
He was educated at Eton College and Magdalen College, Oxford. In 1915 his father was killed in the Great War and he succeeded him 
as 9th Earl. He enrolled in the Royal Naval Reserve on 1 May 1918. He became the first hereditary peer to join the Labour Party. In 
1924 he was one of the youngest ever ministers when he was appointed Lord in Waiting in the first Labour Government of Ramsay 
MacDonald. In the second Labour government of 1929-31 he served as Under-Secretary of State for War, then Under-Secretary of State 
for Agriculture. In the 1931 National Government, De La Warr continued to serve as a junior minister for Agriculture, later being 
transferred to Eisheries, Board of Education and the Colonial Office. In 1935 the De La Warr Pavilion was built in Bexhill-on-Sea, 
named after the 9th Earl. In 1937 Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain gave the Earl his first cabinet post as Lord Privy Seal. After the 
Munich agreement he was promoted to President of the Board of Education. In 1940 he was appointed Eirst Commissioner of Works 
but was dropped by Churchill from the wartime cabinet. He was Chairman of the National Labour Party, 1931-43; Director of Home 
Elax Production, Ministry of Supply, 1943-49; Chairman of the Agricultural Research Council, 1943-49; Government representative to 
negotiate with the Emperor of Ethiopia, 1944 and Chairman of the Estate Committee, National Trust, 1950-51 and 1955. In Churchill's 
peacetime government of 1951, he was appointed Postmaster General, 1951-55. Awarded the G.B.E. in 1956. Chairman of the Royal 
Commonwealth Society, 1957-60. Earl De La Warr died on 28 January 1976.

Walter Gibbons was born on 14 May 1871 and was educated at St. Peter's, Wolverhampton. A man of considerable wealth, he 
pursued many interests, charitable and otherwise, among them consulting engineer and theatrical manager - he once owned the 
famous London Palladium. 

In 1905, he became one of the founders - and latterly the Vice-Chairman - of the Automobile Association. He was also onetime 
Chairman of the Royal Botanic Society. 

During the Great War he served on the Home Establishment, onetime being attached to the 3rd Battalion, Scots Guards but otherwise 
serving as a Lieutenant-Colonel with command of the Royal Army Service Corps (Motor Transport) Volunteers, Middlesex. His military 
appointments aside. Gibbons was 'donor of a large number of Red Cross Ambulances to the British and Erench authorities and a donor 
of Willesden Auxiliary Hospital', as a consequence of which he was appointed K.B.E., a Knight of Grace of the Order of St. John and 
awarded numerous foreign orders and decorations - as described above and as confirmed in his Who's Who entry. 

During the railway strike of 1919 he was instrumental in the organisation of food supplies for London and during the Great Strike of 
1921 he organised transport for London and the Home Counties. He was further honoured by being appointed one of H.M. Deputy 
Lieutenants for the County of London and was admitted to the Ereedom of the City of London. 

Sir Walter died on 22 October 1933, his financial affairs latterly having become 'involved', 
old with copied photograph and copied research.

Anthony Bernard Killick was born in Eastbourne on 16 October 1901 and was educated at Eastbourne College and Wye College, 
University of London. He joined the Colonial Service as an Agricultural Officer in 1924. In 1936 he was promoted to Deputy Director 
of Agriculture, Trinidad and in 1939 he was appointed Deputy Director of Agriculture, Tanganyika, transferring to Kenya in 1941. In 
1947 he was promoted to Director of Agriculture, Uganda. During 1952-56 he was Professor of Agriculture and Director of Studies at 
the Imperial College of Tropical Agriculture in Trinidad. In 1956 he returned to Uganda and was appointed Minister of Natural 
Resources. In this position he carried through a thorough reorganisation of the cotton industry which brought about a fairer dealing and 
greater measure of economic efficiency.

'As Assistant Deputy General (Transport) in 'W' Eorce, he was responsible for the transportation arrangements in connection with the 
reception, movement and subsequent maintenance of the Eorce. It was largely due to his zeal, initiative and resource that discharge of 
military stores and vehicles was carried out so smoothly and expeditiously in spite of many difficulties. 

Later he organised parties for reconnaissance of all the ports and beaches in Southern Greece and prepared summaries of available 
facilities which were of great value to the Evacuation Staff on their arrival.' 


Harold Leslie Hopkins, who was born in York in March 1897, enlisted in the West Yorkshire Regiment soon after the outbreak of 
hostilities in August 1914 and was embarked for Erance in April 1915, where he quickly endured his first enemy bombardment. The 
following extract is taken from one of his letters home: 

'The trench work was as uneventful as any, except for Thursday afternoon, when the Germans sent a few shells over. It was an 
experience I did not like. After the first three they came three at a time, and we cleared into the dug-outs. The suspense between 
hearing the shell coming and hearing it burst is not at all nice. Your hear the shells whistling, then get down as close to the ground as 
possible and wait for the shell to burst; most of them burst just behind us and threw heaps of 'muck' up. It lasted for about two hours 
using about 40 shells, but all the damage done was to one or two of the dug-outs and part of the parapet. No one was hurt luckily. This 
was really our first experience of being under shell fire and I cannot say it is pleasant. We laughed afterwards when we surveyed the 
small damage done by all those shells. That morning our artillery had sent three shells over and each one found its mark right in their 
parapet, knocking three great holes in it. One of these holes gave me my first glimpse of a German. Behind the breach in the parapet, I 
spotted two Huns digging, evidently filling sandbags. Several of us had a look at them through field-glasses. We let them have a few 
rounds from our rifles and they cleared off... ' 

Hopkins went on to gain promotion to Company Sergeant and, shortly before his demobilisation in Eebruary 1919, he was 
commissioned 2nd Lieutenant. 

After the War Hopkins was employed by North Eastern Railways and, having served his traffic apprenticeship, was appointed to the 
port of Hull. 

In July 1927 he was appointed a 2nd Lieutenant, Royal Engineers (Transportation) on the Regular Army Reserve of Officers, as a 
consequence of which he found himself quickly recalled on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939. 

Initially employed as a Docks Superintendent at Nantes before the evacuation of the B.E.E., he was mentioned in despatches 'for gallant 
and distinguished services in connection with operations in the Eield, in the period March-june 1940' {London Gazette 20 December 
1940, refers). 

Subsequently embarked for the Middle East, where he was employed as Deputy Director of Docks, he quickly saw further action on 
being ordered to Greece in April 1941. As described in the following extract taken from an accompanying typescript, he was lucky to 
escape the ensuing German onslaught: 

'And so to sea again, full speed ahead to take up station as escort to the small convoy of three. I rather lost count of time, but as far as I 
remember it was between 8.30 a.m. and 9.00 a.m. when we had our first heavy raid. Much as I dislike the idea of being bombed at sea 
- it savours too much of a rat in a trap - there was something exhilarating in being in a destroyer going full speed, turning and twisting, 
literally to dodge the bombs as they came down. 

Every turn and twist sent the ship heeling hard over, first to starboard then to port, and over all the incessant chatter of every light gun 
mounted in the destroyer and the more intermittent but regular bark of the heavier stuff. We had only one casualty - a Sergeant killed 
by a bomb splinter. There were three more raids during the morning without further casualty beyond one Australian officer who, 
unprepared for one of the violent swerves to starboard was shot across the deck and only just managed to save himself by hanging on 
to the wire bulwarks, dragging his lower half in the water. 

About one o'clock we passed Crete. I was O.C. ship, and by that time I had managed to count the troops left on board. There were 252 
of us and I, along with the remaining 251, breathed a sigh of relief; we had no inclination to land in Crete with the prospect of doing 
another evacuation at an early date. Our sigh of relief was premature. At three o'clock, down they came again, and this time knocked 
out the Gosta Rica with a near miss. Her engines had gone and she was taking water fast, so Defender and another destroyer pulled 
alongside and the whole ship's complement of the Gosta Rica - crew and soldiers - jumped for it. I can still hear the bump, bump, 
bump, as hob-nailed boots landed on the steel decks of the destroyer. We took off 1,700 and, of course, went back to Crete, landing 
there about 6.30 p.m.' 

Immediately after his safe evacuation from Crete by flying boat, Hopkins undertook a survey of Turkish ports. 

He was awarded the O.B.E. 

Next embarked for India, he served as Deputy Director of Transportation and was loaned to the Bombay Port Trust as General Manager 
of Docks and Railways from 1944. He was demobilised in 1946, the same year in which he was advanced to Hon. Colonel and 
appointed C.I.E., to which distinction he subsequently added his Army Emergency Reserve Decoration, with 2 Bars {London Gazette 3 
November 1953, refers). 

Appointed Portmaster, Grimsby and Immingham in 1947, Hopkins was likewise employed at Hull from the mid-1950s, in which period 
he oversaw two royal visits. Eollowing his retirement, the Colonel settled in Scarborough, where he died in January 1981, aged 83 
years.

Sidney Hill Phillips was born in April 1882, the son of Godfrey Phillips, j.P., of Risca, Monmouthsire. Educated at Cheltenham College 
and St. John's College, Cambridge, young Sidney embarked upon a career as a civil servant in 1904, when he was appointed a First 
Class Clerk in the Department of the Secretary of the Admiralty. Gaining steady advancement - Principal Clerk in 1918 and Principal 
Assistant Secretary in 1936 - he was awarded the Coronation Medal and created a C.B. (Civil), which distinction he received at a 
Buckingham Palace investiture held on 18 February 1941. Phillips retired in the following year, settling at Wadebridge in Cornwall, 
and died in February 1962.

John Armstrong was born on 4 October 1905. He was educated at Durham School and trained for the Church at St. Francis College, 
Queensland and completed a Licentiate in Theology at the Australian College of Theology. Armstrong was ordained a Deacon in 1932 
and a Priest in 1933. Commissioned a Chaplain in the Royal Navy in 1935. Appointed Chaplain, H.M.S. Somali, October 1939. Served 
during the Second World War. Mentioned in despatches as Chaplain aboard H.M.S. Punjabi during the Second Battle of Narvik. 
Awarded the military O.B.E. in 1942. Appointed Honorary Chaplain to the Queen in June 1958. Promoted to Chaplain of the Fleet in 
March 1960.

The outstanding and unique post-war Second World War Fleet Air Arm operations D.S.O., D.S.C. and Korean 

War Bar to D.S.C. group of thirteen awarded to Vice-Admiral Sir Michael Fell, Royal Navy, one of the most 
distinguished and decorated pilots in the history of British naval aviation: 

Fresh from swopping his Harrovian's boater for a flying helmet, he scored a rare biplane 'kill' in a Gladiator off 
Scotland in April 1940 - where he operated alongside Peter Townsend's No. 43 'Fighting Cocks' Squadron - and raised 
his score to four enemy aircraft shared destroyed and two probably destroyed over the Mediterranean, two of them in 
Skuas operating out of Ark Royal and another brace in Hurricanes of the Royal Navy's Fighter Squadron over the 
Western Desert: Their Lordships at the Admiralty appear to have deemed such gallant service as unworthy of reward, 
a shortcoming shortly to be amended in spectacular fashion 

With a squadron command in the carrier Illustrious^ he won a "mention" for gallantry in operations during the Sicily 
and Italy landings 

As Leader of No. 7 Wing operating from the carrier Searcher on 3 April 1944, he won an immediate D.S.O. for 
leading the Fleet Air Arm's second strike on the Tirpitz^ deliberately drawing flak from his fellow pilots and scoring a 
low-level hit 

As Commander (A.) in the carrier Emperor, he added another "mention" to his accolades for his gallant leadership in 
numerous strikes in support of the landings in the South of France in August 1944, which distinction was swiftly 
followed by the award of a D.S.C. for like services in the Aegean in October, when he participated in 'the most 
destructively successful day that Emperor's aircraft have had since the ship was commissioned' 

Remaining in the Fleet Air Arm after the War, Fell won a King's Commendation for Valuable Services in the Air for his 
gallant experimental work at the Empire Flying School in 1947 
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The advent of hostilities in Korea found him attached as Air Group Commander to the carrier H.M.A.S. Sydney^ his 
ensuing part in scores of 'milk runs' witnessing his Sea Fury sustaining flak damage on numerous occasions, not least 
during his gallant role supporting a memorable helicopter rescue operation behind enemy lines. He was awarded a 
Bar to his D.S.C. 

Marked out for senior command, he was awarded the C.B. for his services as Flag Officer Carriers and Amphibious 
Ships in the late 1960s and was elevated to K.C.B. in 1974 for like services as Flag Officer Naval Air Command, the 
most senior appointment in Naval Aviation. Having then taken early retirement in the latter year - in order to allow a 
younger officer to take up the reins of senior command - the undoubtedly modest Fell pursued such hobbies as flying, 
gliding, fishing, shooting and 'messing around in boats'

GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS EOR GALLANTRY 


Michael Frampton Fell was born in January 1918 and was educated at Harrow. Entering the Royal Navy as a Midshipman in July 1938, 
he trained as a Fleet Air Arm pilot and was commissioned Sub. Lieutenant on qualifying for his 'Wings'. 

In November 1939, owing to the potential threat of Luftwaffe attacks on the Fleet anchorage at Scapa Flow, the Royal Navy formed 804 
Squadron, which unit Fell joined in the same month. Equipped with Gladiators and based at H.M.S. Sparrowhawk, R.N.A.S. Hatson, 
the Squadron came under Fighter Command's control and remained so during the Battle of Britain period. As a consequence. Fell and 
his fellow Gladiator aircrew flew alongside such unit's as Peter Townsend's "Fighting Cocks" of No. 43 Squadron. 

First Blood - a rare biplane victory 

With the German invasion of Norway and Denmark in April 1940, and the resultant deployment of elements of the Home Fleet off 
Norway, the Luftwaffe commenced a series of reconnaissances and raids against our most northern naval bases and it was in the course 
of one such incursion on 10 April 1940 that Fell shared in the destruction of an He. 111 over Copinsay. 

As recalled by Lieutenant Donald Gibson, a fellow F.A.A. pilot, 'In our Gladiators we had several alerts after German reconnaissance 
aeroplanes; there was an R.A.F. Hurricane Squadron at Wick [No. 43], which had success and our first blood was partly by courtesy of 
this squadron. I think we both intercepted more or less together and somehow we became involved and shot it down.' 

804's Squadron's war diary entry elaborates further: 

'A tremendous day for H.M.S. Sparrowhawk, the first and we hope by no means the last. 804 began their fun at 16:05 hours when 
Yellow Section flew off to Copinsay. There were a great many plots on the board, the weather fine with layers of cloud varying in 
density up to about 10,000 feet. About 16:40 hours Yellow 3 saw a Do. 1 7 [sic] and the Section gave chase. Sub.-Lt. Fell got in a burst 
at about 500 yards as the Do. 1 7 disappeared into the cloud: but followed him in. Yellow 2 went in above the cloud and as he came 
out so did the Do. 17 some 400 yards away. Peacock got in a burst before the e./a. dived away back into the clouds. We were later 
informed that Do. 1 7 was crying S.O.S. with a leaking petrol tank and did not reach his base.' 

There were no Do. 1 7s involved in these actions, only He. Ills and it seems probable that their victim was a Heinkel from 1/KG 26 
that ultimately crashed into the sea off the island of Sylt: Oberleutnant Otto Houselle, Unteroffizier Franz Gruber and one other 
member of the crew were drowned. 

H.M.S. Ark Royal - Skuas - Western Mediterranean - brace of Cant seaplanes 

Shortly after gaining his first 'kill'. Fell joined No. 800 Squadron, bound for the Western Mediterranean in the Ark Royal. It was here, in 
July 1940, as Ark Royal undertook operations as part of Admiral Somerville's Force 'H', that Fell gained his next victories, this time 
piloting Skuas. 

First up was an Italian Cant Z.506 (B.) on the 9th, 800 Squadron catching up with the prowling enemy aircraft after it had been on 
patrol for three hours. Following a determined attack, mounted by Fell and his Observer/Gunner, Naval Airman D. H. Lowndes, and 
two other Skuas, the stricken Cant fell into the sea; Capitano Domenico Oliva, the pilot, appears to have survived the ordeal, but his 
Observer and Radio Operator were mortally wounded. 

On 2 August 1940, Ark Royal took part in Operation "Hurry", when the carrier Argus launched twelve Hurricanes and two Skuas for 
Malta. As the Fleet turned back towards Gibraltar, fighter patrols from Ark Royal engaged enemy 'shadowers' from Sardinia. Five Skuas 
from 800 Squadron, one of them piloted by Fell, once more in partnership with Lowndes, claimed another Cant Z.506 (B.) shot down. 
Italian records reveal that the aircraft in question limped back to Cagliari with one dead and three wounded aboard. 

Land-based operations - Hurricanes and Martlets - Western Desert - another shared destroyed and two probables 

In late 1941, Fell joined the R.N. Fighter Squadron in the Western Desert, which operated in Hurricanes alongside the R.A.F. At 16:40 
hours on 23 November, the unit's Hurricanes intercepted Italian Fiat G.50s 20 miles south-east of Gubi. In the ensuing dogfight. Fell - 
piloting Hurricane I Z4189 - claimed a probable. 

A little over a month later, and having in the interim been posted to another land-based Hurricane unit - 806 Squadron - he claimed an 
He. 111 as probably destroyed in a dogfight over Tobruk. 

Advanced to the acting rank of Lieutenant-Commander, Fell was next appointed C.O. of 805 Squadron, another desert unit, equipped 
with Martlets. He remained similarly employed until January 1943, in which period he shared in the destruction of a Ju. 88 off the coast 
on 28 February 1942. 

His score now stood at four enemy aircraft shared destroyed and two probably destroyed. Their Lordships at the Admiralty appear to 
have deemed such gallant service as unworthy of reward: it was a shortcoming that was about to be put right in spectacular fashion, a 
D.S.O., D.S.C. and two "mentions" following in rapid succession. 

H.M.S. Illustrious - Martlets - Sicily and Salerno - first "mention" 

Returning to the U.K. in early 1943, Fell took command of a new unit, 878 Squadron, equipped with Martlet IVs. Going aboard 
Illustrious, the Squadron set sail for his old hunting ground, the Mediterranean, in time to support the Sicily and Salerno landings in 
july-August 1943. He was mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 1 February 1944, refers), the recommendation stating: 

'By unfailing attention to duty and zeal this officer has produced in his squadron a high standard of efficiency which contributed largely 
to the successful carrying out of a most arduous programme.' 

During a three day period in Operation "Avalanche" - the Italian landings - that programme required Fell and his fellow pilots to fly six 
hours a day. This was in addition to two hours standing at 'readiness'. 

H.M.S. Searcher - Operation "Tungsten" and the Tirpitz - D.S.O. 

Fell next became an Air Group Commander in the carrier Searcher and it was in this capacity that he served as Wing Leader of No. 7 
Wing during the Fleet Air Arm's celebrated attack on the Tirpitz in her Norwegian lair on 3 April 1944. 

As cited above, in the face of a fully alerted enemy, he led the second strike 'with skill and efficiency and in the face of anti-aircraft 
fire ... he directed his fighters in a manner that effectively drew and distracted the anti-aircraft fire from the bomber force attacking the 
ship.' Accounts differ but it would appear five hits were obtained by his Wing for the loss of two aircraft; certainly Fell carried out an 
attack on the Tirpitz himself, being one of a handful of pilots to actually gain a proper visual on the enemy battleship, owing to thick 
smoke. 

As a consequence of "Tungsten", Tirpitz's crew suffered 438 casualties, over 120 of them killed, and the battleship was put out of 
action for three months; but for the Fleet Air Arm's preferred mode for low-level attack - which reduced the effectiveness of their 
armour-piercing bombs - Tirpitz may well have been put out of action for good. 

Official reports - and recommendations - in respect of "Tungsten" clearly reveal that Their Lordships of the Admiralty considered the 
attack equal to that enacted by the Fleet Air Arm at Taranto. Fell was awarded an immediate D.S.O. 

H.M.S. Emperor - Hellcats - South of France - second "mention" 

Following "Tungsten", Fell removed to the carrier Emperor and was actively employed in Hellcats during operations over the South of 
France in August 1944. He was put forward for a decoration but in the event - probably on account of his recent award of the D.S.O. - 
this was reduced to a mention in despatches {London Gazette 27 March 1945, refers). The recommendation states: 

'During Operation "Dragoon" Lieutenant-Commander Fell lead 10 fighter bomber attacks and armed reconnaissances against enemy 
positions and transports. Throughout the nine days operations his courage, enthusiasm and skill were an inspiration not only to the 
pilots who flew with him but to those whose job was to get the aircraft into the air and provide them with a base for operations.' 
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H.M.S. Emperor - the Aegean and Greece - D.5.C. 

Following ''Dragoon", Fell was quickly back in action in Hellcats in the Aegean, not least over a three day period in October. By way 
of example, he led force in a strike against enemy shipping in harbour at the northern end of Khios; so, too, against caiques off Kos on 
10 October 1944 - five of them were sunk. 

However, as verified by official reports. Fell carried out his most notable attack on the following day, 'the most destructively successful 
day that Emperor's aircraft have had since the ship was commissioned':'At 1100 hours Lieutenant-Commander Fell lead a force of 12 
fighter bombers to attack the targets reported by Lieutenant Devitt. All bombs were dropped accurately into the middle of dense 
concentration of about 30 caiques and small craft at Khalkis, but results could not be assessed owing to the smoke. Two large landing 
craft were also strafed four times and left stopped, one E- Boat was blown up and another sunk.' 

Later that day. Fell carried out strikes against trains moving between Larisa and Katerini; three of them 'blew up'. 

He was awarded the D.S.C. 


Post-war - King's Commendation 

Remaining in the Fleet Air Arm after the War, Fell added a King's Commendation for Valuable Services in the Air to his accolades for 
experimental and other work at the Empire Flying School {London Gazette 1 January 1947, refers). The recommendation states: 

'This Naval officer holds the appointment of tutor. He has at all times displayed outstanding qualities of leadership and enthusiasm for 
flying which, coupled with the highest standard of flying ability, have gone far to enhance the reputation of the Service at the Empire 
Flying School. Lieutenant-Commander Fell's ability and keenness for his flying duties, which are often of an experimental nature, and 
in a wide variety of aircraft, have set a fine example to all.' 

H.M.A.S. Sydney - Sea Euries - Korea - Bar to D.S.C. 

Advanced to Lieutenant-Commander in February 1949, a further stint of active service ensued aboard the carrier H.M.A.S. Sydney off 
Korea, where once again - in the period September 1951 to January 1952 - he acted as an Air Group Commander. 

As verified by official reports from the same period, he regularly flew 'milk runs' against targets on the west coast and, in fact, led 
Sydney's very first operation - a strike with six Sea Furies and five Fireflies flown on 5 October 1951. By the 10th, Sydney's aircraft had 
dropped a total 152 5001b. bombs, and fired 1076 rockets and 47,135 rounds of 20mm. ammunition. Nor were such sorties flown 
without opposition. Fell's Sea Fury taking two hits in its starboard wing-root on the 10th, and three further hits during the course of 
operations on the 10th. 

Fell's targets varied from enemy troop movements to shipping and junks, a memorable strike being carried out against the latter on 21 
October, when six of them - lying in readiness to invade the island of Taehwa - were taken taken out on the beaches of the enemy 
mainland coast. 


In one attack undertaken by Sydney's Fireflies on a railway bridge near Chaeryong, Sub. Lieutenant N. D. MacMillan was downed by 
flak and made a skilful crash landing in a field three miles from the target in enemy territory. He and his Observer were not injured but 
their position was 'far from pleasant'. With the Carriers in Korea continues: 

'It was extremely doubtful if Sydney's helicopter could reach them and get clear of enemy territory before nightfall; but Captain Harries 
decided to make the attempt - a decision 'received with enthusiasm' by the American crew. Aviation Device Chief A. K. Bobbit, U.S. 
N., and Aviation Technician's Mate C. C. Gooding, U.S.N. This welcome news was convened to MacMillan by Lieutenant-Commander 
Fell, who in flying low over him to tell him that the helicopter was on its way, was hit by flak, but succeeded in reaching Kimpo 
airfield ... ' 


Following Fell's gallant message-delivery sortie, the Sydney's helicopter carried out a remarkable rescue mission, one of the American 
gunners accounting for two enemy troops who closed to 15 yards as MacMillan and his Observer leapt aboard. 

As already mentioned. Fell's Sea Fury returned to Sydney - or Kimpo airfield - with flak or small arms damage on numerous occasions, 
the second part of his tour in late October 1951 including a bullet hole in the leading edge of his rudder-fin on the 19th, and flak 
damaged controls on the 25th; in the following month his Sea Fury was again listed as damaged, this time being holed in the port 
mainplane. 

Tour-expired, he was awarded a Bar to his D.S.C., which distinction he received at a Buckingham Palace investiture held on 24 March 
1953. 
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Senior Command - C.B. and K.C.B. 

Following the Korean War, Fell served a tour of duty as Commander (A.) aboard Ark Royal 1954-56, prior to a year in the 
Mediterranean as Staff Officer (A.) on the Staff of the Flag Officer Second-in-Command. In 1957-58 he returned to sea with command 
of the anti-aircraft frigate Puma and, having then attended a Senior Officer's War Course, was advanced to Captain in June 1958. 

Appointed C.O. of R.N.A.S Lossiemouth on his promotion. Fell commanded Loch Killisport in the Third Frigate Squadron 1961-63 and 
served as Chief of Staff to the C.-in-C. Portsmouth 1963-65. In the latter year, he reached the pinnacle of Fleet Air Arm seagoing 
appointments, when he took command oi Ark Royal. 

In 1966-68, he served as Flag Officer Gibraltar, Admiral Superintendent H.M. Dockyard, gaining advancement to the substantive rank 
of Rear-Admiral in January 1967. In 1968-70, he served as Flag Officer, Carriers and Amphibious Ships, namely as C.O. of the Navy's 
main striking force of three aircraft carriers, two Commando carriers and two assault ships, a force comprising some 10,000 personnel 
with world wide commitments. He was awarded the C.B. {London Gazette 1 January 1969, refers). 

Having then been promoted to Vice-Admiral, Fell served as Flag Officer Naval Air Command, the most senior appointment in Naval 
Aviation with responsibility for all Naval Air Stations and Air Training Establishments, a command comprising 2,000 officers, 20,000 
men and civilian technicians. 

Fell's final appointment was as Chief of Staff to the Commander Allied Naval Forces in Southern Europe 1972-74. He was raised to K.C. 
B. on being placed on the Retired List - at his own request - in the latter year. 

The Admiral settled at Stoughton, Chichester, where he enjoyed pursuing such hobbies as gliding, shooting and fishing - and 'messing 
around in boats'. Sadly his well-earned retirement was short-lived, for he died in December 1976.

A rare Second World War North Abyssinia 1941 operations D.S.O. group of ten awarded to Major-General B. F. 
Armstrong, late South African Mounted Rifles and Artillery, who was taken P.O.W. at Sidi Rezegh in November 1941 
while serving as C.O. of the 5th S.A. Infantry Brigade - such was the slaughter inflicted on 5th Brigade that the 
Germans called it Totensonntag or 'Death Sunday': notwithstanding a game leg, the Brigadier - 'a jolly soul' - made a 
successful bid for freedom from the Gastello Vincigliata in September 1943 and rose to be acting Quarter-Master 
General and Chief of General Staff, South African Army

The original recommendation states: 

'During the period 1 February to 9 March 1941, covering the operations involving the invasion of Abyssinia, Brigadier Armstrong 
displayed initiative of a high order. He displayed exceptional ability in crashing his way with his Brigade Group through dense bush 
after crossing the Abyssinian border north of Dukana and drive the enemy out of El Gumu. The following morning he advanced against 
Hobok which he attacked with determination and drove the enemy out. Subsequently he displayed outstanding leadership in the attack 
on Mega, when throughout three days of the attack, during which heavy rains fell and the countryside was sodden and the temperature 
almost at freezing point, he acted with great determination in carrying out the attack against the enemy in strongly entrenched and 
heavily wired positions. He co-ordinated the attack of two Brigades and his calm and determined leadership contributed largely to the 
surrender of the garrison, which was the first big reverse suffered by the enemy in Abyssinia.' 
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Bertram Frank Armstrong was born in Cape Town in January 1893 and enlisted in the Natal Police as a Trooper in March 1910. The 
latter unit having been incorporated into the South African Mounted Regiment, he saw action in German South-West Africa in 
September-October 1914, and again in July-August 1915, and was advanced to Sergeant in December of the latter year. 

Commissioned as a Lieutenant in February 1916, he was granted leave to join the Imperial Forces, and served in the Royal Horse and 
Royal Field Artillery on attachment to the Egyptian Expeditionary Eorce from May 191 7 until October 1918. 

Returning to duty with the Union Defence Eorce in April 1919, and having relinquished his commission and been appointed Sergeant 
in March 1920, he was given a permanent commission as a Lieutenant in November 1922, when he joined the strength of the Cape 
Garrison Artillery. 

And it was in this capacity that he gained steady advancement in the period leading up to the renewal of hostilities, serving as C.O. of 
the S.A. Permanent Garrison Artillery and 1st S.A. Divisional Garrison Artillery in the period Eebruary 1933 to April 1937, and as O.C. 
Cape Command from the latter month until July 1939. He was also awarded the Jubilee and Coronation Medals (C.O. 8412 of 25 May 
1935 and C.O. 1344 of 14 June 1937 refer). 

Shortly afterwards he was advanced to substantive Colonel and served as Adjutant-General of G.H.Q. Pretoria and, as a war 
substantive Brigadier, O.C. Natal Command in April-June 1940. 


C.O. 5th S.A. Brigade - Sidi Rezegh 

The summer of 1940 witnessed Armstrong's appointment to the command of 5th S.A. Brigade, in which capacity, as cited above, he 
served with distinction in Abyssinia before the Brigade's deployment to the Western Desert for the "Crusader" offensive. 

By way of summary in terms of Armstrong's 5th S.A. Brigade's part in the coming battle, the following extracts have been taken from 
The Sidi Rezeg Battles 1941, by Agar-Hamilton and Turner. 

Coming under attack by enemy aircraft on 19 November - in somewhat unusual circumstances: 

'5th Brigade received the attentions of two enemy aircraft but suffered no casualties, though the Brigade Commander [Armstrong] and 
his staff, toasting the success of the campaign in three bottles of South African produce supplied by colleagues of 1st Brigade, were the 
victims of a low-level flying attack by the enemy fighter escort. No harm was done, though a junior officer running for shelter with a 
bottle in either hand complained that he had been singled out for vicious personal attack.' 

Shortly after this incident, Armstrong received orders for his brigade to move on Sidi Rezegh, in the early part of which journey enemy 
aircraft returned to the scene, inflicting a number of casualties. Then on the 21st, General Gott, the G.O.C., arrived in the 5th Brigade 
area, where Armstrong later recalled: 

'Major-General Gott in his tank contacted me as my Brigade was travelling north in the direction of my advance. He drew up beside 
my vehicle and informed me that he was General Gott; I replied that I knew him. He then asked me what my orders were. I informed 
him that I was now under his command. He stated to me that the position was very obscure and that he was out of touch with his 
armoured units and instructed me to form a laager on the spot. He said he would remain there until the position clarified.' 

Static the remainder of the day may have been, but elements of 5th Brigade's infantry were in close touch with the enemy throughout. 
Agar Hamilton and Turner continue: 

'The South Africans found the night 21-22 November bitterly cold: the sky was overcast and there were spells of light drizzling rain. 
The night sky was lit by incessant flashes, bursts of tracer, and signal lights, while the rumbling of tanks and vehicles was heard at 
intervals away to the north. Brigadier Armstrong was told that a German tank force had leaguered on his eastern flank and says in his 
report, 'I decided to investigate and if correct to attack at dawn'. General Gott (who spent the night within the South African perimeter) 
was concerned in case they proved to be British tanks - which they may well have been. In any case, when daylight came, 'this 
formation had disappeared'. 

A day and a half had passed since it set out from Bir Duedar and 5th Brigade was still only halfway on its 20-mile journey, and the 
Army Commander was not alone in thinking that it was high time to link up with Tobruk. General Gott warned Brigadier Armstrong to 
be ready to move at 0930, 'by which time he expected to have a clear picture of what had happened in the tank battles fought on 21 
November'. But the situation during the early hours proved confusing, and the two British armoured brigades spent a good deal of time 
bickering with the German rearguards.' 

So: 

'By this time General Gott had put aside any idea of linking up with the Tobruk sortie that day, and his intention seems to have been to 
clear the enemy off the third escarpment west of Point 178. Erom this commanding height they outflanked the positions of 7th 
Armoured Brigade and 7th Support Group on the landing-ground, which were exposed to their fire. 

'I was instructed', says Brigadier Armstrong, to put in an attack on the left flank of the Support Group 7th Armoured Division, to occupy 
and hold the high ground overlooking the aerodrome. I was also told that Support Group, which had been heavily engaged on the 
previous day, would pull out and move into the desert South of the position'. 

In the event, 5th Brigade's attack on Point 1 78 on 22 November ended with heavy loss of life, Armstrong later stating: 

'The attack was launched at about 1 500 hours, but owing to heavy opposition little progress was made and heavy casualties resulted. I 
decided to withdraw 1000 yards after dark and to dig in, which I did. That evening I saw General Gott in his armoured vehicle and 
informed him of the position, and said that unless I was supported by tanks I could make no progress. At no time did I see or was I 
assisted by British tanks.' 

By dawn on the 23rd: 

'In the centre of the divisional position lay 5th S.A. Brigade, from which only one battalion had been engaged, and which was well 
prepared to play its part in operations during the coming day. The Brigade had leaguered as it halted for the attack on Point 1 78, in the 
order of its march through the desert. 3rd Transvaal Scottish still faced north on the position to which they had retired after sunset; 2nd 
Regiment Botha were on the right, looking east, and 1st S.A. Irish on the left, looking west. The B Echelon, a mass of thin-skinned 
vehicles dispersed a nominal hundred yards apart, trailed out into the desert behind. The evidence shows that the Brigade itself 
occupied a square of nearly two miles width, but it is difficult to say how far the transport spread southwards across the desert. All 
witnesses agree that the area covered by its vehicles seemed enormous.' 

Moreover: 

'General Gott was trying to re-form his armour south-east of 5th S.A. Brigade and at the same time to implement his undertaking to 
Brigadier Armstrong. According to the latter, the General promised to support 5th S.A. Brigade with the whole of 7th Armoured 
Division, and told him that 'he would put the 22nd Armoured Brigade on my left flank, the 7th Armoured Brigade on my right flank, 
and the 4th Armoured Brigade which, he said, had been badly knocked about and was very weak, in rear'. Apart from an 
understandable confusion on Brigadier Armstrong's part or the roles proposed for 4th and 7th Armoured Brigades, this represents very 
fairly the dispositions taken up by 7th Armoured Division, and though General Gott was undoubtedly right in deciding that the armour 
was no longer capable of an offensive operation, it retained a great deal of potential strength. There were still over a hundred tanks 
available, and 1st S.A. Brigade was due on the third escarpment at dawn. 6th New Zealand Brigade with a squadron of infantry tanks 
was expected to arrive in the neighbourhood of Point 175 not long after, and within a day or two the British preponderance at Sidi 
Rezeg should be fully restored. All that was needed in the meantime was that the considerable forces available should be directed and 
handled as a single whole.' 
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However: 

The German advance struck deep into the soft 'under-belly' of 7th Armoured Division, which was as unprepared for the attack as 
incapable of resistance. In 5th S.A. Infantry Brigade a single troop of 18-pounder anti-tank guns mounted guard over the vast mass of 
vehicles which stretched southwards across the desert. The rumour of the approach of the panzers caused 'tremendous confusion' in 
the B Echelon before ever they arrived, and transport scattered in all directions. Many vehicles fled into the desert, others crowded for 
protection round Brigade Headquarters away to the north.' 

And: 

'The course of the battle brought the panzers into the area occupied by Brigade Headquarters. News of the German assault had been 
reported to Brigade, and Brigadier Armstrong had sent Lieutenant Nellmapius of the South African Engineers to ask 26th New Zealand 
Battalion for anti-tank support but, as the Brigade Intelligence Officer, Captain Tasker, wrote a few weeks later: 

'The first intimation that Brigade Headquarters had of the nearness of the German tanks was when one officer, peering round the wheel 
of the control vehicle where he was crouched with the telephone, saw the tanks about 300 yards away. Slowly, like monstrous black 
beetles, they advanced, spouting fire and smoke. The knowledge came as a thunderbolt from the blue. Inconceivable. But there they 
were, collecting prisoners as they lumbered on ... The tanks moved straight through Brigade Headquarters before splitting in two ... The 
Brigade Headquarters staff was captured at about 1615 hours.' 

Brigadier Armstrong left his armoured car as the tanks approached, and in his scarlet hat and gorget patches was picked up by a 
German tank, which then plunged on into the battle. The Brigade Major and the Brigade Intelligence Officer and the Signals Officer 
concealed themselves beneath the command vehicle, but were driven out when it caught alight above them from a stray tracer bullet 
and blazed merrily. They too were taken ... meanwhile the German tanks pushed through and made contact with the infantry of 21st 
Panzer Division, on what some of them recorded as Point 1 75 and some as the Sidi Rezeg escarpment, but which was, pretty certainly, 
the 'third escarpment' of Point 1 78. The early winter's night descended rapidly, and all that was left of 5th S.A. Brigade on the field of 
battles consisted of little groups of bewildered and disconsolate prisoners who huddled together neglected, while German staff officers 
wrestled to discover what had happened, and dispatch riders bounced backwards and forwards among the wreckage, guided by 
frequent flares and the light of trucks of burning ammunition.' 

5th Brigade had gone into battle 5,700 strong, but when the survivors were assembled at Mersa Matruh they numbered 2,306 - 224 had 
been killed and 379 wounded, the reminder being taken P.O.W. 

Escape from the Gastello Vincigliata 

Armstrong somehow survived his sojourn as a passenger in an enemy tank and was eventually incarcerated in a P.O.W. camp in Italy. 
No ordinary camp either, in fact the medieval castle of Vincigliata, designated P.G. 12 and formerly the property of an Englishman, 
John Temple-Leader (1810-1903). The latter restored the castle to its former glory, much to the chagrin of the senior British and 
Commonwealth officers who were to be held there in the War, for he blocked off all of the ancient tunnels that once served as a means 
of escape. 

Armstrong's fellow 'guests' were V.I.Ps in every sense, their ranks numbering the likes of Lieutenant-Generals Richard O'Connor and 
Philip Neame and that irrepressible old warrior, Major-General Adrian Carton de Wiart, V.C. In his highly entertaining autobiography. 
Happy Odyssey, the latter wrote, 'We learned that Vincigliata had belonged to an Englishman, a man called Temple-Leader. We 
considered he had restored the castello in the most thoughtless fashion, giving all his attention to what went on above ground, and 
regardless of many underground passages that he had sealed up. He made things very difficult for us.' 

As it transpired. Sir Adrian finally found a way out of the castle in March 1943, disguised as an Italian peasant, no mean feat for the 
one-eyed, one-armed veteran, and he enjoyed several weeks on the run before being recaptured. 

Armstrong, who fellow internee Elight Lieutenant John Leeming later described as 'a jolly soul, who seemed quite undisturbed by 
prison life in Vincigliata', also made a bid for freedom, at the time of the Italian Armistice in September 1943. His bid proved to be 
successful, he and his companions walking over the Apennines and down into Romagna, guided by a Benedictine monk, Don Leone. 
One of his fellow escapers - 2nd Lieutenant the Earl of Ranfurly, - noted however that 'it was a terrible climb for Brigadier Armstrong 
who had a game leg. There was not enough food in the village, so we dispersed in small parties over a district of ten miles.' 
Notwithstanding his game leg, the Brigadier duly reached Allied lines. 


Back in South Africa by August 1944, he was appointed O.C. Witwatersrand Command. 

His final wartime appointment was as C.O. Cape Eortress from July 1945, and, in the rank of Major-General, he subsequently acted as 
Head of the South African Military Mission to Germany 1946-48. He was finally placed on the Reserve of Officers in January 1950, 
having in the interim been Acting Chief of General Staff in the summer of 1949. 

Armstrong died in 1972; sold with extensive copied research.

The original recommendation states: 

'In the South Beveland campaign Major Bell landed in the assault wave and organised the engineer work off the beaches and the 
clearance of mines. It was his men's first appearance in action as well as his own and he led them cooly and steadied them through the 
first difficult days. 

The mines were particularly troublesome in this campaign, being sown broadcast and, with untried troops, casualties from them were 
severe at first but he encouraged his men in their dangerous task by his own example, and his coolness and foresight kept the casualties 
to a minimum. 

In clearing the Roer pocket, he again was in support of the Infantry Brigade opening the assault, and it was due to his determination 
that a crossing was in fact made for the armour over the tank obstacle covering Stein, though the thaw conditions prevented its 
exploitation. 

He supported his Brigade in the assault on Alpon, where he took his sappers and his bulldozer into the town when the armour was 
itself held up by fire. He cleared a way through working and encouraging his men under heavy fire. 

In the crossing of the Rhine, his company was under command of 4 G.H.Q. Transport Engineers and took part in the assault crossing. 

In the attack on Bremen he was in support of the leading Brigade all the way from Verden, into the city itself, remaining in the van 
when the Infantry Brigades relieved each other. 

Once more he led and encouraged his men as they cleared the road forward under heavy fire and faced new dangers from an unknown 
and remote controlled aerial bomb used as demolition charge, which destroyed one of the Armoured Vehicle Royal Engineers under 
his command. 

Throughout the campaign Major Bell has been continually under fire and has led his troops superbly through many difficult and 
dangerous phases, inspiring them by his own personal example of coolness and contempt for danger. 

He has ably supported the Brigade he was with on every occasion and no call has ever been made on his sappers in vain.'

James Bell was educated at Kelvinside Academy, Glasgow and was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 52nd (Lowland) Divisional 
Engineers, Royal Engineers (Territorial Army) in December 1929. It was in the same capacity that he was awarded his M.B.E. in June 
1938. 

He subsequently served as C.O. of 554 Eield Company, R.E. in the 52nd (Lowland) Division in the North-West Europe operations, 
including the South Beveland campaign, the assault on Alpon, the crossing of the Rhine, and the assault on Bremen. He was awarded 
the D.S.O. and mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 9 August 1945, refers). 

Bell was advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel in May 1947, given the Brevet of Colonel in May 1950 and appointed Honorary Colonel of 
124 (Lowland) Eield Engineer Regiment, Royal Engineers (Territorial Army) in December 1950. He was also awarded the Efficiency 
Decoration and 2 Bars {London Gazettes 12 April 1945 and 31 March 1953, refer), and retired in October 1958.

The original recommendation states: 

'On the 8 February 1945, 'B' Company, 43rd Light Infantry, commanded by Major Walker, was ordered to capture the Brandenburg 
feature on the north-east comer of the Reichswald Forest. This involved crossing the bare glacis slopes leading up to the edge of the 
forest. The left flank - which was also the inter-divisional boundary - was quite open; the enemy automatic fire from the edge of the 
wood was heavy, with sporadic shelling; wireless communications were very bad; and Major Walker could not get in touch with his 
Regimental Headquarters. He therefore decided to press on at all costs - irrespective of progress on his flanks - and to secure his 
objective. With characteristic disregard for his own safety he quickly restored order to a slightly chaotic situation and leading his 
Company charged the objective, which he secured together with over twenty prisoners, thereby securing a most important tactical 
feature and materially helping the advance of attacking formations on his flanks. 

On the night of 16 February, 1945, 'B' Company carried out a night attack on the farm buildings at Asperberg to the east of the 
Reichswald. This attack, carried out in the face of fierce opposition from hard fighting German parachutists, was a complete success, 
and resulted in the capture of fifteen prisoners and many killed. The success of the operation was entirely due to Major Walker's careful 
planning and inspiring presence. 

In other attacks, notably at Wesse, Kavaleer, Issum, Winterswijk, Iddenburen, Gross Hauslingen and Verden, Major Walker's skilful 
handling of his company and his complete contempt of danger has inspired his company and indeed the whole Regiment, and made 
every operation undertaken by him - including Normandy - outstanding successes. 

Major Walker has appeared to bear a charmed life, and the fact that he had survived to command his company in a regiment which 
had had 26 changes of company Commanders in eight months is in direct contradiction to his utter disregard of his own life. By his 
personal example and skilful handling and administration. Major Walker has contributed in a very large measure to the Allied victory.'

Harold James "Jim" Walker \A/as born in Hornsey, Middlesex in November 1916 and educated at Eastbourne College. Employed before 
the War with Westminster Bank, he was a prominent member of the bank's Rugby XV, and played in several big representative games 
for the London Banks. 

Fall of France 

At the outbreak of War he enlisted in the Artists Rifles, before being commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Norfolk Regiment in 
November 1939. Posted to 'C' Company of the 7th Battalion in Erance in 1940, as part of the 51st Highland Division, he served in front 
of the Maginot Line but, in the chaotic fighting that followed the German invasion of the Low Countries, his Battalion became 
separated from the bulk of the B.E.E., which was pushed back to Dunkirk in May 1940. 

Instead, the 7th continued a fighting retreat along the Normandy Coast, where it reached the fishing port of St. Valery en Caux on 10 
june 1940. Of subsequent events - and Walker's remarkable escape - Kemp's History of the Royal Norfolk Regiment 1919-1951 takes 
up the story: 

'At 2345 hours the Battalion received orders to take up positions for embarkation. 'A', 'B' and 'H.Q.' Companies were assembled in a 
sunken road outside the railway station, but on receipt of embarkation orders, 'C' Company concentrated on the beach, losing touch 
with the remainder of the Battalion. All guns, machine-guns, and vehicles were destroyed in readiness for the embarkation. But there 
were no boats, and at 0200 hours on 12 June the Divisional Commander, after consultation with the senior Erench officer present, 
ordered 51 Division, and the Battalion, to lie up in the woods a mile or so outside the town. The situation was now almost hopeless for 
there were no guns, no ammunition, no food. Already units which had been unable to reach St. Valery were surrendering in the 
surrounding villages where they had been cut off and at 1030 hours on the 12th, the remainder of the Division was ordered to lay 
down its arms. 

There remained 'C' Company out of touch on the beach, and 'D' Company attached to the 1 Gordons near Cany. Captain Colley, O.C. 
'C' Company, having lost touch with Battalion H.Q. and still unable to make contact with the remainder of the Battalion, decided to 
take up a defensive position in the pine woods to the south-west of the town. The operation was successfully carried out and the 
position held against frequent attacks. Eventually the enemy brought up tanks and, after the Company had suffered a few casualties, a 
withdrawal was made through the town to the port area. Captain Colley, in the continued absence of any orders, decided that the only 
thing to do was for three officers of the company to take parties of volunteers, and attempt to reach the ships which were thought to be 
lying a mile or two out to sea. The method of getting out was to be by small fishing boats which were lying alongside the jetty at the far 
end of the town. 

After a hazardous journey through the town. Captain Colley and 2nd Lieutenant Walker, each with a party of about 18 men, secured 
boats. The parties got aboard by sliding down the mast, but 2nd Lieutenant Walker's boat was found to possess no oars. In their place 
they managed to secure four shovels and set out to sea using these as paddles. They were fired at by machine-guns but fortunately were 
not hit. After three hours they were able to attract the attention of H.M.S. Harvester and were taken on board. On the following day 
they were landed at Southampton, where they found another 11 men of 'C' Company. This party had made its way along the beach 
from St. Valery to Veules-les-Roses, where many troops had been picked up. Their journey along the beach had been a hazardous one, 
as they had been fired on by the enemy lining the cliffs, who had also rolled boulders down on them. 

Captain Colley was less fortunate. His boat had a taller mast than that of 2nd Lieutenant Walker, and had been unable to get under a 
low bridge at the entrance to the harbour. It was forced to return. Captain Colley then attempted to lead his men to Veules-les-Roses, 
but was killed in the process.' 

Walker was mentioned in despatches. 

Normandy and beyond 

Having been advanced to Captain in the interim. Walker commanded the 7th Battalion's advance party on its arrival in Normandy in 
late june 1944. 

He quickly gained appointment as an Acting Major with command of 'C' Company, in which capacity he first went into action in the 
battle for the Orne bridgehead in August 1944, where his lifelong friend. Captain David Jamieson, won the V.C. The fighting on the 7th 
-8th was particularly bitter, the Battalion - part of 176th Brigade - proving instrumental in facing off 'the whole weight of one of the 
crack divisions of the German Army, the 12 S.S. (Hitler Jugend) Panzer Division' (Kemp's history, refers). 

Eollowing the Orne bridgehead operations. Walker was given command of 'B' Company, 1st Battalion, Oxfordshire and 
Buckinghamshire Light Infantry, and it was in this capacity that he won his D.S.O. for Operation "Veritable", the British and Canadian 
offensive between the River Maas and Rhine in Eebruary 1945; in Walker's case, this proved to be the bitter fighting that took place in 
the battle for Reichswald Eorest and, as cited above, it was a period of operations that witnessed the appointment of 26 Company 
Commanders in the 1st Battalion, owing to heavy casualties. He was awarded the D.S.O. 

Walker never lost his affection for the Royal Norfolk Regiment, and for many years organised the annual reunion dinner in London. He 
died at home in Sutton, Surrey in October 1997.

Awarded his D.F.C. for a gallant tour of duty in Hampdens of No. 49 Squadron in 1940, he was recommended for a 
Bar for his subsequent tour in No. 408 Squadron, a tour curtailed by serious injuries after his Flampden crashed in the 
Yorkshire Dales on returning from Hamburg one night in January 1942: the recommendation was lost in the corridors 
of power and he spent seven months in hospital 

Determined to return to an operational footing, he managed to pull a few strings and get himself posted to R.A.F. 
Tempsford where, in May 1944, he took command of No. 138 Squadron: a flurry of S.O.E. sorties ensued, assorted 
agents and containers being delivered to Belgium, Denmark, Holland, France and Norway: he was awarded the D.S.O. 
and the French Croix de Guerre 

Post-war he was awarded the A.F.C. in 1956 for his part in Aries Programme polar flights - in addition to "mentions" 
for his leadership of No. 148 Squadron during the Suez Crisis and services as Air Commodore during the handover of 
Aden in 1966-67: having then been placed on the Retired List after 'the best career a man could have', he added the 
O.B.E. to his accolades for services as Secretary to the Unit Trust Association in 1980

This officer has commanded No. 138 Squadron with outstanding success for six months. During this period the Squadron was engaged 
in particularly intensive operations which were complicated by a re-arming programme which was extremely smoothly and 
expeditiously executed. Wing Commander Burnett is at all times keen to fly on operations, irrespective of the hazards involved. He has 
had combat with enemy fighters on several occasions and at all times has inspired all ranks in the Squadron by his personal example 
and devotion to duty. I strongly recommend him for the Distinguished Service Order.' 

O.B.E. London Gazette 14 June 1980. 

D. F.C. London Gazette 22 October 1940. The original recommendation states: 

This officer has carried out a total of 32 operational flights against the enemy during which he has completed 187 hours flying as a 
First Pilot. 

Throughout these operations Flying Officer Burnett has shown outstanding ability, determination and devotion to duty, and has always 
pressed home his attacks in spite of enemy opposition. 

He has carried out numerous operations and bombing attacks, both from low and high level, and in spite of his aircraft being hit on 
many occasions all his attacks have been notable for their thoroughness, coolness and complete disregard for personal safety. 

This officer is always an enthusiastic volunteer for any task that is offered to him, and he has at all times set an excellent example to 
other pilots in his squadron.' 

Covering remarks by Air Vice-Marshal A. T. Harris: 

'Strongly recommended. This officer is a fine type of Bomber Captain who does consistently excellent work.' 

A.F.C. London Gazette 2 January 1956. 

Wilfred Jasper Burnett was born at Fredericton, New Brunswick in November 1915 and was educated at Fort Francis High School, 
Ontario. Subsequently finding work on a dairy farm, he otherwise occupied himself by serving as a Trooper in the New Brunswick 
Dragoons; as part of his farming brief, he also learned to fly ski-equipped Gypsy Moths. 

Working his passage to England in the summer of 1937, he obtained a short service commission in the Royal Air Force and was trained 
as a pilot. Having then qualified for his 'Wings', he was posted to No. 49 Squadron, a Hampden unit based at Scampton, on the 
outbreak of hostilities. 

First tour: No. 49 Squadron, 1940 - D.F.G. 

When Germany invaded Holland on 15 May 1940, the R.A.F. mounted its first bombing sortie east of the Rhine, around 100 aircraft 
being sent to Dortmund. Among them was Burnett's Hampden of 49 Squadron, who realised, as he passed over Rotterdam - still 
burning from a recent visit by the Luftwaffe - that the "Phoney War" was truly over. Indeed he flew four more sorties before the end of 
the month, another dozen in June, and six in July, many of them to Germany and some of them of the low-level variety. Moreover, his 
flying log book entries often refer to intense or heavy flak, so too resultant damage and, on one occasion, an encounter with an enemy 
aircraft - '50 rounds fired'. 

In August, the same month in which his fellow 49 pilot "Babe" Learoyd won the V.C. for a suicidal attack on the Dortmund-Ems Canal, 
Burnett participated in the R.A.F.'s first strike on Berlin; he returned to the "Big City" on 23 September, his final operation in No. 49 
Squadron, but not before completing a long haul - nine hour - trip to Politz, near Stettin on the 5th. 

Tour expired, and his aircraft having been 'hit on many occasions', Burnett was awarded the D.F.C. 

Second tour: No. 408 Squadron, 1941-42 - recommended for a Bar to the D.F.G. 

In July 1941, Burnett reported as a Flight Commander to No. 408 (R.C.A.F.) Squadron, another Hampden unit. 

Thus ensued a second tour of operations, his targets over the coming months including Bremen, Hamburg, Hanover, Mannheim, in 
addition to a brace of perilous low-level daylight operations to Marquise and Lille. The latter was a great success, although owing to 
very intense flak, all of the attacking aircraft took hits. 

However, on returning from his second strike on Hamburg in the early hours of 16 June 1942, he lost his way in bad weather and 
missed his base at Balderton. Perilously short of fuel, and in attempting to reach R.A.F. Leeming, his Hampden came to grief at Dalefoot 
on the Yorkshire Dales. Two of his crew were killed instantly and another died of his injuries. Burnett, himself severely injured, was 
taken down to a farm house and thence to Catterick Garrison Hospital. 

He was recommend for a Bar to his D.F.C., the citation stating: 

'This officer has flown a total number of 44 sorties on operations involving some 264 hours flying. He has flown eight sorties involving 
44 hours since being awarded the Distinguished Flying Cross. He was posted to No. 408 (R.C.A.F.) Squadron in July of last year. 
Unfortunately this officer crashed returning from his last sortie and was injured. 

On all occasions this officer has shown great determination and leadership. This has been directly responsible for the successful results 
he has obtained. In particular, on the 17th and 21st September 1941, he led a sub-formation of three Hampdens on daylight raids over 
Northern France, one on Marquise and one on Lille respectively. The raid on Lille was most successful. Although he encountered 
heavy flak and fighter opposition, this officer kept his section in perfect formation and returned without loss. At all times he has set a 
fine example by his courage and devotion to duty to the personnel of his Flight.' 

The recommendation was unsuccessful. 

Burnett was to remain in hospital for seven months, prior to joining the Air Staff of H.Q. No. 3 Group on his recovery in August 1942. 
He afterwards attended Staff College and held an appointment in No. 3 Group. 

Third tour: No. 138 (Special Duties) Squadron, 1944 - D.S.O. 

In early May 1944, after pulling a few strings to get back on operations, Burnett - who had been advanced to Wing Commander - was 
appointed C.O. of No. 138 (Special Duties) Squadron at Tempsford. Thus ensued a third operational tour, the whole in support of S.O. 

E. circuits in Occupied Europe. 

His first such trip was to France on 16 June, in support of "Harry 2" and he returned to France on eleven further occasions, thus supply 
drops to, among other coded groups, "Ditcher 47", "Hermit 8" and "Percy 19"; on the night of 6 July, he delivered four agents to 
"Donald 19". 

Burnett also made five trips to Belgium, relevant circuits numbering "Tybalt 19" on the night of 8 August, when his Halifax was 
attacked by an Me. 110 - the latter was claimed as a 'damaged' by his gunners; so, too, a brace of trips to Holland, including a supply 
drop to "Bertus 1". 

He was otherwise employed on missions to Scandinavia, making four trips to Denmark (e.g. "Tablejam 23") and five to Norway to 
supply local Resistance groups - thus "Crupper 7", "Saddle 10" and "Stirrup 3"; on two of these - on 4 October and 2 November - he 
dropped further agents. 

He was awarded the D.S.O., in addition to being mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 8 June 1944, refers); so, too, the French 
Croix de Guerre, which distinction he received from General Koenig at the Hotel Les Invalides, Paris in April 1945. The 
recommendation stated: 
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'As a Squadron Commander over a period of five months, this officer has completed twelve operations of a special nature in France. 
His determination and skill have undoubtedly set an example which has been emulated by other members of his squadron. He has 
played no small part in contributing to the war effort in France, and has inspired his whole squadron by his good leadership and the 
fine example he has set.' 

From November 1944, Burnett served on the Air Staff of H.Q. Bomber Command, but he kept his eye-in, obtaining his Glider's Licence 
in December 1945. 

Palestine and Greece 1947-49 - 'Mention' 

Having been seconded to B.O.A.C. after the War, when he piloted flying boats on the Far East route and was once compelled to divert 
to Communist-held Hainan Island, Burnett served on the Air Staff in Jerusalem at a time when terrorist attacks on R.A.F. installations 
were at their height. He was then posted to the R.A.F. Mission in Greece during the civil war. 

He was mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 29 June 1948, refers) 

Polar flights 1953-55 - A.F.G. 

Having next been appointed C.O. of the Flying Wing at the R.A.F. Flying College at Manby, Burnett was employed on the Aries 
Programme and piloted aircraft on North Pole navigational flights in July 1953 and twice in May 1955. His second flight in the latter 
month, when he was accompanied by student navigators Lieutenant-Colonel C. A. North, U.S.A.A.F. and Squadron Leader j. E. Tipton, 
achieved the fastest time to date, a round trip of 2,400 miles undertaken in a little under five hours. 

During the course of an earlier flight, the air speed indicator of his Hastings iced up but a resourceful Flight Engineer rectified the 
problem and they proceeded to the Pole, where Burnett dropped a miniature bottle of Scotch with a Union flag attached. 

He was awarded the A.F.C. 


Suez Gris is 1956 - "Mention" 

In July 1956, Burnett took command of No. 148 Squadron, and he was still 'working up' his force of Valiants when ordered to Malta on 
the advent of the Suez Crisis. He subsequently led the first force of R.A.F. V-bombers to drop bombs in anger, namely a strike against 
Almaza airfield at Suez. 

As C.O. Burnett had trained his aircrew to operate from a height of 40,000 feet, but on the night of the first attacks - on 31 October 
1956 - he was ordered to drop to 30,000 feet. His obituary in The Daily Telegraph takes up the story: 

'As the crews of No. 148 pressed on to Almaza they encountered a jet stream at 30,000 feet as well as problems connected with their 
radar bombing system, which made the attack difficult. Burnett was first to drop his 11 1,000lb. bombs, followed by the others. But the 
raid was only partially successful. 

When he returned to Malta, he protested at the order to bomb from an inappropriate height, and was cleared to attack from 40,000 feet 
on subsequent raids. The following night he and his men attacked Fayid airfield. His Bomb Aimer dropped an accurate flare and, on a 
second approach, placed the bombs in the centre of the airfield. Three nights later Burnett bombed the barracks; the ceasefire soon 
followed. 

He was mentioned in despatches and advanced to Group Captain in July 1957. 

Senior Gommand - Aden - "Mention" 

Appointments as O.C. R.A.F. Marham and Air Adviser to the U.K. High Commissioner in New Delhi followed, so too his promotion to 
Air Commodore in July 1963. He next joined Air Headquarters, Aden in October 1996, where plans were afoot for British withdrawal 
in the following year. 

Owing to the deteriorating internal security situation, it was a difficult assignment, it being essential that the region's infrastructure be 
maintained as our military presence was steadily withdrawn. In the event a secure and stable handover was effected, largely thanks to 
the 'ever-dependable' Burnett. 

He was mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 23 January 1968, refers). 

Not yet done - O.B.E. 

On leaving the service in January 1968, Burnett tried his hand at corporate employment but having to go 'cap in hand to company 
executives' proved a step too far. 

Happily, he found more rewarding employment as Secretary of the Unit Trust Association, and it was in this capacity that he added the 
O.B.E. to his extensive list of accolades in 1980. 

The Air Commodore, an expert fly fisherman who maintained a rod on the Itchen until his 90th year, died at Haslemere, Surrey, in 
September 2006.

Joseph Thomas Packard was born in February 1869 and enlisted in the Medical Staff Corps in February 1887. Following a spell of duty 
at Gibraltar, he participated in the Ashanti Expedition 1895-96 (Star), and in operations in the Sudan (Queen's Medal; Khedive's 
Medal); his statement of war services in official Army Lists makes no mention of his entitlement to the 'Khartoum' clasp, but it appears 
that sources at the R.A.M.C. Museum confirm his presence at the battle of Omdurman in September 1898. 

A Staff Sergeant by the outbreak of hostilities in South Africa, he subsequently served in the relief of Ladysmith operations, including the 
actions at Tugela Heights and Laing's Nek (Queen's Medal & 5 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). 

Commissioned as a Q.M. & Hon. Lieutenant in November 1913, Packard was embarked for France on the outbreak of hostilities in 
August 1914, where he served until returning to the Home Establishment in July 1916. Granted the temporary rank of Q.M. Major in 
the same month, he went back to France in September 1916, where he had charge of an Advanced Depot of Medical Stores and gained 
advancement to the substantive rank of Q.M. Captain in July 1917. He was awarded the O.B.E. and four times mentioned in 
despatches (London Gazettes 22 June 1915, 15 June 1916, 25 May 1918 and 30 December 1918, refer). 

Packard was placed on the Retired List as an Hon. Q.M. Major in February 1924, having served latterly in the B.A.O.R., and died, aged 
86, in June 1955.

Later at the 
North-Western Hospital at Hampstead where he remained until he retired in 1926. Also taught at the R.A.M. College at Millbank. Was 
an Honorary Eellow of the Society of Medical Officers of Health. As Medical Officer with the B.R.C.S., he entered Erance on 28 January 
1915. Later ranked as a Lieutenant-Colonel in the R.A.M.C. Was in charge of the Grove Military Hospital at Tooting Graveney. Eor his 
wartime services he was awarded the O.B.E. 

Latterly living in Hemingford Abbots, he died in 1938. With copied m.i.c. and obituary published in the B.M.J., 7 January 1939.

Walter Augustus Sparrow was born on 7 December 1877. Employed as Borough Accountant of Eastbourne, in 1907 he was 
commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers Volunteers, being assigned to the Sussex Royal Engineer Volunteers at Eastbourne. 
On the outbreak of war he was Captain and second-in-command of the 1 st Home Counties Eield Company R.E.. In November 1914 he 
commanded the 2/1 st Home Counties Eield Company R.E. and in April 1915 was promoted Major. In December 1915 he was Brigade 
Major of the 9th Provisional Brigade and in November 1916 Brigade Major of the 218th Infantry Brigade. He was appointed second-in- 
command of the 5th Reserve Battalion R.E. and the R.E. Training Centre, Christchurch, Hampshire in Eebruary 1918; taking over 
command of the above in September 1918.

John Cairns was born in Longformacus, Berwickshire, on 18 March 1865 and was educated at Duns Public School, Edinburgh 
University and the United Presbyterian College. He was licensed as a preacher at Berwick-on-Tweed on 17 November 1891 and was 
appointed Preacher-in-Charge of Ardeer Congregation, Stevenson, Ayrshire. He was ordained and inducted at Kilmarnock in March 
1894, serving at Holm United Presbyterian Church, Kilmarnock. During his ministry there he was several times Chairman of the 
Kilmarnock Parish Council and was appointed a j.P. in 1889. In 1904 he took up a position in charge of the Presbyterian Church at 
New Road, Woolwich and was later appointed Moderator of London South Presbytery. He was, whilst at Woolwich, Convenor of the 
Synod's Committee on the Oversight of Soldiers and Sailors, and a member of two advisory committees at the War Office. During 1924 
-27 he was appointed to the Presbyterian Church at Benwell, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, after which he became Minister Emeritus and 
retired to the home of his youth at Duns in Berwickshire. A long serving member of the Volunteer and Territorial Army, he joined the 
1st Berwickshire Rifle Volunteers in 1880. On 23 October 1886 he was commissioned a Lieutenant in the 2nd Edinburgh Rifle 
Volunteers, The Royal Scots (later the 4th Battalion Royal Scots) and in October 1893 was promoted to Captain. As Acting Chaplain, 
Cairns was awarded the Volunteer Eorce Long Service Medal, this being notified in A.O. 171 of July 1902. Moving south to Woolwich, 
in May 1905 he was appointed a Captain in the 3rd Volunteer Battalion The Queen's Own (Royal West Kent Regiment). He was 
awarded the Volunteer Decoration on 22 December 1905. Cairns was granted the honorary rank of Major in November 1906. On the 
introduction of the Territorial Eorce in 1908, he left the 3rd Volunteer Battalion but still remained in the Army Chaplains Department as 
an Acting Army Chaplain. On 5 March 1910 Cairns was appointed an Honorary Chaplain of the Chaplains Department, T.E., holding 
this appointment until his death in 1945. On the outbreak of the Great War Cairns was appointed a Temporary Chaplain to the Eorces, 
3rd Class, Army Chaplains Department. Later in the war he became an Assistant Principal Chaplain. During the war he served at 
Woolwich and at other home stations. He also served on the hospital ship Aquitania and the ambulance troop ship Braemar Castle. He 
received the thanks of the Secretary of State at the War Office for services on the Advisory Committee on Presbyterian Chaplains. When 
about to proceed to Archangel with the Expeditionary Eorce, he was laid aside with a slight attack of pneumonia; on recovery, he was 
ordered to India where he visited garrisons at Karachi, Bombay and Poona. Eor his services in the Great War he was awarded the O.B. 
E. {London Gazette 3 June 1919). He applied for but was declared ineligible, for the British War and Victory Medals and Territorial 
Eorce War Medal. He was demobilised in September 1920 and was awarded the T.D. on 9 October 1923. Eor his work in the interests 
of international relationships and American education, Cairns was made an Honorary Doctor of Sacred Theology of Gettysburg, U.S.A. 
The Reverend j. Cairns, O.B.E., V.D., T.D., D.D., j.P., died on 27 April 1945. Sold with copied research and several copied 
photographs.

The North-West Frontier 

Robert Claude Battman Bristow, who was born in May 1900, was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Indian Army in April 1919, 
and quickly witnessed active service on attachment to the 2nd Battalion, 9th Gurkha Rifles, being employed in the Third Afghan War as 
a cipher officer at Kohat (Medal & clasp). Next attached to the 3/151 st Punjab Rifles, he saw further action in the Waziristan operations, 
not least at Zer mountain, south of Idak, when he assisted in extricating 'C' Company from a dangerous forward position - Their [the 
Wazirs'] fire was not very accurate and mostly went overhead, but occasionally one of our men was hit' (clasp). He was also given his 
first independent command - Khajuri Eort - from which he patrolled the hills and picquets. With the disbandment of the 3/151st 
Punjabis in early 1921, Bristow transferred to the 2nd Battalion, 17th Dogras, in which regiment he would serve for the remainder of 
his career - including another stint of active service on the North-West Erontier in 1936-37 (Medal & clasp). 

"Paiforce" and Burma 1943-45 - "mention" 

In fact, Bristow remained employed in India until April 1943, taking command of the 11/1 7th Dogras (a.k.a. ''Bristow's Own") as a 
Major in May 1938 and, following the outbreak of war, the Bannu Brigade and the Tochi Mobile Column. In April 1943, however, he 
was given command of the regiment's Machine Gun Battalion and ordered to the Middle East, in which capacity he served in 
"Paiforce" in addition to a trip to Italy for 'battle experience'. In October 1944, the M.G. Battalion returned to India in readiness for 
active employment in Burma and, by March 1945, it was actively engaged in the fighting at Meiktala. Subsequently, 'in the dash to 
Rangoon, and later in java, the Battalion won 15 decorations for bravery and 30 mentions in despatches', Bristow being among the 
latter {London Gazette 19 September 1946, refers). In Memories of the British Raj, he makes frequent reference to the gallantry of his 
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troops: 'On one of my visits to the salient I \A/alked into a bombardment of Jap heavy mortars, and decided to make for the cover of the 
nearest machine-gun post, which had been dug into a clump of bamboo. To my surprise I found the gun crew sitting outside their 
trench, and asked Havildar Dalip Singh whether he was trying to get his men killed. He replied with a grin, "No sahib, there is a large 
snake hiding in the bamboo, and we prefer to risk the mortars." That evening Dalip reported, "We have killed the snake, a large cobra, 
and all is well."' 

Java 1945-46 - O.B.E. 

Following V.j. Day, Bristow landed with his Dogras at Singapore, restoring order to the dockyard before moving inland. In November, 
however, they were ordered to java, to counter Indonesian rebels who were calling for a republic: it was the commencement of a 
bloody uprising, initial Indian Army casualties amounting to 400 men, among them Brigadier A. W. Mallaby, who was murdered by a 
mob while trying to arrange a truce. Bristow himself came under fire, and 40 of his Dogras were killed or wounded, prior to the arrival 
of the Dutch in April 1946. He was awarded the O.B.E. 

Indian Independence 

By now a Brigadier, he was given command of the 11th Indian Infantry Brigade, and quickly found himself embroiled in the tragic 
events of the Communal War at the time of Indian Independence - a chapter in his career to which he devoted half of the text of 
Memories of the British Raj: thus accounts of numerous close calls but above all his deep regret at how events unfurled: 'When 
Independence Day was announced, I well remember assembling the V.C.Os at the Regimental Centre, and explaining how the country 
would be partitioned when the Raj ended in two months' time. They expressed astonishment and the opinion that there would be 
serious disturbances and much bloodshed. While expecting freedom, they always thought the British would hand over in an orderly 
manner, rather then cut and run. The bewilderment of sudden change was a powerful factor in the panic and hysteria that followed 
Independence. Confusion and instability were the direct result of everything happening at once, without adequate time for preparation. 
While there were good reasons for haste, there were equally strong grounds for cautiously phasing the transfer of rule, particularly with 
regard to security ... ' 

On a more personal note: 

'As a Brigade Commander during the Communal War my responsibility was confined to a relatively small area, and so the conclusions 
I reach at the end of the book may be regarded as parochial. Nevertheless, consideration should be given to the views not only in high 
authority, but also to those on the spot and nearer events. Unfortunately there is a lack of eye-witness records by those who were 
present during the massacres in the Punjab. As historians cannot make fair judgments if secrets of the past remain untold, I have tried to 
add my own evidence before it is too late. My account is also a tribute to members of the British rearguard, who have received little 
credit for saving thousands of lives.' Bristow returned to the U.K. in early 1948, sailing from Bombay on the day that news of Gandhi's 
assassination broke. Placed on the Retired List in July 1948, he died in August 1982; sold with a copy of Memories of the British Raj 
Qohnson, London, 1974).

Charles Harte Keatinge Willans, who was born in December 1907, was originally commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery 
in September 1927, in which capacity he served in the North-West Frontier operations of 1930-31, gaining advancement to Lieutenant 
in September of the former year and secondment to the Indian Army Service Corps in January of the latter year. Having then been 
present in the Mohmand operations of 1933, he was advanced to Captain in September 1936, the same year in which he participated 
in further operations on the North-West Frontier. He was mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 18 February 1938, refers). 

Having then attended Staff College and been advanced to Major, he was appointed a Staff Officer in November 1940 and saw further 
action with the R.LA.S.C. in Burma 1944-45 (O.B.E.). Willans reverted to the Royal Army Service Corps after Indian Independence and 
was awarded a second "mention" for his part in the Malayan Emergency {London Gazette 30 October 1953, refers). Subsequently 
placed on the Regular Army Reserve of Officers, he ceased to belong to the Reserve in December 1962, when he was granted the 
honorary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel.

George James MacLennan was born in Stonehaven on 22 March 1886. He joined the P. & O. Steamship Company in November 1907. 
With the start of the Great War he served as a Private in the 14th (County of London) Battalion (London Scottish) London Regiment and 
entered Erance on 5 July 1915. At other times during the war, he served as an Engineer Lieutenant in the Royal Navy and in the 
Merchant Navy. Served on the battleship H.M.S. Royal Oak from December 1916; demobilised on 8 June 1919. During the inter war 
years he served as 2nd Engineer aboard the S.S. Rajputana, August 1932-October 1935. 

During the Second World War he served on the liner S.S. Strathallan from September 1939. On 11 December 1942 she departed the 
Clyde for Algiers carrying 4,408 troops and 248 nurses on board. At about 2.30 on 21 December she was torpedoed by a German 
submarine some 40 miles north of Oran. Eire broke out in the engine room and spread to the hold which contained ammunition. Six of 
the crew and some of the passengers were killed; the remainder were taken off. A salvage tug took the stricken ship in tow but early the 
next day she sank some 12 miles short of Oran. 

It was recorded that 'after the ship was hit, the Chief Engineer Officer (MacLennan) went to the engine room which was flooded with 
oil and water. With assistance he rescued a fireman who was trapped under the gratings. He then found a large number of men whose 
exit from one of the lower decks had been blocked by the explosion and led them up on deck via the engine room. But for his courage 
and resource the loss of life might have been much greater.' 

Eor his services Chief Engineer Officer MacLennan was awarded the O.B.E. and the Lloyd's Medal for Bravery at Sea (not with lot). 

His next ship was the He de France in which he served from May 1944 until he went sick in 1945. He retired from the Merchant Navy 
in March 1946. 

With copied research. 
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A Second World War O.B.E. group of eight awarded to Commander R. H. Mack, Royal Navy, who, having come 
ashore after the Great War, found employment as captain of the Duke of Westminster's private yacht Cutty Sark, an 
ex-R.N. destroyer fitted out to "Bend Or's" highest standards, including some notable 'Queen Anne' decorations - 
with 'her attractive, racy lines and distinctive appearance' she was well-known in yachting circles between the wars:

Richard Herbert Mack was born in 1 896, the third son of Major Philip Paston Mack of Paston Hall, Norfolk. One of his brothers, Philip, 
became a distinguished destroyer captain, winning a D.S.O. and Bar in H.M.S Jervis prior to his death in April 1943. 

Entering the R.N.C. Dartmouth in 1909, he was appointed Midshipman in the battleship H.M.S. Vanguard in September 1913, and 
remained similarly employed - latterly in the rank of Sub. Lieutenant - until removing to the sloop Alyssum in December 1915. 

He next served in a succession of destroyers, namely the Pylades (December 1916 to November 191 7), the Pigeon (November 1917 to 
March 191 8) and the Scimitar (March 1918 to Eebruary 1919). Advanced to Lieutenant in Pylades, he was mentioned in despatches for 
his services in the Scimitar for good work on escorts, convoys and patrols {London Gazette 20 September 1918, refers). 

In the immediate post-war era Mack served in Iron Duke, the flagship of the C.-in-C. Mediterranean, prior to being placed on the 
Retired List at his own request in 1925. Here, then, the commencement of his long held command of Gutty Sark, the Duke of 
Westminster's private yacht, for whom he took up employment in the same year. He married Lady Mary Grosvenor, sister of the 3rd 
Duke, in Eebruary 1938, shortly after being advanced to Commander on the Retired List. 

As stated, the Gutty Sark was taken up by the Admiralty as a submarine chaser on the advent of hostilities, Mack remaining in 
command and attacking a contact picked-up while patrolling off Liverpool in December 1939. 

Having then seen service off Norway in April 1940, the Gutty Sark participated in operations off Erance in May-june 1940, one of her 
tasks being to transport assorted XD - R.E. demolition - parties; in so doing, she suffered bomb damage off St. Nazaire and had to be 
towed back to Plymouth. 

Gutty Sark was subsequently employed on escort duties out of Holy Loch, onetime on attachment to the 3rd Submarine Elotilla. 
Among other operational activity, she picked up three crew members from a downed Whitley in November 1942, who had been 
dinghy-bound for 84 hours; by way of thanks to Mack and his shipmates, their next aircraft, Lancaster ED-654 of No. 19 Squadron, was 
christened 'Cutty Sark'. 

In Eebruary 1944, however, Mack removed his command to the sloop Bridgewater, a submarine escort ship based at Holy Loch, and it 
was in this capacity that he was awarded his O.B.E. in June 1945. Placed back on the Retired List at the War's end, he settled in 
Ireland, where he died at Clonmel in September 1967.

Kenneth Lancelot Barrow was born in 1905, the son of Admiral Sir Arthur Barrow by his second marriage. Admiral Barrow served two 
terms as Assistant Director of Naval Intelligence, an area of activity that was also to play a significant part in his son's career (see DNW 
27 June 2007, lot 632 for his medals). 

Barrow joined the Royal Navy as a Paymaster Cadet in Eebruary 1923, perhaps influenced by his elder brother Hubert, who served in 
the same branch, and by 1940 was Secretary to the Eirst Sea Lord, Admiral Sir Dudley Pound. 

His career followed a steady progression through the twenties and thirties, filling various seagoing posts in the Atlantic, North America 
& West Indies and East Indies Stations. In 1935 he went to the 1st Submarine Elotilla in the Mediterranean, as Secretary to Great War 
submarine hero Captain Guy D'Oyly Hughes D.S.O., D.S.C., a man whose fiery temperament would later be highlighted in events 
surrounding the loss of the aircraft carrier H.M.S. Glorious under his command in 1940. During 1936 the flotilla's depot ship (H.M.S. 
Gyclops) spent time at Haifa, qualifying Barrow for the Palestine clasp to the Naval General Service Medal. 

Barrow spent the first couple of years of the war serving on the staff of Admiral Sir William James, C-in-C Portsmouth, a time when the 
city was heavily bombed. In April 1942 he went to the recently formed Combined Operations Headquarters, for duty as Additional 
Secretary to its Chief (Vice-Admiral Lord Louis Mountbatten), and afterwards as Secretary of the organisation, in the temporary rank of 
Paymaster-Captain. 

Eollowing this his career took a more clandestine turn, and Navy Lists throughout 1943 give no clue as to his employment. In January 
1944 he resurfaces with an appointment to H.M.S. President 'for Special and Miscellaneous Services'. More recently released Bletchley 
Park records reveal that he was in fact based at Mansfield College, Oxford, an outstation of the Bletchley organisation, as Deputy 
Superintendent - and then Superintendent - of code and cipher production for the Government Code and Cipher School (G.C.C.S.). 

In June 1946 G.C.C.S. was renamed Government Communications Headquarters (G.C.H.Q.), in which guise it continues to this day. It 
seems likely Barrow remained with the organisation from its foundation, and after his retirement from the Royal Navy on medical 
grounds in September 1947. 

G.C.H.Q. still comes under the responsibility of the Secretary of State for Eoreign and Commonwealth Affairs, which accounts for the 
discreet gazetting of Barrow's O.B.E. under the umbrella of that organisation. The roll for the 1953 Coronation Medal is less opaque, 
showing Commander Barrow under the authority of 'E.O. G.C.H.Q.' 

Commander Barrow died in Gloucestershire on 9 June 1970. A letter from the Ministry of Defence Medals Office confirms that his 
second world war campaign entitlement (the Defence and War Medals) was not claimed.

John Gibb McCrie was born on 24 November 1902 and was educated at George Watson's College, Edinburgh. He studied Medicine at 
the University of Edinburgh where he graduated with first class honours. After house appointments he became a lecturer in Medicine 
and Assistant Physician to the Royal Infirmary, Edinburgh. During the Second World War he served as a Lieutenant—Colonel with the 
R.A.M.C., seeing service with the B.E.E. and in North Africa and the Mediterranean. In 1948 he was appointed the first full-time Dean 
of the Eaculty of Medicine at the University of Sheffield and served 20 years in that position. On his retirement in 1968 the Nottingham 
Medical School appointed him part-time Associate Dean, a post he held until 1976. He was in addition President of the South 
Yorkshire branch of the British Red Cross Society. He died on 24 January 1977.

Mr Harold Marshall Pearson, Chief Engineer, R.E.A. Services, born, 13 May 1904, was awarded the military O.B.E. in Her Majesty's 
Birthday Honours List of 1956. He was later appointed Senior Chief Engineer Officer and then Deputy Marine Engineer Superintendent 
prior to his retirement from the service on 28 December 1966.

Gordon McKenzie MacDonald, who was born in Co. Durham in June 1922, was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Black 
Watch in 1942, but transferred to the 4th Gurkhas in the same year and then volunteered for the Gurkha Parachute Regiment and was 
posted to 153 Gurkha Parachute Battalion. 
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Gurkha Airborne 

As part of 50th Independent Parachute Brigade, the unit was present at the battle of Sangshak (21-26 March 1944), the Brigade 
suffering extremely heavy casualties - 40 officers and V.C.Os and 545 other ranks. The breakout on the night of 26 March 1944 saw the 
remnants of the once-proud Parachute Brigade fight its way south and then west through the Japanese-infested jungles to Imphal. But it 
achieved its task of keeping the outflanking Japanese forces from surrounding Imphal and destroying IV Corps. Despite the losses it 
suffered in Sangshak, the paratroopers formed ad hoc units and continued to participate in actions to destroy Japanese forces near and 
around Imphal until its withdrawal in July. 

Imphal aside, MacDonald was also actively engaged in his unit's first airborne operation towards the end of the War, when it was 
parachuted into Elephant Point, Burma, in May 1945, as part of Operation "Dracula". 

At 02:30 on 1 May, two C-47 transport aircraft took off from Akyab, transporting several pathfinder teams and a platoon tasked with 
defending the initial drop zone at Tawhai. The rest of the largely Gurkha composite battalion boarded 38 Dakotas and took off 30 
minutes later, and at 05:45 jumped over the drop zone. At this point it encountered no Japanese opposition, and after it had rallied, 
advanced towards Elephant Point and the artillery battery. It halted 3,000 yards in front of the battery to allow B-24 Liberators from the 
U.S.A.A.E. to carry out a preliminary bombing attack. Unfortunately, despite officers and other ranks wearing yellow recognition panels 
and carrying orange umbrellas to identify themselves, 'C' Company was bombed and strafed by the bombers, causing a number of 
casualties. As a result, a Eorward Air Controller attached to the Battalion ordered a halt to all further bombing runs on the battery. 

After moving through torrential rain, the Battalion reached Elephant Point at 16:00, and close-quarters fighting then took place, with 
flame-throwers being used against several Japanese bunkers guarding the battery. About 40 Japanese soldiers and gunners were killed 
during the assault, and the Battalion also sustained several casualties, among them MacDonald with a gunshot wound to his leg. After 
the battery had been secured the Battalion dug in around Elephant Point and awaited the arrival of the relief force, which landed at 
Thaungang at 15:30, with a supply drop following it several minutes later. The Battalion remained where it was through the night, 
although high tides submerged a number of trenches and forced it to higher ground. By the dawn of 2 May, after it had cleared a 
number of nearby bunkers, the Battalion was able to watch as minesweepers cleared the Rangoon river for the columns of landing craft 
following behind them. 

MacDonald subsequently led a party of three 12-man teams in Malaya and Java to recover prisoners of war, a dangerous operation 
owing to the unpredictable nature of the Japanese. In the event, the mission was a success. 

Post-war - Malaya firefight - M.I.D. 

Joining the 1st Gurkhas in 1947, and advanced to Captain in June 1949, MacDonald next saw action in Malaya, initially as a member 
of Eerret Eorce on deep jungle patrols, and latterly as O.C. 'A' Company, in which latter capacity he was mentioned in despatches 
{London Gazette 4 April 1952, refers), for his gallant leadership during a firefight near Batu Anam, Johore, on 28 July 1951, an action in 
which 12 terrorists were killed and another wounded. 

Advanced to Major in June 1956, he led a 260-strong contingent of Gurkhas to the U.K. in 1960 for the State Visit of the King and 
Queen of Nepal, in respect of which services he was awarded the Nepalese Order of Dakshina Bahu. 

Having then served as 2nd-in-Command of the 1st Battalion, and seen further active service in Borneo and the Malay Peninsula, he 
served as a Chief Instructor at the Gurkha Training Depot and was appointed Brigade Welfare Officer in Nepal in 1972. His final 
appointment was as O.C. of the British Gurkha Recruiting Centre in Paklihawa, in which capacity he was awarded the O.B.E. prior to 
his retirement in June 1977. He died at Christchurch, Dorset, in April 1993.

wounded from the summit: "No Gooks are going to drive the Argylls off this position" 

Awarded the Silver Star for his part in the battle. Gillies was subsequently recommended for a D.S.O. for his gallant 
command of the 5th Battalion, Royal Malay Regiment in Malaya in 1956-58, but in the event received an O.B.E. and a 
"mention"

'Lieutenant-Colonel Gillies has been commanding a battalion of The Royal Malay Regiment since November 1956. During almost the 
whole of this period the battalion has been deployed on operations against the Communist terrorists in the jungle and it has proved 
itself to be a fighting unit of the highest class. Every operation has been carried out with the greatest efficiency and dash, whilst the 
unit's morale has always remained at the highest throughout, regardless of the conditions under which it was operating. The battalion 
record in the emergency is of the very best in the Eederation. 

Without any doubt the architect of these excellent results has been Lieutenant-Colonel Gillies. His drive, enthusiasm and top class 
leadership have proved a tonic to all under his command. His planning of operations has invariably meant that his battalion have 
stepped off on the right foot, and the way in which he has trained and led his team throughout his tour of command has been a model 
for any Commanding Officer the world over.'

'In recognition of distinguished services in Malaya during the period 4 January to 30 June 1956.'

The original Eighth United States Army (Korea) General Order No. 204, dated 20 December 1950, states: 

'Major Gillies, while serving in the 1st Battalion, The Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, 27th British Commonwealth Brigade, 
distinguished himself by gallantry in action against an armed enemy near Waegan, Korea on 23 September 1950. Major Gillies 
commanded one of the companies which successfully captured Hill 282. A friendly air strike, using napalm, was misdirected against 
his company and forced it to withdraw from the crest of the hill. Major Gillies, by his courage and determination in the face of heavy 
enemy fire and the demoralizing effect of the air strike, was instrumental in steadying the survivors and in leading them back to their 
positions on the hill. Major Gillies, with a few men, held these positions in the face of intense enemy artillery, mortar and small arms 
fire and repeated attacks until all wounded were evacuated to safety and the unit could withdraw under fire in good order to more 
tenable positions. He repeatedly exposed himself to intense enemy fire to encourage and direct his men. Major Gillies was the last to 
withdraw from the position, and then only after he had personally determined that all the wounded had been evacuated. The gallantry 
displayed by Major Gillies reflects great credit upon himself and the military service of the British Commonwealth and the United 
Nations force.' 

One of just 14 Silver Stars awarded to members of the British and Commonwealth Eorces for Korea. 


James Blair Gillies was born in Glasgow in December 1913 and was educated at the King's School, Chester. Enlisting in the Royal 
Army Service Corps in May 1940, he was advanced to Sergeant in August 1941 and was selected for officer training in Eebruary 1942. 

Subsequently commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Scots, he served in India, South Africa and latterly in Scottish Command. 

In April 1948, Gillies transferred to the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders and was posted to the 1st Battalion in Palestine as Adjutant. 
Shortly afterwards he assumed command of 'C' Company in the rank of Major in Hong Kong, from whence he was embarked with his 
regiment for Korea. His own account of the celebrated action on Hill 282, sworn under oath in support of the recommendation for a 
posthumous V.C. to Major K. Muir, states: 

'On 23 September 1950, two companies of the 1st Battalion, The Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, 'B' and 'C Companies [the latter 
under Gillies' command], attacked an enemy held hill at 0515 hours and by 0800 hours these companies had secured their objective 
and had reorganised it. 

During the assault 10 casualties had been sustained and because of the difficult country a request was made to Battalion H.Q. for 
stretcher parties to be sent forward. In the meantime some shelling and mortaring by the enemy was experienced and further casualties 
sustained. 

At approximately 0900 hours the Battalion 2nd-in-Command, Major K. Muir, arrived with a stretcher party and started to evacuate the 
wounded. While doing so, it was reported that small parties of the enemy were endeavouring to infiltrate on the left flank of our 
position, and at approximately 0930 hours the forward platoon had to be reinforced. In the following hour this infiltration increased 
necessitating further reinforcement of the forward elements, and because of mortar and small arms automatic fire, further casualties 
occurred, thus making evacuation extremely difficult. 

By 1100 hours approximately, 'B' and 'C' Companies were so inter-mixed due to reinforcing and casualty evacuation assistance, that it 
became imperative that they should come under one command, particularly as enemy activity was increasing. Major Muir 
automatically assumed command despite the fact he might have just as easily appointed a senior Company Commander and carried on 
with his evacuation duties. Immediately he set about encouraging the men and cheering them on to greater efforts. To do so he 
continually exposed himself to enemy fire, and to such an extent that even the men shouted upon him to take cover. 

By 1145 hours ammunition was running low and enemy pressure was still increasing, and Major Muir requested an air strike on the 
area where the enemy were concentrating. At approximately 1215 hours the aircraft came in with flame bombs and machine-gun fire 
and attacked our own position. The attack by both flame bombs and machine-gun fire was disastrous; it caused further casualties on a 
now rapidly diminishing force and drove the remainder off the top of the crest to a position about 50 feet below. This was most 
demoralising, and because of the reduced number of fighting men and the dangerously low ammunition state, there is little doubt that a 
withdrawal at this juncture would have been more than justified, more especially as we had been informed that reinforcements were 
not available. 

At this point Major Muir noted that the enemy had not taken immediate advantage of the situation and saw that the crest of the hill was 
still unoccupied. He rallied together the three remaining officers and some 30 odd men and with this force personally led them to the 
top of the crest in the face of heavy small arms fire. 

Erom this moment Major Muir's leadership and example was magnificent. He appeared to be everywhere, and at no time did he take 
cover. He was determined that the enemy would not drive us off the hill and he imbued all ranks remaining with this spirit. By so 
doing, very valuable time was gained in order to get the wounded off the hill, and this officer was more then sensible to this fact. 

By now this rapidly diminishing force was so badly outnumbered by a determined enemy, and so low in ammunition, that Major Muir 
moved round each man distributing remaining ammunition. When his own weapon was out of ammunition he took over a 2-inch 
mortar and used it to no small effect. While firing this weapon he was mortally wounded but even then he expressed the desire to fight 
on. He said "No Gooks are going to drive the Argylls off this position." Major Muir was then carried off the crest. 

There is no doubt that the action, whereby the crest was retaken, was only possible by the most tremendous courage, leadership and 
determination of this officer and by his complete disregard of his own personal safety. 

I was present during the whole of this action.' 

See Anthony Earrar-Hockley's official history. The British Part in Korea, for a detailed account of this action; also Mark Adkin's The Last 
Eleven? Winners of the Victoria Gross Since the Second World War, for further mention of Gillies. Of the tragically targeted napalm 
attack delivered by three U.S. E-51 Mustangs, Adkin states that Major Muir was seen by his men frantically waving a yellow recognition 
panel at the pilots: 
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was useless. Each Mustang roared in low to release its load of napalm into the Argyll's position. The hilltop was engulfed with the 
terrible flowing fire that destroyed everything it touched. Clouds of black smoke and flames covered the top of 282. The aircraft 
returned again to strafe with rockets and cannon fire, before swooping down over A Company's position on 148, hitting them with 
bursts of cannon fire and several rockets. Fortunately for Wilson's men, and nearby tactical headquarters, they were well dug in, and 
the planes had run out of napalm, so they only suffered two casualties. 

On 282 the results were appalling. Roughly 30-40 men, some of them already wounded, were killed or grievously injured. It was a 
shocking, hellish way to die, made worse by the fact that it should never have happened. It was a nightmarish mistake. Those that 
could had leapt off the hill to a position some 50 feet below the crest on Charlie Ridge.' 

Gillies next witnessed active service in Malaya, where he was appointed a Local Lieutenant-Colonel and commanded the 5th Royal 
Malay Regiment from November 1956 until May 1959, in which period he was awarded the O.B.E. and mentioned in despatches. He 
was also awarded the Negri Sembilian D.C.M., which, though not gazetted, was announced in The Thin Red Line in May 1959. 

He retired in March 1963 in the rank of Honorary Colonel and died in January 2002.

James Vallance was born in Mansfield in 1906 and entered the military just before the outbreak of war in 1939, as a 2nd Lieutenant in 
the Royal Artillery, having previously run the local bus company. He later served in the T.A. Promoted Major in 1947, he commanded 
the Robin Hoods, Sherwood Foresters, 1951-55. He received the O.B.E. in 1955 and retired in 1971 as Colonel and Cadet County 
Commander for Nottinghamshire. Colonel Vallance died in Mansfield in 1981.

William Thomas Pyke was born in Kennington, London. An Engineer by occupation, he attested for the Cavalry on 22 November 1882, 
aged 19 years, 4 months. He served with the 11th Hussars in Egypt, September 1884-July 1885. The 11th Hussars supplied a 
detachment of 2 officers and 43 other ranks as part of the Light Camel Regiment who took part in the Gordon Relief Expedition. As a 
Serjeant he was transferred to the Military Staff Corps in May 1889 and was promoted to Colour Serjeant in May 1892. He was 
transferred to the Army Pay Corps in April 1893 and was appointed Squadron Quartermaster Serjeant in May 1895, serving in 
Gibraltar, December 1889-March 1897. Awarded the L.S. & G.C. by A.O. 95 of 1901. Staff Quartermaster Serjeant Pyke, Army Pay 
Corps, took his discharge having given notice on 31 March 1908. 

During the Great War he was appointed a Temporary Captain in the 5th Battalion Hampshire Regiment T.F. on 14 October 1914 and 
was confirmed in that rank in June 1916. Awarded the M.B.E. in 1919 for service as Acting-Secretary of the 5th Hampshire Territorial 
Force Association, appointed by the Army Council.

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A scarce 'Arab Legion' M.B.E. group of eight awarded to Captain W. M. Holman^ Royal Artillery, who, having been

'Captain Holman acted as a Battery Commander in 1st Field Artillery Regiment, Arab Legion, from October 1948 to December 1949. 
During this period by his ability, energy and leadership he not only produced a first class battery starting with almost entirely untrained 
gunners, but by hard work and firm attention to detail he was largely instrumental in producing the very high standard of individual 
training which was the basis of further expansion, and enabled it to take place. 

From 4 December 1949 to 14 February 1950, he was acting C.O. of the Regiment and it was clear that the Regiment owed much to his 
wise planning in this transition period. From 14 February 1950 until 14 August 1950, he commanded his battery with the distinction 
that had come to be expected from him. This officer during his secondment has been a good servant to the Arab Legion, and an 
admirable representative of the Royal Artillery.' 
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William Montague Holman, who was born in London in February 1921, enlisted in the 92nd Field Regiment, Royal Artillery 
(Territorials) in March 1939. Mobilised on the renewal of hostilities, he was posted to No. 151 Battery, 51 H.A.A. Regiment in February 
1940, advanced to Sergeant and embarked for Norway, where he served until being evacuated in June. 

Next embarked with his battery for the Middle East, he was wounded in the arm and taken P.O.W. at Sternes, Crete on 28 May 1941. 
Initially held in Salonika, he was transferred to Stalag VIIA, north-east of Dachau and Munich in August 1941, from whence, in 
February 1942, he made a bid for freedom: he was at liberty in the Munich area for three days but had to give himself up on account of 
near starvation and exhaustion. He was later transferred to Stalag 383, where he was liberated in May 1945. 

Post-war, Holman served in No. 41 Field Regiment, R.A. in Palestine 1946-47, prior to being seconded to the Arab Legion - it was on 
the recommendation of Glubb Pasha that he received a commission in the Regular Army. Thus his subsequent posting as a Captain to 
45 Field Regiment, R.A. in Korea, where he was killed in action on 4 January 1951. 

It was only following testimonials received from returning P.O.Ws that he was successfully recommended for a posthumous mention in 
despatches, which distinction was announced in the London Gazette of 12 June 1954. The recommendation states: 

'Captain Holman was commanding a Cromwell tank, part of a small force formed from R.A. and 8th Hussar resources. On 3 January 
1951 this force was supporting 1 st R.U.R. who were on the left of 29 Brigade covering Seoul. 1 st R.U.R. group started to withdraw after 
dark. Part of the last two companies with whom the tanks were moving were ambushed by a large force of Chinese. 

Confused and fierce fighting took place. Captain Holman stood fully exposed in the turret and disregarding enemy fire directed the fire 
of his 75mm. gun. Twice he personally put out fires which started at the rear end of his tank. 

When the Chinese approached closely Captain Holman called for grenades which he threw himself. Later he called for a Sten gun with 
which he stopped several rushes. At this time he was badly wounded in the back but kept giving his crew fire orders until he slipped off 
the tank. A following tank picked him up and whilst lying on top he was again wounded. This tank got bogged down and Captain 
Holman, in great pain, ordered the crew to leave him and set off on foot. With great reluctance this they eventually did. 

After being captured next morning the remainder of the crew were marched back past the site of the ambush where they saw Captain 
Holman's body. 

Captain Holman showed bravery and self-sacrifice to a very high degree. His indomitable courage under intense fire was an inspiration 
to his men and lived up to the highest traditions of the British Army.' 

Holman has no known grave.

Brian Coventon Moth entered Britannia as a Cadet in January 1934 and was serving as a Midshipman in cruiser H.M.S. Ajax on the 
outbreak of hostilities in September 1939; owing to the fact he attended a course at Excellent in January 1940, the question of whether 
he was present in Ajax during her celebrated part in the battle of the River Plate remains a matter for conjecture. 

Advanced to Sub. Lieutenant on departing Excellent in May 1940, Moth joined Neptune in the Mediterranean in the same month, from 
whence, in the summer of 1941 - as a recently promoted Lieutenant - he removed to the Cossack. As cited above, Cossack was 
torpedoed with heavy loss of life on 27 October 1941, during the course of escorting a Gibraltar convoy, but Moth was lucky to be 
among the survivors: 155 officers and men lost their lives. 

Between August 1942 and January 1944, Moth served at various Combined Operations training bases, undertaking landing craft 
evaluations and serving as a Chief instructor. Having then attended an extended course at Excellent, he joined the Duke of York as an 
Assistant Gunnery Officer in the Far East in January 1945. He was present at the Japanese surrender in Tokyo Bay and was mentioned 
in despatches {London Cazette 11 June 1946). 

Post-war, Moth served as Gunnery Officer in the Devonshire, after which, in the temporary rank of Commander, he served in the Naval 
Mission to Greece. In March 1952 he joined H.M.S. Cossack as Staff Gunnery Officer to the Captain (D.), and it was in this capacity 
that he was awarded the M.B.E., most notably for his part in assisting in the evacuation of the island of Yangdo in September 1953 - an 
operation involving 'considerable initiative and tact, a major fire on the island having occurred a few days before the evacuation' (the 
original recommendation, refers). 

Advanced to the substantive rank of Commander in July 1954, Moth next served in Washington D.C., prior to taking command of St. 
Bride's Bay in August 1957. His final appointment was in the Joint Naval Intelligence Department and he was placed on the Retired List 
in July 1959.

The original recommendation states: 

'Major Watson has served as a District Military Intelligence Officer for the last two years, first at Thomsons Falls, and then at South 
Nyeri Reserve. As a result of his leadership and devotion to duty, he built up an efficient intelligence organisation in both Districts, 
which directly contributed to Security Force successes. In South Nyeri Reserve, his organisation has been responsible for the death of 
over one hundred terrorists, and the capture of twenty-four others. In addition, thirty-nine terrorists have been wounded, and four 
precision weapons recovered. He has taken part himself in many intelligence operations, some of a hazardous nature. He has 
maintained excellent relations with the Police, Administration and Army, and has thereby assisted to build up confidence in the 
Intelligence organisation.' 

William Stanley Watson was attached to the 'Pool of Military Intelligence Officers' at Nyeri in East Africa at the time of the above 
related deeds, his services encompassing the period September 1953 to September 1955.

'Sansom got into the spy-catching business because of his proficiency in languages. British, but born and partly 
educated in Cairo, he spoke Arabic and French like his mother tongue, and was fluent in Greek and Italian. With this 
background he obtained a commission in the Field Security Service. 

Cairo was a hotbed of intrigue, espionage, and political unrest during the last war, and it was here that Major Sansom, as 
Chief Field Security Officer, saw most of his service. His duties brought him in contact with spies, gun-runners, 
informers, political agitators, and the riff-raff of Cairo's extensive underworld. But the indiscretions of leave-happy British 
officers also gave him many sleepless nights. 

Sansom's biggest success was the capture of Hans Fppler, the secret agent planted in Cairo by Rommel. In addition to 
counter-espionage work, Sansom was held responsible for visiting V.I.Ps, and Churchill, Maisky, Roosevelt, and 
Montgomery were among those who owed him a safe sojourn in Cairo. 

In the immediate post-war years the author was appointed Security Officer to the British Fmbassy, and he makes some 
interesting revelations about the infamous Donald Maclean, then Head of Chancery. 

Major "Sammy" Sansom's experiences were diverse, exciting, and often dangerous. His book is full of inside stories, 
tense situations, shrewd comments on security measures, and cynical observations on the lapses of human nature. It can 
be recommended with confidence to a wide circle of readers.'

From the release of the film Foxhole in Cairo - 'the Greatest Spy Story of the Desert War' - to a spate of related 
publications, most recently The Rebecca Code by Mark Simmons (2012), Sansom's part in the intelligence war 
continues to impress and entertain an international audience

Alfred William Sansom was born in Cairo in December 1909 and was educated at the city's English School, and at 
King's School, Ely in Cambridgeshire. His father was manager of the Egypt office of the Gresham Life Assurance Society 
and it was upon a similar career in insurance that young Alfred embarked on leaving school: 'As I had to travel all of 
Egypt and in other Arab countries selling insurance I was able to indulge my hobby, passion, and almost obsession of 
learning the various tribal dialects of Arabic.' 

On the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, he was drafted by the British Embassy to the Anglo-Egyptian 
Censorship, dull work that prompted his application for employment in the Military Police on Italy's entry into the war 
in June 1940. Having then attended a training course, he was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the British Field Security 
Service and sent to Mersa Matruh. 

Early experiences in the field included an enemy aircraft attack in which his batman suffered a mortal chest wound; 
deeply moved by the latter's suffering and courage, Sansom later wrote that his example sometimes made him 'braver 
than it was in my character to be.' 
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The following extract, taken from The Cat and The Mice, by Leonard Mosley, states: 

'His job in the desert was to intercept the bands of wandering Bedouin, who often strayed with their camels over the 
battle-lines, and check their bona fides; for both sides tried to infiltrate agents among them. He wandered about the 
desert on his own, calling in at Siwa Oasis and Giarrabub, sometimes in uniform, sometimes in native clothes, keeping 
his ears and his eyes open. He enjoyed the life, and he was sorry when G.H.Q. called him back to Cairo and gave him 
the job of guarding security in the capital itself. 

But here too he found ample scope for his talents. He could be a Greek one day, a Copt the next, or slip easily into the 
role of an Armenian visitor from neutral Turkey, and long before Eppler came on to the scene he had achieved quite a 
few triumphs in tracking down and arresting the dissidents and traitors whose activities were hindering the war effort.' 

And by way of an overview of his new post as Chief Field Security Officer for Cairo, Leonard Mosley continues: 

'Major Alfred William Sansom was a familiar figure to all those officers on leave from the Eighth Army who frequented 
the men's bar of Shepheard's Hotel in Cairo. They undoubtedly looked upon him with that mild, tolerant contempt with 
which front-line soldiers regarded the desk-holders at G.H.Q., cynically known to them as "chair-borne types" or 
"gabardine swine." 

He was small and dapper and elegant. His uniform always looked as if it were fresh from the tailor's; his moustache was 
trim; he smelled of expensive after-shave lotion and hair-tonic; and, to give him the last touch of smartness, he carried a 
slim switch-cane under his arm. Sansom, in fact, looked as if he had never heard a gun fired in anger in his life, but had 
spent his military career fighting a deft but hardly gallant war exclusively on paper. But appearances can be deceptive, 
and in the case of Major Sansom they were definitely so, for he was undoubtedly one of the shrewdest counter¬ 
espionage agents of World War 11. 

It would be true to say that he spent none of it actually firing bullets or shells at the enemy. He did not need to, for he 
was engaged in shooting down much more important targets with a rather more subtle and complex weapon, his 
intelligence. He had spent the early part of the war in North Africa acting as a security officer in the Western Desert... 

In Cairo Major Sansom had under his command a force of 2000 men to help him in his job of preserving security. They 
were a heterogeneous lot. The body of the force was composed of Egyptian policemen who had gone through a special 
training course in Intelligence and had been drafted to Field Security. Working with them were Greeks, Yugoslavs, 
Turks, Armenians, Syrians, Irakis, Israelis and even Kurds, plus a small, tight group of British N.C.Os who were all fluent 
in German or French and at least one other language. 

Sansom had his agents in most places where they were likely to be useful. There was one British General who talked too 
freely about the plans in the Western Desert to a charming Free French journalist whom he took out to dinner; and he 
lived to regret it, for she was one of Sansom's staff and made a full report on his indiscretions. In most cabarets and 
restaurants in the city one of the waiters was sure to be working for him. One of King Farouk's most trusted servants was 
on the payroll and performed to some purpose, particularly in reporting upon the activities of another servant who was 
in the pay of the Axis powers. 

But whatever success Sansom had had so far was not going to help him much with his present case. Though he did not 
know it at the time, he had already met John Eppler and was suspicious of him. He had watched him in the Kit Kat 
cabaret. He knew the name, Hussein Gaafer, under which he was living, and had even asked for a dossier on his 
activities to be prepared. But for the moment he was just another suspect Egyptian with a rather too European manner, 
and it was for a completely different person that he thought he was searching. 

Out in the Western Desert the forces were beginning to take their positions for the great battle which was inevitably 
coming. Somewhere in Cairo was a spy who might well possess the vital information that could give the Germans a 
decisive advantage in the struggle. And all Sansom could do was send out his men, to watch and wait for the break they 
needed. 

It was a piquant situation, though they did not realise it and it did not help either of them at the time that in fact spy and 
spy-catcher had already met each other - the one disguised as a playboy Egyptian and the other as a bibulous Greek. But 
it was going to be some time, and some complicated manoeuvres were destined to take place, before they confronted 
each other in their true colours ... ' 

As it transpired, it was an alluring belly dancer who provided Sansom with his much needed break, for Eppler, a 
German who had been raised in Egypt by his Egyptian stepfather, frequented the city's nightclubs on a regular basis. 
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Eppler's mission and capture 

Eppler's mission to infiltrate British Army H.Q. was enacted under the Abwehr code names 'Salam' and 'Kondor'. 
'Salam' was the means of delivering him to Cairo, with the assistance of the Hungarian desert explorer Laszio Almasy, 
better known today as the the protagonist for Michael Ondaatje's novel The English Patient (1992) and the subsequent 
film adaption of the same name (1996). 

Travelling Tong Range Desert Group style', Alamsy successfully delivered Eppler, and his wireless operator, Hans-Gerd 
Sandstede, to Assiut in Egypt, after crossing the Gilf Kebir and Kharga Oasis. Thus commenced the second part of the 
operation, 'Kondor', namely their task to infiltrate British Army H.Q. and gain access to maps and plans to assist 
Rommel's Afrika Korps. Unbeknown to Eppler and his companion, Bletchley Park had intercepted related wireless 
transmissions, as a consequence of which Cairo - and Sansom - were duly warned of the imminent threat. 

Thus ensued a game of cat and mouse, much assisted by Eppler's and Sandstede's weaknesses for Cairo nightlife. The 
former adopted the identity of a wealthy merchant, Hussein Gaffar, and the latter posed as an American businessman, 
'Peter Monkaster'. In fact the intelligence gathering side of 'Kondor' proved to be next to useless, Eppler's outings in the 
uniform of an officer of the Rifle Brigade gaining him little information. Moreover, Sandstede's transmissions never 
reached a dedicated Abwehr team who had been ordered to take on a new initiative by Rommel. Thus the codes based 
upon Daphne du Maurier's pre-war novel Rebecca served no real purpose other than to compromise the Germans when 
a search was undertaken of their hideout; Sandstede's wireless transmitter was discovered hidden in a gramophone 
cabinet. Just how Sansom rumbled the Germans is a complex story, imbued as it is with an extraordinary cast of 
characters; his first big break came via his investigations into underground nationalists, among them the country's future 
president, Anwar el Sadat. In common with other members of the Egyptian Army's Eree Officers' movement, Sadat had 
offered Rommel's forces active support in the event of invasion. The sister of one of Sadat's cohorts, Zahira Ezzet, had 
unwittingly befriended one of Sansom's undercover operatives, believing him to be a fellow nationalist with access to 
British Army G.H.Q.: the moment she asked him to obtain a plan of G.H.Q., she set in motion 'Kondor's' collapse. 

Another cast member who helped Sansom to bring together vital clues was the aforementioned belly dancer with 
'sensational green eyes', one Hekmat Fahmy. She may have been a looker but, as Mark Simmons observes in The 
Rebecca Code, she was no Mata Hari. It was through her that Sansom - acting out the role of a Greek money launderer - 
gained his first meeting with the Germans, Eppler being keen to exchange large quantities of forged British currency 
which had been supplied by the Abwehr. Another meeting ensued at the Kit Kat Cabaret, followed by an invitation back 
to Fahmy's boathouse on the Nile. Another visitor to the Fahmy's boathouse that night was Anwar el Sadat, who had 
been asked by the Germans to improve their wireless communications. Just before midnight, he and Sandstede made 
their way to the Germans' nearby boathouse, an abode that Sadat later likened to 'a place straight out of the Thousand 
and One Nights, where everything invited indolence, voluptuousness and pleasure of the senses. In this dissolute 
atmosphere the young Nazis had forgotten the delicate mission with which they had been entrusted.' 

As a consequence, Sadat refused to offer his assistance, the two men returning to Fahmy's boathouse in poor humour. 
Unbeknown to them, their fellow guest, the Greek money launderer - Sansom - had noted the time of their earlier 
departure with much interest: for by now it was known from intercepted radio signals that midnight was the allotted 
hour for 'Kondor' transmissions. 

A day or two later, and having placed a watch on the Germans' houseboat, Sansom got his final breakthrough. Another 
cabaret dancer was picked-up after spending the night there. She claimed to be working for a Palestinian underground 
movement and was a willing interviewee: thus confirmation of Sandstede's wireless transmitter hidden in a gramophone 
cabinet and the fact that he was using Daphne du Maurier's pre-war novel Rebecca as a code book. 

The waiting game over, Sansom and his men quickly set in motion a plan to arrest the Germans in their boathouse. The 
raid was fixed for 0200 hours on 25 July 1942, a raid supported by the river police. It was a complete success. Eppler - 
naked and armed with a Luger - was overpowered, Sandstede likewise on the upper deck, where he had thrown his 
code books overboard. They landed conveniently in one of the river police's craft. Sansom, having retrieved them, 
returned to the boathouse, only for Eppler to rush forward in an attempt to grab them: Sansom punched him to the 
ground and, as the two Germans were being taken away coolly advised them, 'Take my tip and talk, if you want to live.' 

Meanwhile, a similar raid was mounted on Fahmy's boathouse, who was furious when she realised who Sansom really 
was. He removed bundles of love letters from her numerous British admirers, some of which contained breaches of 
security. Within days of their arrest, Eppler was nursing a broken nose and Sandstede botched a suicide attempt by 
slashing his throat. A large number of their accomplices, including Sadat, were likewise rounded-up. However, contrary 
to the fate usually afforded spies, both of the Germans were held as political prisoners and survived the war; an attempt 
to try them as war criminals on their repatriation was curtailed by the intervention of M.l. 6. 

Sansom continued to lend valuable service as Chief Security Officer in Cairo until the War's end, among other tasks 
overseeing security arrangements for Churchill's visit in August 1942; see his / Spied Spies for further details. 

He was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 6 April 1944, refers), in addition to being awarded Middle East 
Forces C.-in-C's certificates of appreciation for 'outstanding service' in June 1946 and January 1947. 

Post-war 

Remaining in Egypt after the War, Sansom was employed by the Foreign Office at the British Embassy in Cairo as a 
Security Officer - with rank of First Secretary on the Diplomatic List - from early 1947 until being expelled from the 
country in May 1953. Shortly before his departure, he was put under 24-hour 'watch' by the authorities, an unhappy 
chapter that culminated in nasty injuries when his car was forced off the road. He was awarded the M.B.E. 

Re-employed by the Intelligence Corps, Sansom was embarked for Malaya in early 1954, where he served until April 
1956 and is believed to have been awarded another mention in despatches; verification required. 

Placed on the Army Reserve of Officers as a Major in May 1957, he met Eppler again in London for the premiere of the 
film 'Foxhole in Cairo' in 1960, and in 1965 he published / Spied Spies. He died at Balzan, Malta in February 1973.

Arthur David Charles Eales was born in Teddington, Middlesex in May 1922 and enlisted in the Royal Scots in September 1940. 
Subsequently commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 4/9th jat regiment in September 1941, he witnessed active service in the Machine- 
Gun Battalion in Burma 1944-45 and in Erench Indo-China 1946-47. 

Having then transferred to the Middlesex Regiment and been advanced to Captain, he served in the Sudan in the early-to-mid 1950s, 
latterly as A.D.C. and Assistant Private Secretary to the Governor-General, and in Cyprus and the Near East in the period 1956-58. 

In September of the latter year, he was appointed a Training Officer, East Aden Protectorate and, having been granted the honorary 
rank of Major when placed on the Retired List in December 1959, he continued to be employed by the Government of Aden; hence his 
award of the 'Arabian D.S.M.' for his services in operations in 1962, the same year in which he was awarded his M.B.E. 

At the time of his death on 14 June 1965, he was serving as Second-in-Command of the Hadhrami Bedouin Legion. According to one 
press report, he was out on patrol in Mahra State in South Arabia, when one of his men, who had recently faced a Court Martial and 
been reduced in rank, shot him dead in his quarters.

Eleanor Frances Weston Van der Weyer, was the third daughter of Jean Sylvain Van der Weyer, sometime Belgian Minister at the Court 
of St. James. The Van der Weyers were firm friends of Queen Victoria. On 24 September 1879 Eleanor married the Hon. Reginald 
Baliol Brett, son of Baron, later Viscount Esher. In 1899 he succeeded his father as 2nd Viscount Esher. In December 1906 Viscountess 
Esher was appointed a Dame of Grace in the Order of St. John of Jerusalem. In 1907 she accepted the office of Vice-President of the 
ladies committee of the Chelsea Hospital for women. 

In the Spring of 1909 Lady Esher initiated a scheme of training in first aid and nursing in connection with the British Red Cross Society 
and St. John Ambulance Association. These Voluntary Aid Detachments were formed to aid the Territorial Forces in time of war and 
were to prove their worth during the Great War. 

In August 1910 she was appointed a Lady Vice-President of the Order of Mercy {London Gazette 9 August 1910). In 1915 Viscountess 
Esher was promoted to a Dame of Justice in the Order of St. John of Jerusalem {London Gazette 28 September 1915). In recognition of 
valuable services rendered in the organisation and training of Voluntary Aid Detachments in connection with the war, she was awarded 
the Royal Red Cross, 1st Class {London Gazette 2 February 1916). Her m.i.c. records her entering France in 1916. Viscount Esher died 
on 22 January 1930, the Dowager Viscountess died on 7 February 1940. Her younger daughter, the Hon. Sylvia Brett, married, in 
1911, Sir Charles Vyner Brooke, Rajah of Sarawak.

Margaret Bessie Williams was born on 20 July 1878, and educated at Malvern House School, Reading. She trained at the General 
Hospital, Hereford, September 1899 to September 1902, when she was appointed Staff Nurse, and served at Addenbrooke's Hospital, 
Cambridge, until October 1904. She was appointed Staff Nurse Q.A.I.M.N.S. in May 1905, and became Sister in June 1910. Served as 
Acting Matron, December 1915-January 1921. She disembarked in France on 12 August 1914, for service with No. 6 General Hospital 
and later with No. 14 Stationary Hospital, 1,000 beds at Boulogne. She was invested with the insignia of the R.R.C. by the King at 
Buckingham Palace on 27 June 1916, having been mentioned in the despatches of Sir John French, dated 30 November 1915, and of 
Sir Douglas Haig, dated 30 April 1916.

Frank Miller was born in Nottingham in July 1900 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in April 1916. His subsequent 
seagoing appointments in the Great War included the cruisers Aurora in February-May 1917 and the Gloucestershire from June 1917 
until January 1918, in which latter period he was appointed Ordinary Seaman. Having then attained Petty Officer status in the late 
1920s, he was appointed Gunner (T.) in April 1932. 

By the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, Miller was serving in the Tribal-class destroyer Nubian, and quickly witnessed active 
service off Norway in April 1940, where she was effectively 'bombed out' of the fjords near Trondheim. In the following month, 
Nubian joined the 14th Destroyer Flotilla in the Mediterranean and it was in that capacity that she lent valuable support to the 
Warspite in the action with the Italian Fleet off Calabria in July 1940. 

It was, however, for Nubian's subsequent part in the battle of Cape Matapan on 28 March 1941, that Miller won his D.S.C. As Gunner 
(T.) he was responsible for firing a brace of torpedoes that finished off the Italian cruiser Tola. 

In the following month the 14th Destroyer Flotilla fought a successful action with an Italian convoy off Sfax, in addition to assisting in 
operations during the withdrawal from Greece. On 26 May 1941, during the Crete operations, Nubian was badly damaged by enemy 
aircraft while escorting the Formidable for her strike on Scarpanto. Seven of her crew were killed and another 12 wounded. An 
accompanying newspaper report takes up the story: 

'At the same time that the Formidable was hit, the Nubian, one of the destroyers in the screen, was struck by a bomb aft, which wiped 
out the after guns. A few minutes later a violent explosion sent flames and smoke 200 feet into the air, suggesting that the stored depth- 
charges had gone up. Commander R. W. Ravenhill, D.S.C., R.N., the Nubian's captain, found to his surprise that the engines were still 
working and although the rudder had gone contrived to steer with propellers, setting course for Alexandria. Another destroyer, the 
Jervis, that closed him after the bomb struck, remained in company. The flooding aft was so extensive that Commander Ravenhill - on 
Miller's suggestion to 'keep the boys busy' - gave orders to fire torpedoes and jettison everything that would help lighten the ship. He 
records ruefully that in the process some zealot threw overboard the officers' laundry, which was in a basket in the after flat. An attack 
was made on the crippled ship an hour later by five high-level bombers, but by stopping one engine Ravenhill contrived to dodge the 
bombs and brought his ship into harbour without further damage.' 

Miller was now appointed Commissioned Gunner (T.) and, in March 1942, joined the cruiser Mauritius in the Eastern Fleet, but he 
came ashore to the Durban establishment Assegai in early 1943, which included a Torpedo School. Returning to the U.K. in the 
summer of 1944, he ended the War at Vernon's satellite Rodean, the requisitioned girls' public school near Brighton, where numerous 
R.N.V.R. officer cadets would have benefited from his knowledge; old school 'Ring for Mistress' bells in the dormitories were, alas, left 
unanswered. 

In February 1945, Miller attended a Buckingham Palace investiture to receive his D.S.C. and in January 1947 he was advanced to 
Lieutenant from the list of Gunners (T.). Having then served in the Navy's Underwater Weapons Department, he was placed on the 
Retired List in 1955. His final appointment may have brought him into contact with Commander Lionel "Buster" Crabb, O.B.E., G.M., 
the famous naval diver who vanished during a reconnaissance of a Soviet cruiser at Portsmouth in April 1956; sold with copied 
research.

Montague Allan Hume Scott was appointed a Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers in December 1907 and sometime thereafter was 
embarked for India, where he received the Delhi Durbar Medal in 1911 while serving as Garrison Engineer at Ambala (the official roll 
refers). Advanced to Captain in October 1914, he first went to Erance with No. 83 Eield Company, R.E., in July 1915 but subsequently 
assumed command of No. 84 Eield Company in the acting rank of Major April 1916. Under his command the Company saw action in 
the Ypres salient before moving to the Somme in August 1916, where it acted in support of operations at Guillemont, Mericourt and 
Longueval. Scott remained in command of the Company until June 191 7, once more taking it to the Ypres salient, and was awarded a 
brace of M.Cs and a mention in despatches {London Gazette 14 December 191 7, refers). 

Returning to India after the Great War, he was granted the temporary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel while serving as an Assistant Director 
of Works during the Third Afghan War in the summer of 1919, and gained advancement to the substantive rank of Major in September 
1922. Having then been placed on half-pay in January 1934, he gained appointment - in the rank of Colonel - as Chief Engineer, R.A. 
E., in October 1936, an appointment he was unable to fulfil owing to ill-health. He died of heart failure aboard the P. & O. liner 
Gathay at Plymouth in the same month, having returned to England for medical treatment.

3 assumed command of the Battery (2/13th Lancashire Battery, now 'C' Battery, 293rd Army Brigade, R.E.A.) about six days before the 
incident. I followed Lieutenant (then 2nd Lieutenant) J. M. Stebbings, R.E.A., with a further relief party and arrived at the scene of the 
explosion 20 minutes later and after the second explosion. I found him and his party hard at work rescuing the wounded and under 
conditions which were even then very dangerous. I can myself most fully endorse Lieutenant Stebbings' report on the work of these 
eight men, and all of them have since done splendid work out here in Erance on other occasions. As regards Lieutenant Stebbings 
himself, this Officer was undoubtedly the leading spirit in the rescue and, as I myself saw, he behaved with great courage, leading the 
men into the flames amongst the many minor explosions which followed the second large explosion, to rescue the injured at great 
personal risk. I recommend him very strongly for reward. Since then, out here in Erance, he has on many occasions shown the same 
courage and has never failed to risk his life when occasion has demanded and has proved himself in all respects a first class Officer'.

Honorary Brigadier John Morley Stubbings, M.C., E.M., won his Edward Medal for the horrific explosion at the Explosion Loading 
Company's Works at Eaversham on 2 April 1916, an incident that incurred heavy loss of life. Subsequently sent out to Erance in 
January 1917, he went on to win the M.C. for his services with C/293rd Army Brigade, R.E.A. and was Mentioned in Despatches by Sir 
Douglas Haig. Invested with his Edward Medal at Buckingham Palace in July 1919, Stebbings maintained his links with the Territorials 
and was awarded his Efficiency Decoration while serving in the 59th (Home Counties) Eield Brigade, R.A. {London Gazette 13.8.1935 
refers). Posted overseas with the 89th Heavy Anti-Aircraft Battery, R.A., on the renewal of hostilities, he was Mentioned in Despatches 
for his services in the Middle East between July and October 1941 but, like many thousands of others, was taken P.O.W. at Tobruk. 
Interned in Italy he sometime found his way to the Vatican, from where he was repatriated in the final year of the War. But the 
Brigadier had yet further honours in hand, as evidenced by his remarkable tally of Efficiency Decorations which were announced in the 
London Gazette on 16 March 1962, namely Eirst, Second, Third and Eourth Bars. A Deputy Lieutenant for Kent from July 1957, the 
Brigadier died at Ramsgate on 2 November 1966.

Noel Richard Lucas Chance was born on Christmas Day 1881, and educated at Eton College, 1895-99, and at the Royal Military 
Academy, Woolwich. He was gazetted to the Royal Field Artillery in 1901 and promoted to Lieutenant in July 1904, and served with 
lllth Battery, XXIV Brigade, R.F.A., at Exeter. He retired from the army in 1906, and rejoined to serve in the Great War with the 
Sherwood Foresters, belonging to the 2nd Battalion, but serving with the 3rd (Reserve) Battalion as a Lieutenant until 8 August 1914. 
He went to France on 20 October 1914 and joined his 2nd Battalion on 30 October. He subsequently served with the Royal Field 
Artillery from 1915-19, being appointed Major in December 1915, and awarded the M.C.,, becoming a Brigade Major on the staff as 
an R.F.A. Special Reserve Officer on 18 October 191 8. 

From 1924 he was a j.P. for Warwickshire, living Alcester, Warwicks, and was a member of the Army and Navy Club. His brother was 
Walter Lucas Chance, Chairman of Chance Bros., Glass Manufacturers, of West Bromwich. Major Chance died in April 1947 at his 
London home in Montpelier Square S.W.7.

Lieutenant Eric Cograve Simpson, R.T.O., entered France on 21 September 1914. Awarded the Military Cross - an early award. As a 
Captain on the General List, he was killed/drowned on 4 May 1917 when the S.S. Transylvania was torpedoed and sunk by a German 
submarine. He was buried in Gruissan Communal Cemetery, Aude, France. He was the son of John James and Emily Simpson. 

The liner Transylvania, of 14,348 tons was being used as a troopship and was en route from Marseilles to Alexandria with an escort of 
two Japanese destroyers, when she was hit by a torpedo some two and half miles south of Cape Vado, Gulf of Genoa. She made for the 
shore whilst one destroyer attempted to take off troops and the other circled the ships to ward off the German submarine. Despite this, 
another torpedo was fired and hit the troopship which quickly went down. Two naval officers and 10 men of the crew, plus 29 military 
officers and 373 other ranks were killed.

F. A. Gerber served in the Second Boer War as a Burgher under the command of Commandant j. jordaan (Anglo-Boer War Medal 
confirmed). He later served as a Trooper in the Somaliland Burgher Corps. The 100-strong unit, commanded by Captain W. Bonham, 
D.S.O., was composed of Afrikaans and English speaking South Africans and others. It was the first South African unit to fight on 
'foreign' soil. 

In the Great War he served as a Lieutenant in Brands Free State Rifles and later as a Lieutenant/Captain in the South African Horse. For 
his wartime services he was twice mentioned in despatches and awarded the Military Cross.

Employed as an 
Insurance Agent and Market Gardener. He attested for the 16th Battalion Royal Warwickshire Regiment on 21 September 1914. As a 
Private in the regiment he entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 21 November 1915. Served in France until September 1916. 
Invalided home with severe shell-shock and suffering from a wound to the right thigh, having been buried by the explosion of a high 
explosive shell. Served once more in France, january-March 1917. Commissioned into the 5th Battalion Worcestershire Regiment on 
29 March 191 7. Was sent to India in February 1919 and was attached to the 2nd Battalion North Staffordshire Regiment. On the N.W. 
Frontier, in May 1919, he was wounded by shot gun pellets to his left shoulder and legs and by a bullet nicking his left ear which 
affected his hearing. He was invalided to Peshawar. For his brave services and leadership in action he was awarded the Military Cross. 
He embarked for England in August 1919 and on 28 February 1920 he relinquished his commission on account of ill health contracted 
on active service.

Harry Thomas Onyett was a member of the 1st Cadet Battalion King's Royal Rifle Corps in England before moving to Southern 
Rhodesia. In 1909 he attested for the British South Africa Police. On the outbreak of war, he proceeded on active service as a Serjeant 
with No. 1 Column, B.S.A.P. to Caprivi Zipfel, German South West Africa. During 1915 he was serving with No. 3 Column in the same 
area before being appointed Company Sergeant-Major and serving with No. 3 Column B.S.A.P. on the border of German East Africa. In 
1916 he was commissioned a Lieutenant in the B.S.A. Police and served with the Southern Rhodesia Column in General Northey's 
attack on the Southern area of German East Africa. Until the end of the war he was in action in that theatre of war. In 1917 he was 
promoted to Captain and was attached to the Rhodesia Native Regiment as Chief Officer Commanding the Machine Gun Company. 

He was awarded the Military Cross for bravery at Mkapira, 30 October 1916, 'for conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. With a 
small party he captured an enemy entrenched position held by 150 rifles and three machine-guns.' - one of only 15 M.C's. awarded to 
the B.S.A. Police. He was in addition twice mentioned in despatches, by Brigadier-General Sir E. Northey on 22 November 1917 and 
by Lieutenant-General Sir j. L. Van Deventer on 3 June 1919. 

In 1919 he returned to Southern Rhodesia on demobilisation of the S.R. Column and proceeded to England where he trained in 
Intelligence Staff duties. He later returned to Southern Rhodesia and resumed his service in the B.S.A.P. as Lieutenant and Assistant 
District Superintendent. Thereafter he was stationed at Gwanda and Bulawayo and became District Superintendent in 1926, serving at 
Gwanda, Hartley and Umtali with the rank of Major, and then at Bulawayo once more as a Major. In 1929 he organised and mobilised 
a force of 600 Special Constables at Bulawayo on the occasion of the Rand Strike. He served in the Eastern Division of the Southern 
Rhodesia Defence Eorce for five years and as Commandant of the Police Depot for another three years. He retired as Assistant 
Commissioner of the British South Africa Police in 1940 and settled in the Vumba Mountains. 

One of 60 British issued 1914-15 Stars to pre-war regulars of the B.S.A.P. One of only 12 jubilee 1935 medals and one of 21 
Coronation 1937 medals issued to the B.S.A.P.

Recommended for an 'Immediate' M.C. when serving with the Royal Army Chaplains' Department, attached 4th/7th Royal Dragoon 
Guards, 8th Armoured Brigade, 30 Corps: 

'On Nov. 18 this Regiment went into the attack on Neiderheide and Tripsrath. On reaching Tripsrath one Sqn. became involved in 
close fighting and had several tanks knocked out and a number of casualties. It was extremely difficult to evacuate the casualties owing 
to the enemy having command of the road and also on account of heavy artillery fire. Capt. Rev. M. Green on his own initiative went 
up in a Honey Tank to collect the casualties. He spent some time in doing this and all the time ignored his own safety and walked 
about giving encouragement to all in that area. 

He went up again the next day to Rischsden where there were more casualties and again acted as an inspiration to all under very heavy 
artillery fire. 

By his gallantry in this action he enabled many casualties to be evacuated which would have taken much longer without his quick 
leadership. His indifference to danger has earned him high merit and I can personally vouch for the inspiration which he gave during 
this battle.' 

M.LD. London Gazette 22 March 1945. 'In recognition of gallant and distinguished services in North West Europe.' 'Rev. M. Green, B. 
A. (257733), C.E. 4th CL, Royal Army Chaplains' Department.' 


Mark Green was born in London in March 191 7, the son of the Rev. William Green, O.B.E., Chaplain to the Tower of London. He was 
educated at Rossal School and Lincoln College, Oxford, where he read Theology. At the outbreak of the Second World War, he joined 
up, and began training at Sandhurst for a commission in the Oxfordshire & Buckinghamshire Light Infantry. This training came to an 
end when he learned that theological students had been added to the list of 'reserved' occupations. Being called to the Ministry, he 
resumed his training for Holy Orders, he attended Cuddleston College, Oxford before being ordained and appointed to a Curacy in 
Gloucestershire and posted as a Chaplain to the 24th Lancers. In January 1943 he was formally commissioned into the Royal Army 
Chaplains Department as Chaplain to the Eorces 4th Class. 

His active service in the war began with the invasion of Normandy in June 1944. In 2005 he published his war diary for the period 5 
June - 31 July 1944, in the book Before I Go. He landed with the 24th Lancers on 7 June, his unit taking their first casualties the next 
day. 
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. He writes on 9 June 'A hellish few days. I knew little about the big picture, but guessed it was the same on other parts of the invasion 
front. It was really a miracle that we were still in Normandy, and not smashed to bits and driven into the sea. We (the Armoured 
Brigade, including 24th Lancers, in support of 50th Northumbrian division) had been holding a high position identified on the map 
only as 'Tt. 103". But Point 103 became a poignant symbol for all of us. ... The more wooded part was about half a mile square, and it 
was here that we beat off attacks from the Panzer Lehr, a crack German tank division which had driven 90 miles from Chatres to get at 
us; also from the famous 12th SS Panzer (Hitler jugend) Division, with their fanatically brave boys who counted it an honour to die for 
the Fuhrer.' 

On 10 June he wrote: "... Late that morning I was at the 4th/7th Royal Dragoon Guards Regimental Aid Post... when one of their tanks 
drove up and stopped. The crew tumbled out looking completely shattered. They explained that they had been shot up, and their tank 
commander, a young subaltern named Geoffrey Mitchell, was dead inside the turret; would we please get him out. I had known 
Geoffrey during our training in England, and in fact I had had a hand preparing him for Confirmation. Hedleigh and I asked the crew to 
drive the tank to some more secluded spot, and then he and I got down to our gruesome task. Somehow we got him out, though never 
before had we seen such a ghastly sight and several times we nearly gave up. Later in the day, ... I buried Geoffrey. As I said the words 
of the Burial Service I was in tears, feeling physically and emotionally at breaking point.' 

At the end of July the 24th Lancers were disbanded, owing in part to the high number of casualties they had suffered and Green was 
transferred as Chaplain to the 4th/7th Royal Dragoon Guards. For his service in Normandy with the 24th Lancers he was mentioned in 
despatches. 

On 18 November 1944 'A' Squadron, 4th/7th Royal Dragoon Guards lost four of its five Sherman tanks during the battle of Tripsrath in 
Germany. It was on this occasion that Green, on his own initiative went up in a Stuart 'Honey' light tank to collect the casualties under 
heavy fire. For his gallantry in action he was awarded the Military Cross. 

With the end of the war, he remained in Germany for 18 months before returning to England and parish life. In 1948 he became Vicar 
of St. John Newland, Hull. In 1953 he rejoined the Army as Chaplain to the Royal Norfolk Regiment in Hong Kong and later served as 
Warden of the Army School of Religious Instruction in Singapore. He finally retired from the Army in 1956. He subsequently served as 
Rector of Cottingham, and Vicar of Bishopthorpe, both in the Diocese of York. He also served as Chaplain to Donald Duggan, 
Archbishop of York. Green was consecrated Suffragan Bishop of Aston on 11 May 1972 a position he held until his retirement in 1982. 
As such he chaired an exorcism study group 'to keep an eye on the increasing numbers of witches' covens in the Midlands'. This aside, 
his pastoral ministry was generally low-key and was responsible for the Aston training scheme for candidates for the Church who had 
not been to university. Moving in retirement to Sussex, he became an Assistant Bishop of Chichester and served at Christ Church, St. 
Leonard's and St. Mary's, Eastbourne. He died on 2 August 2009. 

He published two works. Diary of Doubt and faith (1974) and Before I Go (2005). A copy of the latter is sold with the lot - this with a 
hand-written dedication, 'Kevin, Thank you for carrying on this Ministry - in today's much more difficult climate. Mark. 29 August 
'05' (some underlining of passages). Also with copied recommendation, obituaries and other research.

Recommendation reads: 'At Arnhem' 'At 1000 hrs. on 13th April 1945 Major E. N. Cook of the Lincolnshire Regt. was ordered to clear 
with his company a large factory which was strongly held by the enemy and entirely dominated one of the main approaches to the 
town. The entrance to the factory was barricaded and covered by fire from Spandau Machine guns at ground level and snipers on the 
roofs. Under heavy small arms and grenade fire Major Cook forced an entrance, and his company obtained a footing in the factory. The 
result could never have been achieved without Major Cook's fine example of leadership and personal courage. The enemy, who were 
formed from a training establishment, fought back fanatically. Fighting was at very close quarters and the advantage lay with the 
defenders as the factory was a maze of buildings filled with crates and stores. Through Major Cook's skilful handling of his company, 
and by his own outstanding courage and determination, the enemy posts were gradually outfought and reduced one by one. By 
nightfall Major Cook had succeeded in clearing the position, and the route into Arnhem was open.'

'Captain Bowen, as Medical Officer of the 1st Battalion, The Royal Northumberland Fusiliers, was informed in the early hours of 3 
January 1951 that 'X' Company, north of Seoul, had sustained serious casualties which required expert attention. In spite of the fact that 
109 H.Q. was a mile up a fire-swept road from the Regimental Aid Post, Captain Bowen at once took his ambulance to the scene. The 
ambulance was hit several times before he reached his destination and he was forced to take cover in a ditch. From here he worked his 
way cross country to 'X' Company where throughout the day he continued to aid the wounded, being himself under fire for the greater 
part of it. He was slightly wounded in the hand by a rifle bullet. 

His complete disregard for his own safety and the meticulous care with which he attended the wounded were of the highest order and 
in keeping with the finest traditions of the Royal Army Medical Corps. His actions constitute an example of duty which will not be 
forgotten by those who witnessed them. Without question Captain Bowen saved many lives that day.' 


Cecil William Bowen, who was born at Youghal, Co. Cork, Ireland in October 1920, the son of Major A. P. Bowen, M.C. Educated at 
Shrewsbury, he studied medicine at London University before joining the staff of St. Bartholomew's Hospital - which was evacuated to 
Cambridge during the War. He subsequently did two 'house' jobs at Bart's, before joining Great Ormond Street Hospital as a Registrar 
in May 1946. 

Appointed to a short service commission as a Lieutenant in the Royal Army Medical Corps in June 1947, and having completed the 
final 18 months of his time in Hong Kong, he was on the verge of returning home when he was recalled in August 1950 as a result of 
the Korean emergency. 
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Posted as Regimental Medical Officer to the 1st Battalion, The Royal Northumberland Fusiliers, Bowen quickly found himself in action, 
not least on 3 January 1951, when 'hordes of screaming Chinese' attacked the Royal Northumberland Fusiliers, thereby necessitating 
his swift journey by ambulance to their forward positions. Interestingly, as an accompanying typed memoir relates, Bowen very nearly 
added an American Purple Heart to his M.C. for his gallant deeds that day: 

'As a patient on the way back to the British General Hospital in Kure, I spent a few days in an American Hospital ... One day the Sister 
in charge actually put in an appearance in the ward. She led a small but impressive procession: an orderly holding a tray covered with 
a purple cloth on which lay medals, followed by an American General. He went from bed to bed handing out these medals. When he 
gave me mine I was stupid enough to say "Thank you. Sir" or words to that effect. He replied, "Say, you are a Brit" and snatched the 
medal back. So I never received the Purple Heart which I would so much liked to have had (and thoroughly deserved after all the 
blood they had taken from me for various tests).' 

Bowen was sufficiently recovered to rejoin the 1st Battalion, The Royal Northumberland Fusiliers in time for its subsequent ordeal at 
Imjin, when he was probably the last man to see Colonel K. O. N. Foster, the unit's C.O., alive. His accompanying memoir states: 

'On the 25 April 1951, I was driving my jeep during the withdrawal. The C.O. [Foster] was standing at one side of the track and I 
stopped to speak to him for a few minutes. He told me to go ahead and to tell the Adjutant when I saw him that he would be following 
in 20 minutes or so. The track went through a ford and there we were fired upon, one bullet smashing the windscreen and waking up 
Fusiliers Coyne and Satchfield who were having a well-deserved rest in the back of the truck. Shortly after, I saw the Adjutant, Major 
David Brook, talking to the Brigade Commander, Brigadier Brodie, and told them that the C.O. would soon be there. Sadly, he never 
arrived.' 

For his own part, Bowen was one of the lucky ones to escape this famous Chinese onslaught, and by the time of the Battalion's 
departure from Korea in October 1951, he had undoubtedly played a major role in helping to treat and evacuate its final tally of 18 
officers and 238 men wounded; another seven officers and 60 men were killed in action, one officer and 21 men reported "missing", 
and four officers and 37 men taken P.O.W. 

On returning to the U.K. in early 1952, Bowen served as a civilian doctor to the Army in Pembrokeshire, but in 1956, he rejoined the 
R.A.M.C. in the rank of Major. He subsequently served in Cyprus 1957-60 and was advanced to Colonel on the Staff in July 1973, in 
which latter capacity he was onetime deployed to Northern Ireland. 

Appointed an Officer of the Order of St. John in 1983, Bowen finally retired in November 1984, having commanded Medical H.Q., 
South-West District from late 1982. The Colonel died in Shrewsbury in April 1996. 

Sold with a dozen or so original photographs, the majority of them relating to the Korea War and with detailed captions on a separate 
handwritten list, among them a scene depicting a knocked out Centurion tank, armoured half-track and other vehicles, the relevant 
caption reading: 

'From 25 April [at Imjin] some of our stuff which was less fortunate than I was in my jeep. On the left is an armoured half-track 
ambulance with which Captain Patchett (R.M.O., 8th Hussars) was helping to evacuate wounded. He was "missing" - but is believed to 
be a P.O.W. On the right are the remains of a British Centurion tank. In between are at least two carriers and two jeeps beyond (I can't 
see them, but Mike Kearney says there were). He took this photograph weeks later when the Chinks had withdrawn and the area was 
visited again. Colonel Foster was killed here. I think my jeep was the last (not armoured) vehicle to get out O.K. - we met a hell of a lot 
of sniping throughout the 7-8 mile journey.'

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A Great War pilofs D.F.C. group of four awarded to Lieutenant W. E. Palk, Royal Air Force, late South Wales 
Borderers and Royal Flying Corps, who was decorated for a 10 day spate of successful bombing and strafing sorties in 
Camels of No. 46 Squadron in October-November 1918: 'All the attacks were carried out under very heavy machine- 
gun fire from the ground and at tree-top level, and Lieutenant Palk's machine has been hit on almost every occasion 
... A few days ago his rudder, and today one wing were so shot through that they had to be replaced' 

Otherwise 'a well known Brecon footballer and sportsman', Palk was killed in a motor-cycle accident in August 1921

D.F.C. London Gazette 8 February 1919. The original recommendation states: 

3 beg to recommend the above named officer for the immediate award of the D.F.C. 

On 3.10.18 Lt. Palk on a line led by Lt. Sanderson, dived with him on 4 horse drawn vehicles on the Catillon-Mezier road. He fired at 
these, scattering the men in all directions, killing some horses, and thus bringing this lot to a standstill. He was then fired on by 6 or 7 
machine-guns, so dived on one of these (which was in the open) and with Lt. Sanderson's help, succeeded in silencing it. 

On 4.11.18 Lt. Palk dropped 4 bombs on transport parked south of the Landrecies -Maroilled road. Then in company with Lt. 
Sanderson, he attacked about half a battalion of infantry retiring in good order, these two officers dived right down to no higher than 
the tree tops and got in many effective bursts, scattering the infantry, and turned their hitherto orderly retirement into a complete rout. 

In the afternoon of 4.11.18 Lt. Palk in a patrol led by Lt. Sanderson, attacked German batteries entering Prisches from the S.W. Bombs 
were dropped from a very low height, two being observed to burst on the road alongside the timbers, and two just off the road. They 
then attacked these guns with their machine-guns, killing horses, scattering the men, causing a panic, and bringing the whole to a halt. 
Lt. Palk then joined Lt. Sanderson in a fresh attack on a column of horse transport on the Le Nouvion-Beaurepaire road. This attack was 
equally successful, as the men panicked, horses were shot, and the column stopped. 

On 5.11.18 Lt. Palk assisted Lt. Sanderson and Dowler (k. 10.11.18) to carry out a low reconnaissance of the Army front. This was done 
in a high wind, with low clouds and poor visibility. The only way that the enemy could be discovered was by drawing their fire. They 
returned in a steady drizzle and brought back a good report. 

On 8.11.18 Lt. Palk in company with Lt. Sanderson and Dowler, attacked infantry, guns and transport retiring N.E. from Avesnes. They 
caught one company of infantry in close formation, caused complete panic and very heavy casualties by their machine-gun fire. They 
then attacked a column of 4 guns and transport diving at them killing men and horses, scattering the rest, and stopping the column 
completely. 

On 9.11.18 Lt. Palk, on a patrol led by Lt. Sanderson, dropped two bombs on about 30 motor vehicles on the roads W. of Chimay. 
Very good results were observed, three direct hits on lorries and three on the road alongside the lorries, although it was impossible 
definitely to state which pilot dropped these bombs. 

Lt. Palk has only done 27 hours flying but, in the recent operations, he has backed up his leader Lt. Sanderson, in a most gallant 
manner. All the above attacks were carried out under very heavy fire, from the ground and at tree top level, and Lt. Palk's machine has 
been hit on almost every occasion. A few days ago his rudder and today one wing were so shot they had to be changed. 

He has shown great dash throughout, and the very successful results of Lt. Sanderson's low flying attacks have been largely helped by 
his good backing. 

He is always with his leader, and in the right place at the right time. His conduct, especially in the last few days, has been a very fine 
example to the Squadron.' 


William Eustace Palk was born in July 1893, the son of Thomas Palk, the Governor of H.M. Prison Brecon. On leaving school, young 
William found work at Messrs. Nott & Co. Motor Engineers. 

Enlisting in the 1/1 st Brecknockshire Battalion, South Wales Borderers in September 1914, he witnessed active service in Aden and 
India and, on attachment to a Wireless Signal Squadron in the Royal Engineers, in Mesopotamia in 1916. 

In May 1917, Palk transferred to the Royal Flying Corps and, having gained his pilot's certificate, was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in 
January 1918. Posted to No. 46 Squadron in France early October, he was - as cited above - quickly in action in the unit's Camels; so 
effectively, in fact, that the recommendation for his D.F.C. was submitted after just 27 hours of operational flying. 

Returning to the Home Establishment in March 1919, Palk was transferred to the Unemployed List that August and resumed his former 
employment as an agent for Messrs. Nott & Co. Motor Engineers. Sadly, however, as stated, he was killed in a motor-cycle accident on 
the night of 27 August 1921, while returning from a football match. He was buried in Brecon (St. David) Churchyard.

Reserve, late Scots Guards, who completed a tour of operations as Air Bomber in Lancasters of No. 619 Squadron in 
the period to July 1943 to February 1944, including the Hamburg 'firestorm' raids and eight trips to the "Big City" 

Distinguished Flying Cross, G.VLR., the reverse officially dated '1944', in its Royal Mint case of issue; General Service 1918 
-62, 1 clasp, Palestine (2695001 Gdsmn. T. Wilkie, S. Gds.); 1939-45 Star; Air Crew Europe Star; Italy Star; Deeence and

D.F.C. London Gazette 27 June 1944. The original recommendation states: 

This Air Bomber has shown exceptional keenness during the 25 successful sorties he has made on his first tour. Eight of these sorties 
have been against Berlin. His proficiency has contributed in great measure to the success of his crew, he has been credited with four 
aiming point photographs, and his eagerness for operational work has set an excellent example to the Air Bombers and other flying 
personnel of the Squadron.' 

Thomas Wilkie, a native of Seaham, Co. Durham, commenced his operational tour as an Air Bomber in No. 619 Squadron, a Lancaster 
unit operating out of Woodhall Spa, in July 1943. Teaming up with Flying Officer Arthur Sandison's crew, he participated in attacks on 
Essen on the night of the 25th and on Hamburg on the nights of the 27th and 29th, these latter at the time of the 'firestorm' raids. 

Between then and February 1944, Wilkie went on to complete a further 22 operational sorties, including such targets as Dusseldorf, 
Mannheim (twice), Munich and Stettin. Most notably, however, he completed eight trips to Berlin, four of them in January 1944. His 
final sortie was against Leipzig on the night of 19-20 February 1944. He was awarded the D.F.C. and ended the War as an instructor.

D.F.C. London Gazette 16 February 1945. The original recommendation states: 

This officer has now completed his first operational tour consisting of 39 sorties involving a total of 168 hours. As a Bomb Aimer he 
has shown great keenness and efficiency on operations. For his good operational record and devotion to duty, he is strongly 
recommended for the award of the Distinguished Flying Cross.' 

John William Erricker, who was born in January 1923, was educated at St. Marylebone Grammar School and took up appointment as a 
Clerk at the Air Ministry shortly before the outbreak of hostilities. In early 1942, he volunteered for aircrew duties and, having been 
trained in Canada, was commissioned Pilot Officer. 

In April 1944, he was posted as a Bomb Aimer to No. 78 Squadron, a Halifax unit operating out of R.A.F. Breighton in Yorkshire, in 
which capacity he flew his first operational sortie on the night of 26th-27th. Over the next five months, he completed 39 operational 
sorties, 22 at night and 1 7 by daylight. Of those targets, one was in Belgium, six in Germany and the remainder in France; thus attacks 
on a coastal battery in Normandy, 12 railway stations, 12 V.l and V.2 sites, a fuel depot and enemy troops formations on four 
occasions. Erricker was awarded the D.E.C. and ended the war with an appointment in 216 Group, Transport Command. He died on 
Armistice Day 2013, aged 90.

John Ross was bom in Yardley, near Birmingham and attested for the 41st Regiment at Coventry on 9 October 1839, age 18 years. 
Promoted to Corporal in August 1841; Serjeant in October 1843; Colour Serjeant in January 1849; Quartermaster Serjeant in March 
1855; Serjeant-Major in September 1855 and reverted to Colour Serjeant in October 1856. Served over two years in the Crimea. 
Awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal with gratuity (medal ordered 15 January 1857). Discharged at his own request after 21 
years service on 10 October 1860. Attested for the Stafford Militia on 23 October 1860 and West Yorkshire Militia on 19 October 
1864. 

With copied service papers.

An official report submitted by Major W. E. Montague in command at Standerton, refers, dated at Eort Alice on 
29.3.1881, and addressed to General Sir Evelyn Wood (Ref. T.N.A. WO 32/7833). 

The excessively rare First Boer War D.C.M. group of three awarded to Sergeant P. Sharkey, 94th Regiment (Connaught 
Rangers), a veteran of the Zulu War who was decorated for his gallant work during the siege of Standerton in 
December 1880 to March 1881: some twenty years later - during the Anglo-Boer War 1899-1902 - he re-enlisted as a 
Scout in the Scottish Horse, thereby earning a possibly unique combination of awards 

Distinguished Conduct Medal, V.R. (L./Sergt. P. Sharkey, 2/Conn. Rang.); South Aerica 1877-79, 1 clasp, 1879 (732 Corpl. 
P. Sharkey, 94th Regt.); Queen's South Aerica 1899-1902, 2 clasps, Transvaal, South Africa 1901 (175 Scout P. Sharkey, 
Scottish Horse), the first two with tightened suspension claws, although still loose on the Zulu Medal, occasional edge 
bruising, otherwise nearly very fine or better (3) £10000-12000 

Just 20 D.C.Ms were awarded in respect of the First Boer War 1880-81. 

D. C.M. Submitted to the Queen 14 March 1882; the original document, signed by the Queen, survives in The National Archives (a 
copy is included). 

Patrick Sharkey was born about 1857 and appears to have been a native of Omagh in Co. Tyrone, Ireland; certainly his father was 
living there at the time of the census in 1901. 

Zulu War and operations against the Sekukini 

Sharkey was serving with the 94th Regiment (Connaught Rangers) when it disembarked from the S.S. China at Durban in April 1879, as 
part of the reinforcements which arrived after the major opening battles of the Zulu War. He was subsequently present at the final battle 
of Ulundi, where the 94th was the only regiment in Newdigate's Division that had six companies present and suffered casualties of two 
men killed and 18 wounded. 

When hostilities against Sekukuni in the Lydenburg district of the Transvaal were resumed in November 1879, four companies of the 
94th formed part of the 1400 Imperial troops which attacked the reputedly impregnable stronghold, assisted by 800 colonials. Sekukuni 
escaped after the attack on his stronghold, but he was pursued by 'B' Company of the 94th and captured on 2 December 1879. Two 
Privates of the 94th, Francis Fitzpatrick and Thomas Flawn won the Victoria Cross for rescuing and carrying out of action, Lieutenant 
Dewar of the King's Dragoon Guards.Two of the regiment's officers were created Companions of the Order of the Bath and five were 
mentioned in despatches. For his own part, Sharkey was promoted Sergeant on 24 December 1880. 

First Boer War - Standerton - D.C.M. 

The 94th Regiment remained in South Africa after the Zulu War, and was serving at company strength on garrison duty in a number of 
Transvaal towns about the time of the outbreak of the First Boer War; three companies were at Standerton, namely seven officers and 
250 men, Sharkey among the latter. 

The remainder of the regiment was marching from Leydenberg to Pretoria when, on 20 December 1880, it was ambushed by Boers at 
Bronkhorst Spruit, thereby giving rise to the First Boer War. The regiment's losses on this occasion were serious - 54 killed in action, 21 
died of wounds, 77 wounded and 82 taken prisoner. Captain Froom, who had command of the 94th's men at Standerton, decided to 
make a stand there, with the support of one company of the 58th Regiment (one officer and 75 men); command devolved on Major W. 

E. Montague following his arrival at the end of December 1880.The garrison improvised a heliograph out of mirrors procured locally. 
South of the town, the Vaal River formed a natural protection and forts were built on the surrounding koppies and outworks 
constructed. 

A good impression of the circumstances under which the siege was conducted may be found in the following extract taken from a 
contemporary newspaper report: 

'Visitors described Standerton as a miserable-looking place. Without trees or gardens, the fifty-odd iron-roofed houses looked to the 
traveller C. L. Norris-Newman 'as if they had been a mud-splash thrown at random on the bare veld'. The one object of interest was the 
octogenarian 'General' Stander, a sturdy Voortrekker who had fought the British at Bloomplaats [33 years earlier] and given the town its 
name. 

Standerton sprawled on a slope which overlooked a ford across the broad, sparkling Vaal to the south. The fort in turn lay below rocky 
kopjes rising to the north and east, and the towering, flat-topped Stander's Kop which guided distant travellers on the veld. 

Situated midway on the main road between Newcastle and Pretoria, Standerton's strategic importance was obvious. On 21 December 
two companies of the 94th and one of the 58th marched in from Wakkerstroom and began making fortifications. Major W. E. 
Montague was still on his way from Pietermaritzburg to take command. The assignment was not to his liking. 'I don't want to go, sir,' 
he had told Colley, 'I dislike the Transvaal more than I can say, but if you think there is any necessity for my going, I am ready to start 
at an hour's notice.' Colley thought it vital, and advised the Major, who had an outstanding record in the Zulu War, 'You will find 
Standerton an excellent position for defence, strengthen it, take care they don't get you unawares, and hold till I come [20 January] ... 
we shall march together on Heidelberg.' 
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To escape detection by Republican patrols (who had already taken two travelling officers prisoner), Montague disguised himself as a 
colonial bank messenger, journeying to the Transvaal in a post cart. He had bought a slouch hat, removed his collar and tie, and left his 
hair unkempt and his face unwashed after shaving his moustache (which by regulation was worn by all British officers). The Boers let 
him pass. 

Arriving on 23 December, Montague found everything 'in the wildest confusion'. The half-built fort a mile from town was 'all dirt and 
muddle'. A strict, no-nonsense-type officer, he infused discipline and organisation while more vigorous preparations were made for the 
defence. While the parapets of the fort were being raised, the main stone buildings in the town were loop-holed and garrisoned. Marks 
were laid out at certain ranges to improve the shooting. Soldiers who misbehaved were bound and lashed. Having resorted to the cat 
from the outset, the Major had no difficulty in maintaining the strictest discipline during the rest of the siege. Even the volunteers, 
whose loyalty was questionable, carried out the commander's orders in exemplary fashion. 

In the beginning there were only thirty-four volunteers serving with the 350 regulars. Others 'came in but slowly, many making excuses 
for not joining', wrote Montague. 'Pressure became necessary.' He brought the number of 'volunteers' up to seventy-five. 

On finding that a firmer hand was needed than that of the local magistrate, Montague declared martial law. The food supply was 
ample, but when Colley did not arrive at the appointed time rationing was introduced. 

Boer sympathisers were given a chance to clear out. Their deserted homes were a great temptation to looters, who were difficult to 
check. The small Dutch party which remained complained of, among other things, the theft of the church clock, Bibles, hymn-books 
and other items from their place of worship. These were later found among the effects of the men of the 94th. 

The women and children were placed in a large wool-store with the windows and doors blocked up. In a few days, however, the Boers 
made it apparent that they were satisfied to leave the town in peace. The 'Flea laager', as it was called, was abandoned, and the 
women and children returned to their homes where the only danger was an occasional stray bullet. 

Operating out of three laagers, the Boer investment was complete by the New Year. They positioned themselves on the rim of kopjes 
and Stander's Kop in particular, and the British soon learned that the long-range rifle fire of the Boers could be disturbingly accurate. To 
draw their fire away from the fort and at the same time to show the burghers how little their shooting concerned them, Montague left 
the tents outside standing throughout the investment. It took the Boers some time to discover that they were unoccupied. There was 
some difficulty at first, in keeping the soldiers from using them. Two men were severely wounded before the order was fully obeyed. 
Even the officers' tents a little farther off and partially protected by walls of the fort were not entirely safe. Traverses of boxes were 
placed inside the tents and the officers occupied them as little as possible. 

When the soldiers went to their positions, they were allowed to run but had to keep their heads up. The military propriety of ducking 
when under fire was a frequent topic for discussion among the soldiers of that day. Some held that it was an un-becoming sign of 
weakness. They saw a relationship between 'bobbing' and 'bolting'. Others insisted that under fire such movements were as 
involuntary as blinking the eye; and after all it might spoil the enemy's aim and save a man's life. Nevertheless, to the Major 'bobbing' 
was unbecoming to a British soldier. Montague himself, while walking stiffly from post to post, received a slight wound in the leg. 

If the Boer fire became too warm, Montague undertook a sortie. But invariably within the hour, because of the Boers' excellent 
organisation, reinforcements rode in from distant Boer posts to discourage any further action on Montague's part. 

One night a drunken Sergeant and five of his comrades boasted that they could capture Stander's Kop. They stumbled up the slope to a 
place near the top and seized a post which the burghers left unoccupied after dark. When the unsuspecting Boers returned in the 
morning, the six opened fire. The fire was returned, of course, and the Sergeant and his men quickly sobered when they saw the 
seriousness of their position. Montague had to stage a diversion to bring them down safely to the fort. The fort was now called Alice - 
because 'so many of us had an Alice we loved at home.' 

To frighten the Boers from advanced positions, Montague ordered the construction of a dummy gun. This 'gun', fashioned from wood, 
painted black, and mounted on wagon wheels, was 'prepared with much ostentation'. To give it a bark, four rifles were fixed 
underneath and fired simultaneously by strings connected to their triggers. The mere preparation of the dummy for 'firing' usually had 
the desired effect of driving off the burghers. 

When the Boer patriots left Standerton on the eve of the conflict, they vowed to return and to whip the soldiers out of town. Unlike 
Potchefstroom, however, the siege was never pushed with vigour. The Boer commander, Lombaard, was less than Cronje, but then it 
appears that the men he had at his disposal were far fewer in number than the defenders.' 

On 4 January 1881, the garrison made its first sortie, the intention being to occupy Stander's Kop from where the enemy fire had 
proved annoying. An attempt to surprise the Boer piquet which occupied this height by day and was supposed to sleep in a farmhouse 
beneath the hill at night, ended in the raiding party being themselves surprised by a party of Boers. A second sortie was made by the 
garrison on 7 February, when the mounted men attacked a small fortification occupied by about 60 Boers some two miles away. 
Reinforcements to the threatened fortification were ambushed by the raiding sortie. On 7 March the garrison repulsed a determined 
attack made by the Boers from the south. 

Officers bearing an official message from Sir Evelyn Wood rode into the town on 25 March and so ended the siege, which lasted 88 
days, bringing to a conclusion a well sustained resistance with casualties amounting to five killed. 

In his official report on the proceedings of the siege, dated at Fort Alice on 29 March 1881, Major Montague drew Major-General Sir 
Evelyn Wood's notice to Sharkey's gallant work: 

'I would especially mention Sergeant Sharkey who with a party of five men held an exposed position on the roof during the whole 
siege, keeping the look out, informing me of every movement of the rebels and putting down fire from their position on the Stony 
Koppie with excellent effect to judge from the number of men seen to fall.' 

Montague refers to Starkey's gallant deeds for a second time in closing his report: 

To Captain Campion, 94th, in charge of the detachment quartered in the town and of the Forts surrounding, the Major wishes to 
express especial thanks; as well as to Colour-Sergeant Conway, 58th and Sergeant Sharkey, 94th, for the able way in which they kept 
him continually acquainted with all movements of the attacking force, and he considers that the security the Garrison enjoyed was 
largely attributed to their vigilance. In bringing the conduct of the Garrison to the notice of the Major-General commanding the troops 
he will not fail to mention the work done by these two gallant N.C.Os.' 

Sharkey was duly recommended for the D.C.M., the relevant report being submitted to the Queen and approved in March 1882; an 
extensive account of the 94th's time in South Africa 1879-1882 is recorded in four chapters of jourdain's regimental history. 

Awards for gallant and distinguished services during the First Boer War amounted to six V.Cs; one C.B. - to Major Montague; four R.R. 
Cs; one C.G.M. and 20 D.C.Ms. No campaign medal, however, was issued. 

Anglo-Boer War 1899-1902 

Sharkey purchased his discharge in January 1882, ending full service with the Colours of four years and 94 days; this was the same date 
on which the 94th vacated Richmond Road Barracks in Pietermaritzburg to commence the journey home to England. 

Following the advent of the Anglo-Boer War 1899-1902, he attested at Dundee as a Scout in the Scottish Horse in January 1901. The 
regiment saw considerable action in the Eastern Transvaal and suffered heavy casualties at MoedwiI on 30 September 1901 and at 
Brakenlaagte on 30 October 1901. Earlier, in the action fought at Vlakfontein on 3 July 1901, Lieutenant W. J. English of the Scottish 
Horse won the V.C. For his own part, Sharkey, who had at some time also served in the East Griqualand Mounted Volunteers, took his 
discharge in November 1901; his mailing address on the medal roll is given as 'Rorke's Drift P.O., Natal'.

Sergeant Brooke was one of the bearer party at the Queen's funeral and received his medal from King Edward 
VII in the garden of Marlborough House on 18 March 1901. 

Bar to The Royal Victorian Medal (Silver) for services at the funeral of King Edward VII, 7 June 1910. Only four of these specially struck 
silver bars were awarded, all to members of the Grenadier Guards.

John Miles Brooke was born in the Parish of St Michaels, Gloucestershire, and enlisted for the Grenadier Guards at Bristol in July 1892. 
He was discharged after completion of his first period of service in July 1913, re-enlisted for a second period and was finally discharged 
in November 1919. He died in hospital at Halstead, Essex, on 11 July 1952.

James Hamilton was a painter residing and working in Edinburgh when he attested for the Seaforth Highlanders at Fort George in 
September 1898, giving his father - Thomas Hamilton, of 10 Drumdrydon Street, Edinburgh - as his next of kin. 

Drafted to the 2nd Battalion in early 1899, he served in South Africa from October of the same year until February 1903, and saw 
action in the Boer War, including the action at Paardeberg. It was, however, for his gallant deeds at the battle of Magersfontein on 11 
December 1899, that he won his D.C.M., in addition to a mention in despatches from Lord Kitchener (London Gazette 10 September 
1901, refers); The Edinburgh Evening News duly commissioned a portrait drawing of Hamilton which appeared in print on 2 October 
1901. 

The action at Magersfontein, fought near Kimberley on the borders of Cape Colony and the Orange Free State, was a costly one, the 
regiments of the Highland Brigade suffering heavily: the 2nd Battalion, Seaforth Highlanders' losses amounted to five officers and 53 
other ranks killed, and seven officers and 136 other ranks wounded, in addition to 14 of its ranks being taken prisoner. Not a few of 
these losses were inflicted as the Seaforths pushed close to the Boer trenches, one party ascending one of the surrounding hills, the 
whole under a heavy fire. 

Having been promoted to Lance-Corporal in November 1902, Hamilton was reduced to Private in December 1904 and discharged to 
the Army Reserve in September 1905. Called up from the Reserve in August 1914, he joined the 3rd Battalion, Seaforths at Fort George, 
and remained employed in the U.K. for the duration of the Great War. Thus postings to the 10th Officer Cadet Battalion in April 1916; 
466 (Home Service) Company, Labour Corps in August 1917; 16th Battalion, Argyll & Sutherland Highlanders in March 1918; 4th 
Battalion, Argyll & Sutherland Highlanders in June 1918 and a return appointment to the staff of 10th Officer Cadet Battalion in June 
1918. He was discharged at Perth in February 1919, his service record revealing a number of disciplinarian actions being taken against 
him on account of drunkenness; sold with copied research.

Frederick William Stringer was born in Horton, Dorset on 13 July 1873, the son of the Rev. Thomas Stringer of Purbrook, Cosham, 
Hampshire. 

When he applied for a commission in the 7th Battalion, Hampshire Regiment on 23 December 1911, he stated that he had previously 
served for seven years in the South African Light Horse; one year in the Imperial Light Horse; three years in the Hants Volunteers and 
one year in the Canadian Artillery. As an ex-rancher, he also appears to have served in the Corps of Cattle Rangers during the Boer 
War. It was however for the above cited deed as a Trooper in the South African Light Horse, that he won his D.C.M. His old C.O., 
Lieutenant-Colonel Barker, wrote the following letter of reference in August 1906: 

1 have great pleasure in certifying to the fact that the bearer, Mr. F. W. Stringer, served as a Trooper in the S.A.L.H. during the late war, 
under my command from November I 899, when the Corps was raised, until October 1900. He afterwards rejoined and during this 
second period served in a specially selected scouting corps from members of the Regiment. 

During the recent rebellion in Natal & Zululand he served under my command in the Transvaal Mounted Rifles. 

He is a very steady, reliable man, a good soldier, and has on several occasions displayed conspicuous gallantry in the field, one act of 
his coming under the notice of the Commander-in-Chief, and his name afterwards appeared as mentioned in despatches.' 

During the Great War Stringer served with the 7th Battalion, Hampshire Regiment in India, from November 1914 until January 1918, 
and in Aden from January 191 8 until January 1919.

The following account of George Gill West's life was written by his nephew: 

'As a child he was 'tongue tied' and several operations failed to make him able to talk. It was later discovered that his brain was so 
active he could not express himself, but just before his 'teens he spoke naturally and speedily. He was a musician, an athlete and a 
scientist. A desire to see the world prompted him to join the Royal Navy and he was determined to become an officer. 

He was a good sailor and was permitted to apply for officer status and passed every examination with distinction but he could not 
qualify because his family had no previous naval background and certainly none of rank. He persuaded my father, who had been 
recently discharged from the Royal Artillery after a full term of honourable service, to aid his desertion from the Navy rather than return 
to ordinary seamanship and my father bribed a member of the Union Castle Line to take my uncle to Cape Town for payment of £5. 

On arrival in Cape Town, my uncle trekked to Kimberley, where he was a pioneer miner. He installed the first known electric lighting. 
He was much respected by the Boers and other residents and after an order that all British persons must leave for Cape Town, he was 
assured that he could go on the last train, liable to attack en route. Unfortunately this train was attacked and all of his possessions, 
including his clothes, were taken, making his arrival in Cape Town an unhappy one. 

Regardless of the friendships he had made up country, he had no alternative but to join the forces and he was enlisted as a Cape Town 
Highlander. His departure on service was almost immediate and his company was installed in a block house which was comparatively 
safe in enemy territory. 

The doctor's son endeavoured to reach his father in the block house but was shot down and lay within sight of his father. My uncle 
disregarded the enemy fire and brought the son in but his body was riddled with bullets. 

For this act my uncle was recommended for the Victoria Cross and all preliminaries were in progress when it was discovered that he 
was a deserter from the Navy and was thus automatically disqualified. The special act of bravery was, however, rewarded by a pardon 
and reinstatement as George Gill West, instead of 'John Moore' his assumed name, and his bravery award for distinguished conduct in 
the field bears, by order, his correct name. 

This and an account of his death later at jacobsdal on the Modder River, is recorded in "The History of the Great Boer War" ... 
Needless to say his first letter home from South Africa enclosed £30 to more than cover the cost of his outward passage.'

Thomas Walter Vine was born on 22 July 1870, and joined the Volunteers on 20 July 1887, serving in the 3rd Middlesex Volunteer 
Artillery. He received the Royal Humane Society's Honorary Testimonial in October 1891, 'for having on the 18th April 1891 gone to 
the rescue of Gunner Sharman, who was in imminent danger of drowning at Shoeburyness, and whose life he gallantly assisted in 
saving.' 


A jeweller and watchmaker by trade, he volunteered to join the City of London Volunteers in January 1900, then aged 29, and served 
in South Africa with No. 1 Mounted Infantry Company. He was mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 10 September 1901) and 
awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal. He was discharged from the C.LV. Mounted Infantry at Pretoria on 1 October 1900, at his 
own request to be employed with the South African Constabulary. He served as a Troop Sergeant-Major in the S.A.C. for the remainder 
of the war and later became a Head Constable. He was discharged from the S.A.C. upon its withdrawal from Swaziland in March 1907, 
and transferred to the Swaziland Police with whom he served until 1925.

Isaac Barton was born in Ely, Cambridgeshire, and enlisted in the Manchester Regiment in June 1890, aged 18 years, direct from the 
4th (Militia) Battalion. Embarked for India in early 1892, he served there until returning home as a recently promoted Sergeant at the 
end of 1898, but saw no active service. In March 1900, however, he was embarked for South Africa in the 2ncl Battalion, where he was 
actively employed in the Mounted Infantry and awarded the D.C.M., in addition to gaining entitlement to the clasps for Johannesburg 
and Diamond Hill - regimentally rare distinctions verified on his service record. Advanced to Colour-Sergeant in October 1905, Barton 
added the L.S. & G.C. Medal to his accolades in 1908 (AO 554 of 1908 refers), and was finally discharged at Grouville Arsenal, Jersey 
in June 1911.

Jesse Stanbury Draycott, who enlisted in the Nottinghamshire & Derbyshire Regiment in April 1911, arrived in France as a member of 
the 1st Battalion on 4 November 1914. Serving in the H.Q. Company, he was awarded the D.C.M. and Cross of St. George for a gallant 
bombing attack at Neuve Chapelle, 11-12 March 1915, when he received a head wound. 

His actions, together with those of Private Jacob Rivers of the same battalion, who was the 'other man' referred to in Draycott's citation, 
caused the enemy to retire in confusion. Rivers, who was killed in action on 12 March 1915, was awarded the Victoria Cross {London 
Gazette 28 April 1915, refers) and his actions were later depicted in Deeds That Thrill The Empire. 

The following extract has been taken from The Rotherham Advertiser, 3 July 1915: 

'Many of our Rawmarsh and Parkgate readers will learn with interest that Private J. S. Draycott, the son of Mr. and Mrs. G. Draycott, of 
33, Albert Road, Parkgate, has been awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for conspicuous bravery at Neuve Chapelle, March 
10th to 14th. According to a paragraph which appears in the official list of awards. Private Draycott went out with another man and 
threw bombs at a crowd of the enemy, which caused them to retire in confusion. 

Private Draycott belongs to the Sherwood Foresters. He was wounded at Neuve Chapelle, and underwent treatment at the Rouen 
Hospital in France. Recovering from his wounds he returned to the firing line, but has since been admitted to the hospital again. 
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In a letter home he says '\ do not know exactly what is wrong with me. The doctor puts it down that my heart is affected. It is evident 
there is something wrong with me. I do not feel my old self. I suppose you will have heard about me being awarded the D.C.M. for 
what I did at Neuve Chapelle. Sir John French didn't half praise us for what we did there. He could not speak too highly of my chum, 
who was awarded the V.C. He was proud of him, he said, and would have liked to have taken him by the hand, but the poor fellow got 
killed in the same attack.' ' 

Draycott, who was evacuated from a hospital in France in December 1916 and discharged on 11 July 1918, was awarded the Silver 
War Badge.

In the regimental history it is recorded: 'Corporal J. Manchester in command of the Lewis gun team, ordered two men to cover him with 
its fire, while he and the remainder of the team rushed the post with the bayonet; four of the enemy were bayoneted, Corporal 
Manchester himself killing the officer in charge, and the remainder of the enemy garrison between 20 and 30 fled, leaving the machine 
gun in our hands. The platoon then pushed forward, capturing four prisoners and clearing snipers out of the houses in Rue du Bois. The 
capture of this strong point enabled the whole line to advance ....' 

John Henry Manchester was born in 1893. He enlisted into the Lincolnshire Regiment on 5 October 1914 and entered France on 1 
March 1915. Disembodied 7 April 1919. With copied research and copied photographs of the recipient in uniform.

D.C.M. London Gazette 15 January 1920. '9376 Pte. P. Wick, 2nd Bn. [North Staffordshire Regiment] (King's Cross) (India)' 'For 
gallantry and good work at Bagh, on the 11th May 1919. He was with the leading platoon in climbing up the side of a small sangar 
containing four of the enemy; he shot three in the sangar and a fourth as he ran away.' 

Citation read at the presentation of the medal: 'On the 17th June 1919, at Landi Kana, India. Pte. Wick was ordered forward during the 
action against the Afghans, with Lieut. Hauseman to get certain high ground and to fire Verey Lights as a signal that all was clear, and 
the advance could be made. When the heights were reached the enemy were found to be ambushed just beyond and opened fire. The 
officer was almost immediately hit in the leg. The two still went forward and the Officer got hit in the head. The Officer being 
unconscious Pte. Wick relieved him of the Verey Lights, placed the Officer in safety behind a rock, and went alone to obey the order. 
Pte. Wick was then joined by CpI. Redfern (Bombing Corporal). The two then engaged the enemy with bombs, Pte. Wick sent up the 
Red Verey, and on this signal the battalion advanced and the enemy was driven back and the hill captured.' 

Percy Wick was born in Chelsea in 1890. In the Great War he served as a Private in the North Staffordshire Regiment. Served with the 
2nd Battalion in the Third Afghan War and was awarded the D.C.M. for his bravery in action on the N.W. Frontier during 1919. 
Discharged on 13 July 1922 having completed his first period of engagement. Employed as a Batman, he died of malignant 
endocarditis in hospital in New South Wales on 25 January 1929.

D.C.M. London Gazette 12 July 1945. The recommendation - for an immediate award - states: 

'During the attack on Lingen on 5 April 45 the leading Platoons of the two assault Companies were held up by a party of enemy in well 
placed positions. One of the Company Commanders was hit and could not temporarily be recovered. Sergeant Langford, who 
commanded the only available Wasp, was ordered to move up to the enemy strongpoint and flame it so that an assault party could go 
in and the wounded Company Commander be recovered. Although fire was directed at and into his carrier, with complete disregard for 
his own safety Sergeant Langford moved it close to the enemy position which he flamed so accurately that the Spandau team was burnt 
alive. The remaining occupants of the post were either wounded or surrendered. The Company Commander was then recovered and 
the assault party consolidated the position. 

Whilst this was in progress a further enemy Spandau opened up from the flank. Using his own initiative and with great promptness. 
Sergeant Langford directed his carrier at this post knowing full well that there was no infantry covering fire sited to support him. 
Refusing to be cowed, the enemy kept up his fire. Once again, however, the skilled handling of his carrier and the direction of his 
flaming decided the issue and the occupants of the post were ejected screaming. 

Later on Sergeant Langford was ordered to repeat these tactics against a second similar strongpoint in a cellar. The route to this was 
covered by snipers firing from upper storeys. Between them the enemy were temporarily frustrating all attempts of our leading elements 
to get forward. Manoeuvring of the carrier could be done only with the greatest difficulty. In spite of this and the accuracy of the enemy 
snipers' fire. Sergeant Langford successfully ran the gauntlet to within point blank flaming range of the strongpoint. Although under 
Spandau fire from 20 yards range, the skill and accuracy with which this N.C.O. completed his task was in no way impaired. In a space 
of seconds the objective was a sheet of flames, the enemy were bolted and eight out of the ten killed or captured. 

This N.C.O's supreme disregard of danger, his tactics and his infectious confidence completely turned the scales in a very difficult town 
fighting operation. Thanks to him and his skilful use of his Wasp, the morale of the enemy was completely undermined.' 
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Ernest James Leslie Langford, who was born in Wisbeck, Cambridgeshire in November 1911, enlisted in the Royal Norfolk Regiment in 
July 1940, when he was posted to the 7th Battalion. Advanced to the war substantive ranks of Corporal in March 1941 and Sergeant in 
February 1943, he attended a carrier course at the end of the latter year. He was embarked for Normandy in late June 1944, transferred 
to the 1st Battalion in August and was advanced to Warrant Officer Class 2 a few days after his D.C.M.-winning exploits at Lingen on 5 
April 1945; the Wasp was a flame-throwing device mounted on a Universal carrier, the flame-gun having a range of 35-45 yards, 
although clearly Langford chose to close that range yet further. 

Having received the riband of his D.C.M. from Field Marshal Montgomery in a field ceremony held at Minden about V.E. Day, 
Langford returned to the U.K. at the year's end and was placed on the Army Reserve in March 1946. He died in December 1969 and is 
buried in Greywood Cemetery, King's Lynn, Norfolk.

D.C.M. London Gazette 29 March 1945. The recommendation original states: 

'On 31 August 1944, the Troop of which Sergeant Evans was a member approached the Southern outskirts of Grusmenil during the 
advance to the Somme. The village was found to be strongly held by the enemy and the Troop came under heavy fire from machine- 
guns and mortars. Sergeant Evans left the leading car and advanced alone towards the village and was able to get valuable information 
about the enemy. While he was returning, still under heavy fire from machine-guns, he saw a wounded British soldier lying in the 
ditch. On further investigation he found an officer and three men, all seriously wounded who had been there for some considerable 
time. He applied first aid to all the wounded and then went back for a stretcher party which he guided back. 

During the whole time Sergeant Evans showed complete disregard for his own safety, though under constant and accurate fire. He 
undoubtedly saved the lives of the wounded men. During the whole time the Regiment has been operating. Sergeant Evans has shown 
exemplary courage and energy on operations. On several occasions he has lifted mines and dealt with booby traps under fire, which 
had been holding up the advance of our infantry. On 1 September he led his Section on foot into Picquigny where there were still a 
large number of German infantry. Though greatly outnumbered, he fought his way to the bridge over the Somme in an attempt to 
prevent it being blown. He was badly wounded in the leg but continued to direct his section for some time and was responsible for 
killing about 30 of the enemy and causing many more to surrender in the village.' 

Amwell Cole-Evans was born in Swansea in August 1911 and enlisted in the 4/7th Dragoon Guards in January 1931. Having then been 
placed on the Army Reserve in January 1937 - following a conviction for being absent without leave - he was mobilised in September 
1939 and joined the 1st Royal Dragoons in Palestine; he quickly faced a District Court Martial for using insubordinate language to his 
superior officer but the sentence was remitted and he returned to duty in March 1940. 

A period on attachment to No. 51 (Middle East) Commando followed and he served in Egypt, Libya and Syria in 1941-43, prior to 
being embarked for Italy. Returning to the U.K. in early 1944, he landed with the 1st Royals in Normandy in late July, in which theatre 
of war he remained actively employed until being seriously wounded by a gunshot to his thigh while winning his D.C.M. on 1 
September. He received his award at Buckingham Palace in Eebruary 1946 and was discharged to the Royal Army Reserve in the 
following month. A month or two later he re-enlisted and was granted his war substantive rank of Sergeant in the 1st Royals, in which 
capacity he served in the Canal Zone in 1952-54. Einally discharged in October 1957, he died in Swansea in November 2004, aged 93 
years.

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‘Huge fires blazed. The living and the dead were still trapped under the ruins. Hospitals and mortuaries were packed 
with wounded. The docks were in ruins. By the end of the week, 57 vessels from barges to 12,000-ton freighters had 
been sent to the bottom in the docks. In the city itself most of the damage had been done to offices, churches, 
factories and the like; but 4,000 private homes had been destroyed, 16,000 seriously damaged and a further 45,000 
slightly damaged. The casualties were tremendous. More than 1,700 had been killed and over 1,000 seriously 
injured, with twice that number suffering minor injuries. A staggering 76,000 men and women had been rendered 
homeless, relying on mobile canteens to serve them a quarter of a million meals. Just short of 300,000 shattered 
people passed through the city’s rest centres. But even these official figures may be understating the true level of 
casualties; later estimates suggest that nearer 4,000 people were killed and a further 3,489 seriously injured... ’ 

Britain Under Fire 1940-1945, by Charles Whiting, refers to Liverpool's Blitz in the period 1-7 May 1941. 

A fine Second World War Liverpool Blitz G.M. pair awarded to Fireman T. Floods Auxiliary Fire Service, who, on the 
night of 3-4 May 1941, rescued two buried children after tunnelling under tons of rubble and debris for nine hours: on 
emerging from his ordeal with bleeding hands and his clothing ripped to shreds, he was greeted by a large cheering 
crowd

G.M. London Gazette 7 July 1941: 

'During an air raid a house-dwelling was wrecked. Flood tunnelled under the debris and, after working an hour, heard a baby crying. 
He continued and found a child underneath a perambulator. He obtained food and fed her and, with difficulty, he eventually extricated 
her unharmed. Flood heard the cry of another child under the rubble and, after tunnelling seven feet and sawing through an iron cot, 
he was successful in rescuing a small boy. Whilst Flood was under the rubble releasing the children, heavy pieces of masonry and 
timber were continually falling, making his task both dangerous and difficult. Flood was exhausted but refused to be detained in 
hospital. Although too weak to take any physical part he directed further operations, which resulted in two more children being found. 
Flood displayed great gallantry and determination in effecting these rescues.' 
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George Flood enacted the above cited deeds at 125 To\A/son Road, near Anfield, on the night of 3-4 May 1941, when much of the 
street was demolished by a parachute mine. The occupants of No. 125 - Mr. and Mrs. O'Neill - had eight children, six of whom were 
resident when disaster struck. Somehow the parents and two of the children escaped unscathed, but two of the other children were 
killed outright. That left Kathleen, aged 14 months, and George, aged 2 years and six months, trapped in the wreckage, both of whom 
were rescued by Flood. An accompanying copy of eye-witness statements makes compelling reading, one Senior Air Raid Warden 
stating: 

'During the whole time that Flood was engaged rescuing these two children, he was in constant danger of being killed by collapsing 
debris, and although he was aware that a high leaning wall might fall any minute, and the fact that he was warned of the danger under 
which he was working. Flood showed no concern for his own safety and risked his life the whole of the time, until he was exhausted 
and removed to hospital.' 

Such was the ferocity of the Luftwaffe's assault on Liverpool on the night of 3-4 May 1941 that it became known as the 'great fire blitz'. 
Within two and half hours 60 fires were ranging inside the city and 56 in the suburbs, placing unprecedented pressure on the rescue 
services. Commander Firebrace, Inspector-in-Chief of Liverpool's Fire Services - a tough veteran who lived up to his apt name - later 
recalled how one of his officers collapsed in the Control Room without any warning, a consequence of sheer mental and physical 
exhaustion. It's an incident which perhaps highlights the extraordinary stamina - and courage - of George Flood, working as he did for 
nine hours under appalling conditions amidst the rubble of Towson Road.

Gerald Sidney Wilson was born in 1880, son of Sidney Wilson, late of H.E.I.C.'s Navy. He was educated at Tonbridge and overseas, 
and passed into the Indian Police Service in 1901, being posted to the Bombay Presidency. He held appointments of Assistant and 
District Superintendent of Police up to 1912; Personal Assistant to Inspector-General of Police, 1912-14; Deputy Commissioner of 
Police, Bombay City, 1914-18; Principal, Police Training School, 1920-21; Deputy Inspector-General of Police, 1921-28; Officiating 
Inspector-General of Police, Bombay Presidency, 1928-29; Commissioner of Police, Bombay City, 1930-32; Inspector-General of 
Police, Bombay Presidency, 1932-34; retired, 1934. Civilian attached General Staff, War Office, September 1939-43; Assistant 
Divisional Food Officer (Enforcement) N.W. Division, 1943-44. He died on 5 Eebruary 1960. 

The following incident was reported in The Guardian newspaper on Monday, 4 January 1932: 

'Gandhi was arrested at three o'clock this morning at his Bombay residence, Manibhuwan, the police having arrived only a few 
moments previously. The actual arrest was carried out by the Police Commissioner, Mr. Wilson, who was accompanied by the deputy 
Commissioner, Khan Bahadur Pettigara, and four other officers. 

As soon as the police were sighted there was a flutter, and everybody tried to secure access to Gandhi's tent, but they were promptly 
prevented. Gandhi was immediately awakened, and as he was observing his usual silence when he saw the Police Commissioner he 
simply smiled at him. The Police Commissioner immediately handed over the warrant for his arrest to Gandhi, who, after quickly 
reading it through, handed it back again. 

The warrant for Gandhi's arrest merely says that he is being arrested "for good and sufficient reasons." Then followed some very 
touching scenes of farewell in which all the members of Gandhi's ashram participated. The Commissioner allowed Mr. Gandhi half an 
hour in which to exchange parting greetings with his followers. Quick telephone calls were put through to as many places as possible 
to warn Congressmen who proposed to visit Manibhuwan to confer with their leader before his arrest. 

Except for the party of six police officials there were no other policemen at Manibhuwan at the time of the arrest, but immediately after 
the arrest had been effected batches of policemen armed with lathis sprang up at all important crossroads with a view to preventing all 
demonstrations or untoward incidents. Most of the women of Gandhi's party wept bitterly as he left, whilst his wife, also in tears, 
begged the Police Commissioner to take her away with her husband. Gandhi himself, however, appeared to be in the best of spirits, his 
face being wreathed in smiles. A doctor is accompanying Gandhi to Yerwada Gaol.'

Chief Officer William NichoIIs, K.P.M., Municipal Fire Brigade, Bombay Police, was the first 'Chief Officer' of the Bombay Fire Brigade 
and a former 'decorated' Fireman with the London Municipal Fire Brigade, in which force he had been one of the 'first' recipients of a 
silver gallantry medal awarded by the London City Council. Only 82 awards of the L.C.C. Bravery Medal in silver were awarded - the 
last presented in 1936. William NichoIIs received his in the first ever batch of awards made, on 6 May 1881. At that time he was a 3rd 
Class Fireman and the decoration was awarded to him in respect of his great personal bravery performed in saving the life of a person 
from a fire at Villiers Street, Strand, London, on 10 December 1877. 

His K.P.M. was awarded to him in respect of his long and distinguished service as Chief of the Bombay Fire Brigade from which he 
retired in 1912. With copied research.

He was confirmed in that rank in February 1902 when at Vivid and promoted 
to E.R.A. 3rd Class in November 1903 when on H.M.S. Melampus; E.R.A. 2nd Class in Eebruary 1908 when at Sapphire II; and Chief 
Engine Room Artificer 2nd Class in October 1912 when on H.M.S. Prometheus. He served on H.M.T.B. 22, April 1913-June 1919, 
being awarded the L.S. & G.C. in December 1915; and attaining the rank of C.E.R.A. 1 st Class in October 191 7. Eor his services aboard 
the vessel during 1915-16, he was awarded the Distinguished Service Medal. Discharged to a pension on 18 November 1922.

Harry Terry was born at Kingsbridge, Devon in November 1896 and enrolled in the Royal Naval Reserve direct from the Royal Naval 
Volunteer Reserve in November 1916. He was subsequently drafted to the Betsy Slater, a Banffshire steam herring drifter that had been 
requisitioned by the Admiralty for war service in 1915 - armed with a 6-pounder gun, she was employed as an anti-submarine net 
vessel and minesweeper. Awarded the D.S.M. for like services in 1918 - and the recipient of an award from Naval Prize Money - Terry 
was demobilised from the requisitioned carrier H.M.S. Zaria at Eraserburgh in March 1919; sold with copied service record. 
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'On one patrol, he [Lieutenant ]. C. Y. Roxburgh of the "United"] had to keep his submarine submerged for a day and a 
half and for 13 hours in that time was being continually depth charged. This happened after he had penetrated a very 
strong convoy escort and torpedoed a supply vessel under the nose of a zigzagging destroyer. The escorts immediately 
started to counter-attack and kept it up. In the first half hour the submarine's lone crew heard the explosion of 40 depth 
charges. At one time the whole enemy force appeared over head but the submarine suffered no damage. All that night it 
moved to and fro over the same area while the enemy tried to locate her. After that Lieutenant Roxburgh was forced to 
stay submerged for a whole day to avoid being spotted by aircraft but in the end brought his submarine safely back to 
base.' 

A wartime newspaper article recounts one of United's lucky escapes. 


An outstanding Second World War submariner's D.S.M. and Bar group of eight awarded to Petty Officer W. M. 
Hatherly, Royal Navy: having gained his first award for gallant services in the United in the "Fighting Tenth", 
including the destruction of the Italian submarine Remo in the Gulf of Taranto in July 1943, he won a Bar for Tapir^s 
'snap attack' on the U-486 off Bergen on 12 April 1945, on which occasion he brought the submarine torpedo tubes 
to readiness in just three minutes 

His C.O. throughout was Lieutenant j. C. Y. Roxburgh, D.S.O., D.S.C.*, R.N., who later observed that just 18 British 
submarines fought 'sub.-on-sub.' actions with U-Boats, the closing score being 15-3 to the Royal Navy; the addition of 
the destruction of the Italian Remo likely constitutes a unique chapter in British submarine history, luckily a story 
saved for posterity by United^s No. 1 - John Wingate - the author of The Fighting Tenth

'For continuous good services in charge of the Torpedo Department and for unfailing care and attention to routines both on tubes and 
torpedoes, resulting in the accurate running of all torpedoes fired in action. He has been on 17 consecutive patrols in the 
Mediterranean during which he has conducted himself with never failing cheerfulness and good humour which has greatly assisted in 
maintaining the morale of the ship's company.' 

Bar to D.S.M. London Gazette 19 June 1945: 

'For exceptional skill, audacity and judgment whilst serving in one of H.M. submarines.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'For outstanding efficiency as Torpedo Gunner's Mate when a U-Boat was torpedoed and sunk. This was a snap attack and the tubes 
were brought to the ready in three minutes, thus enabling the attack to be carried out. 

Hatherly has been consistently cheerful and keeps his department in a very high state of efficiency. In addition he has carried out 24 
war patrols during which he has fired 73 action torpedoes. 

Covering remarks of the Captain (S/M), Third Submarine Flotilla: 

'Forwarded, concurring. The time taken to bring 8 tubes to the ready showed coolness and efficiency of the highest order, and 
contributed in large measure to the sinking of the U-Boat.' 

William Murray "Bill" Hatherly, who was born in September 1917, entered the Royal Navy in the mid-1930s and transferred to the 
Submarine Branch in the summer of 1940. 

His first operational posting - having attained Petty Officer status - was to the P. 44 (a.k.a. United) in January 1942, then commanded 
by Lieutenant T. E. Barlow, R.N. Under the latter's command, Hatherly undertook his first war patrols operating out of Gibraltar in May 
1942, following which United transferred to Malta. 

Early actions in "United" 

In early August, United fought a gun action with a merchantman but had to retire after gaining two hits. On the 18th, she torpedoed 
and sank the Italian transport RosoHno Pilo off Pantellaria. The results of her attack, as reported by Barlow, were 'gratifying if 
unexpected': 

'The explosion of the torpedo was followed instantaneously by another of gigantic proportions as the whole merchant ship exploded. 
As the Commanding Officer left the bridge a violent hot blast reached P. 44 and debris was already clattering on the casing and, before 
it was possible to dive, a report of the motor room was received of water coming in fast. P. 44 therefore remained on the surface as no 
escort seemed to be present and when the hailstorm of debris descended, it was found that the bridge was partially wrecked by a 12- 
foot length of one-inch frame embedded in the starboard side. The jumping wire had parted and the loop and main aerials were 
broken. In addition, the upper steering was wrecked. There was no sign of the merchant ship ... ' 

Repairs having been undertaken back in Malta, United departed on her 5th war patrol in mid-September. On the 1 7th, she attacked the 
Italian merchantman Rostro and the schooner Giovanna, as a consequence of which both vessels made for the shore west of Zliten in 
Libya. United attacked them again with gunfire that evening but, owing to poor visibility, Barlow withdrew to 800-900 yards before 
sending each to the bottom with single torpedoes. 

In early October, United damaged the Italian merchantman Ravenna, near Locri, Calabria, prior to engaging the tanker Gristiano with 
gunfire off Cape Colonne; the action had to be curtailed when enemy shire batteries opened up with accurate fire. Then in November, 
during her 9th war patrol. United was subjected to a depth charge attack after running into a well-defended enemy convoy north of 
Misurata. 

In December 1942, command of the United transferred to Lieutenant John Roxburgh, R.N., afterwards Vice-Admiral Sir John Roxburgh, 
K.C.B., C.B.E., D.S.O., D.S.C.* 
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Buckingham Palace - United line-up, including Hathedy 


"United" under Roxburgh - D.S.M. 

As cited above, Hatherly's first D.S.M. reflected gallant service in the course of 17 war patrols in United, so he must have been 
recommended for his D.S.M. after eight patrols under Roxburgh's command. Another four would follow prior to United's return for a 
refit in the U.K. in September 1943. 

It was a highly successful period of command, witnessing the destruction of an armed merchant cruiser (the Olbia), three merchantmen 
and three schooners, in addition to the probable destruction of the Italian destroyer Bombardiere and four further merchantmen. The 
Olbia took an hour to sink, so Roxburgh left the periscope up for United's crew 'to take a look at the results of their handiwork.' 

Nor were such attacks free from retaliation, the above cited 36 hour period being a case in point; on another occasion, in June 1943, 
after attacking the Ringulv, an escorting destroyer delivered a determined and accurate response, the resultant depth charges smashing 
thirty lights in the submarine. The entire episode had been witnessed from above - and filmed - by a P.R.U. Spitfire flying at 25,000 
feet. 

Most memorable of all of United's victories was, however, her 'sub.-on-sub.' encounter with the Italian Remo in the Gulf of Taranto on 
1 7 July 1943, during her penultimate Mediterranean war patrol. Here 'jimmy the One' John Wingate - and Roxburgh - take up the story 
in The Fighting Tenth: 

'On the afternoon of the 15th the long wait was over. The Officer of the Watch, having sighted a U-Boat, summoned Roxburgh to the 
control room. Roxburgh could hardly believe his luck as the U-Boat swanned in broad daylight across the surface towards him: 

'The range continued steadily to close and still the U-Boat foolishly remained on the same course. I could now count seven sunburnt 
figures on the conning tower. One, whom I assumed to be the commanding officer, since he was smartly dressed in white tropical 
uniform and cap, was sitting nonchalantly on the bridge rail with his back to me.' 

The U-Boat was only 500 yards away. Roxburgh gave the order to fire. A full salvo of torpedoes sped towards the enemy. 

'The seconds ticked by. Surely we could not have missed such a sitting target from so short a range. It seemed an age, but it was in fact 
only some ten to fifteen seconds after firing when United was shaken by a tremendous explosion, shortly followed by another. Up went 
the periscope, in time for me to see the U-Boat throw her stern high, her screws thrashing the air, and then sink without trace. 

It was all over in a matter of seconds. Such a rapid end to one's own kind, after such a cold-blooded attack and viewed from so close, 
gave me no sense of elation, rather one of momentary awe. 

This was no time for philosophising, however heads could be seen bobbing in the water and men were waving at our periscope ... As I 
discussed with my Number One, John Wingate, the pros and cons of surfacing in broad daylight so close to a major enemy naval base, 
I could not fail to overhear the broad Scots tones of the helmsman. Able Seaman jock Barry, mumbled sotto voce from his corner in the 
control room: 'Pick'em up, you cruel bugger!' 

Barry, nearly forty years of age, was an old man to most of us in our twenties. A huge, tough man, far from being the best-looking 
member of the crew, he was a great favourite on board. Before being called up he was a Glasgow policeman, well used to dealing with 
the razor gangs of the Gorbals. Such tender feelings were therefore somewhat unexpected.' 

But Roxburgh got his own back; on surfacing he sent Barry out onto the casing to haul the survivors on board, a vulnerable place to be 
if the boat was suddenly forced to dive. Barry could find only four, and minutes later United had dived. 

'The survivors turned out to be Italian: the U-Boat's commanding officer, Tenente di Vascello Salvatore Vassallo from Imperia, his 
navigating officer, and two ratings. They were clearly startled by my appearance when finally I interrogated them, my head being 
bound with a blood-stained and dirty bandage, covering a nasty gash I had sustained two nights earlier from fainting on my own 
bridge, shortly after leaving Malta, when I was suffering from a touch of sandfly fever.' 
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The prisoners were not at first very forthcoming, and it was only later that we learned their boat had been the Remo. Roxburgh 
continues his account of this memorable patrol: 

That night, whilst on the surface charging the batteries, we received a cryptic signal from Malta ... containing the one word 'Grommet'. 
This announced the birth of my daughter. Had 'it' been a son, the signal would have read Toggle'. It so happened that Lieutenant 
Vassallo's wife was also expecting a baby and one of his first requests during interrogation was whether or not she could be informed of 
his survival. Such a culmination to the day called for something special, in addition to the usual Jolly Roger which submarines hoisted 
on returning from a successful patrol. When, therefore. United entered Malta harbour nine days later, she also proudly flew a 'Stork 
flag', specially constructed from Number One's 'sarong'. 

Remo's survivors did not have an entirely uneventful nine days on board United. Apart from proving an enthusiastic cook and 
producing excellent spaghetti, the Italian Commanding Officer was treated to a demonstration of an attack on an Italian cruiser, some 
two days after his rescue. He remained a quiet, though very interested and somewhat anxious spectator in the corner of the control 
room, as I endeavoured to manoeuvre the submarine for a shot at a Regolo-class cruiser which flashed past at some 36 knots. With a 
range of 8000 yards and from an unfavourable position, we did not complete the attack.' 

Roxburgh goes on to add: 

'Vassallo and I became quite friendly during his time on board, cooped up as we were in our tiny wardroom, a box some eight feet 
square, which we shared with four other officers. Our only common language was French. I was, however, careful to bid him a 
friendly farewell and to wish him luck whilst we were below in the submarine, away from prying eyes after we got back to Malta.' 

There were many who did not understand that friendship could arise even between dedicated opponents.' 

In common with her consorts in the "Fighting Tenth", United also carried out her fair share of 'special operations', a case in point being 
the delivery of two C.O.P.P. teams to recce, a beach at Gela on the south coast of Sicily. The first Folbot was disembarked, with 
Lieutenant Philip Smith, R.N., and Lieutenant David Brand, R.N.V.R., who noted 'soundings, bearings and distances' over a period of 
two hours before returning to their rendezvous with United; alas, the submarine was nowhere to be seen. In the interim, while hanging 
around to pick-up the second C.O.P.P. team, a surfaced U-Boat had appeared on the scene: Roxburgh, unable to attack his foe for fear 
of compromising the C.O.P.P. teams, had to dive and make for base. As it transpired, the gallant Smith and Brand made it back to 
Malta, having paddled frantically for an entire day and night, prior to being picked up by an M.T.B. 

In September 1943, after completing her 21st war patrol. United was ordered home for a refit: Roxburgh, Hatherly and fellow 
decorated members of crew duly attended a Buckingham Palace investiture on 9 November 1943. 

"Tapir" - 'snap attack' - Bar to D.S.M. 

In the interim having served in the Sealion in july-September 1944, Hatherly removed to John Roxburgh's new command, the Tapir. 
After undergoing trials and a working-up period at Holy Loch, the newly launched Tapir undertook her first war patrol in early April 
1945: what followed has been described as one of the finest 'sub.-on-sub.' encounters of the war, a model 'snap attack' ending in the 
destruction of the \J-486 off Bergen at 0755 hours on the 12th. 

A full account of this memorable encounter is to be found in Submarines versus U-Boats, by Geoff Jones, but for the purposes of closing 
this chapter in Hatherly's remarkable wartime career, the following Admiralty summary is quoted: 

'Eleven minutes after the Asdic Operator had reported diesel engines, during which time nothing could be seen through the periscope, 
the noises altered to those of a submarine's main motors and it became apparent that a U-Boat was making, submerged, for the 
entrance of Fejeosen Fjord. Both H.M. submarine Tapir and the U-Boat were too close to the entrance of the fjord to enable an attack 
from submerged to be carried out so the Commanding Officer rightly decided to remain at periscope depth in the hope that the U-Boat 
would surface before getting too far through the entrance. Nineteen minutes after the first report the Asdic Operator reported the U- 
Boat surfacing and, simultaneously, she was seen to do so. The Director Angle was almost on but some alteration had to be made 
before the torpedo tubes were brought to the ready, and three minutes after sighting a salvo was fired. One torpedo was seen to hit the 
target and the U-Boat literally exploded, bits being clearly observed flying through the air. This was a model attack in which the 
Commanding Officer, recently employed on the training of new Submarine Commanding Officers, put into effect the approved 
methods of submarine attack procedure which he had been endeavouring to impart to other... ' 

Hatherly - whose lightening work with the torpedo tubes was largely responsible for the the success of the attack - was awarded a Bar 
to his D.S.M. He remained in Tapir until August 1946, including a stint of duty in the Pacific before V.J. Day., prior to departing the 
submarine service in the following year, he subsequently enrolled in the Royal Fleet Reserve. 


Sold with two impressive photographs albums, covering the period 1935-45, the earliest images covering the recipient's appointment in 
H.M.S. Valiant and the Foxhound, the latter seeing service off Spain during the Civil War (a total of approximately 400 images); together 
with some 60 or so loose-leaf photographs, and a large quantity of photographic postcards, many of naval - and submarine - interest. 
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'Orders flew quick and fast and six torpedoes were fired. Seconds then minutes passed, then a terrific explosion as out 
first torpedo hit, then another ... / listened to him going down, rending and tearing of metal and woodwork, and small 
explosions, really terrible noises as the U-boat passed through its crushing depth. These noises seemed to go on for ages 
as I sat listening and thinking that but for the grace of God that could have been us ... when we surfaced there was no 
life, only corpses. We collected pieces of debris, then breathed sighs of relief as the skipper ordered: "Take her down 
and reload tubes." ' 

Bob Roberts recalls the destruction of U-644; a copied typescript of his biography is included. 

A fine Second World War submariner's D.S.M. group of five awarded to Leading Telegraphist H. S. "Bob" Roberts, 
Royal Navy, who witnessed much action in the Tuna in the period 1941-43, including the above described 'sub.-on. 
sub/ encounter with the U-644 in the Arctic in April 1943: it was for his fine work on this occasion - seated with his 
headphones on two cushions atop a depth charge in the control room - that he was decorated

when she embarked and delivered the "Cockleshell Heroes" to the Gironde Estuary: Roberts later recalled how he

D.S.M. London Gazette 15 June 1943. The original recommendation states: 

Tor coolness and efficiency during a successful attack on a German U-Boat on 7 April 1943, when doing duties as H.T.D., giving the 
Commanding Officer much useful information which contributed in a large measure to the success of the attack.' 

Herbert Stanley Roberts, who was born in Grantham, entered the Royal Navy as a boy rating, aged 15 years, in 1929. Having then 
attended a signals course, he joined H.M.S. Repulse, followed by further seagoing service in the Enterprise and the patrol craft PC. 74. 

In the mid-1930s, however, he volunteered for the Submarine Branch and, by the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, was 
serving as a Higher Telegraphist Detector in the Otis in the Far East: The heat inside the boat was terrific and all we wore was a native 
sarong and clip clop sandal; as fast as you had a cup of tea, you lost it all in sweat.' It was in just such conditions that Roberts carried 
out his first war patrols, up until Otis's transfer to Malta. He was subsequently deployed in operations off North Africa and in the 
Adriatic, prior to Otis being ordered home at the end of 1940. 

In early 1941, Roberts joined the Tuna at Holy Loch, Scotland, the commencement of a protracted period of war patrols, the earliest of 
them off Norway. 
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In late November 1942, however, Tuna was charged with a very different type of patrol, namely the embarkation and delivery of the 
famous '"Cockleshell Heroes" to the Gironde estuary. Roberts takes up the story: 

'Whilst on passage the Commandos carried on preparing for their venture, at instructions during the day whilst we were submerged, 
memorising their escape routes in France. They didn't seem to take very kindly to submarine life and we saw very little of them, 

especially at night when we had our meals whilst running on the surface. They didn't want any and were mostly flat out sea sick. The 

evening of the operation dawned, we had been stooging around all day, getting reliable fixings off the points of land. 

The Commandos were all for'ard waiting to disembark. Before I closed up at my diving station (action station), I nipped for'ard and 
shook hands with all the Commandos and gave them my tot of rum to put in their bottle. As I shook hands with one of them - he had 
had enough of submarine life - he said he wouldn't have our life for all the money in the world. To think that he had to row for four 
days up a river in enemy territory, hiding by day, I think was a very brave thing to say. 

The run in was successful. We dropped four of our canoes safely, but a huge wave slammed the fifth canoe up against our side and 

knocked a hole in it. As it was full of explosives we had to scuttle it and the two Commandos came back inboard where we tried to 
console them because they weren't able to go with their mates, but to no avail. We dropped them both off at Falmouth on the south 
coast on the way back. 

Since the war ended we have learned that we lost some of them the same night we dropped them; only two. Major Haslar and Marine 
Sparks, managed to get back. I am still in touch with Marine Sparks who got a D.S.M. for his exploits. Some of the Commandos were 
captured and executed by firing squad.' 

As cited above, further adventures awaited Tuna in the Arctic, where in contrast to the attire he wore in the Far East, Roberts 'wore so 
many clothes that it was difficult to bend my arm when I was having a cup of tea.' Whether Roberts was still aboard Tuna at the time of 
her highly successful patrols at the end of 1943 - she destroyed three more U-boats - remains unknown but it is worth noting for the 
record that his skipper. Lieutenant D. S. R. Martin, R.N., was awarded the D.S.O, with two Bars. 

To conclude, Roberts's words: 'We were young, full of spirit and resigned to what the future might hold. It is only now, in the evening 
of our lives, that we think more than ever of those shipmates and boats whose only epitaph in the daily press of those war years was 
simply these three words - 'Overdue, presumed lost'. They hide so much anguish, so much heartbreak and many a tear, but that was 
our lot.' 

Roberts received his D.S.M. at a Buckingham Palace investiture held on 20 November 1945; sold with original Admiralty letter of 
notification for the award of his D.S.M., together with copied typescript of his autobiography, 25pp., and related newspaper feature, 
'Atlantic winter in a steel coffin'. 
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A good Second World War D.S.M. group of six awarded to Temporary Acting Gunner J. Jakeman^ Royal Navy and

Joseph Jakeman was born in Edmonton, Middlesex in October 1905 and entered the Royal Navy as a boy rating in August 1921. 
Having in the interim gained advancement to Acting Leading Seaman, he transferred to the Royal Fleet Reserve in October 1935. 

Recalled in September 1939, and having attended a course at H.M.S. Vernon - where the Royal Navy's pioneers in bomb and mine 
disposal were based - he joined the Hartlepool base H.M.S. Paragon in mid-November. It was during the course of this latter 
appointment that he won his D.S.M., an award believed to be for mine disposal work. 

Jakeman returned to Vernon in September 1940 and, two months later, joined the corvette Aubretia, and it was in this latter ship that he 
won a mention in despatches for anti-U-Boat operations {London Gazette 5 August 1941, refers), a reward that stemmed from his part 
in the action that led to the capture of the U-110's enigma machine and codes during the course of Convoy O.B. 318 in the north 
Atlantic on 9 May 1941. The recommendation states: 

'Able Seaman Joseph Jakeman was in charge of depth charge rails. It is due to his efficiency that all the depth charges released fired 
correctly. During the third attack the depth charges in the starboard rails jammed due to mechanical defect and Able Seaman Jakeman 
took charge and displayed considerable initiative in clearing the rails.' 

The following extract was taken from U-Boat Operations of the Second World War (Vol. I), by Kenneth Wynn: 

'In the evening of 7 May 1941, U-94 sighted eastbound OB. 318 S.W. of Iceland. U-110 came up with the convoy in the evening of the 
8th and next morning she sank two ships east of Cape Farewell, the S.S. Esmond (Br 4976t) and the S.S. Bengore Head (Br 2609t). 

U-110 was immediately attacked with depth-charges by the corvette H.M.S. Aubretia (Lt. Cdr. V. F. Smith) and forced to the surface. 
The crew was seen coming out of the conning tower as the destroyer H.M.S. Bulldog (Cdr. A. J. Baker-Cresswell) stopped near to the 
boat and prepared to launch a landing party. Lemp had ordered the crew to abandon ship. He set scuttling charges but these failed to 
detonate. 

Another destroyer, H.M.S. Broadway, was then seen to be heading for U-110, apparently intent on ramming. She was hurriedly ordered 
not to do so but could not avoid striking the boat a glancing blow, causing serious damage to herself when U-110's hydroplane tore a 
hole in her bow. The order was given for Aubretia to pick up the German survivors and Bulldog's party boarded the boat, with 
instructions to seize any documents. 

The officer commanding the party, Sub.-Lt. D. E. Balme, led his men through the conning tower hatch down into the boat. Documents, 
books, charts and portable equipment were passed back up and put into the whaler. 

The transfer of material to Bulldog took several trips, spread over some hours. Broadway was later ordered to send her motor boat to U 
-110, to be ready to disembark the boarding party in case of trouble, either from U-110 suddenly sinking or an attack by another U- 
Boat. 

Other officers were sent across from Bulldog to assess U-110's condition, with a view to taking her in tow. A towline from Bulldog was 
secured to U-110's bow and the men aboard her were taken off and returned to Bulldog. Towing began but the line was slipped when 
a look-out reported a periscope. 

Half an hour later the line was re-secured and Bulldog headed for Iceland. On the morning of the 10th U-110 foundered and sank. 
Meanwhile Bulldog had collected the survivors from the boat together and set out for Scapa Flow. There, after interrogation of survivors 
and examination of captured equipment, the great significance of the haul was realised. Apart from an Enigma machine, ready set to 
send a signal, there were marked charts, codebooks and cipher documents. When all this material was integrated with that already in 
British hands, the result was to have a lasting and decisive effect on the outcome of the U-Boat war. 

The fate of the commander of U-110, K.L. Lemp, is somewhat obscure. One story says that after leaving the boat he swam back when 
he realised that the scuttling charges were not going to work and that he was shot and killed by a member of the boarding party. 
Another and more likely one is that Lemp, realising the catastrophic consequences which would follow the capture of U-110 and her 
secret equipment, committed suicide by allowing himself to drown. His body was not recovered.' 

jakeman gained appointment as a Temporary Acting Gunner in July 1945. 

Sold with original Admiralty letter regarding the recipient's attendance at a Buckingham Palace investiture to be held on 28 October

Henry Unsworth was born in Liverpool in February 1906 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in May 1921. Advanced to 
Able Seaman in December 1924, he volunteered for the Submarine Branch in the late 1920s, and, in addition to other appointments, 
served in /.. 71 and Otis. In March 1935, however, on being advanced Acting Leading Seaman, he returned to regular seagoing duties 
in the H.M.S. Royal Sovereign, followed by time aboard the Inglefield in the Mediterranean, when he was advanced to Petty Officer. He 
was awarded his L.S. & G.C Medal in January 1939. 

Shortly before the outbreak of hostilities, he removed to the Coastal Forces depot ship Vulcan, thereby setting in motion his gallant part 
as a Coxswain in early M.T.B. operations. 
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M.T.B. 15 - mention in despatches 

Unsworth joined M.T.B. 15, under Lieutenant]. A. Eardley-Wilmot, R.N., at Beehive, Felixstowe in July 1940, and quickly saw action. 
The Battle of the Narrow Seas, by Peter Scott, takes up the story: 

'Soon afterwards, on 8 September, 1940, came the first successful torpedo attack by M.T.Bs to be made in this war. The three boats 
which took part were M.T.B. 17 (Lt. R. I. T. Faulkner, R.N.), M.T.B. 14 (Lt. Hamilton-Hill) and M.T.B. 15 (Lt. j. A. Eardley-Wilmot, R. 
N.). 

"We were sitting on the lawn one afternoon," writes Eardley-Wilmot, "when a message was sent up for us to return immediately. At the 
Base we were told that a convoy of thirty merchant ships had been sighted by aerial reconnaissance and was now either in or 
approaching Ostend. When we got over the other side I nearly got lost, as I tried to attack what I thought was a floating dock, which 
turned out to be a wreck. I managed to catch up, and after stooging around for about three hours without seeing anything, 'Pip' 
Faulkner called us up and told us we would go into the anchorage of Ostend. Ham-Hill broke down and lost contact with us about 
fifteen minutes later, but the two of us went on in. The R.A.F. were having a lovely time when we got there and lots of muck was flying 
into the air. We found all the ships at anchor and 'Pip' flashed 'Disregard my movements' and went in to attack. I turned off to the 
largest thing I could see and fired one fish, with the speed of the current as deflection. Both he and I hit with one torpedo, then we 
came round and did another attack individually. Unfortunately there was so much explosive business going on, because of the R.A.F. 
and also because, we found out later, I had hit an ammunition ship, that it was impossible to see the results. However, on the way out 
the examination vessel started firing at us. Our organisation in those days was that all the stokers were armed with rifle grenades. As we 
passed about forty yards off (I hadn't seen the blasted thing till the last moment) these boys had a whale of a time, and what with rifle 
grenades and our Lewis guns we gave them quite a good innings. Next day an aircraft reported three new wrecks in the anchorage, but 
whether we got all three I do not know." ' 

Unsworth was mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 1 January 1941, refers). 

About two weeks after her daring exploits at Ostend, M.T.B. 15 was mined and sunk in the Thames Estuary, Unsworth being injured on 
the same occasion. 


M.T.B. 31 - D.S.M. 

In January 1942, Unsworth joined M.T.B. 31, under Sub. Lieutenant]. Weeden, R.N.V.R. As it transpired, he was again to find himself 
aboard a sinking boat, following a run-in with E/R Boats off Boulogne on the night of 3-4 March. Peter Scott was aboard one of the M. 
G.Bs sent to M.T.B. 31's rescue. He takes up the story: 

'I told him {Lieutenant Gamble, R.N.] that I wanted to go to sea with the boats if they were going, and he said that they had already 
gone. Harpy Lloyd had taken John Weeden and Robert Varvil after a small convoy, and it appeared that one of the boats was in 
trouble. John Hodder and 'Flatters' Sidebottom were just off this very minute to the rescue, and if I would like to go with them I would 
have to run. 

Ten minutes later, and not twenty minutes since my train had pulled into Dover station, I was steaming out of the harbour entrance on 
the bridge of a "C" Class M.G.B. (322), under the command of Lt. J. H. Hodder, R.N.V.R., while close astern followed M.G.B. 330 (Lt. 
D. C. Sidebottom, R.N.V.R.). 

M.T.B. 31, commanded by John Weeden, had made a signal to say that she was near the North-East Varne buoy and required 
immediate assistance. In bright moonlight we set course for the North-East Varne, and soon after we sighted a dim flicker of light and 
turned towards it. In a haze of smoke we came upon the burning wreck of the M.T.B. Some of the crew were still on board and shouted 
to us as we drew alongside. "There's a raft with the wounded on it about a quarter of a mile away to the eastward," they said, and 
Sidebottom went off to find it, while we made fast alongside the burning boat. 

The First Lieutenant was on board organising a fire party, and they were ready to take the hoses which had been laid out in readiness 
on our decks. 

Apparently they had successfully torpedoed a ship, but had been pursued by E/R boats and badly shot up. John Weeden had been 
seriously wounded and so had the Coxswain [Unsworth] and one or two others, and the Seaman Torpedoman had been killed. The 
boat had run clear before the engines packed up and the fire took hold. 

Macdonald, the First Lieutenant, an imperturbable New Zealander, had placed the wounded, including the Commanding Officer, in 
the Carley Raft, while he and the able-bodied members of the crew had abandoned ship by holding on to the splinter mattresses, which 
had been cut adrift to act as additional rafts. For some time they had lain off, but then the boat did not blow up and the fire seemed if 
anything to be abating. So Macdonald, who was a great swimmer, swam back and climbed aboard, and finally got some more of the 
crew back, and began to tackle the fire. It was at this stage that we had put in our most welcome appearance. 

It seemed that M.T.B. 31 was not past salvage. The fire, though not yet extinguished, was no longer spreading. The engine-room and 
tiller-flat were slowly flooding, but it was only a short distance to Dover. We began to tow her alongside, while we continued in our 
efforts to put out the fire. These efforts finally led us down through the charred chart-house into the smoke-filled forward mess-deck. 
The leader of the fire party was 'Teek' (Sub.-Lt. H. Teekman, R.C.N.V.R.), one of the Maintenance Officers from the Base, who plunged 
down into the smoke below without a thought and finally finished off the fire. 

Behind the bridge was the body of the Seaman Torpedoman lying face downwards in a huddle of shiny black oilskins. He had been 
killed instantly, and there was nothing that could usefully be done but leave him for the present in the corner where he had fallen. 

Towing became awkward off Dover, where, in the mist which had set in, we found we had been swept to the north of the harbour, and 
the popple on the sea made the two boats crack together with ominous splintering noises. By the time we had passed the breakwater 
the stern of the M.T.B. was 2 feet under water, and only our forward speed, we thought, prevented her from sinking altogether. We 
finally beached her in the entrance to the Wellington Dock. She took the ground about five yards from the shore, and John Hodder's M. 
G.B. had to leave her there, as the tide was falling and he almost became stranded himself. There were three of us left on board 31 
which, with her stern on the bottom, was almost vertical in the water. We looked like remaining perched precariously on her bows till 
morning, but some very senior officers who had come down to meet us passed a ladder across to us, over which we were able to 
scramble ashore. 

That was my first introduction to the Coastal Forces. For their work that night both Weeden and Macdonald were awarded the 
Distinguished Service Cross. Their success in sinking a merchant ship was one of an increasingly large number which the M.T.Bs. had 
recently been scoring in the Straits.' 

Unsworth was awarded the D.S.M. 

Coxswain to "Walker R.N." in H.M.S. Starling 

On recovering from his wounds in March 1943, Unsworth reported to Captain F. J. Walker, R.N., in H.M.S. Starling. The most famous 
U-Boat-killer of them all. Walker won four D.S.Os prior to his early demise as a consequence of the strains of command. For his own 
part - that is in the crucial role of taking Starling's helm - Unsworth clearly made his mark, for on Walker's recommendation, he 
received a C.-in-C's commendation on 14 October 1943 and a second "mention" {London Gazette 13 June 1944, refers). On the latter 
occasion. Walker had recommended Unsworth 'for the award of a decoration' but it was downgraded by the C.-in-C. Western 
Approaches: 

'This C.P.O. has been an extremely fine example to the ratings. His coolness and devotion to duty have been outstanding.' 
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Moreover, given his date of joining and departing the Starling - March 1943 and July 1944 - UnsvYorth must have been present at all 15 
of Walker's 2nd Support Group U-Boat 'kills', including the legendary tally of six 'kills' achieved in 10 days in early 1944. By way of 
example, the following extract is taken from The Fighting Captain, by Alan Burn, in which Unsworth receives due recognition for the 
destruction of the U-226 on 6 November 1943: 

'It was pitch black on Starling's bridge as she swept in to join Kite. Ahead it was just possible to see the black outline of the forward gun 
muzzles against the white of a breaking wave; closer, the bulkhead carried an array of bells, switches, alarm pushes and voicepipes; to 
the right and left, recording instruments and invisible batteries of telephones and buzzers. Behind the binnacle a quiet strong voice 
floated up the voicepipe from the wheelhouse, 'Coxswain on the wheel. Sir.' 

Chief Petty Officer Unsworth on the wheel. It might be the middle of the night, but he would be wearing his cap and a spotless white 
polo-necked sweater - and his lifebelt. 

In the eerie darkness, the bridge messengers flitted to and fro and an Able Seaman reported back the states of armament readiness as 
the guns and throwers were made ready for attack. Outside and around all this was such complete blackness that it would have been 
easy to turn 360 degrees without knowing it. 

Over the T.B.S. Walker and Segrave spoke in short terse phrases to each other as the two ships, manoeuvring at close quarters, passed 
the contact from one to the other and Kite went in for another attack. No time to have Foxers trailing over the stern: not the sort of 
situation that any sane person would include in exercises at Tobermory. 

The attack went without a hitch, but the only result was to provoke the U-Boat into loosing off S.B.Ts. 

With Starling, Kite and Woodcock stalking their prey in firm Asdic contact. Walker decided that there was no point in risking further 
hazardous operations in the pitchy black and that the next attacks could well wait until daylight. He ordered the two ships to keep 
clear, and for four hours jogged along behind the U-Boat on one engine. At dawn he ordered Woodcock, under Commander Clive 
Gwinner to close so that he could pass instructions to him over the loud hailer. While Starling continued to track the U-Boat, scarcely 
moving through the water. Woodcock crept in at five knots with her Asdics switched off, to deliver a creeping attack with charges set 
deep, directed by Walker. 

The centre of the pattern fired was reckoned to be within two degrees of bearing and a few yards of range, covering an area 400 yards 
long by 100 yards wide. As the charges started to explode, many hundreds of feet below the surface, there was a terrific roar and a 
column of water shot high up into the air. At 0719 the Asdic operators reported breaking-up noises. At 0733 there were two explosions 
of which the second was near the surface and audible to all on deck. At 0747 the remains of U-226 started to float to the surface. These 
included a torpedo which we hoisted on board - with some misgivings - to take back for the experts to examine. 

Kite reported that this had been a very large U-Boat, either a milch cow or a 1200-ton supply boat which was shown by their plot to 
have a turning circle of 340 yards. 

This was another successful creeping attack. 

Walker signalled "Splice the Mainbrace," a most welcome break in the grey, cold monotony of this patrol. The Group reformed ahead 
of Tracker and resumed their sweep, and the hands set about preparing for Captain's rounds.' 

On his subsequent appointment to Temporary Acting Bosun in July 1944 - undoubtedly on the recommendation of the celebrated 
Walker - Unsworth came ashore, and on being demobilised in June 1946, he served in H.M. Coast Guard and the Trinity House Light 
Vessels; sold with copied research.

Flarold Jackson 

Private Harold Jackson, 25th (Service) Battalion (Frontiersmen) Royal Fusiliers, entered the East African theatre of war on 4 May 1915.

Drafted to the 8th 
Battalion, he was embarked for Gallipoli in mid-July 1915, from whence he was evacuated to hospital in Alexandria that December, 
suffering from debility. In the interim, the Battalion had suffered heavily in the battles of Krithia and Lone Pine. 

Next embarked for France in April 1916, he was attached to 2nd Australian Brigade's Light Trench Mortar Battery and was slightly 
wounded during the course of June and then severely wounded - in the left leg and shoulder - in October. Having then returned to his 
unit in the Field, he was wounded for a third occasion in the course of winning his M.M. for the above cited deeds in October 1917- 
namely gunshot wounds to his right arm and neck, as a consequence of which he was evacuated to England. Haxby was discharged in 
Australia in February 1919 and died at Heidelberg, Melbourne in August 1957, aged 60 years.

Having then rejoined his unit in the Field in August of the same year, he was wounded in the left leg and chest in May 191 7 and once 
again invalided to England. Finally, in late September 1918, after rejoining the 14th, he won his M.M. for gallantry in the attack on 
Bourlon Wood, which distinction was approved in a Divisional Order dated 9 November 1918. He was discharged at Montreal in 
January 1919.

His Medal Index Card entry also reveals that he was convicted of desertion on 18 October 1916 and sentenced to 
death, a punishment subsequently commuted to 10 years penal servitude. As cited above, however, the same source confirms that the 
sentence was 'suspended for gallantry on 12.5.1 7.' 

His entry in Death Sentences Passed by Military Courts of the British Army 1914-1924, by Gerard Oram, lists him as a member of the 
19th Battalion, Manchester Regiment, who was sentenced to death for cowardice on 13 November 1916, a sentence subsequently 
commuted to 10 years penal servitude. As confirmed in an accompanying letter from the author, Skuse's name in the relevant Court 
Martial register follows on from those of a number of men in the Manchester Regiment and his allocation to that unit was likely a 
clerical error. 


Skuse was transferred to the Class 'Z' Reserve at the War's end and died on 3 September 1996; sold with copied research.

John F. Smith, who came from Ripley, Derbyshire, arrived in France on 1 March 1915, where he joined the Machine Gun Section of 
the l/5th Battalion, Nottinghamshire & Derbyshire Regiment. 

On 1 July 1916 he went 'over the top' with his comrades in the attack on Gommecourt and got to within three or four yards of the 
German trenches when his officer was hit. Under a barrage of bombs thrown from the enemy trench, he managed to get the officer 
away and later returned to his machine-gun, being the only survivor of the gun crew. He was awarded the M.M. 

It is worth speculating that his wounded officer was in fact the Brigade Machine Gun Officer, Captain Anderson, who features in the 
citation for the posthumous V.C. won that day by Captain John Green, the M.O. of l/5th Sherwood Foresters. 

Smith was later transferred to the Machine Gun Corps, served as a Sergeant and was wounded on 8 August 191 7. He was disembodied 
on 15 January 1919, when he returned to Ripley; sold with copied research.

Though the 
bombardment still continued Tuckett, without hesitation, worked and dug these men out, tended their wounds, and carried them back 
to safety. His utter disregard for his own safety was instrumental in saving the lives of many of his comrades.' 

Bertie Hector Tuckett was born at Nathalia, Victoria in 1891 and enlisted in the Australian Imperial Eorce at Melbourne in October 
1916. Drafted to the 24th Battalion, he arrived in Erance in mid-June 191 7 and was wounded by a gunshot wound to his left elbow that 
October; he was evacuated to England. Rejoining his unit in the Eield in Eebruary 1918, he was gassed at the end of the following 
month and, having been treated back in England, rejoined the 24th in the Eield in July. Thus ensued his gallant deeds at St. Quentin, 
near Peronne on 1 September, during the course of which he received bullet wounds to his right leg and elbow, thereby ensuring him 
yet another ticket to 'Blighty'. He was finally discharged in December 1919.

All these men have acted as runners 
with the Battalion during every tour of duty the Battalion has performed in the line. On every occasion, they have shown a high sense 
of duty and although called on many times to carry out important despatches under heavy fire and adverse conditions, they never once 
failed to accomplish their mission. Since the first advance on 8 August, they have displayed untiring energy and a cheerfulness which 
was remarkable considering the great amount of work they were called on to perform owing to the continual advancement of the line. 
At various times they have been called on to act as guides to assembly areas and although often in strange country, they invariably led 
the units to the correct spot on time. The splendid spirit and high sense of duty continuously displayed by all four men throughout the 
whole period is deserving of special recognition.' 

Joseph George Morgan was born in Sydney in 1898, where he enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force in May 1916. Drafted to the 
30th Battalion, he arrived in France in March 1917 where, as cited, he served with distinction as a Battalion Runner. He was also 
recommended - without success - for a "mention" in September 1918 and the Meritorious Service Medal (M.S.M.), the citation for the 
latter distinction citing his gallantry on the Hindenburg Line: 

'This man has carried out the duties of Battalion Runner with conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty during the period 16-17 
September 1918 ... During the attack on the Hindenburg Line in September, he displayed great gallantry and a determination to 
succeed under most adverse conditions. He repeatedly carried important messages through enemy barrages and rendered very valuable 
services in acting as a guide to a company of the battalion which was called on to take part in an operation at very short notice. The 
splendid spirit and courage of this man at all times is deserving of special mention.' 

Morgan was in Australia in June 1919; sold with copied service record and M.M. recommendation. 


123 A Great War 'Western Front' M.M. awarded to Private E. S. Sturgis, 26th Battalion Royal Fusiliers

Edward S. Sturgis, from Nunhead. Entering the Army in October 1914, he served initially with the East Surrey Regiment before 
transferring to the Royal Fusiliers. With the 26th Battalion he earned the M.M. in France. Later served with the 1st Battalion London 
Regiment. He was discharged due to wounds on 13 April 1919 and awarded the Silver War Badge in addition to the British War and 
Victory Medals.

Enlisting in the Australian Imperial Eorce at Rockhampton, Queensland in May 1916, aged 30 years, he was drafted to the 
42nd Battalion and arrived in Erance in Eebruary 191 7. As cited above, he was wounded in the course of winning his M.M. at Messines 
in June 191 7, namely a compound fracture of his left arm caused by a gunshot. Rejoining his unit in the Eield at the year's end, he later 
transferred to 11th Eield Ambulance and was discharged in Australia in May 1919. It was in March 1918 that he revealed his true 
identity as Albert William Browne, rather than 'Albert Cooper'.

7 vividly recall our progress along the duck-boards and taking up position in No Man's Land, as we silently awaited our 
barrage, one of the Gompany proceeded to light a cigarette without trying to shield the light: needless to say he soon 
put it out. After the German barrage had been going for some while, a round object fell into the shell-hole in which 
three or four of us sat. In the semi-darkness we were loath to touch it, as we thought it was a human head. Eventually 
one of us picked it up and, to our relief, we found it was a loaf of bread tossed up by the burst that had probably killed 
the poor troop carrying it. One can still recall that 'relief unutterable' when our guns opened up, but I can never forget 
the colossal blaze of M.G. fire which, for the time being, outdid the barrages and bursting shells.' 

Corporal W. R. Stevenson recalls events at Broodseinde Ridge on the night of 3 October 1917, shortly before collecting 
his second wound; Our Dear Old Battalion - The Story of the 7th Battalion, A.I.F., 1914-1919, by Ron Austin, refers.

During the period July to September 1918, Corporal Stevenson's work was of a very 
high standard in and out of the line, and his courage in the line had been a stimulating example. His work out of the line has been very 
efficient and he materially assisted in the thorough training of the men of his company.' 

William Richard Stevenson was born in Mansfield, Victoria in 1896 and enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force in July 1915. Drafted 
to the 22nd Battalion, he was embarked for Egypt in late November 1915 and, having transferred to the 7th Battalion in the interim, 
was embarked for Erance in March 1916. During the course of his subsequent services on the Western Eront, he was thrice wounded. 
Thus gunshot wounds to his chest and elbow received on the Somme on 22 July 1916; a gunshot wound to his left foot, received at 
Broodseinde Ridge on 4 October 1917, and a serious gunshot wound to his left thigh during the course of winning his M.M. near 
Peronne on 9 August: the latter necessitated amputation. He was discharged in Australia in July 1919 and died in January 1975.

Garnet Gibson was born at Rivers Inlet, British Columbia in January 1892 and enlisted in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force - 
direct from his studies as a Theology student - in October 1915. Embarked for England in March 1916, he served at a Canadian Army 
Service Corps depot until March 1918, when he joined the 7th Battalion Canadian Infantry in France. 

It was in this latter capacity that he was severely concussed and appallingly wounded in the legs by shellfire near Amiens in August 
1918, the commencement of a torturous journey from Field Ambulance to Casualty Clearance Station and beyond. Medical reports 
dated on the 19th refer to the amputation of his shattered right leg at the thigh and his left leg at mid-calf. Removed from the dangerous 
list in September, he was deemed well enough for onward transport to the U.K. in October - his concussion still causing 'singing 
noises' in his head. 

Gibson was discharged at Vancouver in September 1919, his subsequent award of the Canadian Amputees' M.S.M. speaking volumes 
in respect of his courage and endurance in the face of much suffering.

Embarked for England a little under a year later, he joined the 38th Battalion Canadian Infantry in Erance in August 1916 and 
remained likewise employed until transferring to the 4th Canadian Machine Gun Corps in May 1918. A little over a fortnight after his 
C.O. penned the recommendation for his immediate 'Vimy M.M.', McDonald was sentenced to 14 days Eield Punishment No. 1 for 
being absent from parade on 13 May 191 7. 

He was discharged in June 1919, when it was noted that he was suffering from deafness and neurasthenia.

'At Nimove on 19 May 1940, when his company was relieving a company of 2nd Grenadier Guards, the enemy opened fire with 
automatics on one of our extremely exposed section posts on the river bank wounding an Ensign of the Grenadier Guards and killing 
an officer of his own company. 

In spite of the fact that it was daylight and that the post in question was under fire, Lance-Sergeant Baker went out and brought the 
wounded Guards officer to safety. 

Throughout the whole operation this N.C.O. showed himself entirely fearless and by his example of personal disregard for safety set a 
fine example to the men of his company.' 

Bar to M.M. London Gazette 31 August 1944. The original recommendation - for an immediate award - states: 

'At Villers Bocage on 14 June 1944, C.S.M. Baker's company established contact with the enemy south of the village. The Bren gunner 
of the forward section was pinned down on the edge of the road by very heavy fire and the Sergeant-Major with complete disregard for 
his own life went forward to move him to a better position. 

The soldier got back without his gun and C.S.M. Baker thereupon engaged the enemy at thirty yards range with his Sten gun, effectively 
silencing the opposition from this point. 

In spite of continuous machine-gun fire down the road, he crawled on to the verge and retrieved the Bren gun, an action which greatly 
encouraged the remainder of the forward platoon, who immediately continued to engage the enemy to good effect. 

At this stage several of our tanks opened fire with machine-guns causing casualties to our own troops and C.S.M. Baker went back 
through our own fire to stop it and returned leading a tank to support our infantry. 

Throughout this action the conduct of this Warrant Officer was superb and his coolness and cheerfulness were an example to the 
remainder of his company.' 


Horace Ambrose Baker was born in Hastings, Sussex in March 1915 and originally enlisted as a boy recruit in the Royal Artillery 
(Territorials) in June 1931. 

In January 1934, he transferred to the Regular Army with an appointment in the Queen's (Royal West Surrey) Regiment, in which 
capacity he served in India until being evacuated home in February 1939 and admitted to Netley Hospital; his service record confirms 
that he was not entitled to any campaign awards. 

Posted to the 1/7th Battalion in February 1940, he was advanced to Lance-Sergeant and embarked for France where, as cited above, he 
won his M.M. for rescuing a wounded officer of the 2nd Grenadier Guards at Nimove on 19 May 1940. Ten days later, he reached the 

U.K. 

Next embarked for the Middle East - in late May 1942 - he was advanced to Company Sergeant-Major and saw action in North Africa 
and Italy prior to returning to U.K. in December 1943. 

The 1/7th Battalion, Queen's (Royal West Surrey) Regiment next went into action in Normandy, where it landed on D-Day plus 2. Of 
subsequent events at Villers Bocage on 14 June 1944, the regimental history states: 

'The Battalion debussed at St. Germain (just beyond Amaye) and pushed forward on foot, clearing snipers and patrols from the houses 
and fields ... The leading Company 'D' (Major P. C. Freeman), pushed on and made contact in the town with the reserve squadron of 
the County of London Yeomanry. As they did so a Tiger tank appeared from a side street and blew down a corner in the main square 
where the troops were assembled. Lieutenant R. Snaith, the leading platoon commander was badly wounded and there were a number 
of other casualties. Several more German tanks, Mark IV and VI, appeared in the main street and the troops were ordered to disperse 
into the houses and attack them with P.I.A.Ts and sticky bombs while the road exits were covered by the Anti-Tank Platoon and 'B' 
Squadron, 4th County of London Yeomanry ... This anti-tank hunting lasted for two hours, by which time at least one Tiger and one 
Mark IV had been knocked out in the High Street and the remainder firmly bottled up there. 'C' and 'D' Companies were then ordered 
to get out on their original objectives covering the approaches to the town, while 'A' Company was directed on to the railway station. 
Here they encountered enemy infantry and more Tiger tanks. Four of the latter were knocked out by the battalion anti-tank guns, and 
by the afternoon the enemy tank attack had been smashed. During this action the Bren gun of the leading section of 'A' Company 
became pinned down in a very exposed position by severe enemy fire. C.S.M. Baker went forward and ordered it back and engaged 
and effectively silenced the local enemy with fire from his Tommy gun at thirty yards range. He then crawled forward in full view of the 
enemy and retrieved the Bren gun. The rest of 'A' Company attempted to work round the flank, but were mistaken for the enemy by our 
own tanks who heavily fired on them. C.S.M. Baker went back through this fire to the tanks, stopped their firing and brought one back 
to support the Company.' 

As recounted by Major-General D. S. Gordon, C.B., C.B.E., D.S.O., who commanded the Queen's at Villers Bocage on 13-14 June 
1944, his men - and those of the 4th County of London Yeomanry - had knocked out six "Tigers" and damaged two others: 'The myth 
that the Tiger was invincible had now been exploded ... our casualties in the two days fighting were eight officers and 120 other ranks, 
sufficient indication that the fighting was hard.' 

Six weeks following the action at Villers Bocage, Baker was commissioned in the Field but, as verified by his service record, he was 
wounded in action and evacuated to the U.K. in October. 

On recovering from his wounds, he served at H.Q. 47 Division and in India on attachment to S.E.A. Command in early 1946. He was 
granted the honorary rank of Captain on relinquishing his commission in January 1947. 

He later became a Custodian in the Department of Environment and died in Whitstable, Kent in July 1996.

'Boulogne, 23 May 1940: During the withdrawal action through Boulogne, Sergeant Carragher was continuously with the forward Bren 
guns and anti-tank rifles of his company. Despite intense enemy fire Sergeant Carragher displayed the greatest contempt of personal 
danger and by his imperturbable spirit, kept up the courage of his men. He personally supplied his Bren guns with ammunition, 
organised reliefs on the guns and exchanges of guns when those in action became jammed or otherwise unserviceable. 

Throughout the day his behaviour was as cool as if he had been on the Barrack Square. There is no doubt that he played a large part in 
delaying for so long the enemy's advance.' 

Michael Carragher was recalled to the Colours in November 1939, direct form his duties as a Police Constable in Guildford Borough 
Police. Appointed a Lance-Sergeant in the 2nd Battalion, Irish Guards, he was embarked with the B.E.F. and won his M.M. for the 
above cited deeds at Boulogne in May 1940, which distinction he received at a Buckingham Palace investiture held in September 
1941. 

Meanwhile, he had been selected for a commission - he was appointed a 2nd Lieutenant in the Queen's Regiment on passing out of 
Sandhurst in February 1941 - and he was attached to the Royal Military Police as a Provost Marshal in Glasgow. Subsequently 
embarked for North Africa, he served likewise in Italy and ended the War as a Major in the Allied Control Commission at Trieste.

Harold Victor Pearse was born in Bristol in July 1898 and enlisted in the Royal Marines in July 1915. Posted to the Plymouth Division, 
he joined H.M.S. Benbow in August 1916 and remained similarly engaged until coming ashore in early 1918. He then joined the R.M. 
Brigade in France and Flanders and remained similarly employed until the War's end. 

In November 1920, after a brief period of service in the Hood, Pearse was posted to the Hong Kong naval base Tamar and it was from 
the same appointment that he purchased his discharge in the summer of 1923. He subsequently found employment in the Colony's 
Revenue Department. 

According to his P.O.W's debrief, he enlisted in the Hong Kong Volunteer Defence Corps on 1 December 1941, his immediate 
appointment to the rank of Sergeant no doubt based upon his previous experience in the Royal Marines. Following his M.M.-winning 
exploits later in the same month, and his capture on Christmas Day, Pearse was interned in Sham Shui Po camp in Kowloon, where his 
camp leader was Major Boon, R.A.S.C. His debrief states that he was specifically attached to the Camp Hospital, where many P.O.Ws 
died, not least in the Diphtheria epidemic of 1942. 

Following his liberation in early September 1945, Pearse remained in the colony and became a Senior Revenue Inspector (Commerce 
and Industry). On retirement he settled in Cornwall, where he died at Redruth in September 1958.

This platoon had been under very heavy fire for four or five days, shelling and mortaring being particularly severe, and casualties had 
been suffered. 

It was decided to move the Platoon position two hundred yards to the east and a volunteer was called for to remain in the position to 
continue sniping the enemy. Guardsman Murphy volunteered to carry out this role without hesitation and remained to give covering 
fire while the Platoon moved under cover of darkness. 

During the night the position was severely shelled and mortared, but Murphy stuck to his post with great determination. 

At daybreak a relief was suggested for Murphy but he stated that he did not wish to be relieved. He continued to snipe the enemy 
during the morning and by 1000 hours had killed or wounded at least six of the enemy. 

At about 1030 hours he was wounded in the arm by a fragment of mortar bomb. First aid was given to him but he refused to leave his 
position and continued to shoot at the enemy until 1200 hours, when he was overcome by loss of blood and evacuated to the R.A.P. 

Throughout the action Guardsman Murphy showed complete disregard for his own safety and his courage and cheerfulness under very 
difficult conditions were an inspiration to all ranks.' 

Thomas Murphy, a native of Liverpool who was born in 1922, enlisted in the Grenadier Guards direct from the Merchant Navy in April 
1942. He was serving in the 6th Battalion at the time of the above cited deeds in Italy in January 1944.

In particular: 

1. During the battle of Monte Cassino between 11-12 May 1944 he was at the Battery O.P. under constant and heavy enemy artillery 
fire, where he worked without sleep or rest, completely disregarding his personal safety, thus ensuring reliable wireless communication 
with the forward O.P. on Phantom Ridge and S. Angelo. 

2. During the mobile operations along the Adriatic, in the Apennines and during the battle of Bologna, he always worked with the 
utmost devotion, courage and energy, thus always ensuring that the Battery had constant wireless communication with the forward OP' 

Leon Majewski was born at Szwarcenowo, Krotoszyny, Lubawa in April 1907 and was called up from the Polish Army Reserve in 
August 1939. Drafted to 29 Field Artillery Regiment, he served in the campaign in Poland in the following month, when he was taken 
P.O.W. by the Soviet Red Army. Following the Polish-Soviet agreement of 30 July 1941, he was released and rejoined the Polish Army 
as a member of the 5th Wilenski Field Artillery Regiment, 5th Kresowa Infantry Division, which joined the British 8th Army in October 
1942. He subsequently served in the Middle East 1942-44 and in Italy 1944-46 and, as cited above, was awarded the M.M. for his 
courage at Monte Cassino and in later operations. Finally discharged in the U.K. in May 1947, he was embarked at Glasgow for 
Gdansk, Poland in the following month. 

In addition to his M.M., Majewski was also awarded the Polish Cross for Monte Cassino, the Bronze Cross of Merit with swords and the 
Army Active Service Medal.

'On Saturday 31 January 1942, Sergeant Bacon's gun with one other were part of a small forward column, with one company of the 9th 
Battalion, The Rifle Brigade, at Charubba. Here they were cut off from the rest of the British Forces by an enemy column. No R.H.A. 
officer was with this party. The enemy was encountered as they endeavoured to rejoin the main force. Without further orders. Sergeant 
Bacon at once brought his gun into action in the open and knocked out an enemy armoured car. With the assistance of the other gun 
some tanks were driven off. It was then decided to split the Company, one gun going with each half. Sergeant Bacon's party was to give 
covering fire while the other half advanced. When the advance began an enemy gun opened up. Sergeant Bacon's gun at once 
silenced it, thus preserving the half-company which was then out in the open. Throughout there was considerable enemy machine-gun 
fire and Sergeant Bacon showed great coolness, dash and initiative. The following extracts from the Company Commander's war diary 
refer to this action: 

'The fire of the 25-pounders forced the enemy armoured cars south, but not before one had been put out of action by a direct hit.' 

'The remaining gun knocked out the enemy field gun.' 

'The winch gear of the Quod was continually being used to drag out trucks from the mud.' 

'The 25-pounder got into action very quickly.' ' 

William Bacon, who was born in March 1907, enlisted in the Royal Artillery at Newcastle in August 1926 and served in the R.H.A. 
until placed on the Army Reserve in September 1933. 

Called-up on the outbreak of hostilities, he was appointed a Lance-Bombardier in April 1940 and saw action with the B.E.F. in France 
in the following month. He was next embarked for the Middle East but also saw action in the withdrawal from Greece in March-April 
1941. Back in Egypt, where he was advanced to Sergeant in July 1941, he went on to win his M.M. for the above cited deeds in 2nd 
Regiment R.H.A. but was wounded in action in July 1942, when he was admitted to hospital with a 'bomb wound in the back, 
perforated'. Nonetheless , he remained employed in Egypt until September 1944 and was released from the Service in December 1945.

The original recommendation for an immediate award - submitted 'In The Field' on 15 June 1944 by Lieutenant Colonel C. F. Phillips, 
Commanding 47 (R.M.) Commando - states: 

'During the attack on Port-en-Bessin on 7 June, Marine Emsiey was seriously wounded by a German mortar bomb. Despite his injuries, 
he continued to give supporting fire with his Bren and throughout showed an excellent offensive spirit. By this fine act and devotion to 
duty Marine Emsiey very materially assisted the advance and final success of his comrades.' 

Roy Emsiey was born in Burnley, Lancashire in November 1922 and joined the Royal Marines in April 1941, direct from his 
employment at the Northern Diecasting Company. 

47 Commando (R.M.) landed on Gold Beach at 9.50 a.m. on 6 June 1944, following a perilous run-in in rough sea and and among 
mines which knocked out four of its 14 assault craft: as a consequence 28 men were killed or drowned, 21 wounded and another 27 
posted 'missing'. 

Notwithstanding such casualties and the loss of considerable amounts of ammunition, the Commando then made a forced march nine 
miles west to its main objective, the small harbour of Port-en-Bessin, which was to become the main port for fuel supplies until the 
liberation of Cherbourg. 

The port was attacked at 1600 hours on the following day and, after a fiercely contested battle, aided by supporting fire from the cruiser 
H.M.S. Emerald, was finally captured during the following afternoon. Here, then, the point at which Emsiey won his M.M., a local 
newspaper report confirming that he suffered multiple wounds on the same occasion: 

'Emsiey was providing covering fire for a comrade who was attempting to rescue two wounded men under heavy crossfire. Whilst 
doing so a mortar shell exploded, taking out his left eye and filling his body with shrapnel. Despite being terribly wounded he 
continued firing his gun enabling the two soldiers to be rescued.' 

It is likely that Emsiey was among 50 Marines led up a zigzag path by Captain T. E. Cousins, in order to capture the enemy's third and 
final strongpoint. As darkness fell, the position was taken with 100 prisoners, but Cousins was shot dead by a sniper. 

General Sir Brian Horrocks, commander of British 30 Corps in Normandy, wrote of 47 Commando's capture of Port-en-Bessin, 'It is 
doubtful whether, in their long, distinguished history, the Marines have ever achieved anything finer.' 

Emsiey was still being treated for his wounds when presented with his Military Medal by the King at Buckingham Palace in Eebruary 
1945. He was discharged in October of the same year and died in Burnley, Lancashire in December 1991.

'During the landing of Advance H.Q. of the Brigade [on 6 June 1944], all signallers were wounded by mortar and M.G. fire, 50% being 
incapacitated. Signalman McGregor received two shrapnel wounds in the head, three bullet wounds in the arm, and a shrapnel wound 
in the leg. In spite of his wounds he continued to operate his set, and enabled essential information to be passed to the main body of 
Brigade which was still afloat. He refused all assistance, denying that he was seriously hurt, and continued to operate his set during the 
initial stages of the advance until he was unable to rise after taking cover from further mortar fire. It was only then that the seriousness 
of his wounds became apparent. His devotion to duty was largely responsible for communications being maintained at an extremely 
critical period of the operation.' 


Angus McKenzie McGregor was born in Sutherland, Scotland in November 1918 and originally enlisted in the Royal Artillery 
(Territorials) in Inverness in December 1935. Subsequently discharged in October 1937, he took up full time duties as a Constable in 
the Derbyshire Police. 

In May 1941, he enlisted in the Royal Corps of Signals and, having attended a Signalling Training School and served in Southern 
Command, he was posted to No. 1 Special Service Signalling Troop in early 1943; the unit was subsequently allocated to 1st Special 
Service Brigade, 6th Airborne Division, for the Normandy landings. 

McGregor came ashore at "Queen Red" on Gold Beach at 0750 hours on 6 June 1944, one of four members of 1st Special Service 
Brigade's Signal Troop's advance party, under Captain j. R. Alexander. 

In common with their comrades in the Commandos and East Yorkshires, all came under a murderous fire, the entire signalling party 
being among the resultant casualties. One eye-witness later recalled how 'bullets rattled against the craft and splinters whined 
overhead ... There was thick smoke over the beach, and the tide low but flooding. There were many bodies in the water; one was 
hanging round one of the tripod obstacles. The shoals were churned with bursting shells. I saw wounded men among the dead, pinned 
down by the weight of their equipment'. Another witness recalled seeing 'bodies lay sprawled all over the beach, some with legs, arms 
and heads missing, the blood clotting the wet sand'. 

As cited, however, and notwithstanding his own multiple wounds, McGregor remained on duty, as a result of which vital 
communications were maintained with No. 4 and No. 6 Commandos, the primary task of his Troop that day. 

Admitted to No. 21 Field Dressing Station, McGregor was evacuated home on D-Day plus 1. The announcement of the award of his M. 
M. first appeared in his unit's war diary on 1 7 July 1944. 

On recovering from his wounds, McGregor joined No. 1 Commando Brigade (Signalling Troop) and he saw further action in North- 
West Europe in the period January to May 1945, latterly in the rank of Lance-Corporal. 

Released from the Army in the summer of 1946, he returned to his duties in Derbyshire Police, becoming the force's first Traffic 
Inspector. In retirement, he settled at Old Whittington, Chesterfield, where he died in July 1983.

'During the assault crossing of the River Maas in the area of Alem Island by 30 Royal Marines on the night of 23-24 April 1945, 
Company Sergeant-Major Anscombe showed resource and qualities of leadership unsurpassed by any N.C.O. in the Battalion. 

By his farsighted and thorough arrangements, he was mainly responsible for the successful organisation and operation of his company's 
boats for the river crossing which was accomplished under heavy small arms and mortar fire. Later he moved forward, close behind the 
leading platoons and ably assisted in the reorganisation on the objective. 

On the 25 April in the same area at about 2300 hours, while his Company Commander was with an outlying platoon. Company 
Headquarters was fired upon at close range by an enemy patrol. A certain amount of confusion arose in the dark and one man was 
wounded. Company Sergeant-Major Anscombe who was the senior rank at H.Q. took charge immediately. He rallied the Headquarters 
personnel, located the enemy patrol and organised immediate return fire, himself firing with a captured enemy light machine gun. The 
enemy ceased fire. Company Sergeant-Major Anscombe then passed through orders to the neighbouring platoons which enabled one 
of our patrols to locate and drive off the enemy patrol who left two dead and one wounded prisoner behind. 

By his steadiness and courage under fire, by his initiative and resourcefulness he set a very fine example. By his willingness to shoulder 
responsibility, he proved of the utmost assistance to his officers. 

During the whole time he has served as Company Sergeant-Major he has shown unflagging energy and devotion to duty and has done 
far more than could normally be expected of him. In actual operations he has always shown outstanding ability and courage.' 

Arthur Edward Anscombe was born in Milton, Portsmouth in May 1915 and enlisted in the Royal Marines as a boy bugler in July 1929. 
Posted to the Portsmouth Division, he held seagoing appointments in H.M. Ships Revenge, Renown and Suffolk in the mid-to-late 
1930s and was advanced to Corporal in the summer of 1938. 

Soon after the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, he joined the Mobile Naval Base Defence Organisation (M.N.B.D.O.), 
following which he witnessed active service in the Middle East in 11th S/L (Searchlight) Regiment, R.M., from April 1941 to July 1943. 

Back in the U.K. by early 1944, he attended the training establishments H.M.S. Turtle, the R.M. base at Poole, and, from April 1944, 
the landing craft base Copra, gaining advancement to Colour-Sergeant in the same month. Subsequently allocated to the newly formed 
30 Battalion, R.M., he was embarked for Holland where, as part of 116 Infantry Brigade, R.M., he went into action at the crossing of the 
Maas on 23-24 April 1945. 

Anscombe was discharged in November 1945 and died in Milton, Portsmouth in July 1975. 

Sold with three original photographs and the recipient's 'Crossing the Line' certificate, dated March 1941, this last damaged, together 
with extensive copied service records. 
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A poignant family group to two brothers: 

‘During the short time that we were together he was an inspiration to all, in everything that he did. He was a superb 
leader and at all times set a very high standard. He was very popular and was held in very high esteem by all who 
came into contact with him ...He was a man whose courage and leadership I have always remembered and 
whenever we get together at a reunion his name invariably comes up in conversation. ’ 

A former member of T' Detachment, S.A.S., recalls a gallant comrade, Corporal Anthony Drongin. 


The Palestine and Second World War campaign group of four awarded to Corporal A. Drongin, Special Air Service (S. 
A.S.), formerly a Sergeant-Major in the Scots Guards, who died of wounds received in 'L' Detachment's raid on 
Benghazi in September 1942: recalled by other old comrades as a 'very hard soldier, with a harsh voice, who would 
take no nonsense', and as 'one of Stirling's ideal selfless men', he displayed indomitable courage during his final 
ordeal, telling the M.O., "I'm sorry to have given you so much trouble, sir"

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Anthony Drongin - actually Antanao Dronginis - was born at Wishaw, Lanarkshire in February 1915, the son of a Lithuanian miner, 
Leopolda Drongonis and his wife, Anna. 

Enlisting in the Scots Guards in Glasgow in June 1935, Anthony witnessed active service in Palestine in 1936 and gained rapid 
advancement to Lance-Sergeant in the following year. By the outbreak of hostilities he was serving as an Instructor on the Regimental 
Depot Staff but in November 1940 he transferred to No. 8 Commando as a Company Sergeant-Major. 

Re-designated 4 Special Service Battalion, the Commando embarked for the Middle East in February 1941, where it became part of 'B' 
Battalion of 'Layforce'. On the force's disbandment towards the end of the same year, Drongin was appointed a Staff Sergeant in the 
Military Provost Staff Corps. Having then rejoined the Scots Guards on 4 June 1942, he transferred to 'L' Detachment, S.A.S. on the 
22nd, on which date - at his own request - he reverted to the rank of Corporal. 

Thus his subsequent part in Operation "Bigamy" in September 1942, when 'L' Detachment was charged with capturing and holding 
Benghazi until a relieving force arrived by sea from Malta. 


Operation "Bigamy" 

Allocated to 'X' Force with 45 jeeps and 33 trucks, the S.A.S. men were divided into three patrols, namely an advance party under 
"Paddy" Mayne and two larger parties under David Stirling and Captain W. j. "Bill" Cumper (see DNW, 19 September 2003, Lot 1247). 
Drongin accompanied Stirling's patrol. 

Of subsequent events, as the attacking force reached the perimeter of Benghazi, Fitzroy MacLean takes up the story in Eastern 
Approaches: 

'For the first hour or two the country was familiar. We were following the route that Melot and I had taken to the edge of the 
escarpment. The maps were inaccurate and we found our way through a maze of wadis largely by the help of landmarks; a burnt-out 
German truck; a Mohammedan shrine; the unusual outline of a hilltop. 

Clearly it was going to be no easy matter for a convoy the size of ours to negotiate the precipitous escarpment, especially as our choice 
of routes was limited by the latest enemy troop dispositions. Melot's Arab, who claimed to know a good way down, was brought up to 
the front of the column and used as a guide. 

He turned out to be a very poor one. It was now quite dark. The track soon became increasingly precipitous and showed signs of 
petering out altogether. It was strewn, too, with immense boulders which grated ominously on the sumps of the trucks. After a good 
deal of whispered barracking from me in Italian, our guide finally agreed that we must be in the wrong wadi. The process of extracting 
the column from it, and searching for a new way down was long and painful. 

Meanwhile the R.A.F. had been bombing Benghazi for some time. We could see the bombs bursting. By the time we reached the foot 
of the escarpment and started out across the coastal plain, the bombardment had stopped. The searchlights flicked round the sky once 
or twice more and then went out. The moon was down. We should not now reach Benghazi until well after the appointed hour. We 
seemed to have been on the way a long time. It was cold and the effects of the rum we had drunk before starting had long since worn 
off. We cursed the Arab roundly. 

At last we reached the tarmac road and a few minutes later were nearing the outskirts of the town. It would not be long now before 
things began to happen. So far there had been no sign of the enemy. 

We were almost on top of the road block before we saw it. This time there was no red light and no sentry. Only a bar across the road. 
Beyond it, in the shadows, something was flapping in the wind. The leading vehicles stopped and word was passed back for the rest of 
the column to halt, while we investigated matters further. On either side of the road there was wire and in places the soil seemed to 
have been dug up. This looked unpleasantly like the minefield we had heard about. If so, it meant that our only line of approach lay 
along the road and through the road blocks. David summoned Bill Cumper, as the expert on mines, and invited him to give his opinion 
of this somewhat disquieting discovery. 

Bill made one of his inevitable jokes and then we watched him while he went forward and poked about in the darkness. Evidently our 
suspicions were well founded, for after a quick look round, he turned his attention to the road block. He fiddled with the catch for a 
second or so, and then the bar flew up, leaving the way open for us to advance. 
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The situation, Bill felt, called for a facetious remark, and, as usual, he rose to the occasion. Tet battle commence,' he said in his best 
Stanley Holloway manner, stepping politely aside to let the leading jeep through. 

The words were hardly out of his mouth when pandemonium broke loose. From the other side of the road block a dozen machine-guns 
opened up at us at point-blank range; then a couple of 20mm. Bredas joined in, and then some heavy mortars, while sniper's bullets 
pinged viciously through the trees on either side of the road. 

From the front of the column we opened up with everything we had. The leading jeep, driven by Sergeant Almonds of the Coldstream 
Guards, drove straight at the enemy with all its guns firing and was already well past the road block when an incendiary bullet hit it in 
the petrol tank and set it ablaze. Another followed and met the same fate. The Bredas in particular, gave our opponents a considerable 
advantage, while the blazing jeeps furnished a light to aim by. Then, after a time the combined fire of our leading vehicles, now 
dispersed on both sides of the road, began to tell and there was a marked falling off in the violence of the enemy's opposition. 

But it was abundantly clear that we had been expected and it could only be a question of time before fresh reinforcements were 
brought up. There was no longer any hope of rushing the defences. The element of surprise had gone, and with it all chance of success. 
Meanwhile time was passing. Hopelessly outnumbered as we were, we could not afford to be caught in the open in daylight. 
Reluctantly, David gave the order to withdraw. Still returning the enemy's fire while they could, our vehicles dispersed on the open 
ground on either side of the road and headed singly and in groups for the Gebel, in a race to reach cover before the sun rose.' 

Grievous wounds 

Here, then, the action in which Drongin was grievously wounded; as described in The Regiment, by Michael Asher, he had been 
exchanging words with Reg Seekings in one of the forward jeeps when he was hit by a burst of fire in the thigh and groin. He was 
knocked off the jeep in the process but Seekings managed to gather him up and get him back on board. An officer, thinking Drongin 
was dead, ordered the 'corpse' to be thrown back over the side but it suddenly came to life: eyes wide open, Drongin reprimanded the 
officer, "Corporal to you, sir." 

A terrible ordeal followed in the long journey back to the patrol's rendezvous point in the jebel. Lieutenant Carol Mather recalling that 
Drongin was slumped in the back - 'We travelled too fast for the wounded man's comfort, I'm afraid.' Indeed it appears Drongin was in 
such terrible pain that it was deemed best to drop him off. Malcolm Pleydell, the patrol's M.O., takes up the story in Born of the Desert, 
in which he refers to Drongin as Dawson: 

'At about eleven o'clock a jeep drove fast into the wadi, bringing the news that Dawson [Drongin] had been found and brought back a 
part of the way towards the rendezvous, but that he could be moved no further on account of the pain he was suffering. The driver said 
he was ready to lead us back to the place where Dawson had been left, so, bidding farewell to the wounded and leaving the medical 
orderlies in charge, Shaw and I set out to follow the other jeep. Nothing of note occurred during the first few miles, until the erratic 
behaviour of our jeep told us that one of the wheels was punctured. We shouted and yelled to the jeep in front but were unable to 
attract their attention. Slowly we fell behind and had the chagrin of watching them draw ahead and out of sight. It was most galling, 
and pulling up to a halt we jumped out to inspect the flat tyre. It looked like a long delay, but to our surprise another jeep came driving 
along the track in the opposite direction. It stopped, and after a brief explanation I transferred my equipment - leaving Shaw to mend 
the puncture - and set off once more towards the scene of the previous day's activities. After a while we caught up with the leading 
jeep and followed it for some distance before it drew off the track towards a small cluster of scrub. Here, lying in the scanty shade, was 
Dawson, his healthy bronzed features belying the real gravity of his condition. 

"I'm sorry to have given you so much trouble, sir," he said with a forced grin. Could any words be more typical of the fortitude of these 
men? I wondered, as I made up the pentothal solution. Could anything more nearly express their spirit? 

Without disturbing him, we injected the anaesthetic, and he sank back into his first sleep for over forty-eight hours. Examination of his 
wounds showed that it was necessary to drain the bladder at once; a catheter could not be passed so that an abdominal incision was 
unavoidable. It was not a pleasant procedure when one considered the lack of sterility of the conditions under which we were working. 
However, there was no other course open to us; and as we were proceeding with the operation the familiar drone of an aeroplane 
came to our ears and soon afterwards an Italian bomber flew overhead, describing large circles as it followed the track towards our 
rendezvous. We stopped our work until it had passed over. About five minutes later another plane followed the first. So they were after 
us again! Once or twice we were obliged to throw a blanket over Dawson and crawl across to some adjoining bushes, for groups of 
men were too easily distinguished at that height. Fortunately the job did not take long, and, by attaching a clasp-knife over the catheter 
outlet, we were able to ensure slow drainage. As I clamped the knife over the tube I was reminded of the serene words of wisdom that 
we used to hear as students on the ward rounds, of the surgeon lolling back in complacent self-satisfaction, and of ourselves as we 
stood round the foot of the bed wondering who was going to be asked the next question. No cool green wards now; no tidy white 
coats; no trim nurses to bear one attendance. Only the green-brown hills shuddering in the heat haze; only the hot blue of the sky and 
the white of the rocks; only the thin trickles of sweat running down our foreheads and flanks. 

We loaded Dawson on to the jeep; laying him crosswise on top of a camouflage net, and then started to drive back slowly towards the 
rendezvous. A moment later and we had been forced to move hurriedly from the track and take cover from an aircraft which was 
following the same course. After two minutes' grace we made another effort, but again we had to chase back towards the sparse 
bushes. We gave it up. Aircraft were flying over every other minute, all leading towards the same quarter. From the direction of our 
rendezvous came the familiar sad sound of bombing and machine-gunning, and looking in that direction we could see a thin dark 
column of smoke rise lazily heavenward. Through the glasses there was no difficulty in distinguishing the planes as they circled and 
dived in rotation. Soon another coil of smoke had wreathed up beside its fellow; we judged our petrol supplies had been hit. Thus it 
continued throughout the afternoon, with all types of aircraft flying towards those tell-tale pillars of smoke. What could we do? Plainly 
it was impossible to move down the track; yet it was dreadful to have to remain here as helpless spectators. Some of the planes were 
flying very low and every now and then we would have to hide amongst the scrub. Dawson, at any rate, was happily unconscious of 
the whole affair; lying under a small bush he looked as if he would sleep for a century. After a time I began to give up the thought of 
getting back by jeep. I considered the possibility of walking; but it was ten miles to go, and with a monkey-box to carry I would not 
arrive before sundown. I resigned myself to the wait. There was a little water and a piece of cheese in the jeep; we devoured the latter 
hungrily; it tasted wonderful and there was just enough to make our mouths water. Meals were becoming irregular, we remarked, as we 
lit cigarettes and scanned the skyline once more. 

Towards sundown the planes became less frequent, and judging that it was worth our while to try and move, we set off towards the 
rendezvous. The jolting motion of the jeep woke up Dawson whose dazed movements threatened to unbalance him and spill him off; it 
took us a little while to quieten him down. On our way we came upon another jeep, and wishing to get back more quickly I changed 
my transport. The western sky was a smouldering flame as we rattled busily along the rough surface, and I can picture one lone plane 
flying slowly back towards Benghazi. To me, at that moment, it seemed that the silhouette of the plane against the sunset glow 
epitomised our whole suffering and day's travail. The next instant and it was lost against a darker streak of sky. Then came the glimmer 
of dusk, the uncertainty and haziness of outlines; it was harder now to follow the track, and by the time we had reached the 
rendezvous the fires of the burning jeeps and lorries had already begun to stand out clear and red against the gathering darkness.' 

Pleydell was quickly back at work, treating further casualties caused by enemy aircraft at 'X' patrol's rendezvous. Of the wounded, the 
four most serious cases - including Drongin - were taken by a volunteer, accompanied by an Italian P.O.W., under the Red Cross, to 
Benghazi, in the hope of finding them urgent medical care. Sadly none of them survived and although buried in a marked grave at Sidi 
Moies on, or about, 19 September 1942, that grave was subsequently lost. Drongin is commemorated on the Alamein Memorial.

GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS EOR GALLANTRY 


Francis Zigmund Drongin, Anthony's brother, was born at Dalzell, Motherwell, Lanarkshire in August 1921 and enlisted in the Royal 
Engineers in January 1937. 

Embarked for the Middle East in October 1940, he was posted to No. 12 Eield Company, R.E. in January 1941, in which unit he won 
his M.M. {London Gazette on 24 Eebruary 1942). 

The original recommendation - submitted by Lieutenant-Colonel E. A. Arderne, O.B.E., C.O. of 1st Battalion, Durham Light Infantry - 
states: 

'At Tobruk on the night of 9-10 November 1941, Sapper Drongin accompanied 'D' Company, 1 st Durham Light Infantry on a night raid 
on the enemy strong point of 'Plonk'. Sapper Drongin showed great bravery in going forward under heavy fire to open a gap in the 
enemy wire. Although his duty had been completed he remained behind with the Company and after the order for withdrawal had 
been given he remained behind and assisted in the removal of wounded men. He formed one of the party who remained behind in No 
Man's Land and looked after the wounded till he was found later by our patrols.' 

Drongin departed the Middle East for India in early 1942 where, in the fullness of time, he was attached to H.Q., 77th Infantry Brigade. 
Commanded by Brigadier "Mad Mike" Calvert, the Brigade went into action during Wingate's second Chindit operation in March 
1944, taking up positions at "White City" behind enemy lines in Burma. It was here that Drongin died of wounds on 10 April 1944. He 
was buried in Taukkyan War Cemetery. 

Drongin's father received his son's M.M. at a Buckingham Palace investiture held in December 1945; sold with a quantity of copied 
photographs, including portraits of both brothers. 
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A rare Second World War Italy operations M.M. group of six awarded to Company Sergeant-Major G. Malcolm, 2nd 
Special Service Brigade, 40 Commando, Royal Marines, a veteran of the Bismarck action who won an immediate 
award for his gallantry behind enemy lines in support of the crossing of the Garigliano on 22 January 1944: he single- 
handedly took out an enemy gun emplacement with grenades, killing two and wounding one of the occupants but was 
himself mortally wounded the following day

M.M. London Gazette 18 April 1944: 

'For courage, leadership and resource in operations which led to the crossing of the Garigliano River in the face of determined 
opposition from the enemy.' 

The original recommendation - for an immediate award - states: 

'22.1.44 - Crossing of the Garigliano: During the patrol to Rotondo the party was held up by an enemy machine-gun post. Company 
Sergeant-Major Malcolm made his way forward under heavy Spandau automatic fire from the enemy and reached a flank of the 
position. He threw grenades into the emplacement killing two of the occupants and wounding one. Due to this action the machine-gun 
post was silenced and the main body was able to advance without loss through casualties. 

Company Sergeant-Major Malcolm showed extreme courage and coolness and was an inspiration to the men under his command.' 

George Malcolm was born in Newcastle in July 1912 and enlisted in the Royal Marines in November 1930. A keen footballer, he 
acquired two or three certificates for Hurts & Wounds over the coming decade, including a fractured right fibula after being kicked by 
an opponent in a match against the R.N. at Plymouth in October 1936. 

The outbreak of hostilities found him serving as a P.T. Instructor but in April-May 1940 he participated in Operation "Valentine", the 
British occupation of the Faroe Islands, a task undertaken by a force of 250 Marines under Colonel T. B. W. Sandall - a.k.a. "Sandall 
Force" - the whole landed from the cruiser Suffolk and two destroyers. A peaceful settlement having been negotiated with the Danish 
authorities, relations remained cordial for the remainder of the war and approximately 170 marriages took place between British 
soldiers and Faroese women. 

For his own part, Malcolm joined H.M.S. Rodney in August 1940, in which battleship he remained actively employed until coming 
ashore in March 1942, not least during the Bismarck episode. Early on the morning of 27 May 1941, along with the battleship King 
George V and the cruisers Norfolk and Dorsetshire, Rodney engaged Bismarck, which had damaged rudder machinery due to a torpedo 
launched by Ark Royal's swordfish. Unable to manoeuvre and listing to port, Bismarck scored no hits before her forward guns were 
knocked out, after which Rodney closed with Bismarck until she was firing on a virtually flat trajectory, and spotters could actually 
follow the shells to the target. One 16-inch shell was tracked from the gun to where it hit the face of Bismarck's No. 2 turret and 
exploded, blowing out the back of the turret, with the resulting splinters killing most of the crew on the bridge. Rodney fired 340 16- 
inch shells, some in 9-gun broadsides, and 716 6-inch shells during the battle, scoring many hits from a range of under 3,000 yards and 
inflicting most of the damage suffered by Bismarck, whose stern was blown off. During the battle, Rodney also fired twelve 24.5-inch 
torpedoes whilst zig-zagging across Bismarck's bow; most of the torpedoes missed, but one hit Bismarck and exploded amidships on 
the starboard side, thereby making Rodney the only battleship in history to have torpedoed another battleship. Rodney and King 
George V having finally broken off their action, Dorsetshire was ordered to finish Bismarck off with torpedoes. 

Coming ashore in March 1942, Malcolm joined the R.M. Commandos and, his training in Inverness-shire and elsewhere over, he was 
embarked for Sicily in 40 Commando (R.M.) in June 1943. The Commando landed at Cape Passaro on 10 July and subsequently 
spearheaded 231 Brigade's landing at St. Venere. Having then landed at Termoli in October 1943, it supported 56 (London) Division in 
crossing of the Garigliano on 21-22 January 1944. Malcolm, who had been advanced to Company Sergeant-Major was - as cited above 
- to win his M.M. in the latter operations. Sadly, however, his gallant service was cruelly curtailed very shortly afterwards: he died of 
wounds at 140 Field Ambulance on the 23rd, aged 31 years. 

Also the recipient of a mention in despatches {London Gazette 29 August 1944, refers), Malcolm was buried in Minturno War 
Cemetery. He was the son of George and Margaret Malcolm and the husband of Betty Malcolm. 

The part played by the Mount Rotondo patrol is described in The Green Beret, by Hilary St. George Saunders: 'Twelve days after 
Operation 'Partridge,' No. 40 (Royal Marine) Commando was called upon to support the main crossing of the Garigliano River to be 
made by the 56th (London) Division. Monte Rotondo was to be assaulted frontally by the 169th Brigade and Captain L. G. B. Marshall, 
M.C., with 'X' Troop and half 'P' Troop, was ordered to slip through the front and create confusion behind the lines of the enemy by 
interrupting traffic on the roads. Marshall fulfilled his part very successfully, leading his men through the dark over broken and 
precipitous country, across a valley in which the German front line ran, and on towards Monte Rotondo. When dawn came, however, 
the expected attack on the position did not materialise, and since his force was too small to hold the mountain, Marshall very sensibly 
decided to employ it in guerilla warfare. Acting on information supplied by two Italians, they moved to a road running north-west from 
Castelforte, cut the telegraph and telephone lines, and shot a number of German despatch riders as they went by on motor-bicycles. 
They next destroyed two German guns, of which the presence was betrayed by the chatter of their crews. They then entered a wagon¬ 
line, and after a short fight knocked out an armoured car with a grenade. A Red Cross lorry next to it made off, covering its retreat by a 
burst of machine-gun fire from its back, to which the Commando force refrained from replying. 

The Germans were now aroused and four tanks appeared. The leading tank was damaged, but Marshall's men had almost exhausted 
their ammunition. They therefore withdrew to the 5th Army lines. These five weeks fighting cost No. 40 (Royal Marine) Commando a 
quarter of its strength.' 

Sold with the recipient's original Buckingham Palace illuminated memorial scroll, together with extensive copied service record. 
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A rare Second World War escaper's M.M. group of five awarded to Warrant Officer A. R. Cottle, Royal Air Force 
Volunteer Reserve, who, having already gained membership of the Goldfish Club, was wounded on the occasion his 
Beaufighter was downed by Me. 109s oiff Kalimnos in the Aegean in November 1943: unlike his pilot, he was fortunate 
to escape the wreckage and was picked up in his dinghy by an E-Boat off Kos - subsequently taken to an Italian 
convent hospital, he made a successful bid from freedom to Turkey in a caique

MM. London Gazette 16 May 1944. The original recommendation states: 

'On the 16 November 1943 Sergeant Cottle was the Navigator of a Beaufighter which was shot down by an Me. 109 near Kalimnos 
while attacking a Siebel ferry. When the aircraft hit the water, Cottle was still inside. He clambered out on the mainplane where he 
became entangled in the wireless aerial and was unable to free himself until after he had been dragged under the water by the sinking 
aircraft. He had great difficulty in reaching and climbing into the dinghy, which was now some 100 yards away, as his right arm was 
useless owing to a bullet wound. 

He spent the rest of the day and the following one making a little headway with the paddles. Late on the following night Sergeant Cottle 
hailed a passing Schnellboot on patrol and was taken aboard and the next day landed at Kos and taken to an Italian Convent Hospital. 
He refused to answer any questions put to him by the German interrogating officer and managed to evade questions asked by a Red 
Cross worker who was a frequent visitor and did her best to cajole him into giving away information. 

After a few days, he was well enough to explore the possibilities of escape; by selling his watch and lighter, etc., he was able to buy 
civilian clothes. This enabled him to slip out of the hospital just before the wounded were due to be evacuated by ship. After spending 
the first night in a trench, he was taken to a barn by some friendly Greeks and later to a safe hiding place in a cave. Each night he went 
down to the shore to try and contact a caique but not until the night of 5 December was he successful. He was taken to the Turkish 
coast and then transported to hospital. 

This Sergeant has shown great determination in escaping from enemy territory although he was wounded, this is a very fine 
achievement and an example to others of courage and initiative. I thoroughly recommend that this airman should be awarded the MM' 

Alfred Roy Cottle was born in Cardiff on 24 January 1916 and enlisted in the R.A.F.V.R. in September 1940. Having trained as a 
Navigator in Canada in 1942, he returned to the U.K. and was posted to the Middle East in the summer of 1943, where he joined No. 
47 Squadron, a Beaufighter unit. 

Thus ensued a spate of 'Rover' sorties, his very first outing on 24 August 1943 resulting in his election to the membership of the 
Goldfish Club, a story best summarised by his Elying Log Book: 

'Rover: attacked schooner N.W. Rome - hit mast - two holes in starboard wing - bottom of fuselage ripped out - jumped by Ew. 190 - 
ditched off Cani Isle - took to dinghy - sighted by Spitfires - picked up by launch from U.S. destroyer - transferred to H.S.L. taken to 
Bizerta (1 hour in dinghy) (1 hour to coast). Learned later that schooner had sunk.' 

Several further 'Rovers' having been undertaken in the interim, Cottle, as described in the above recommendation, was downed for a 
second time on 16 November 1943. He takes up the story: 

'After attacking target we were ourselves attacked by two Me. 109s and one Arado 196. These planes made one attack which was 
unsuccessful. One Me. 109 and the Arado then broke off, but the remaining Me. 109 pressed home attack after attack starting at 1000 
yards and closing to 20 yards. We kept turning into the attack and also corkscrewing, but we were unsuccessful in shaking off the Me. 
During its second attack, I received g.s.w. mentioned in previous signal. 

Bullets and cannon shells were continuously pouring into the plane. My cupola was completely shot away also fixed aerial and I 
noticed the extreme tip of the starboard wing had disappeared. These attacks lasted for at least five minutes, then without warning the 
plane hit the sea. As I was still facing the tail at the moment of impact, I swivelled around and saw E./O. Bond slumped over the 
controls - whether he had been shot or knocked unconscious I am unable to say. There was a fire burning furiously on the starboard 
side of the well behind the pilot and this prevented me from getting to E./O. Bond through the fuselage. So I clamboured [sic] on to the 
port wing and made my way to the pilot's cockpit, but as soon as I got there the plane sank under me and I went down to some 
considerable depth entangled in the aerial wire. E./O. Bond went down with the plane. I should like to add that had the V.G.O. been 
mounted in this plane it is highly probable that we would have beaten off the attacker.' 

Of his subsequent journey to Kos and eventual escape, he kept pencilled notes on the cover of his copy of The Pocket Padre. These 
reveal that he first emerged from his hospital bed in the Italian convent on 25 November and, having endured a second interrogation, 
made his bid for freedom on 1 December. He reached Bodrum on the Turkish coast by caique on the 5th, Smyrna on the 8th and 
Aleppo on the 19th and, after further treatment in hospital, A.H.Q. Levant in late January 1944. 

Cottle - who attained the rank of Warrant Officer - was released from the R.A.E.V.R. in April 1946. He died in Kendal, Westmorland in 
February 1972.

'Sergeant MacLean displayed high powers of leadership and set a fine example to his men by his personal courage throughout the 
campaign, in particular at Kampar on 2 January 1942, when a strong enemy patrol of approximately 30 Japanese penetrated between 
his company forward defended localities. His platoon was sent out as a fighting patrol and contacted a party of the enemy and 
destroyed it. This fighting patrol then split up in order to flank the enemy, during which operations another enemy patrol was engaged. 
By this time the company was due to withdraw in accordance with a previously ordered timetable. This second nest was destroyed 
through the leadership of Sergeant MacLean who then, despite fire from other enemy machine guns, showed great devotion to duty and 
a total disregard for his own personal safety in carrying out his wounded platoon Commander and at the same time rallying his men to 
the company rendezvous.' 

Donald James Maclean was born in Dingwall, Rosss-shire in October 1911 and enlisted in the East Surrey Regiment in May 1933. 
Posted to the 2nd Battalion, he was embarked for China in September 1938, where he and his comrades served on protection duties in 
Shanghai until ordered to Singapore in August 1940. Six months later, they were sent north to Tanjon Pau, near Jitra, in the extreme 
north of Malaya, where they continued training under the auspices of Major-General Murray-Lyon's 11th Indian Division; the only 
other British Battalion in the Division was the 1st Battalion, Leicestershire Regiment. 


The 'British Battalion' 

On 7 December 1941, the Japanese made two landings in Malaya and quickly swept down the main road to Jitra, where MacLean - a 
recently promoted Sergeant - and his comrades prepared to face the coming onslaught. It arrived in spectacular fashion on the 11th, 
when swathes of hysterical, screaming Japanese troops compelled 11th Indian Division to fall back to Gurun. Two days later the 
Japanese launched another attack and the East Surreys - split up in the confusion - suffered heavily: after just four days of fighting, the 
2nd Battalion had been reduced to 10 officers and 260 other ranks. 

The 1st Leicesters had likewise taken heavy casualties and as a consequence the two battalions were amalgamated in to what became 
known as the 'British Battalion', namely a compliment of 760 ranks all told, under Lieutenant-Colonel C. E. Morrison, M.C. It was 
ordered to join 6/15th Indian Brigade at Kampar where, between 30 December 1941 and 2 January 1942, a desperate battle was fought 
in the face of overwhelming odds. It was here - on the 2nd - that Maclean won his M.M., an incident which receives due recognition in 
The History of the British Battalion in the Malayan Campaign 1941-42, by Chye Kooi Loong: 

'Meanwhile Sergeant D. J. MacLean of 'C' Company, who was in charge of the fighting platoon, discovered that his 'C' Company H.Q. 
was almost surrounded and under heavy machine-gun fire. After charging and destroying one enemy machine-gun nest he routed 
another at the point of the bayonet. The Japanese now turned their attention to his patrol, which however reached the lines owing to 
his skilful leadership. While passing a particularly hot corner under fire at very close range, he found 2/Lt. Randolph lying wounded 
near a Japanese section. Disregarding his personal safety, he crawled forward and rescued the officer whom he carried back to his 
company's rendezvous.' 

Official records state that MacLean was admitted to hospital with wounds on 3 January 1942, so likely a Eield Ambulance before he 
could be evacuated to Singapore. Nothing further is known of his experiences other than the fact he became a P.O.W. on 15 Eebruary, 
the day that Singapore surrendered. Given the costly atrocities enacted by the Japanese at a number of hospitals, he may have 
recovered sufficiently from his wounds to rejoin the 'British Battalion'. If so, its strength had been reduced to just 265 ranks by the time 
of the surrender and the sequel was three and a half years of captivity, a story of fortitude and faith under terrible conditions of 
barbarism and cruelty. 

MacLean, who was repatriated in October 1945, was placed on the Army Reserve in April 1946. He died in Macclesfield, Cheshire in 
March 1992.

The following citation was published in The Times on 5 July 1941: 

'During a recent heavy air raid, when a fire had been started by high explosive and incendiary bombs, Lance-Bombardier Lancaster 
repeatedly entered burning buildings and rescued at least four men who had been trapped and were injured. He then administered first 
aid and saw the injured off to hospital. The guns were in action throughout this time. He displayed complete disregard for his own 
safety.' 

George William Lancaster was born in Hull in January 1910 and enlisted in the Royal Artillery (Territorials) in February 1939. Posted as 
a Gunner to 266 Heavy Anti-Aircraft Battery, 62nd Regiment, R.A., he was advanced to Lance-Bombardier in October 1940 and to 
Acting Bombardier in January 1941. 

Of subsequent events at Hull on the night of 7-8 May 1941, the unit's was diary reveals that the Battery's base was all but destroyed by 
an enemy parachute mine - three Gunners were killed and 20 others wounded. The evening had started as usual with incoming reports 
of enemy aircraft but life at Battery H.Q. and camp continued as normal, off duty personnel enjoying a concert and dance in the Mess. 
Unbeknown to them, the Luftwaffe was about to unleash a major attack on the city. 

One member of Lancaster's Battery, Thomas Baker, entered the canteen building at about 10 p.m. He later wrote: 

'Roy, a friend of mine, who has come off duty with me at 10 p.m., came in for a lemonade. We were chatting about conditions being 
ideal for a raid when two ladies came to the counter and said "Your guns don't make much noise, do they?" Roy explained that the 
guns were two fields away and that the wind was blowing away from the camp, but that two weeks ago a string of incendiaries 
dropped between the huts, and last week a 2001b. bomb fell near the football field, so any time now we were due for a [parachute] 
landmine. He had only just finished speaking when a terrific crash shook the whole building - the west wall was replaced by a sheet of 
flame and the whole world seemed to have collapsed. I ducked under the counter and listened to the crash of wood, beer and 
lemonade bottles. After a few moments I pushed my way out from under the counter, only to have a full bottle of beer fall on my head. 
I crawled and staggered to my feet to find men and women laid on the floor unconscious, and the flames were still blazing but people 
were helping each other to their feet. A Bombardier [Lancaster] was picking ladies up from the ground and dashing out with them - he 
was awarded the Military Medal for his bravery. I did a fireman's lift on a lady and had just reached the door when this Bombardier 
took her off me. I stepped out into the cold air and realised that I was only wearing my shirt, trousers and sandshoes, so I went back to 
my hut for some warmer clothes but what a shock awaited me there. The huts were a mass of flames. My hut was just a heap of ash 
and burning timber - all my gear was gone and I would have been too had I not helped at the bar' (see the B.B.C's WW2 People's War 
website). 

Nearly 500 fires were started in Hull that night, the glow from the burning city being visible to R.A.F. aircrew operating off Denmark; 
the Luftwaffe returned on the 9th, bringing the total tonnage of bombs dropped on the city up to the 200 mark; as a consequence some 
200 of those killed were buried in a communal grave, their remains too badly mutilated for proper identification. 

Lancaster, who was promoted to Sergeant in November 1941, sustained serious injuries on 5 June 1942 (his service record refers), but 
was fit enough to be embarked for North Africa in January 1943, once again as a member of 266 Heavy Anti-Aircraft Battery, 62nd 
Regiment, R.A. According to his service record he remained employed in that theatre of war until October 1945 and he was released to 
the Royal Army Reserve in January 1946. Returning to Hull, he found employment as a Landscape Gardener and he died there in April 
1994. 
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148 A Second World War Burma operations M.M. awarded to Havildar Janak Singh, 17th Dogra Regiment, who stormed

'On 6 June 1945, Havildar janak Singh was the leading Platoon Commander of a company detailed to seal the escape of the enemy 
from a position about to be attacked by other troops. Moving through thick jungle, the Platoon made contact with an enemy force of 
about equal strength, which was strongly entrenched in well concealed positions. At point blank range his two leading Section 
Commanders fell and the Platoon was thrown into temporary confusion. Havildar janak Singh at once issued orders for immediate dis¬ 
engagement and re-organisation. This done he rushed forward to close range of the enemy position and with grenade and rifle silenced 
the hostile L.M.G. He carried the body of one Section Commander to the rear, and then organised a further flanking attack which 
resulted in the withdrawal of the enemy less their dead. 

His courage and leadership inspired his platoon to surmount a difficult obstacle and assisted greatly the success of all troops involved 
in the operation. 

A separate account by an independent eye witness attached to the force is appended as testimony to this N.C.O's gallantry.' 

janak Singh was from Bhalar village in Hoshiarpur district. He was serving in the 1 st Battalion, 1 7th Dogra Regiment, at the time of the 
above deeds, a component of 123rd Indian Infantry Brigade, 5th Indian Division.

'On the afternoon of 6 September 1944, during an attack on the Castelnouvo feature, Sepoy Mohd Ditta was a No. 1 on a Bren gun in 
one of the forward platoon localities which had just been captured. At 1930 hours his platoon area was very heavily and accurately 
bombarded by the enemy. He with two others of his gun team became separated from the rest of his platoon which had been 
withdrawn about 100 yards to alternative positions. Undeterred by finding his gun team alone, Sepoy Mohd Ditta collected about 20 
German grenades which were lying near by and returned to his gun. Almost at once the enemy followed up his bombardment by a 
counter-attack and one section of the enemy attacked his gun post. Sepoy Mohd Ditta first engaged with his Bren gun and then, as the 
attackers were closing on him, handed over his gun to the other Sepoys and, standing up in the trench threw the German grenades he 
had collected to such good effect that the enemy faltered and fell back leaving several of his number where they had fallen. The high 
order of courage, coolness and leadership displayed by this Sepoy was largely responsible for the failure of the enemy counter-attack 
on his Platoon's position.' 
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'Midnight came without any pause in the fighting. The Indonesians took no account of their dead; when one man fell, 
another came forward, drunk, half crazed at the sight of blood. The hours ebbed slowly away and, as each hour passed, 
the plight of the defenders worsened ... the sands of time were running out... this heroic resistance could only end in 
the extermination of 49th Brigade unless somebody could quell the passions of the mob.' 

The Tighting Cock - the History of the 23rd Indian Division, by Lieutenant-Colonel A. J. F. Doulton, O.B.E., referring to 
49th Indian Brigade's desperate stand at Sourabaja, Java, in October 1945. 

A rare post-war Java operations M.M. group of six awarded to Lance-Havildar Fazal Hussain^ 6th Rajput Rifles, who, 
in the face of 'overwhelming odds', accounted for 70 Indonesian rebels - dead or wounded - in the storm that erupted 
at Sourabaja in October 1945, when 'the bestial scenes that followed in the name of freedom rivalled the vilest 
moments of the French Revolution'

The original recommendation states: 

'At Sourabaja, java, near Darmo Station, on 28 October 1945, one platoon of 'A' Company was holding a building on the North Bank 
of the river. The Indonesians commenced to attack about 1800 hours and continued throughout the night of 28th-29th without any 
success. 

At about 0445 hours the enemy put in a fierce attack on both flanks with about 400 men but the position was held. Two or three hours 
later the attack was renewed with increased ferocity, supported by tanks. One L.M.G. gunner was severely wounded in the first few 
minutes of the battle. Naik Fazal Hussain, his Section Commander, immediately ran forward, removed the wounded man and took up 
position behind the gun himself. This attack continued for three hours during which time this N.C.O., with extremely well controlled 
fire, held a force of 200 before they finally withdrew in confusion. 70 dead and wounded were carried away from in front of his gun 
position after the truce was ordered, all falling to the fire of Naik Fazal Hussain. This N.C.O's cool action against overwhelming odds 
was responsible for holding the position. He displayed courage and determination of the highest order and showed a brilliant example 
to the men under his command.' 

Fazal Flussain was from Takkal village in Rawalpindi district. He was serving in the 5th Battalion (Napier's), 6th Rajput Rifles, at the 
time of the above cited deeds, a component of 49th Indian Infantry Brigade, 23rd Indian Division. 

Sourabaja (or Surabaya) was the Dutch naval base in East java, where, in October 1945, the 5-6th Rajputs, and supporting units, were 
landed to take control of increasing signs of Indonesian hostility - 'customary unfriendly slogans' covered the dock installations and a 
rebel machine-gun was trained on the leading ship as the force made its approach. 

On this occasion, however, the rebels guns remained silent, and the troops of the 49th Indian Brigade were able to establish themselves 
inland, albeit in spread out pockets, often only of platoon strength. They faced a formidable foe, for the 'People's Defence Army' had 
equipped itself with arms, ammunition and armour from the recently surrendered Japanese garrison. A sense of the scale of the problem 
facing Havildar Fazal Hussain and his comrades may be found in Lieutenant-Colonel A. j. F. Doulton's history of the 23rd Indian 
Division, The Fighting Cock: 

'Suddenly, about 1630 hours, on the afternoon of 28 October, the whole town rose in arms against us, a fanatical mob over 140,000 
strong and 20,000 of them Japanese trained, whipped up to an uncontrollable frenzy and armed to the teeth against 4,000 troops, many 
of them in isolated company and platoon posts. The bestial scenes that followed in the name of freedom rivalled the vilest moments of 
the French Revolution.' 

Here, then, the moment that Fazal Hussain and his comrades in the 5-6th Rajput Rifles found themselves encircled at Dharmo Hospital, 
around four miles from Sourabaja's port. Doulton continues: 

'Throughout the city mob rule prevailed. Some officers who were on lone missions when the storm broke were never heard of again ... 
49th Indian Brigade were fighting for their lives with odds weighed heavily against them ... It was a situation to try the nerves of the 
most hardened, but many of these men were veterans of Shenam and Sangshak, of Gibraltar and Rajput Hill, and they knew how to 
fight. Fight they did with magnificent gallantry - in some cases until their ammunition was gone, when the frenzied mob was free to 
swarm in for the killing. 5/6 Rajrif suffered the worst, for this battalion was the most dispersed, and already by midnight one of their 
platoons had been obliterated. There were desperate battles all over the town. The Naik [Fazal Hussain] in command of one Rajrif 
section took over the Bren when the gunner was wounded and saw seventy of the enemy fall in front of the post... ' 

At length, following the bloody fighting of the 28th-29th, a truce of sorts was established; yet the ensuing negotiations for a proper 
peace settlement were protracted and exhausting, for the Indonesians were 'truculent, evasive, dilatory and unco-operative' from the 
outset. 

The cost to 49th Indian Brigade, as a consequence of the 'inferno' that erupted at Sourabaja in October 1945, amounted to 220 killed 
or missing, and 80 wounded, the former category including Brigadier Mallaby, who was murdered in cold blood during the course of 
conducting said peace negotiations. 
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A rare post-war Far East operations M.M. group of eight awarded to Naik Surat Singh, 1st Kumaon Regiment, who was 
decorated for his gallant deeds during a run-in with Annamite snipers at Cholon on the River Saigon

On arrival at the Power House it was found that houses all round 
were manned by Annamite snipers and that an L.M.G. covered the road. In order to silence the L.M.G. it was necessary to cross the 
road and get into a house in which were several snipers, from which fire could be brought to bear on the L.M.G. Naik Surat Singh was 
detailed for this task. He led his section with great courage up the road under heavy fire until he reached the house. He then placed his 
section under cover and himself broke into the house and cleared it of snipers. His courage and complete indifference to danger was a 
splendid example to all who witnessed it, and by his prompt and skilful leadership the enemy was rapidly dispersed and the 
beleaguered platoon relieved.'

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An extremely rare post-war ^Indian Partition period' M.M. awarded to Sepoy Lai Khan^ 3/14th Punjab Regiment,

Sepoy Lai Khan was serving in a company of his battalion attached to the 1/lst K.G.V's Gurkha 
Rifles during a 'Reconnaissance in Force', which was being carried out in the Mahi Rogha Algad on the 15 June 1947, in the course of 
a Razcol [Ramzak Column] Training Column. When his piquet was withdrawn it came under heavy automatic and rifle fire from a 
hostile gang. Sepoy Lai Khan was hit by a burst of 3 rounds and fell wounded in both legs, his right thigh bone being fractured in 
several places. In spite of his pain, and profuse bleeding, Sepoy Lai Khan dragged himself back some ten yards up the hill to his original 
position, and started to return the 'Hostiles' fire. In doing so, in spite of the severity of his wounds, he materially assisted the remainder 
of his platoon in the recapture of the piquet position. Sepoy Lai Khan, by his aggressiveness and determination, set the highest example 
to the men of his platoon, and was an inspiration to all who witnessed his gallant action.' 

The recommendation is additionally endorsed: 

'I consider Lai Khan's action shows a remarkable offensive fighting spirit and a high degree of gallantry. Two senior officers and myself 
were eye witnesses of the action. Strongly recommended.' 

Lai Khan was from Karun village, Tehsil, in Chakwal, District, jehlum (Punjab). 

The above described action took place in the Mami Rogha Valley, on a high ridge east of Mareti, eight weeks prior to Indian Partition 
in August 1947. Lieutenant P. L. Davis of the 1/1 st Gurkha Rifles was awarded the M.C. on the same occasion; it is not thought that Lai 
Khan served during the 1939-45 War and his M.M. is therefore his sole entitlement. 
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'My God those Dukes, they were marvellous. In the whole of the last war I never saw anything like that bombardment. 
But they held the Hook, as I knew they would.'

M.M. London Gazette 7 July 1953: 

'C.S.M. Jobling is Company Sergeant-Major of 'D' Company, 1st Battalion, The Duke of Wellington's Regiment. During the day of May 
28, his company area had been very heavily shelled and there had been many casualties. At about 1915 hours, two seriously wounded 
men awaited urgent evacuation to the Regimental Aid Post. As both stretcher jeeps had been hit and as no one was readily available to 
accompany the wounded, C.S.M. Jobling, on his own initiative, took them back himself, through heavy shelling and mortaring, in the 
company truck. 

As he returned, the Chinese attack on 'The Hook' had started and the road back was under extremely heavy shelling. His vehicle was 
hit and knocked into a ditch. C.S.M. Jobling at once set off on foot. 

On arrival at his company area he immediately took control of the casualty evacuation and the reception and despatch of 
reinforcements which were now arriving. Under constant fire he moved around, arranging stretcher parties, loading ambulances and 
organising the reinforcements. His coolness in the face of danger and his efficiency prevented confusion and inspired everyone around 
him with confidence. 

Then, again under heavy fire, he personally led the ammunition parties forward to the two platoons still holding out. Subsequently he 
followed the counter attack force right forward during the clearing operation thus ensuring that all the ammunition required would be 
available. 

C.S.M. Jobling throughout the battle displayed courage, determination, and initiative of the highest order. His conduct was an 
inspiration to all.' 

Joseph Charles 'Joe' Jobling was born in Gateshead, Co. Durham in July 1914 and enlisted in the Green Howards in Newcastle in May 
I 93 T He subsequently witnessed active service with the 2nd Battalion on the North-West Frontier 1936-39, gaining advancement to 
Lance-Corporal in July of the latter year. 

Returning to the U.K. March 1940, he was posted to the 7th Battalion and thence, in May 1941, to the Middle East. He subsequently 
served in East Africa from April 1942 until July 1944, where he gained rapid advancement to Company Sergeant-Major in 22nd Infantry 
Brigade in December 1942; so, too, in Ceylon, from July 1944 until May 1945. 

In September 1951, Jobling was attached to the the 1st Battalion, The Duke of Wellington's Regiment, and it was in this capacity, as a 
Company Sergeant-Major in 'D' Company, that he won his M.M. at the Battle of the Hook in May 1953. By way of illustrating the 
ferocity of the enemy bombardment endured by the Dukes, the following extract is taken from the regimental history: 

'At dawn on the 29th the full extent of the devastation on the Hook was revealed. Ten thousand Chinese shells had ploughed six foot 
furrows in the terrain, and trenches, eight foot six inches deep, had been smashed in so that they were scarcely more than knee deep. 
Shredded sandbags and tangled bundles of barbed wire littered the area. Among the debris the grisly remains of Chinese soldiers 
testified to the effect of the counter artillery fire ... The Chinese casualties were estimated at 250 dead and 800 wounded. The British 
losses amounted to 149 of which the Dukes had three officers and seventeen other ranks killed and two officers and 84 other ranks 
wounded. 20 other ranks were listed as missing.' 

Jobling departed Korea in November 1953 and received his M.M. from the Queen aboard the Royal Yacht Britannia on 11 May 1954, 
the first occasion on which the royal yacht had been used for such purposes. 

Advanced to Regimental Sergeant-Major in October 1956, by which time he had been granted permission to change his parent 
regiment from the Green Howards to the Duke's, Jobling went on to serve in Cyprus and Malta. A qualified parachutist, he was finally 
discharged in May 1959 and died at Wakefield in April 1992.

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A rare Second World War D.F.M. and Bar group of five awarded to Flight Sergeant E. Mills, Royal Air Force, a long- 
served Rear-Gunner in Lancasters of No. 83 (P.F.F.) Squadron who completed in excess of 50 operational sorties in 
1942-43, often returning to base in flak damaged aircraft: during one daylight sortie against the heavily defended 
Krupps Works at Essen in July 1942, his aircraft was badly damaged by flak and reduced to three engines - it was then 
attacked by two Me.

Just 62 first Bars were awarded to the D.F.M. in the 1939-45 War. 

D.F.M. London Gazette 9 February 1943. The original recommendation states: 

This N.C.O. has now completed 40 operations as a Rear-Gunner, involving a total of 227 hours flying. Nearly all of his trips have been 
to heavily defended targets in Germany, and Flight Sergeant Mills's unfailing keenness has often proved invaluable. In this long record 
of successful operations are included two daylight trips - to Danzig and Essen. The former of these flights was made in both directions 
through the worst imaginable weather conditions, but thanks to excellent crew co-operation, in which Flight Sergeant Mills played his 
part, the target was found and bombed from below the low cloud base. 

Very shortly after this trip. Flight Sergeant Mills took part in a daylight raid on the Krupps Works at Essen, probably the most heavily 
defended target in the world, this being made with a negligible amount of cloud cover. The aircraft was badly damaged by the very 
powerful target defences and one engine was put out of action and feathered. Long before the enemy coast was crossed on the way 
home, the aircraft was attacked by two Me. 110s and two Ew. 190s, and another engine failed. This made the aircraft 
unmanoeuvreable and unable to gain height, and had it not been for Elight Sergeant Mills's coolness and courage in directing what 
little evasive action was possible, and counter-attacking these fighters whenever the opportunity arose, it is very unlikely that the 
aircraft would ever have reached home. 

Since these operations, which occurred last July, Elight Sergeant Mills has voluntarily forfeited his right to rest from operations and 
offered his services to his squadron when it transferred to Pathfinder duties. During his eighteen trips with the Path Einder Eorce, Elight 
Sergeant Mills has maintained his exceptional keenness, notwithstanding the facts that some of these trips have been extremely 
hazardous and include three which involved flights of over 700 miles with one engine unserviceable, the engine driving his own turret 
being involved once. 

Throughout his long operational service, Elight Sergeant Mills's keenness for operations had been a fine example to his colleagues and I 
very strongly recommend him for an award.' 

Bar to D.E.M. London Gazette 14 May 1943. The original recommendation states: 

'This N.C.O. has now completed 51 operational sorties involving a total of 283 hours, and throughout this time his keenness and 
determination to operate at every possible occasion has been an excellent example. 

Nearly all his operations have been to heavily defended targets in Germany and they include two daylight sorties to Danzig and Essen. 
On Danzig, although the weather was extremely poor, his captain pressed home the attack at low-level, but was very considerably 
helped by Flight Sergeant Mills's very clear instructions. On the sortie to Essen whilst the aircraft was returning on only two engines, he 
successfully fought off the attacks of two Me. 11 Os and two Ew. 190s and probably destroyed one of the latter. 

His keenness and alertness in the air and quick sighting of enemy aircraft has often enabled his captain to avoid engagements, even on 
the longer flights to the Baltic and Italy. This N.C.O. has had an outstanding operational tour and his devotion to duty has been the 
highest possible.' 


Edward Mills commenced his operational career as a Rear-Gunner in No. 83 Squadron in Eebruary 1942, a Manchester unit operating 
out of R.A.E. Scampton; the Squadron converted to Lancasters in May of the same year and moved to R.A.E. Wyton on joining the Path 
Einder Eorce (P.E.E.) in August. 

Teaming-up with Elight Sergeant]. E. Partridge's crew (afterwards a Elight Lieutenant with a D.E.C. & Bar to his name). Mills flew his 
first sortie - a 'gardening trip' to Nectarines - on 16 Eebruary 1942. With rare exception, however, his extended operational tour with 
No. 83, which ended a year later after 51 sorties, was of a more forbidding nature. In fact, encounters with enemy fighters aside, 
relevant entries in the Squadron's O.R.B. pay testament to an operational career frequented by a flurry of close calls with accurate flak. 
So, too, to numerous trips to heavily defended German targets, Cologne, Dusseldorf, Erankfurt, Hamburg, Munich and Stuttgart among 
them. Mills also flew against Berlin and Duisburg on two occasions; Bremen on four and Essen on five - one of the latter being one of 
the Thousand Bomber Raids flown in June 1942. 
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Two of his sorties were of the daylight variety, thus the aforementioned attack on the Krupps Works at Essen on 18 July 1942, when, in 
addition to the loss of two engines - and Mills's gallant duel with two Me. 110s and two Fw. 190s - the O.R.B. reveals his Lancaster's 
petrol tank was holed by one of the fighters; the duel with the 190s is recounted in an accompanying combat report (Ref. T.N.A. AIR 
50/197), a report that refers to multiple attacks being carried out at a few hundred yards range, as a consequence of which the Wireless 
Operator was wounded. Moreover, owing to the fact the Mid-Upper Gunner's guns jammed after a brief exchange of fire, the 
Lancaster's fate fell largely on Mills's shoulders. 

Mills's second daylight operation, flown a week earlier on 11 July 1942 against Danzig, was met with equally heavy opposition, his 
Lancaster returning to base with a large hole in the port plane and many other smaller holes caused by flak over the target. 

It was a similar story during the night of 26-27 July 1942, when he and his crew flew one of the 'firestorm' raids against Hamburg - 
'Holed in port wing by flak from flak ships on way out. Searchlights put out by Gunners.' Mills's rear-turret guns barked into action 
again on the night of 22-23 November 1942, during a strike on Stuttgart, when the O.R.B. noted his Bomb Aimer showed 'extreme 
determination' in making no less than five runs over the target. During the course of this hair-raising episode. Mills and the Mid-Upper 
Gunner opened up on two searchlights that were coning another aircraft, 'one of which was put out by the Rear-Gunner. Got shot by 
flak over Paris [on the way home]. Used quite a lot of ammo.' It was about this time that he was recommended for his D.F.M. 

As noted in the recommendation Mills 'voluntarily forfeited his right to rest from operations', as a consequence of which he flew 
around a dozen additional sorties. Once again, the targets were largely of the heavily defended kind and, as might be expected of the 
"Big City", he and his crew encountered further flak damage during a strike on Berlin on the night of 16-17 January 1943 - the 
aforementioned gallant Bomb Aimer having the perspex of his aiming panel holed. Mills was recommended for a Bar to his D.F.M.; 
sold with copied recommendations, combat reports and O.R.B. entries. 
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An outstanding Second World War D.F.M. group of seven awarded to Flight Lieutenant C. F. Fennell, Royal Air Force, 
who somehow survived the famous suicidal low-level attack on the Dortmund-Ems Canal on the night of 12-13 August 
1940, when the ferocity of the flak that greeted the attacking force of five Hampdens blew two of them out of the 
night sky and severely damaged all of the others: Fennell's aircraft, which returned to base with one engine 'reduced 
to junk', was the fourth to attack the target and was swiftly followed by Flight Lieutenant R. A. B. "Babe" Learoyd, 
piloting Hampden P-4403 EA-M 

As the fifth - and final - pilot to launch his attack, at the height of the enemy's furious response, Learoyd won the V.C., 
the citation concluding that, 'the reception of the preceding aircraft might well have deterred the stoutest heart, all 
being hit and two lost': it is worth noting for the record that Fennell and his crew also witnessed those losses before 
dropping down to 150 feet to carry out their own attack - amidst the blinding glare of searchlights and 'in the face of 
the most intense point-blank fire from guns of all calibres'

The attack on the Dortmund-Ems Canal on the night of 12-13 August 1940 


D.F.M. London Gazette 22 November 1940. The original recommendation states: 

This N.C.O. has carried out a total of 39 operational flights against the enemy during the course of which he has completed 232 hours 
flying as an Air Observer. Sergeant Fennell was the first Air Observer in 49 Squadron to undertake the duties of Navigator on 
operational flights. Throughout these operations he has shown outstanding ability, determination and devotion to duty. His navigation 
in all kinds of weather has been of the very highest order. 

He has carried out numerous long distance mining operations and bombing attacks, both from low and high level, and has invariably 
located and successfully attacked his target in spite of enemy opposition and searchlights and anti-aircraft fire, and on occasions 
extremely difficult weather conditions. Sergeant Fennell's devotion to duty, enthusiasm for operations and his calmness, courage and 
determination under fire have been an inspiration to other Air Observers in his Squadron'. 
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Charles Frederick Fennell, originally a native of County Down, Northern Ireland, but afterwards of Plawsworth in County Durham, was 
born in 1912 and was an 18th entry R.A.F. Halton Apprentice. By the time he joined No. 49 Squadron in December 1939, he had 
already served 12 years in the R.A.F. 

Volunteering for aircrew duties, he was trained as an Observer / Navigator and flew his first sortie with No. 49 - a Hampden unit 
operating out of Scampton - in mid-January 1940. The Hampden, as described by Max Hastings in Bomber Command, was an aircraft 
with striking deficiencies: 

The Hampden was the most urgent candidate for replacement: cruising at only 155 m.p.h., 10 m.p.h. slower than the other two [the 
Wellington and Whitley], this grotesque-looking flying glasshouse could stand little punishment, lacked power-operated turrets, and 
could only carry a 4000-lb. maximum bomb load.' 

Notwithstanding such deficiencies, it was in the very same aircraft type that Fennell participated in the famous suicidal low-level attack 
on the Dortmund-Ems Canal on the night of 12-13 August 1940. 

V.C. action 

Eleven Hampdens - six from No. 49 Squadron and five from No. 83 Squadron - were detailed to carry out the operation, but only five 
of these were to attack the target, the reminder being employed on diversionary sorties. Thus the attacking aircraft were captained by: 

Flight Lieutenant R. A. B. "Babe" Learoyd (No. 49 Squadron) 

Pilot Officer H. V. Matthews (No. 49 Squadron, with Fennell acting as his Navigator) 

Acting Squadron Leader "Jamie" Pitcairn-Hill, D.F.C. (No. 83 Squadron) 

Flight Lieutenant A. R. Mulligan, D.F.C. (No. 83 Squadron) 

Pilot Officer E. H. Ross (No. 83 Squadron) 

The Dortmund-Ems Canal, which had been attacked several times by the R.A.F., was regarded as a high priority target in the campaign 
to disrupt German intentions of an invasion - reconnaissance flights had already monitored the gathering of river barges from 
throughout Europe in channel ports. 

The point at which the canal ran over an aqueduct was the obvious target area but at this early stage of the war 'precision bombing' 
was in its infancy: 'precision' invariably implied low-level, bordering on suicidal. 

Accordingly the operation called for very careful planning, not least to ensure pinpoint timing in order to avoid the attacking force's 
time delayed bombs exploding under the releasing aircraft - or the one following. The approach therefore had to be made on a 
predetermined line along the canal, a low-level, staggered approach which left the attacking aircraft at the mercy of searchlights and 
flak. Local A.A. defences were known to have been strengthened as a consequence of earlier attacks but what confronted Fennell and 
his fellow aircrew on their arrival surpassed all expectations. 

For Valour, The Air V.Cs, by Chaz Bowyer, takes up the story: 

'At exactly 8 p.m. Learoyd got airborne from Scampton, lifting 'Pinocchio' (the Walt Disney character painted just below the left side of 
the Hampden's cockpit) into the clear night air and setting course south-east. He was due to be over the aqueduct at precisely 11.15 p. 
m., the last of the five Hampdens detailed to carry out the actual bombing attack, and John Lewis's skilled navigation brought Learoyd 
to a point just north of the target at ten minutes before their designated ETA. 

The moon was half-full, reflecting clearly the canal water, and Learoyd circled leisurely, awaiting his turn to bomb. Elsewhere, unseen 
by Learoyd, four Hampdens were making their diversion raids, as per the pre-arranged plan, while two other Hampdens, having failed 
to locate their primary targets, bombed Texel Island instead. 

As Learoyd waited calmly he saw the first Hampden begin its run over the canal; Squadron Leader 'Jamie' Pitcairn-Hill, D.F.C. of 83 
Squadron in Hampden P4402. 

Alongside each bank of the canal were rows of deadly accurate mobile flak guns, well-sited, and presenting any potential attacker with 
no choice but to run the narrow gauntlet of anti-aircraft fire during his actual bombing attack. Knowing these odds against survival, 
Pitcairn-Hill led the way in threading his way through a curtain of shells and tracer bullets, and in the face of blinding searchlights 
focussed directly on the approach lane. Levelling out at 100 feet above the silver water canal, he suffered numerous hits but refused to 
evade the punishment, maintaining a rock-steady bombing run and releasing his bomb canisters with precision, before banking away 
from the danger zone and limping home to England. 

The second Hampden, P4410 piloted by an Australian, Pilot Officer E. H. Ross, received a direct hit as he nosed into the flak lane and 
crashed in a holocaust of flames alongside the canal. 

Third to run the gauntlet was another Australian from 83 Squadron, Flying Officer A R. Mulligan, D.F.C. in Hampden P4340. Before 
Mulligan had reached his bomb-release point however his aircraft was hit in its port engine, which erupted in flames. Jettisoning his 
bomb load quickly Mulligan climbed swiftly to 2,000 feet and then ordered his crew to abandon the aircraft. Once the three crew 
members were out. Mulligan took to his parachute and watched his machine plunge into the earth and explode. All four men survived 
their hasty exit and were soon taken prisoner by the Germans. 

Fourth in line came Pilot Officer Matthews [with Fennell aboard] who bombed successfully and then struggled back to England with 
one engine reduced to junk by flak damage. It was now Learoyd's turn to bomb. Just six minutes had elapsed since Pitcairn-Hill' s 
initial attack. 

Due to bomb at exactly 11.23 p.m., Learoyd let down to 300 feet, some three miles north of the target, then started a shallow diving 
attack run straight along the canal. By now the German gunners and searchlight operators had fixed the height of the raiders, and were 
waiting impatiently for the next aircraft. Levelling out at 150 feet, Learoyd reached a point where the canal forked just before the two 
aqueducts, and then handed over final 'control' of the bomber to his bomb-aimer, John Lewis. 

At that moment all hell broke loose as the flak barrage opened up and several searchlights coned the approaching bomber. Blinded by 
the lights, Learoyd ducked his head below the windscreen to fly solely on instruments at the bidding of Lewis; while both gunners 
began raking the searchlight sites as these flashed by on either side. 

A sudden thump as a shell blasted through the starboard wing almost threw the Hampden off course, and was immediately followed by 
a second shell which tore through the same wing between the engine and Learoyd's cockpit. Machine-gun bullets splashed the 
underside of the bomber continually, but Learoyd held firm, waiting for Lewis to release the bomb load. 

Then he heard Lewis yell, 'OK Einish', and immediately pulled the battered Hampden into a steep banking turn out of the flak fury, 
climbing as fast as possible towards a safer area of sky ... ' 

Learoyd's subsequent award of the V.C. aside, a flurry of related awards ensued, Eennell's pilot, P./O. H. V. Matthews gaining an 
immediate D.E.C., a distinction that shared the same citation as the immediate D.S.O. awarded to "Jamie" Pitcairn-Hill: 

'One night in August 1940 Plight Lieutenant Pitcairn-Hill led a formation of aircraft, one of which was piloted by Pilot Officer 
Matthews, in a low flying attack on the Dortmund-Ems Canal. In spite of intense enemy opposition over the target area, in which all 
aircraft were seriously damaged and two were shot down, these officers carried out a successful attack from 150 feet precisely at zero 
hour. The timing of this difficult operation was dependent on the skill, judgement and personal resolution of E./L. Pitcairn-Hill who has 
at all times displayed outstanding gallantry, skill and devotion to duty. P./O. Matthews, by his courage, determination and skill has at 
all times set an excellent example' {London Gazette 27 August 1949, refers). 
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Leading Aircraftman S. Allwood in Matthews's crew, and Leading Aircraftman W. R. Rich, the air gunner in Learoyd's crew, won 
immediate D.F.Ms, the first L.A.Cs of the war so decorated; Fennell and another member of Learoyd's crew. Sergeant Walter Ellis, were 
gazetted for D.F.Ms in November 1940. 

In addition to the Dortmund-Ems Canal operation, Fennell carried out 38 sorties in No. 49 Squadron, one of them, flown in mid-May 
1940, resulting in his aircraft crashing on the French coast at Ault, due to the failure of the starboard engine; later in the same month, 
his Hampden was attacked by an enemy fighter over Julich, but managed to get home, while in early August his aircraft was detailed to 
attack the Gneisenau - 'results not observed owing to heavy and accurate flak'. 

Fennell's last operational sortie in No. 49 was a strike on Hamburg on 26 September 1940. Posted out of the Squadron in March 1941, 
he was commissioned as a Flight Lieutenant in May 1943 (General Duties Aircrew). Post-war, he transferred to the Aircraft Control 
Branch in January 1947, the Secretarial Branch in November 1955 and was placed on the Retired List in 1957; he was serving with No. 
5 Flying Training School, Southern Rhodesia, when he received his Coronation Medal in 1953 (official roll refers). 

Fennell died in Gloucester in 1979.

'Flight Sergeant N. Thorn has completed 43 operational sorties, 23 of which have been with the Path Finder Force. This N.C.O. is a 
reliable and efficient Engineer who has shown commendable zest and determination in his work in this Squadron. He is resourceful 
and keen and has been an asset to his crew. Flight Sergeant Thorn has shown enthusiasm, loyalty and devotion to duty of a high order 
and I recommend him for the award of the Distinguished Flying Medal.' 

Norman Thorn commenced his operational tour as a Flight Engineer in No. 156 Squadron (P.F.F), a Lancaster unit operating out of R.A. 
F. Upwood, in August 1944, when he participated in the first of a dozen or so sorties against French targets in the period leading up to 
October, including four trips to Calais. Thereafter, until the completion of his tour in April 1945, his targets were of the German variety, 
including Cologne, Hamburg and Stettin, no less than five trips to Essen and, on the night of 13-14 February 1945, one of the 'firestorm' 
raids on Dresden. 
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An exceptional Second World War Rear Gunner's immediate D.F.M. group of four awarded to Flight Sergeant R. H. 
Payne, No. 227 Squadron, Royal Air Force, who, in the process of abandoning his crippled aircraft one night in in 
November 1944, saw an enemy fighter moving in for the final kill - 'although the perspex on both sides of his turret 
was being smashed and bullets were hitting the door at the back of his turret. Sergeant Payne very gallantly climbed 
back into his seat and opened fire on the enemy aircraft. He did not cease firing until the enemy aircraft had been

D.F.M. London Gazette 13 February 1945. The original recommendation - for an immediate award - states: 

'On the night of 2 November 1944, Lancaster 227/D had successfully attacked Dusseldorf, except for a bomb hang-up. After leaving 
the target area, the Bomb Aimer and Flight Engineer were endeavouring to release the bomb and the aircraft was being flown straight 
and level. 

Without warning, from immediately below, the aircraft was attacked by a Ju. 88 which succeeded on its first attack in setting fire to the 
starboard inner engine. The pilot and engineer endeavoured to put out the fire but were unsuccessful so the pilot ordered the crew to 
put on parachutes as a preliminary to giving the order to abandon the aircraft. 

As the Rear Gunner, Sergeant Payne was leaving his seat and endeavouring to open the door, quite unaware of the cause of the fire, he 
observed the enemy aircraft at quite close range firing from the forward firing guns. Although the perspex on both sides of his turret was 
being smashed and bullets were hitting the door at the back of his turret. Sergeant Payne very gallantly climbed back into his seat and 
opened fire on the enemy aircraft. He did not cease firing until the enemy aircraft had been shot down. 

He then proceeded to carry out his captain's instructions and abandon aircraft. Had it not been for the initiative, courage and gallantry 
of Sergeant Payne, the Lancaster, already on fire, would have been a very easy target for the enemy aircraft on its second attack and it is 
very unlikely that any member of the crew would have got away with his life. 

Sergeant Payne, together with all members of his crew, evaded capture and made his way through the enemy lines and returned to this 
country on 5 November 1944.' 

Ronald Hubert Payne, who was born at Great Haseley, Oxfordshire in May 1923, enlisted in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve in 
July 1943. Qualifying as an Air Gunner, he joined No. 227 Squadron, a Lancaster unit operating out of R.A.F. Balderton, in early 
October 1944, when he was appointed Rear Gunner in Flying Officer C. j. Croskell's crew. At the time of being recommended for his 
D.F.M. a month later, he had completed 12 sorties, so some of these operations must have been undertaken in his previous unit. No. 
207 Squadron, which he had joined in August 1944. 

After baling out of his stricken aircraft on the night of 2 November, Payne landed near a fellow member of crew, Philip Orrey, and the 
pair of them walked through the night before meeting members of the Dutch Underground. Safely delivered to an Allied base just 48 
hours after setting out on their fateful mission to Dusseldorf, they were offered a lift home by an American General who was bound for 
London in a Dakota. 

Payne was released from service as a Flight Sergeant in January 1946, when his discharge papers described his as being scarred from 
multiple burns and a 'gunshot wound'. He died in Oxford in September 2006.

'Sergeant Dickinson has completed an operational tour of 333 hours consisting of 44 operations. Through his courage and tenacity his 
operations have been most successful. His record with the Squadron has been one of intelligent and persevering captaincy, an 
inspiration to his colleagues. 

On the night of 23-24 May 1943, Sergeant Dickinson remained over his target for two hours waiting for the weather to clear. He 
successfully completed the operation although he finished in semi-daylight over enemy territory. 

This spirit of determination, which he has shown throughout the whole tour has caused him to be chosen for many emergency 
operations.' 

Thomas Dickinson was born in Gateshead, Co. Durham in January 1923 and enlisted in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve in 
March 1941. Selected for pilot training, he gained his 'Wings' in Canada and was commissioned Pilot Officer in May 1943, shortly 
after joining No. 148 (Special Duties) Squadron, a Halifax unit based in the Middle East. 

Thus ensued a tour of 44 'special duties' missions over the Balkans and elsewhere, a fascinating record described by operational code 
names in his Flying Log Book. In the period March-August 1943, he made trips in support of numbered operations known as 
'Archipelago', 'Bovington', 'Buckram', 'Coachman', 'Concensus', 'Ferocity', 'Fertilizer', 'Fleshpot', 'Hackthorpe', 'Henbury', 'Hoathley', 
'Huggate', 'juniper', 'Keelrow', 'Kincraig', 'Kingbrace', 'Lambourn', 'Lapworth', 'Shepshed', 'Steadhampton', 'Smoulder', 'Tingewick' 
and 'Totteridge'. 

Relevant O.R.B. entries reveal that Dickinson sometimes carried out four runs over his drop zones and, as cited above, he once 
remained over his 'target' for two hours. He was recommended for the D.F.M. in early August 1943. 

He returned to the U.K. in early 1944, when he joined No. 8 (P.F.F.) Group, and subsequently flew 11 sorties in Mosquitos of No. 692 
Squadron in April-May, all of them to Germany. Having then transferred to No. 139 Squadron, another P.F.F. marker unit, in the latter 
month, he completed another 16 operational sorties, no less than five of them to Berlin, thereby raising his total number of sorties to 
71. 

At the end of June 1944, however, his remarkable operational career was ended by a serious flying accident. An account of the 
accident, written by his Navigator, is included, their Mosquito carrying out a crash-landing at 135 m.p.h. in a cornfield near Coltishall: 
Dickinson's seat was ripped from its mounting on impact and he ended up half-buried by earth in the nose section. 

Released from service as a Flight Lieutenant in July 1946, he died at Ashington, Northumberland in September 1985.

This airman has shown exceptional keenness and devotion to duty in all his operational flights. On the night of 19 November 1940 he 
carried out, as Captain of Aircraft, a successful attack on the shipbuilding yards at Kiel. He has proved a painstaking and thorough pilot, 
and his dogged determination and perseverance has been most marked.' 

Edward Frank "Teddy" Fry enlisted in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve in September 1938 and, called up on the outbreak of 
hostilities, was trained as a pilot. Having then attended No. 12 O.T.U., he joined the strength of No. 214 Squadron, a Wellington unit 
operating out of R.A.F. Stradishall, in the summer of 1940. Thus ensued a full tour of 31 operational sorties, including early strikes on 
Berlin, services that won him the D.F.M. 

The award having been announced in The London Gazette on 11 February 1941, he wrote to his mother with details of the 
forthcoming investiture but, a little over a fortnight later, he was killed in a Wellington of No. 12 O.T.U. which crashed at Watlington, 
Oxfordshire - apparently he steered the crippled bomber away from the village. By then a member of No. 142 Squadron, he may have 
been visiting friends from his old O.T.U. 

The son of William and Eva Ery, he was 26 years old, and was buried in Sittingbourne Cemetery, Kent; sold with an original Air 
Ministry letter addressed to his sister, dated 4 July 1941, quoting the citation for the award of his D.E.M. 

A quantity of manuscripts appertaining to his career are held by the Imperial War Museum (Ref. Documents 15055), a summary of 
which appears on the Museum's website: 

'7 ms letters to his mother and sister, written during his training with No. 12 Operational Training Unit (early 1940) and (from 
September 1940) on operations as a Pilot with No. 214 Squadron R.A.E. Bomber Command until his death in action on 28 Eebruary 
1941. The letters, though brief, do contain several interesting comments regarding his confidence in the abilities of Bomber Command, 
his intention to reach the squadron record for number of operations flown (he was on 31 at the time of writing) his raids on Berlin and, 
in his final letter, the arrangements for the forthcoming presentation of his D.E.M. (his mother and sister collected the award on his 
behalf after his death). The collection also includes papers relating to his call up from the Royal Air Eorce Volunteer Reserve (R.A.E.V. 
R.) (September 1938 and September 1939), a photograph of the aircraft in which he first flew solo, with a list of all the other aircraft 
flown during his training, 3 printed messages from the Air Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Bomber Command dated July and August 
1940, a notice from the Kent Messenger (8 March 1941) about his death in action, press cuttings relating to Bomber Command 
operations and an article from Picture Post magazine featuring photographs of his squadron (14 September 1940).'

David John Rhodes joined the Royal Air Force in 1943, undertook pilot training in South Africa and was discharged as a Flight 
Lieutenant in 1947. Not content with civilian life, he rejoined the R.A.F. a few months later and served as a Sergeant Pilot 2, thence 
Pilot 1, in No. 243 Squadron at Horsham St. Faith. It was in this latter capacity, for good work on flight refuelling trials, that he was 
awarded the A.F.M. in June 1952. 

Commissioned as a Flight Lieutenant in the same year - Rhodes was always classified as an 'exceptional' pilot - he next served at R.A.F. 
Raynham, Norfolk, where he was employed in testing newly delivered fighters before their onward journey into general service. He 
then undertook two tours of duty as A.D.C. to Lord Mountbatten in the M.O.D. prior to being advanced to Squadron Leader in July 
1960 and taking up an appointment as an instructor in Bahrein and Saudi Arabia. He subsequently served in Germany, where he was 
advanced to Wing Commander. He was appointed Senior Air Staff Officer at Headquarters Air Forces Gulf, 1969-70, and his final 
posting was Group Captain and C.O. of R.A.F. Bawdsey, Suffolk 1970-74. 

In 1974 he was seconded as Director of Operations for the Singapore Air Force, and it was in this capacity that he was killed when his 
aircraft crashed off Singapore in August 1976.

George Frederick Mace was born in October 1919 and entered the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve in October 1938. He subsequently 
passed the Admiralty Trade Test for Moulder and was rated Engine Room Artificer (E.R.A.) 3rd Class but nothing further is currently 
known in respect of his wartime career. He was discharged as an Able Seaman in October 1945. 

Less than a year later, he entered the Royal Navy as an E.R.A. 4th Class and, having been advanced to C.E.R.A., was awarded his L.S. & 
G.C. Medal in May 1955. In the following year, he witnessed active service in the Near East - he is believed to have been serving 
aboard H.M.S. Adamant at the time of the Suez landings. At the time of being recommended for his B.E.M., he was serving in the 
submarine depot ship Forth, 2nd Submarine Squadron, a distinction that he duly received from the C.-in-C. Plymouth in July 1962, 
shortly after leaving the Service.

3n the absence of an officer, Sergeant Worthy commanded the Battalion Mortar Platoon on protracted and arduous internal security 
operations in Belfast from October 1969 until Christmas, and from April until the present date. In between he acted as Platoon 
Sergeant. In both capacities he has displayed coolness, courage, steadiness and initiative far greater than is to be expected from an N.C. 
O. of his rank and service. 

He was leading the Platoon at the Shankill Road shooting in October when it came under fire and two men received gunshot wounds. 
It was entirely due to his coolness and fine leadership that they were quickly and successfully evacuated, and that the Platoon 
completed its mission without further casualties. 

His outstanding personal courage and determination were again seen on the night of 3 April when the Platoon was faced with a vicious 
crowd of over 200 rioters at Ballymurphy. The platoon was deployed as rearguard with orders to hold the crowd back while the 
Company strove to advance towards a dominating piece of high ground. The rioters were on all sides of the Company and the Platoon 
had to fight a rearguard action while under constant petrol bomb and missile attack. Although in the darkness and confusion he did not 
know what was happening to the remainder of the Company, Sergeant Worthy fought a successful rearguard action for over two hours 
under constant pressure, and it was entirely due to his efforts that the crowd was contained and the company able to reach its 
objective. 

His platoon had been in action in the Springfield area the night before and were subsequently in action in the 'Bone' area for a further 
two days and nights. During the entire period of ninety-six strenuous hours in which they faced considerable danger with little respite, 
it was Sergeant Worthy's magnificent example, steadiness and courage which sustained the Platoon's high morale and brought them 
through with negligible casualties.' 

Roy Worthy was born in Sheffield, Yorkshire in September 1936 and enlisted in the Buffs in January 1958; his subsequent career would 
witness the amalgamation of The Buffs with the Queen's Own Royal West Kent Regiment in 1961, to form the Queen's Own Buffs, The 
Royal Kent Regiment. This in turn amalgamated in 1966 with The Queen's Royal West Surrey Regiment, The Royal Sussex Regiment 
and The Middlesex Regiment, to form The Queen's Regiment. 

Service of a particularly active nature in Northern Ireland aside, Worthy was present in operations in Aden in 1958-59 and Borneo in 
1963. He was advanced to Colour-Sergeant in 1971 and was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal as a Staff Sergeant in January 1976. 
Placed on the Army Reserve in early 1980, he died in Sheffield in February 2006.

George Henry Charles Francis Malcolm Drummond, later Viscount Forth, was born on 13 May 1834, in Naples, the only surviving 
child of George Drummond, soldier, and his first wife, the Countess Rapp, nee Baroness Albertine von Rothberg Rheinweiler Coligni, 
who died in 1842. In 1853 his father was restored as fifth Earl of Perth and second Earl of Melfort, but failed to recover the Drummond 
Castle estates from the Willoughby de Eresby family. From this date Malcolm Drummond took the title Viscount Forth. 

He was appointed Ensign in the Black Watch on 4 November 1853, and reached the Crimea on 14 September 1854, where, on 20 
September, he was present at the battle of Alma. He is depicted carrying the Regimental Colour in the famous painting Forward the 
42nd! by Robert Gibb RSA. Captain Peter Halkett (afterwards Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Peter, Bart.) carried the Queen's Colour on the 
same occasion and later recorded: 1 had now some trouble and anxiety, as when advancing in line, the whole Regiment 'dresses' upon 
the Colours, which are in the centre of the line, and Forth kept hanging back, requiring me constantly to keep on saying "Come on will 
you, you're putting out the whole line" - and the Major of the left line, old Tom Tulloch rode up at once, and pitched into him.' 

He afterwards served on trench and picket duty before requesting leave to sell out [his commission] as soon as Sebastopol was taken. 
He then clashed with his commanding officer, Lieutenant-Colonel D.A. Cameron. By Forth's own account, having not eaten for twenty- 
four hours, he refused to accompany a covering party until he had dined. Cameron, however, charged him with cowardice or 
insubordination. Forth resigned his commission on I 7 October 1854, amid widely circulated detrimental versions of this incident. 

Forth married on 24 October 1855, as St Peter's Church, Pimlico, Harriet Mary, daughter of the Hon. Adolphus Capel. They lived with 
her parents at Wroughton, Wiltshire, where Forth soon manifested delirium tremens. He was violent and abusive to his wife, threatened 
to contract syphilis so as to infect her and their only child, a son born in I 856. She separated from him in 1858, and in 1860 petitioned 
for divorce on the grounds of his cruelty and adultery. After the Queen's Proctor intervened, in 1861, to prevent her suit on the grounds 
of her adultery with Edward Cholmeley Dering, Sir Cresswell Cresswell ruled that a wife 'guilty of adultery' could not petition for relief 
on account of cruelty. Shortly afterwards Forth, who wished to avoid his creditors in London, settled at the Spa Hotel in Gloucester 
under the name of Captain Drummond, together with a woman who passed as his wife. She fell ill after delivering a daughter on 19 
September 1861, and was devotedly nursed by Forth in a hotel room. Following her death on 8 October of that year he raved with 
grief, drank three-quarters of a pint of brandy, and swallowed a half bottle of laudanum, dying at the hotel from its effects after a few 
hours. A verdict of suicide was recorded. Forth was buried at Gloucester.

The following recommendation in relation to the award of the Al Valore Militaire is extracted from the book, British War Medals and 
How They Were Won, by Thomas Carter: 

'This officer served throughout the Crimean Campaign, and his conduct was conspicuous on the occasion of a sortie made by the 
Russians on the advanced trench of the left attack before Sebastopol in December 1854, when a few companies of the 50th Regiment 
suffered severely in repelling the attack.' 

James Lamb was promoted from Sergeant-Major to Ensign in the 50th Regiment for bravery in the field, his commission dating from the 
battle of Inkermann, 5 November 1854. He was further promoted to Lieutenant on 9 March 1855. He served with the 50th Regiment in 
the Eastern Campaign of 1854-55, including the battles of Alma and Inkermann, and siege and fall of SebastopI (Medal and three 
Clasps, Sardinian and Turkish Medals, and 5th Class of the Medjidie). No record can be found of his entitlement to the Medaille 
Militaire, although his successor as Sergeant-Major did receive this award. Lamb transferred as Lieutenant to the 100th Regiment on 1 
June 1858 and was promoted to Captain on 25 May 1861. 

He died in Malta on 3 October 1864, whilst serving with the garrison on that island.

Edmund Stephen Hill was born in Welton, Northamptonshire on 24 February 1851. He was commissioned a Lieutenant in the Royal 
Engineers on 15 December 1871 and promoted to Captain in December 1883 and to Major in June 1890. He retired with a pension on 
16 March 1892. He served in India and Burma, October 1874-March 1892. Served in the jowaki campaign 1877-78, with the Bengal 
Sappers & Miners under the command of Brigadier-General Ross. 

Then, commanding the 5th Company Bengal Sappers & Miners, he served in the Afghanistan War 1878-79 - being part of General 
Biddulph's division of the Quetta Field Force and was employed in engineering work along the Khojak and Gwaja Passes. Served in the 
second phase of the war in 1880, as Assistant Field Engineer, Khyber Line Force under Sir R. O. Bright, and was present in the 
operations around Kabul. Then served in the Chin-Lushai Expedition 1889-90, with the Burma Column under Brigadier-General W. j. 
Symons - where he was in command of the Burma Company Queen's Own Sappers & Miners. He also took part in the Poukhan 
Expedition 1889 under Brigadier-General Wolseley. For his services in the Afghan War and later expeditions he was four times 
mentioned in despatches. He died in Start Hill, Bishop's Stortford on 7 April 1933. 

There is reason to believe that Major Hill wore his I.G.S. Medal with just the one clasp, 'jowaki 1877-8' - this medal together with the 
Afghanistan Medal with one clasp being acquired in that state in the fairly recent past. His papers clearly state his entitlement to the 
clasps, 'Burma 1887-9' and 'Chin-Lushai 1889-90' and further state his participation in the Poukhan Expedition 1889 which would 
entitle him to the clasp, 'Burma 1889-92'.

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William Horsley Persse was born on 16 October 1863, and educated at Wellington College. He was commissioned into the 4th 
Battalion, East Surrey Regiment in March 1883 and, in May 1885, received a regular army commission in the Hampshire Regiment. 
Two months later he transferred to the 2nd Dragoon Guards (Queen's Bays) and served in India from 1886 to 1895, when the regiment 
was ordered to Egypt. In March 1895, Persse was promoted to Captain and, in the following year, seconded on special service to the 
Egyptian Army. 

Appointed as a Squadron Commander in the Egyptian Cavalry, he was present in the Expedition to Dongola in 1896, and took part in 
the battles of Eirket on 7th June, and Hafir on 19th-26th September. Eor his services he was mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 
3 November 1896) and awarded the Order of the Medjidie, 4th Class, in addition to the Queen's medal and the Khedive's medal with 
two clasps. 

Persse next took part in the Nile Expedition 1897, in command of the 1st Squadron, 1st Egyptian Cavalry, engaged in railway protection 
duties (clasp to Egyptian medal). In the Nile Expedition of 1898, he took part in the reconnaissance of the Atbara River on 21st March, 
for which he gained his second mention in despatches {London Gazette 24 May 1898), "for gallantry in which his Squadron of Egyptian 
Cavalry dislodged a superior force from a wooded area along the Atbara River, 21 March 1898." 

In the sharp engagement during the reconnaissance of 4th April, near Abadar, Persse was severely wounded in the forearm while 
directing the fire of his men {London Gazette 24 May 1898), but appears to have been sufficiently recovered to take part in the battle of 
Atbara River on 8th April (clasp to Egyptian medal). 

The long hot summer that followed the operations of the Spring, culminated in the battle of Omdurman and capture of Khartoum in the 
early days of September. Eor his part in the action at Omdurman, Persse was again mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 30 
September 1898), and received his fifth clasp to the Egyptian medal. After the reconquest of the Sudan, Major Persse continued on 
active service with the Egyptian Army and, in March 1901, he was placed in command of the Egyptian Cavalry with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. In the following year he was elevated to the 3rd class of the Order of the Medjidie {London Gazette 23 September 
1902). 

He took part in the operations in Southern Sennar, in the south-eastern Sudan, January to March 1904, against the slave trader Ibrahim 
Wad Mahmud, during which he commanded the cavalry of the force under Miralai Gorringe Bey, C.M.G., D.S.O., in the attack on 
Jebel Jerok on 11th Eebruary. After three days of fighting, the town of Jebel Jerok was captured, large numbers of slaves released, and 
the greater part of Mahmud's followers annihilated. Mahmud himself escaped but was finally captured and hanged on the 3rd March 
(6th clasp to Egyptian medal). 

Persse returned to service with the 2nd Dragoon Guards in 1906 and retired after 28 years of active service, on 25 Eebruary 1911. He 
was recalled to active service in August 1914 and placed in command of the 2nd Reserve Regiment of Cavalry. He served in Erance 
with the 5th Division from March 1917 to September 1918. Lieutenant-Colonel Persse died in 1959, aged 96 years.

Egypt, October 1897-March 1900, and South Africa, March 1900-October 1902. In addition to the above, he was awarded the 
Queen's South Africa Medal with clasps for Cape Colony, Orange Eree State, Transvaal, South Africa 1901 and South Africa 1902. 

Transferred to the Army Reserve in June 1908, he was discharged having completed his engagement on 29 June 1912.

Captain W. J. L. McDonald was the prosecutor in the trial against Charel Gerhardus Johannes Nienaber (36), Jan Petrus Nienaber (24) 
and Johannes Qan) Andries Nieuwoudt (23), held at De Aar, on 5 March 1901. 

In the South African Guerilla War it was often difficult to decide who was and who was not a bona fide combatant. On 18 February 
1901, General Wynand Malan with 25 commando members derailed a train near Taailbosch siding, near Hanover, killing the stoker, 
two soldiers and two black labourers. Following on from the attack, Charel and Jan Nienaber and Jan Nieuwoudt, from the De Bad 
Farm, near Hanover, together with several others, were arrested for high treason, murder and robbery. It was established they were not 
part of a Boer commando. Evidence against them came from Jan van der Berg, one of the men who had been arrested and who had 
turned Crown evidence, and from several native African witnesses who claimed they recognised the attackers despite it being a dark 
night. Captain McDonald successfully proved his case and the military court, presided by Lieutenant-Colonel A. E. Codrington, 
Coldstream Guards, found them guilty and sentenced the three to death. A fourth man was also sentenced to death, but had this 
reduced to five years imprisonment and a fifth man was given a five year prison sentence. Van der Berg, as a Crown witness, was 
acquitted but was later accused of perjury. The three men were executed by firing squad at De Aar on 19 March 1901. After peace had 
been achieved in 1902, General Malan, swore under oath that none of the men tried, nor Van der Berg, had ever been part of his 
commando and had certainly not been involved in the attack on the train. A memorial to the three executed men bears the words, 
'Innocently condemned to death by a Military Court' and 'I behold the vengeance: I shall repay sayeth the Lord.'

'Captain Arthur Henry Wilson, 1st Battalion, The East Yorkshire Regiment, who was killed in action on the 18th October, 1914, was the 
only surviving son of Colonel and Mrs. W. H. Wilson, of Broadview, Petersfield, and was born on the 15th July, 1875. He entered the 
East Yorkshire Regiment from the Militia in December, 1896, becoming Lieutenant in June, 1898. Erom December, 1899, to May, 
1900, he acted as Adjutant of his battalion. 

He served in the South African War, taking part in the operations in the Orange Eree State, including the action at Houtnek (Thoba 
Mountain), in the Orange River Colony, including actions at Biddulphsberg, Wittebergen, and Caledon River; and was employed with 
the Mounted Infantry. He also served in Cape Colony, and again in the Orange River Colony in 1901-02, and received for his services 
the Queen's medal with three clasps and the King's medal with two clasps. 

Captain Wilson obtained his company in January, 1903.' {Bond of Sacrifice, Volume 1 refers). 

Captain Wilson was killed in action at Paradis, Erance 18 October 1914, aged 39. He is commemorated on Ploegsteert Memorial, 
Comines-Warneton, Hainaut, Belgium, and also on a plaque in Churchers College, Petersfield.

Pryce Ashton was born in Welshpool, Montgomeryshire on 23 August 1869. On 10 February 1885 he enlisted as a Boy 2nd Class in 
the Royal Navy but was invalided from the service on 3 July 1885.

Robert Anderson was born in Edinburgh in 1875; he enlisted into the Argyll & Sutherland Highlanders in 1888 at the age of 13. He 
served in India as a Piper with 'A' Company, 2nd Battalion. In addition to the pipes he was proficient in Highland Dancing, taking 
prizes at the annual Regimental Highland Games at Mian Mir in March 1894. 

Eollowing service in India, Piper Anderson transferred to the 1st Battalion where he served in 'B' Company, serving in South Africa, 
November 1899-September 1901. He took part in the battle at Modder River on 28 November where the 1st A. & S.H. suffered 122 
casualties, killed and wounded. Two weeks later, in the drive to Kimberley, the Highland Brigade lost heavily at the battle of 
Magersfontein, the 1st A. & S.H. suffering 113 killed and wounded. He was in action again at Paardeberg, where another 101 
casualties were taken by the battalion. 

On 25 October 1901, Anderson was discharged and returned to Edinburgh. Prior to the outbreak of the Great War he was employed as 
a Clerk with the Edinburgh Gas Commission. In 1910 he enlisted into the local Territorial Eorces. He served with the 6th Battalion 
Royal Scots as Sergeant-Piper of the Battalion. With the onset of war he was mobilized. Sergeant-Piper (Pipe-Major) Anderson 
embarked with the battalion from Devonport on board the Ceramic on 5 September 1915, en-route to Egypt. On 26 November 1915 
Pipe-Major Anderson with 'D' Company sailed from Alexandria for the Western Erontier where they were engaged near Matruh in the 
Senussi Campaign. 

Having served seven months with the Mediterranean Expeditionary Eorce, Pipe-Major Anderson returned home as 'time expired'. He 
arrived back in England in April 1916 and later took his discharge at Edinburgh.

Colonel Camborne Haweis Paynter was born on 25 January 1864, the eldest son of R. H. Paynter, of Boskenna, Cornwall. Educated at 
Charterhouse, 1877-82. He was commissioned in to the 21st Hussars in 1884 and later the same year transferred to the 5th Dragoon 
Guards, being promoted to Captain in 1889. He then served in the 6th Dragoons, becoming a Major and then served in the Royal 
Monmouthshire Engineers in South Africa, 1899-1901. Placed on Retired Pay, 1901. Appointed Honorary Lieutenant-Colonel of the 
Royal Monmouthshire Militia, 1904-08; then Major and Honorary Lieutenant-Colonel of the Cornwall (Portress) R.E., 1909-14. During 
the war he was a Major in the 1st Royal Devon Yeomanry, commanded a Remount Depot and later served as a town Major in Prance.

George Templeton Beed, who was born in Liverpool in February 1888, was commissioned as an Engineer Sub. Lieutenant in the Royal 
Naval Reserve in August 1915, in which same month he joined the armed merchant cruiser H.M.S. Andes. And he was similarly 
employed at the time of that ship's action against the German raider Greif in February 1916, the same action that led to the loss of her 
consort, Alcantara. In fact, Beed remained in the Andes for the duration of the War, and returned to the Mercantile Marine in 
November 1918, when his R.N.R. commission was terminated. 

With the renewal of hostilities, and by now a Chief Engineer Officer, Beed joined the R.F.A. tanker Ennerdale, which ship was 
converted to a landing ship for "Operation Husky" in July 1943, her gantries carrying eight landing craft and their crews. And of his 
subsequent fate on 13 July 1943, the following entry appears in the ship's log: 'This is to certify that Mr. G. T. Beed, Chief Engineer, 
whilst standing outside the port alleyway after port door of the midship accommodation during an air raid, was mortally wounded by 
fragmentation from a shell fired from one of the steamships, hitting and exploding on No. 8 port wing tank lid, a large piece of shrapnel 
passing through him. Medical assistance was obtained from H.M.S. Roberts almost immediately, but Mr. Beed died at 2005 hours and 
his body was landed to the Beach Casualty Station at Avola for burial.' 

Beed was posthumously mentioned in despatches 'for outstanding leadership and courage under heavy and sustained air attacks during 
the landings in Sicily' {London Gazette 11 January 1944 refers). Aged 55 years, and the husband of Rita Beed of Buckhaven, Fife, he 
was buried in Syracuse War Cemetery, Sicily; sold with original Board of Trade communications regarding the recipient's British War 
and Mercantile Marine War Medals, together with an extensive file of research.

Serving on H.M.S. Magdala, December 1901-February 1903, he was advanced to Petty Officer 2nd Class in September 1902 and 1st 
Class in December 1902. Awarded the L.S. & G.C. in March 1910. In January 1911 he was reduced to the rate of Able Seaman, 
deprived of his L.S. & G.C. Medal and one Good Conduct Badge for neglect of duty; charges of theft of spirit of which he was accused 
were dismissed. Simmonds regained the rating of Leading Seaman in August 1912 when on H.M.S. Orion. He served on the 
battlecruiser, H.M.S. New Zealand, November 1912-April 1917 and was re-appointed Petty Officer 1st Class in January 1913. 

In February 1913 his ship started on a world cruise. In New Zealand a Maori Chief predicted H.M.S. New Zealand would soon be in 
battle and presented two symbolic tribal garments with the warranty that the ship would come to no harm as long as the Captain was 
wearing them. The items were a tiki ( a gemstone pendant) and a piu-piu (a rush garment worn around the waist). The New Zealand 
Government also presented each member of the ship's company with a silver medallion (above). Serving on the battlecruiser in the 
early years of the war, Simmonds was aboard her at the battles of Heligoland Bight, 28 August 1914; Dogger Bank, 24 January 1915 
and Jutland, 30 May/1 June 1916. In the latter action, the magic garments certainly did the trick, and of the heavily engaged 
battlecruisers, three of which blew up, H.M.S. New Zealand was hit only once. 

After such active service Simmonds was posted ashore on Vivid I and Defiance, before joining the destroyer H.M.S. Simoom in 
February 1918. He was again awarded the L.S. & G.C in April 1917 and was promoted to Chief Petty Officer in April 1918 when on 
Simoom. He was demobilised in July 1919 and joined the R.F.R.

Herbert Joseph Bowles was born in Clerkenwell, London on 2 April 1877. An Engine Fitter and Turner by occupation, he enlisted into 
the Royal Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class on 3 February 1897. He was promoted to Stoker 1st Class in April 1898 when on H.M.S. 
Northampton; Leading Stoker 2nd Class in May 1903 when at H.M.S. Pembroke II; Leading Stoker 1st Class in July 1904 when on H. 
M.S. Swiftsure; Stoker Petty Officer/Acting Mechanician in January 1908 when on H.M.S. Indus and attained the rank of Mechanician 
in January 1909 when on H.M.S. Goliath. He served on the battleship H.M.S. Dreadnought, March 1911-August 1918. The ship whose 
revolutionary design made all other battleships obsolete and which was to start a naval arms race between Britain and Germany, 
missed the only battle between the fleets at Jutland - the ship being the flagship of the 3rd Battle Squadron stationed in the Thames. 
However, Bowles was aboard the ship when she rammed and sank the German submarine U-29 off Scapa Flow, 18 March 1915. The 
submarine was commanded by Otto Weddigen, who as commander of the U-9 had sunk three British armoured cruisers on 22 
September 1914. The U-29 is the only submarine known to have been sunk by a battleship. Bowles was awarded the L.S.& G.C. in 
April 1914 and demobilised in April 1919.

George Hallett was born in Poole, Dorset on 13 October 1878. A Farm Labourer by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal Navy as a 
Boy 2nd Class on 6 November 1894 and was advanced to Boy 1st Class in August 1895. He was promoted to Ordinary Seaman in 
October 1896 when on H.M.S. Alexandra; to Able Seaman in October 1898 when on H.M.S. Revenge; Leading Seaman in October 
1902 when on H.M.S. Boscawen; Petty Officer 2nd Class in October 1903 when on H.M.S. Calliope and Petty Officer 1st Class in June 
1906 when on H.M.S. Vulcan. From October 1913 he served on the battleship H.M.S. Audacious and was awarded the L.S. & G.C. in 
April 1914. He was aboard her when she was mined and sunk off Tory Island, 27 October 1914 - the loss of the ship remained a secret 
for the duration of the war. He then served on the battleship H.M.S. Queen Elizabeth, December 1914-June 1919. The ship seeing 
action in the attempts to force the Dardanelles. As the Gallipoli campaign bogged down and losses in ships and men mounted, the 
Queen Elizabeth, one of the most modern and effective battleships in the fleet, was withdrawn from that theatre and sailed for home. 
Being refitted she missed the fleet action at Jutland. She was later selected as Sir David Beatty's flagship when he took command of the 
Grand Fleet in November 191 6. Hallett was demobilised in June 1919.

Albert Wood was born in Newport, Monmouthshire on 24 July 1880. A Fitter and Turner by occupation and a member of the 2nd 
Volunteer Battalion South Wales Borderers, he attested for one years' service with the Colours in South Africa, serving there, March- 
August 1901. On 11 July 1904 he enlisted in the Royal Naval Reserve. With the start of the Great War he was called up. He was 
assigned to the armed merchant cruiser H.M.S. Alsatian which formed part of the 10th Cruiser Squadron, being deployed on the 
northern patrol. In the Autumn of 1915 Wood was transferred to H.M.S. Greenfly, one of the 'Fly' Class gunboats in Mesopotamia. The 
vessel formed part of the Tigris Flotilla. In February 1916 he transferred to H.M.S. Stonefly. In July of that year he was admitted to 
hospital suffering from the effects of the heat and was later invalided to India and thence home to England. While on route home he 
contracted malaria. Recovering, he later served at home on the Admiralty whaler Rightwhale. He was discharged on 22 April 1919.

James Griffin was born in Derby on 25 February 1875. A Labourer by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal Marines on 22 September 
1893. On the outbreak of the Great War he was drafted to the cruiser H.M.S. Edgar, August-November 1914. The ship formed part of 
the 10th Cruiser Squadron assigned to the northern patrol. In December 1914 he was transferred to the armed merchant cruiser H.M.S. 
Viknor, again of 10th Cruiser Squadron. On 11 January the ship intercepted the Bergensfjiord which was believed to be carrying 
German citizens. A prize crew was placed aboard her and she was sailed to Kirkwall for further examination. The Viknor meanwhile 
sailed for Liverpool to land her prisoners and re-coal. She was last heard of off the coast of Northern Ireland, and it is surmised that on 
13 January 1915 she struck a mine and was sunk with all hands. Five bodies from the Viknor were washed up on the Irish coast and 
buried in the churchyard of Bonamargie Friary, Ballycastle - that of Private Griffin was the only one which could be identified. He was 
the husband of Mrs L. Griffin, of Queens Gate, South Kensington, London.

Ernest Aldred Lillicrap was born in Devonport on 25 May 1884. A Clerk by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal Navy as a Writer 3rd 
Class on 5 November 1902. He was promoted to Writer 2nd Class in November 1906; Writer 1st Class in November 1910 and Chief 
Writer in November 1914. Served on the battleship H.M.S. Marlborough, June 1914-31 May 1916. He was commended for his good 
services in the action with the German fleet at Jutland, 31 May/1 June 1916 {London Gazette 15 September 1916) - his ship being in 
the thick of the action was hit by a torpedo and damaged. With her speed being reduced she was detached from the fleet and ordered 
home. From 1 June 1916-August 1916 Lillicrap was listed as serving aboard the battleship H.M.S. Royal Oak. With the ship repaired 
Lillicrap returned to the Marlborough, August 1916-January 1917, after which he spent the remainder of the war at H.M.S. Vivid I. 
Awarded the L.S. & G.C. in November 1917. From 1 April 1921 to 20 July 1923 he served on the gunboat H.M.S. Glowworm where he 
probably served as secretary to its commander, Captain Arthur Snagge. In November 1921 the Glowworm and Captain Snagge played 
hosts to Karl and Zita, the deposed Emperor and Empress of Austria, after a failed attempt to win back the twin thrones of Austria and 
Hungary. Lillicrap was appointed a Commissioned Writer in May 1924 and in June 1932 was appointed a Paymaster Lieutenant 
(London Gazette 5 July 1932). In 1934 he was placed on the Retired List {London Gazette 25 May 1934). 

Lillicrap enlisted into the accounts section of the R.A.F.V.R. and on 1 September 1939 he was mobilised and drafted to the Mount 
Batten Station near Plymouth. This section was a base for flying boats and sea rescue launches. He was commissioned into the 
Accountant Branch, R.A.F.V.R. in February 1940 and in June was promoted to Squadron Leader. A little later he was transferred to St. 
Eval on the northern coast of Cornwall and an important Coastal Command base. For his services there he was mentioned in 
despatches {London Gazette 1 January 1942). On 17 January 1942 he was transferred to R.A.F. Tempsford in Bedfordshire - the home 
of 'Special Duty' squadrons - Nos. 138 and 161 which dropped and retrieved agents. On 10 July 1942 he was obliged to relinquish his 
commission on account of ill health. He died at St. Germans, Cornwall in December 1968.

George Whitfield was born on 16 December 1899 and entered the Royal Navy as a Cadet in September 1912. In July 1915 he was 
appointed a Midshipman and posted to the battleship H.M.S. Ganada. He served on board the ship for most of the war and was present 
on her at the battle of Jutland, 31 May 1916. In September 1917 he was appointed an Acting Sub-Lieutenant; he was confirmed in that 
rank in May 1918. In October 1917 he volunteered for the submarine service and in September 1918 he was posted to the submarine 
depot H.M.S. Dolphin. He was promoted to Acting Lieutenant in May 1920 and was later confirmed in that rank, serving on a number 
of submarines, including one of the infamous 'K' Class - K.6, November 1920-May 1922. He was placed on the Retired List in 
November 1922 and promoted to Lieutenant-Commander in October 1927. Whitfield was recalled to active service with the onset of 
the Second World War. Initially he was posted to Gibraltar and commanded the yacht Lorna. In October 1941 he was posted to the 
battleship H.M.S. Queen Elizabeth which formed part of the Mediterranean Fleet. The Queen Elizabeth and her sister ship Valiant were 
both attacked and badly damaged by Italian 'human torpedoes' whilst they were at anchor in Alexandria harbour, 19 December 1941. 
In February 1943 Whitfield was posted to the aircraft carrier H.M.S. Argus and remained with her until the end of the war. He retired 
for a second time in 1945 and died on 19 October 1950.

Fallon died of 
wounds in France on 27 June 1915, aged 32 years, and was buried in the Pont- 
du-Hem Cemetery at La Gorgue, Nord, France and his name is commemorated 
on the Kilmadock Parish War Memorial at Demme. He was the son of Mr & Mrs 
John Fallon, of 20 Balkerach Street, Doune, Perthshire. 

In the death announcement in The Stirling Observer of December 1915, he is 
described as 'an exemplary young man, with a reputation as an amateur 
photographer, possessing certificates for building construction and sanitation and 
noted for the excellence of his work in drawing and painting.'

Battalion Royal Highlanders (Black Watch) on 21 January 1905. He joined the Territorial Force in 1908, his unit becoming the 7th 
(Fifeshire) Battalion (TF) Black Watch (Royal Highlanders). On 1 July 1908 Forker was appointed Piper in the Battalion. With the start of 
the Great War he was mobilized with the 7th Battalion Royal Highlanders and entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 2 May 
1915. The battalion formed part of the 153rd Infantry Brigade in the 51st (Highland) Division. Pipers of the battalion usually served in 
the ranks where they were employed as stretcher bearers and dispatch runners. They were also latterly trained as anti-aircraft Lewis- 
gunners. Piper Forker was appointed unpaid Lance-Corporal on 4 January 1916. On 6 April following he returned home and was 
discharged at St. Andrews on 17 April 1916 on Termination of Engagement'. He was awarded the T.F.E.M. by Army Order 65, of 
Eebruary 1921.

Thomas Nathaniel John Potts was born on 16 December 1883 at Polemidia, Cyprus, the son of Sergeant Instructor of Musketry, later 
Colour-Sergeant Thomas H. Potts, Royal West Kent Regiment. Potts enlisted into the North Staffordshire Regiment as a Band Boy in 
1898. He served in India, initially with the 1st Battalion, later with the 2nd. As a Serjeant he was awarded the Delhi Durbar Medal 
1911 - one of 20 such medals to the regiment. With the start of the Great War, the 2ncl Battalion remained in India, serving on the N. 
W. Erontier. Still there at the end of the war, the battalion served in the Third Afghan War. In Eebruary 1920 they were stationed in 
Cairo, Egypt, before returning home in June 1921. Their stay there was short as they were soon despatched to Ireland to counter the 
troubles there, being based in Counties Tipperary, Tyrone and Londonderry. Potts was discharged as Company Serjeant-Major on 6 
January 1923. During his military career he was awarded the L.S. & G.C. and in 1952 he was awarded the M.S.M. Latterly living at 
Tamworth, he died of heart disease on 21 August 1960.

Alfred John Farrington was bom in Liphook, Hampshire on 24 July 1877. A Labourer by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal Marines 
on 1 June 1896. He was discharged on 10 June 1908 having completed his period of service and enrolled into the R.F.R. With the start 
of the War he was recalled to service. He served on the old pre-dreadnought battleship H.M.S. Jupiter, September 1914-May 1915. 

In January 1915 the Admiralty received a request for assistance from the Russian Government, their icebreaker used to keep open the 
passage to Archangel in the White Sea had broken down. In response the Royal Navy sent out the Tyne Guard Ship H.M.S. Jupiter, an 
old Majestic-class battleship. She departed for Archangel in February 1915, freeing en route a number of vessels stuck in the ice, 
occasionally by using explosive charges. She, too, sometimes became icebound, but still managed to make a major impression on the 
problem, improving the safe passage of numerous vessels, many of them laden with highly important war materials, among them the S. 
S. Thracia. The latter was taken in tow after the use of explosive charges to free her. Throughout these operations it was not unusual for 
the temperature to fall as low as minus 20 degrees, a hard test indeed on the morale and well being of the Jupiter's crew. Her mission 
completed by May 1915, the Tzar expressed his gratitude by the presentation of a variety of Russian Honours and Awards to her crew.

The Great War and Second World War campaign group of seven 
awarded to Captain J. F. Oakley, Merchant Navy, latterly Commodore 
Captain of the Union Castle Fleet: as a young Cadet, just days after 
joining his first ship, he found himself enduring an open boat voyage of 
the most challenging kind

John Frederick Oakley was born at Uppingham, Rutland in May 1901 and joined the Union Castle Line as a Cadet in February 1917, 
when he joined the Alnwick Castle. He was about to endure several days in an open boat. A Dictionary of Disasters at Sea takes up the 
story: 

'On 1 7 March 191 7, Alnwick Castle left Plymouth for Cape Town with 14 passengers and 100 crew and a cargo of silver. On the 18th, 
she picked up 25 survivors from the Ham steamship Trevose which had just been torpedoed by the German submarine U-8/. 

In the morning of the 19th, when 310 miles of the Bishop Rock, Alnwick Castle was herself torpedoed without a warning by the \J-81 
(Oberleutnant zur See Raimund Weisbach). She sank within half an hour, but six lifeboats got away. Two of them were never heard of 
again. 

The Chief Officer's boat, containing 31 persons, drifted nine days before being rescued by Spanish fishing boats and taken into Carino, 
near Cape Ortegal. Ten persons had died, some had lost their reason. 

The Captain's boat had more luck. She was five days adrift and was picked up by the French Fabre liner Venezia. Four persons had 
died from exposure. 

In total, out of 139 persons on board the Alnwick Castle, 40, including three of the crew of the Trevose, had died.' 

Duly recovered from this ordeal, Oakley spent the remainder of the war engaged on trooping duties and, in July 1921, after gaining his 
Second Mate's Certificate, rejoined the Union Castle Line. 

During the Second World War he served as First Officer and Chief Officer of the Cape Town Castle on trooping, until he obtained his 
first command, the Roxbrough Castle, in May 1942. He subsequently held several further wartime commands, mainly cargo ships 
engaged in the meat trade that sailed independently of convoys. 

Post-war, he took command of the passenger liner Carnarvon Castle in 1953 and, in July 1962, while commanding the Windsor Castle, 
he was appointed Commodore Captain of the Union Castle Line. Owing to ongoing ill-health, however, attributed to his experiences in 
the Great War, he was compelled to retire and he died at Ferndown in March 1968; sold with copied research, including the above 
quoted letter.

Commissioned Sea Cadet Lieutenant-Commander in January 1939, he served in the Swansea Division (S.C.C.) for the duration of 
hostilities and appears to have retired in 1953. He then joined the Royal Naval Minewatching Service, afterwards the Royal Naval 
Auxiliary Service - the use of his R.N.V.R. (S.C.C.) rank on his subsequent award Long Service Medal is unusual, the R.N.V.R. having 
been amalgamated with the R.N.R. in 1958.; sold with copied research and correspondence with an ex-member of the Swansea S.C.C., 
who recalls that Roberts departed the Merchant Service on account of a perforated ear drum.

North Africa, 1943; Italy, 1943-45, and Palestine, 1945-46. Makepeace having attained the rank of Company Sergeant-Major was 
commissioned a Lieutenant in January 1941 and later attained the rank of Captain.

Leofric Egerton Thorpe was born on 1 June 1914. He was educated at Bigshotte School and Wrekin College. He enlisted into the Royal 
Corps of Signals at Catterick in February 1934. As a 2nd Lieutenant, his first posting was to 5 Div. Signal Regiment based at 
Scarborough. In September 1936 he was posted to Karachi and in 1939 he was posted to Singapore. He was promoted to Lieutenant in 
1937 {London Gazette 2 February 1937) and Captain in 1942 {London Gazette 3 February 1942). As a Major, he was captured with the 
fall of Singapore on 15 February 1942. He was interned in Changi for six months before being sent to work on the infamous Siam- 
Burma railway. Despite the disease and privations he survived until the Japanese surrender in May 1945. One thing that may have 
helped him was a growing interest in the theatre - he put on numerous plays to entertain his fellow captives. After the war, during his 
rehabilitation, he and a few friends put together a small theatre company, at which time he met his wife to be. In 1954 he attained the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel {London Gazette 26 October 1954) and commanded 3 GHQ Signal Regiment based partly in Egypt and 
partly in Cyprus. Lieutenant-Colonel Thorpe retired in 1958 {London Gazette 3 June 1958) and joined De Haviland Propellers who 
were developing the Blue Streak missile. With its cancellation three years later, he joined GCHQ where he served for fourteen years. 
He died in 2004

In February 1945 he was commissioned a Sub-Lieutenant in the R.N.V.R. and 
remained in the Pacific theatre of war until the end of hostilities and beyond, 
helping in the repatriation of Prisoners-of-War. Returning to the U.K. in late 1945 
he was discharged from military service in May 1946. In June 1946 he joined H. 
M.S. President, London Division of the R.N.V.R. and was promoted to 
Lieutenant, R.N.V.R. by the end of March 1947. 

He transferred to the Sea Cadet Corps as Instructor Officer in July 1965 where he 
remained until his retirement in 1983, being based at the Cadet Training Ship 
Nelson, Riverside Foundry Bridge, Norwich.

John Richard Darby was born at Ludlow, Shropshire in June 1917 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in August 1933. An 
Acting Leading Seaman by the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, he was drafted to the Admiralty requisitioned paddle 
minesweeper Glen Gower, in which capacity he won his first mention in despatches for gallantry off Dunkirk (London Gazette 16 
August 1940, refers). 

The Glen Gower made two trips to Dunkirk, the first of them to La Panne on the last day of May 1940, where she was beached and 
embarked 530 troops before refloating and going alongside Dunkirk pier to collect further evacuees. While there, she was damaged by 
a German shell which pierced the upper deck and killed and wounded troops in the mess deck below - 'thereafter, the ship, the 
approach road and the town were bombed at intervals of 20 minutes, shells falling all round the ship but she was not hit again ... 
Arrived Harwich. Disembarked 800 troops' (her Captain's report, refers). 

On her second trip on 2 June 1940, Glen Gower's C.O., Acting Commander M. A. C. Biddulph, R.N., reported that Dunkirk 'appeared 
an inferno. Huge flames were shooting up from the fires in the town and the noise of gunfire and bursting shells was terrific.' As a 
consequence, he was ordered to take his ship to the beaches at nearby St. Malo, where in fact 'the ship was continually under fire from 
the shore guns and howitzers', but nonetheless came away with 435 troops, including a Brigadier. 
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As it transpired, the Glen Gower was the last vessel to leave St. Malo, when 'sight and hearing were almost overwhelmed by the ruddy 
glow of flames, the flashes of gunfire, the shrieking of shells all around, and the noise of their explosion as they burst.' On reaching 
Harwich, and much to Biddulph's embarrassment, the Brigadier called for three cheers for him and his crew - a compliment quickly 
returned by his ship's company. Biddulph was awarded the D.S.C., two ratings the D.S.M., and two more - including Darby - were 
mentioned in despatches. 

Advanced to Petty Officer in September 1941, Darby won his second "mention" in the H.M.S. Frolic, a ship of the 42nd Minesweeping 
Flotilla based at Flushing and later still at Rosyth {London Gazette 13 June 1946). Frolic had earlier participated in operations off 
Normandy. 

Demobilised in 1947, Darby joined the Fire Service and served in the Shropshire Brigade for 25 years, gaining the L.S. Medal in 
October 1967. He retired in September 1972; sold with copied service record and research, together with a picture post card of the 
Glen Gower.

George Douglas Savage was born on 6 July 1919. He enlisted on 8 April 1940. Trained with 11 O.T.U. and was posted to No. 150 
Squadron in December 1941. Sergeant Savage was flying as Observer, one of a crew of six, in Wellington bomber Z1076, which took 
off from its base at R.A.F. Snaith at 17.36 on 11 February 1942, to carry out a raid on Brest. The aircraft was one of a formation of 
eleven aircraft detailed for the mission. Wellington Z1076 failed to return to base, both it and its crew were lost without trace. Having 
no known grave, his name is commemorated on the Runnymede Memorial and also in the R.A.F. Book of Remembrance in St. Clement 
Danes Church, Strand, London. He was the son of Mr & Mrs G. A. G. Savage, 165 Portland Road, Edgbaston, Birmingham and the wife 
of Peggy Evelyn Jones, whom he married in 1941.

G. A. 'Gerry" Foster commenced his training as Air Observer / Navigator in April 1941, prior to attending No. 42 O.T.U. and being 
posted to No. 13 Squadron, a Blenheim unit operating out of Odiham, in November of the same year. Not having seen operational 
service in the interim, he transferred to No. 296 Squadron, a Whitley unit based at Netheravon, in May 1942. Here, then, the 
commencement of his long association with glider - and paratroop - operations, for No. 296 had been formed direct from the 'Glider 
Exercise Unit' at Ringway earlier in the year. 

"Husky" and "Fustian" 

In the first week of June 1943, No. 296 and related units were detailed to fly 29 Horsas to Froha in North Africa, in readiness for the 
forthcoming Sicily landings, two of the Horsas being lost over the Bay of Biscay. 

On the actual night of the invasion in July 1943, Foster flew in Squadron Leader L. C. Bartram's Albemarle, towing one of numerous 
American supplied Waco Hadrian gliders to Syracuse, most likely with personnel from 1 st Air-Landing Brigade embarked. A few nights 
later, on the 13th, Foster once more flew as Navigator to Bartram, this time delivering paratroops for the attack on Primosole Bridge, 
near Augusta (a.k.a. "Fustian"). 

His skipper having been injured in a road accident in the interim, he next joined Wing Commander D. 1. McMonnies' crew, 296's new 
C.O. They were back on operations on 2 October 1943, when they dropped Captain j. Timothy, M.C., 2nd Parachute Regiment, near 
Pescara, the latter's task being to make contact with Allied P.O.Ws. The mission was a success and he was awarded a Bar to his M.C. 

"Tonga" 

Having returned to Hum in Dorset at the end of 1943, No. 296 commenced training for "Tonga", the airborne element of the 
forthcoming Normandy landings. 

The Squadron subsequently moved to Brize Norton, from whence, at 1300 hours on the night of 5-6 June 1944, one of its Albemarles 
took-off with nine pathfinders from the 22nd Independent Parachute Company, who were to establish and mark DZs for the main force. 
Five minutes later, Wing Commander McMonnies - and Foster - took-off with a Brigadier j. H. N. Poett and fellow troops from 5th 
Parachute Brigade, who they dropped near the River Orne, in support of Major John Howard's force at "Pegasus Bridge". 

Special operations 

At 2320 hours on 7 June, McMonnies and crew once more took-off from Brize Norton, this time carrying members of the 4th S.A.S. 
(French Parachute Battalion), namely one of numerous "Cooney Parties" dropped in the wake of D-Day to carry out sabotage. 

Likewise, Foster participated in 'special operations' to Brittany on 24 and 28 July 1944, to Central France on 25 August, and to S.E. 
Loire on the 27 August, the whole with McMonnies at the helm. Most likely these were a combination of S.O.E. and S.A.S. operations; 
by way of example, two "Jedburgh" teams were dropped over Erance on 25 August, Captain Lewis McDonald leading "Alfred" and 
Captain Michel de Carville leading "Arnold". 

It is worth noting four earlier trips flown by Eoster to Erance, namely those undertaken on 19 Eebruary 1943 - 'Operations - Creney 
Transformer' - likely on behalf of S.O.E. agent Ben Cowburn, who was charged with sabotaging a power plant at Creney, near Troyes; 
also those flown on 3 Eebruary, 4 March and 30 March 1944; so, too, a later trip to Norway on 20 February 1945. 

"Market Carden" and "Varsity" 

In early September 1944, command of 296 Squadron devolved to Wing Commander T. C. Musgrave, O.B.E., D.F.C., who was one of 
the earliest of R.A.F. officers to have worked in conjunction with the Airborne Division. Notwithstanding the loss of a leg in a glider 
accident in North Africa in the previous year, 'the number of lifts he subsequently carried out is scarcely surpassed by anyone' {Lion 
With Blue Wings, refers); well, Foster aside, who now joined his crew for "Market Garden". 

At 1100 hours on 1 7 September 1944, Musgrave's Albermarle departed Manston with a Horsa in tow, one of 25 lifts made by 296 on 
that date; the Squadron returned to Arnhem on the 18th, this time delivering 21 Horsas. 

Then on 25 March 1945, after 296 had re-equipped with Halifaxes and moved to Earls Colne in Essex, Foster took part in his last major 
operation, the crossing of the Rhine, once again with Musgrave at the helm. As related by him above, the flak was impressive, as a 
consequence of which Foster was compelled 'to calculate the return trip navigation in his head.'

Leslie Ronald Read commenced his operational tour as a Rear Gunner in No. 142 Squadron, a Wellington unit operating out of R.A.F. 
Binbrook, in March 1941, his first sortie being flown to Boulogne on the 15th. His pilot was Flight Lieutenant P. E. Dodson, who was to 
be awarded the D.F.C. 

Read subsequently completed 19 further operational sorties in the period leading up to the loss of his aircraft during the 4 000 Bomber 
Raid' on Cologne on the night of 30-31 May 1942. Thus raids on such targets as Berlin, Bremen (twice), Duisberg, Dusseldorf, 
Hamburg and Mannheim; so, too, no less than five additional trips to Cologne. 

In an accompanying application for membership of the Goldfish Club, he states that his aircraft came down in the North Sea, off 
Grimsby in January 1942, after being hit by flak in a strike against Wilhelmshaven; accompanying research does not appear to confirm 
these claims. 

More certain is the fact he took to his parachute on the night of 30-31 May 1942, after his Wellington was hit by flak on returning from 
the '1000 Bomber Raid' on Cologne; a Wellington of No. 25 O.T.U. where he had been attending a gunnery course. Read landed in 
the grounds of a factory at Eindhoven and, after being interrogated in Amsterdam, was sent to Stalag Luft III, afterwards the scene of the 
famous 'Great Escape'.

Jacobus Jonathan Fourie was born at Fauresmith in November 1922 and enlisted in the Union Defence Force in early 1941. Drafted to 
the South African Medical Corps, he witnessed active service in East Africa, Abyssinia and Egypt, including lengthy periods on 
attachment to the R.A.M.C. and Fleet Air Arm - hence his unnamed Africa Star. In August 1943, and probably on account of his time 
with the F.A.A., he transferred to the South African Air Force.

James John Crisp was born in Ealing, London in November 1920 and enlisted in the Royal Fusiliers in September 1938. Advanced to 
Lance-Corporal in April 1941, he was embarked with the 9th Battalion for Iraq, as part of P.A.I. Force, in October 1942, and thence for 
North Africa in March 1943. Next embarked for Italy, he was taken P.O.W. in September of the latter year and ended the War at Stalag 
VIIA in Germany. 

Having been repatriated and discharged to the Reserve in May 1945, Crisp was recalled in August 1950 and posted to the 
Gloucestershire Regiment, with whom he sailed for Korea at the year's end. And he was subsequently present in No. 4 Platoon of 
Major Denis Harding's 'B' Company at the battle of Imjin in April 1951, his good work with grenades on the opening night of the 
action receiving due recognition in published accounts of the battle. 

During the night of 22-23 April 1951, 'B' Company inflicted crushing casualties on Chinese patrols which attempted to take their 
position. Crisp's section wiping out one such patrol with 'a veritable hail of grenades'. By 10.30 on the morning of the 23rd, the 
Company had established itself on the summit of Hill 314. During the day the Chinese 188th and 189th Divisions prepared for a fresh 
attack, the main weight of which fell on 'B' and 'C' Companies. The attack began at 8.30 that evening and for hours wave after wave of 
Chinese troops advanced against the gallant defenders. Each enemy assault was beaten off with increasing difficulty and it eventually 
became apparent that the communist forces were relying on sheer weight of numbers to achieve their objective. Despite enormous 
casualties the Chinese finally overran the two top platoons of 'C' Company. The attack was then intensified against 'B' Company and in 
particular Crisp's No. 4 Platoon, under Lieutenant Geoffrey Costello. Throughout the night this small party occupied an exposed 
position and inflicted enormous casualties on the enemy. Gradually, however, the strength of the Platoon was reduced to fragmented 
pockets of resistance, and only a handful of survivors evaded capture on finally evacuating their positions. 

Crisp was repatriated from japan returning in August 1953, shortly before the announcement of the award of his mention in despatches, 
and was placed back on the Reserve at the year's end.

Paul Lamboit was born in London in 1906, the son of a French father and English mother. Educated in England and France, he found 
employment in the film industry and spent several years as a colour photographic technician with Dufaycolor Inc. in New York, work 
that also took him to Hollywood in California. 

Returning to the U.K. on the advent of hostilities in September 1939, he was commissioned in the R.A.F.V.R. and went to work as a 
Photographic Officer with 'Heston Special Flight' (a.k.a. No. 2 Camouflage Unit), from whence the unit's Spitfires carried out vital 
reconnaissance work. Towards the end of 1940 the unit was renamed No. 1 Photographic Reconnaissance Unit (P.R.U.), and came 
under the command of Wing Commander G. W. Tuttle. 

In 1942, he was posted to No. 2 P.R.U. at Heliopolis, near Cairo and, in the following year, transferred to No. 3 P.R.U. at Calcutta as 
Squadron Photographic Officer. He was mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 1 January 1945, refers) and released in the rank of 
Squadron Leader. After the war Lamboit worked for Kodak and wrote several articles in respect of P.R.U. work for Aeroplane Monthly 
and other publications. He died in 1996, aged 90.

Davis enlisted in the Royal Air Force in September 1942 and trained as a pilot in Canada, returning to the U.K. in August 1944. Having 
then embarked for the Middle East, he attended No. 71 O.T.U. at Ismailia and joined No. 72 Squadron, a Spitfire unit operating out of 
Ravenna, as a Flight Sergeant, in March 1945. 

Thus ensued a flurry of operational activity, namely about 30 sorties before the month's end, the majority of them offensive "Rovers" 
with much bombing and strafing of enemy strongpoints, troops and armour, together with strikes on barges and communications. Flak 
of the 88mm. variety was a constant danger, a case in point being an attack on 50 lorries in the Udine area on the last day of the month 
- 'Cloud less than 2000. Hell. Flak terrific'. 

Davis remained with No. 72 up until the Squadron's disbandment in Austria in 1946, when he returned home. Thereafter, in addition 
to extensive service in Shackletons of 120, 204 and 269 Squadrons in the period 1952-57, he entered the jet age and served as a Flying 
Instructor, having qualified in the latter trade at the Central Flying School in August 1957. He was placed on the Retired List as a Flight 
Lieutenant in the early 1970s.

Robert William Hughes was born in Birmingham in May 1920 and enlisted in the Wiltshire Regiment in August 1938. A member of the 
2nd Battalion, he saw action with the B.E.F. in France in May 1940, in addition to the Madagascar operations of 1942 

Next embarked for the Middle East in June 1943, he was wounded in action in Italy on 3 June 1944 and treated at 158 Field 
Ambulance, prior to being evacuated to a General Hospital. Rejoining his battalion in late 1944, he saw further action in North-West 
Europe from March 1945 and was discharged as a Lance-Corporal to the Royal Army Reserve in July 1946. 

Recalled to the Colours in August 1950, he joined the 1st Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment and was embarked for Korea, where, as 
cited above, he was killed in action at the battle of Imjin on 25 April 1951. 

A member of 'D' Company, under Captain Harvey, he was likely among the 81 men who tried to reach the U.N. rearguard on the 
morning of the 25th. For the first three miles of their journey they managed to avoid contact with the enemy but on reaching a junction 
of two rivers just north of Taechon village, they came under very heavy machine-gun and rifle fire, several casualties being incurred as 
they crossed one of the rivers. Moreover, those in the rear of 'D' Company's column found themselves engaged in hand to hand 
combat. Here, then, the point at which Hughes likely fell in action. 

At length, on reaching a Commonwealth tank unit, the Company came under friendly fire and sustained further casualties. Of Captain 
Harvey's original party of 81 men, 41 reached safety, 16 of whom were wounded. At least ten men were killed in the fighting at 
Taechon village and the remaining 30 were captured; sold with copied service records.

7 could hear and feel the shells bursting around us and even smell the fumes of the exploding shells which burst so close 
that the shrapnel ripped in with an awful twanging sound. I heard someone cry over the intercom "That last one got 
me." Then my intercom went dead. The wire had been cut by a piece of shrapnel ...A short while after I felt a thump on 
my leg and knew I was hit... The [American] M.O. gave us two and half bottles of whiskey between us and we made 
very short work of that - and did I need it. On examination the next day, we counted 188 flak holes and how none of us 
were killed is still a mystery. The skipper received an immediate award of the D.F.C. and he deserved it' 

Sergeant P. A. Anderson, R.A.F., recalls the occasion on which his Halifax of No. 51 Squadron took severe punishment 
over Nordstern one night in September 1944 

An evocative Bomber Command campaign group of three awarded to Sergeant P. A. Anderson, Royal Air Force, who 
completed a busy tour of operations as a Mid-Upper and Rear Gunner in Halifaxes of No. 51 Squadron

Anderson qualified as an Air Gunner at No. 1 A.G.S. Pembrey in December 1943 and commenced his operational tour in No. 51 
Squadron, a Halifax unit operating out of R.A.F. Snaith, in August 1944. He was to serve as both a Mid-Upper and Rear Gunner in 
Flying Officer L. C. Ainsley's crew throughout his tour. 

His early sorties - as described in detail in an accompanying manuscript - largely comprised daylight trips to targets in France, namely 
V. 1 sites and enemy airfields and railway marshalling yards. But German targets also made up 51's operational agenda, the Squadron 
participating in the attack on Homberg on 27 August 1944, the first time Bomber Command had visited the Ruhr by day. As Anderson 
would later recall, 'When we approached the target I could see a huge black cloud of flak bursts. It was really terrifying ... We bombed 
with the second wave ... and then got the hell out of it.' 

It was in the course of 51's next day light operation to Germany on 11 September 1944 - an attack on the plant at Nordstern, near 
Gelsenkirchen - that Anderson was slightly wounded and his Wireless Operator seriously so. As per the above quoted extracts from his 
account of the operation, he and his crew were lucky indeed to make it home, their Halifax's airframe being holed in 188 places. His 
skipper was awarded an immediate D.F.C. {London Gazette 31 October 1944, refers), the recommendation stating: 

'This officer is a most competent pilot and first class captain of aircraft. One night in September 1944, he was detailed for an attack on 
a synthetic oil plant at Nordstern. When nearing the target area the aircraft was hit by anti-aircraft fire and the starboard engine was 
rendered unserviceable. Shortly afterwards the aircraft was hit in the port aileron, making it difficult to steer correctly. In spite of this 
Flying Officer Ainsley continued to the target and bombed it. On the turn for home the bomber was hit once more. The port engine was 
affected and the hydraulic system was put out of action. After crossing the English coast the defective port engine became useless. 
Elight Lieutenant Ainsley thereupon headed for the nearest airfield where he made a safe landing with the undercarriage retracted. This 
officer set a fine example of skill, courage and tenacity.' 

Notwithstanding the momentous events of 11 September, pilot and crew carried out five further sorties before the month's end, namely 
attacks on Kiel and Neuss, and three daylight outings to Erance. Dusseldorf and Bochum followed in November, and Upladen, Cologne 
and Osnabruck in December, Anderson noting in his Elying Log Book that an Me. 110 was beaten off over the latter target on the 5th 
and claimed as a 'Probable'. 

Then in the period January-April 1945, he and his crew carried out another 15 trips to Germany, Cologne and Hamburg being among 
the the targets. Tour-expired - a total of 35 sorties with 78 hours by day and 198 by night - Anderson was posted to a Transport 
Command unit.

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'During the glide-in we met heavy anti-aircraft fire and were hit on a few occasions, resulting in a large area of the 
starboard wing being blown off and damage to the fuselage. At about 500 feet we were the subject of small arms fire 
from the ground gunners. One 20mm. shell entered the cockpit to the left of my legs, the next between my legs - 
causing damage to the control column and myself - and the next one hit my co-pilot's ankle and caused him to collapse. 
Our Army Major, a Scot complete with kilt (Lady from Hell), a Sergeant and four Troopers were also injured. On arrival 
at the Landing Zone we were confronted by further small arms fire and mortars but I managed to apply a bandage to my 
co-pilot's injured ankle while taking refuge under the glider... ' 

Warrant Officer R. J. Blocksidge, Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve, attached Glider Pilot Regiment, recalls his unhappy 
arrival over the Rhine at the controls of a Horsa during Operation "Varsity" in March 1945 

A good Second World War North-West Europe operations campaign group of three awarded to Warrant Officer R. J. 
Blocksidge^ Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve, attached Glider Pilot Regiment, who was mentioned in despatches for 
his gallantry as a Horsa pilot in Operation "Varsity"

Blocksidge, a native of lllogan, Cornwall, commenced his pilot training in Canada in July 1943, where he gained his ''Wings" in 
February 1944. Returning to the U.K., he attended a Glider Pilot's course at R.A.F. Fairford, where he qualified in Horsas, and it was in 
the same capacity that he was actively employed during the crossing of the Rhine - Operation "Varsity" - on 24 March 1945. 

Continuing on from his description of the hot reception afforded his Horsa on its approach and landing on that occasion, Blocksidge 
writes: 

'One of the Troopers drove the jeep forward in the glider but found that the ammo, trailer it should have been towing had been severed 
at the towing bar. The ammo, remained and we never saw the glider that was carrying the 6-pounder gun. Probably it was destroyed on 
the approach. Airborne medics attended to the co-pilot and we left him with them while we escaped with the jeep and proceeded to 
our objective. Later that day, we discovered a wireless set-up in a farm house cellar. We destroyed the radio and captured a senior 
Army Officer and his operators.

Fisher commenced his pilot training at Clewiston, Florida the U.S.A., prior to returning to the U.K. in March 1944. 

In January 1945, he reported to No. 15 Squadron, a Lancaster unit operating out of R.A.F. Mildenhall, and it was in this capacity that he 
completed 23 operational sorties in the period leading up to V.E. Day. Thus a spate of attacks on German targets - including Bremen, 
Cologne, Dortmund Duisburg, Kiel and Munich - sometimes with resultant damage. Thus Flying Log Book entries referring to his 
Lancaster's starboard outer engine being shot up over Gelsenkirchen in a day light raid on 22 February and again over Koln in another 
day light outing on 2 March - 'badly hit and holed'. He remained on the strength of No. 15 until July 1946.

His first 
posting was to Degkil, South Selangor, where he quickly earned the confidence of the local populace and operated with considerable 
success against the terrorists. In May 1950, he was posted to Johore where his exploits in the remote jungle posts of South Pahang 
earned him his C.P.M. and a Commissioner's letter of Commendation. 

It was on returning from leave in May 1952 that he was allocated to No. 20 E.j.C., the unit in which he spent many months in the deep 
jungle in anticipation of winning over the local aboriginal population. And he was likewise employed at the time of his death in 
December 1953.

Division, he was deployed on D-Day 6 June 1944. Ele was posted missing on the same date and was confirmed as a P.O.W. a few 
weeks later. On his liberation and repatriation from Stalag IVB in late April 1945, he was admitted to Botley's Park War Hospital. 

Remaining in the Army after the War, Parkes was advanced to Sergeant and witnessed active service in 9 A/B Squadron R.E. in 
Palestine from September 1946 until being invalided home in April 1948 (Medal & clasp); so, too, in Malaya in the period July 1951 to 
November 1953 (clasp), latterly as a member of the Malayan Scouts (afterwards 22 Special Air Service Regiment).

Promoted to Ordinary Seaman in August 1922 and to Able 
Seaman in December 1923. Appointed to Acting Leading Seaman in June 1932 when on the battleship H.M.S. Warspite and was 
confirmed in that rank in June 1933 when on the cruiser H.M.S. Hawkins. He attained the rank of Petty Officer in July 1937 when 
based at Victory I. During the early years of the war he served on the cruiser H.M.S. Berwick. Served on the battleship H.M.S. Barham 
from 29 November 1940.

Stephen May Speare was bom in St. Germans, Cornwall on 26 August 1904. On 23 January 1925 he enlisted in the Royal Navy as a 
Sick Berth Attendant. In September that same year he changed his trade and became an Officers' Steward 4th Class. Appointed Steward 
in October 1931 and Leading Steward in September 1933. Served on the battlecruiser H.M.S. Renown, August 1939-August 1940, 
being awarded the L.S. & G.C. in January 1940. His ship served in the Norwegian campaign and was in action with the German 
battlecruisers Scharnhorst and Gneisenau. He then served on the destroyer H.M.S. Isis in the Mediterranean before proceeding to the 
Far East in October 1941. There he had the great fortune to be drafted onto the submarine depot ship H.M.S. Lucia, January 1942, 
which sailed from Singapore before the surrender to the Japanese.

Joseph Charles Sydney Bell was born in Devonport on 29 November 1907. He enlisted into the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on 29 
May 1924 and was advanced to Boy 1st Class in January 1925. He was promoted to Ordinary Seaman in November 1925 when 
serving on the battleship H.M.S. Valiant and Able Seaman in March 1927 when serving on the submarine depot ship H.M.S. 
Maidstone. Serving on the light cruiser H.M.S. Delhi, October 1934-March 1937, he was promoted to Leading Seaman in May 1935; 
Acting Petty Officer in January 1936 and confirmed in that rank in January 1937. During this time, the ship was deployed off Spain at 
the time of the Spanish Civil War and was once straddled by aerial bombs and on another by gunfire from the Nationalist cruiser 
Canarias. The ship was later deployed off the coast of Palestine in support of military operations there and Bell was awarded the Naval

Bell then served on the aircraft carrier H.M.S. Hermes, July 1938-January 1942, being awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in November 
1940 and being promoted to Chief Petty Officer in March 1941. In Eebruary 1942 he was advanced to the warrant rank of Acting 
Gunner and was later confirmed in that rank, serving mainly at or on Defiance, Eaglet and Richmond. He was appointed Gunner to the 
destroyer H.M.S. Comet in May 1945 and in September 1946 was granted the rank of Acting Commissioned Gunner and later Acting 
Commissioned Electrical Officer on the ship.

Charles George Glover was born in Weymouth, Dorset on 24 November 1909 and enlisted into the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on 
13 May 1926, being advanced to Boy 1 st Class in January 1926. He was promoted to Ordinary Seaman in November 1927 when on H. 
M.S. Durban and to Able Seaman in May 1929 when at Vivid I. Before the war he served on a number of ships including the aircraft 
carrier H.M.S. Eagle, May 1929-July 1931 and the battleship H.M.S. Rodney, April 1932-August 1934. On the outbreak of war he was 
serving on the destroyer H.M.S. Brazen, January 1939-June 1940 and took part in the Norwegian campaign. On 15 April 1940, she and 
another destroyer sank the German submarine U-49 near Harstad. Able Seaman Glover joined the cruiser H.M.S. Neptune in April 
1941. 

In May 1941 the ship escorted the Victorious and King George V in the hunt for the Bismarck, she later served extensively in the 
Mediterranean. She formed part of Eorce K, a force of cruisers and destroyers used to disrupt Axis supply lines from Italy to North 
Africa. In the early hours of 19 December 1941, Neptune was the lead ship of a squadron attempting to intercept an Italian convoy 
when she blundered into a minefield, striking three in quick succession. Two other cruisers, Aurora and Penelope also struck mines. 
The destroyer Kandahar was despatched to take the Neptune in tow but she too hit a mine. The Neptune then hit a fourth mine and 
quickly sank. Of her complement of 47 officers and 719 ratings, very few were saved. 

Able Seaman Glover having no grave is commemorated on the Plymouth Memorial. He was the son of Mr & Mrs George Glover and 
husband of Mary Glover, of Stonehouse, Plymouth.

He enlisted into the Southern Rhodesian Forces in June 1940 and was posted to the Corps of Instructors, Rhodesia 
Regiment with the rank of Sergeant, and thence to the Rhodesia African Rifles at Salisbury. In June 1941 he embarked for East Africa 
and served in 1/C Battery, Southern Rhodesia Artillery, prior to transferring to the Somaliland Gendarmerie in late 1942 and the Union 
Defence Force in September 1943, serving as an Acting W.O. Class 2 in 1944. Post-war Hearn was commissioned into the Southern 
Rhodesia Armoured Car Regiment and commanded 'C' Squadron in the rank of Captain at Gwelo until his retirement due to ill-health 
in 1953.

John Allison Carr, who was born in Leyton, East London in August 1914 and attended Walthamstow Technical College, enlisted in the 
R.A.S.C. in March 1940. 

Commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in December 1942 {London Gazette 5 February 1943, refers), he served in North Africa from january- 
june 1943 and subsequently Tor three years in Ceylon and later transferred to the N.A.A.F.I. (the Expeditionary Forces Institute) and was 
promoted to Captain' (a local newspaper feature, refers). 

It was in this latter capacity that he was embarked for Palestine in March 1946, where, as cited above, he was killed in the terrorist 
attack on the Goldsmith Officer's Club in Jerusalem on 1 March 1947; some sources state that he died of wounds at the local British 
Military Hospital on the same date. 

The following extract has been taken from the official report of H.Q. British Troops Palestine: 

'Undoubtedly in reprisal for the incident when the S.S. Ulna carrying illegal immigrants ran aground at Haifa on 28 February 1947, 
IRGUN and STERN carried out a series of outrages throughout Palestine on the 1-2 March 1947. The most serious of these was the 
attack on the Officer's Club in Jerusalem. 

At approximately 1542 (sic) on 1 March 1947 light automatic fire was directed at the gardens on the Goldsmith Officer's Club in King 
George V Avenue. The fire was observed to be coming from the following areas - from behind the low wall of the house opposite the 
Yeshurum Synagogue, from the grounds of the Jewish Agency, from the porch of the Yeshurum Synagogue, the alley beside Pikovsky's 
Printing Press and an identified location east of the Goldsmith Club in the area of Bezalel Street. At about 1525 a truck drove down 
Keren Kayemeth Street across King George V Avenue and drove straight through the entrance in the wire surrounding the Goldsmith 
Club. 1 South Lancashire Regiment guards challenged the truck and were fired on sustaining several casualties. As soon as the truck 
stopped, four thugs descended. One of the thugs placed a phosphorous bomb alongside the Guard Tent, another thug was seen to 
throw a suitcase through a side window of the club. Some unidentified objects were also placed against the side of the building. The 
thugs then ran off in the direction of the Mamillah Cemetery. 

At about 1530 there was a big explosion which destroyed the south end of the building, which collapsed burying a number of 
occupants. Whilst the truck was driving through the wire a Police truck was travelling north along King George V Avenue and was 
caught in the cross fire between 1 South Lancs, and the attackers. One British Clerical Officer was killed and three British Police 
Officers injured. The attackers were estimated at 20 in number, including those giving covering fire. The truck used in the incident had 
been stolen in Tel Aviv that morning. Rescue operations started immediately and R.E. detachments under the command of 65 Field 
Company R.E. were called to help. The work proceeded all through the night and all casualties were evacuated. The casualties were as 
follows: 

2 officers (Major G. T. Widgery, R.E. and Captain J. A. Carr, R.A.S.C.) and 1 other rank killed (Pte. A. Kenyon, 1st Battalion, South 
Lancashire Regiment), 1 British Clerical Officer killed and 9 non-British civilians killed. 5 British officers wounded, 1 British Police 
Officer wounded, 2 British other ranks wounded, 2 British Constables wounded 2 T.A.C. Constables wounded, 1 British and 5 non- 
British civilians wounded. At 1900 a Curfew was imposed on the Jewish area of Jerusalem and at 0800 on 2 March 1947 Martial Law 
was imposed on a part of the Jewish area in the North of the city.' 

Carr, a useful cricketer and talented musician, left a widow, Joan, and a three year old son, David. He was buried in Ramleh War 
Cemetery; sold with copied research.

Commissioned 2nd Lieutenant on 
gaining his 'Wings' in March 1943, he was posted to the Mediterranean Air Force in December 1944 and flew operationally in 
Baltimores of No. 15 (S.A.A.F.) in Italy in April-May 1945. He was released in the rank of Lieutenant in September 1945 but remained 
on the Reserve of S.A.A.F. Officers until the 1950s.

Herbert Kynaston Hudson was born in September 1864, the son of Edward Taylor Hudson, a clerk in holy orders, and Sarah Ann Fraser 
Hudson. He was baptised at St. Nicholas Cole Abbey in the City of London by a close friend of the family, the Rev. Herbert Kynaston - 
his Christian and surname taken as the child's two Christian names. 

He was educated at St. Pauls and Oxford University, taking a B.A. in 1890 and M.A. in 1893. Hudson was ordained a Priest in St. 
Albans in 1894 and served as Curate of St. John's Forest Gate, 1893-95. He then became a Chaplain in Stratford East and in 1899 was 
given his first parish as Vicar of St. Nicholas at Berden, Essex. It was there that Rev. Hudson became a cornerstone of village life. 

It is recorded that: 'The Rev. Herbert Kynaston Hudson made a huge impact on village life, and his re-introduction of the miracle play 
and election of a boy bishop made national headlines in the Daily Mirror in 1935. The First World War was a time of great sadness for 
the Reverent Hudson, just before hostilities broke out, he lost his wife Caroline. ... At the end of the war, several of his 'Boy Bishops' 
had been killed, .... The Reverend Hudson also took [the children] sightseeing. Berden Choir Boys were taken by trap to Bishop's 
Stortford and then took the train to Southend. The Reverend Hudson was also known to award stamps at Sunday School, and on Good 
Friday he would take all the children to Battles Wood where they would collect primroses and wild daffodils [to decorate the pulpit]. 

Reverend Hudson also set up the Berden Fire Brigade following a large number of uncontrollable fires in the village at the start of his 
tenure and actually built the fire engine himself! - however, it was reported to have been too big to get out of the garage so adjustments 
had to be made and walls taken down to get it out. Six men supported him as volunteer crew and it was commended by the local fire 
brigade. 

...The Reverend Hudson eventually remarried. She happened to be the school mistress, Miss Bonnett, who he had met during his 
weekly visits to the school. 

His interests ranged from photography to astronomy - he built a stargazing hut in the vicarage garden. He was known to play the organ 
and lead the service and on some occasions rang three bells at once, two with his hands and one with a piece of string tied to his foot.' 

Rev. Hudson retired and left Berden in 1937. He was awarded the honorary life membership medal of the N.F.B.A. in 1942. He passed 
away in October 1949, aged 85 years.

The Hon. Gwendolen Mary Constable-Maxwell was born on 11 January 1877, the eldest daughter of the 14th Baron Merries (created, 
Scotland 1489) and the Hon. Angela Mary Charlotte Fitzalan-Howard. She succeeded her father to the title as 12th Lady Merries of 
Terregles in 1908. In 1904 she married, as his second wife, her first cousin once removed, Henry Fitzalan-Howard, the 15th Duke of 
Norfolk, K.G., P.C., J.P., and had a son, Bernard Marmaduke, who succeeded as the 16th Duke upon the death of his father in 1917, 
and three daughters. 

At the time of her marriage a correspondent of the Sussex Daily News wrote: 'There is something very attractive about the young 
Duchess. She has the rare quality of grace and charm and a magnetic personality that draws all hearts towards her... her eyes, dark and 
heavy lidded give her somewhat the look of a mystic and a dreamer. She is very musical and her training of the choir in the little chapel 
attached to Everingham, the home of her happy girlhood, speaks volumes for her ability as an organist. At Everingham she is adored." 

During the 1914-18 War their London home, Norfolk House in St James' Square, was given over to the Royal Club for Ladies from 
Beyond Sea, under whose auspices thousands of overseas ladies who engaged in nursing and other war work in this country were 
received and entertained there. 


The Duchess showed an active interest in such causes as the Duke of Norfolk's own Cadet Corps in the East End of London, the Life- 
Boat service, the Royal Sussex County Hospital (of which she became President in 1929), the Territorial Nurses Association, the Red 
Cross Society, work among poor boys in South London, Infant Welfare Centres and other organisations. 

Now and again she proved a gracious hostess on a grand scale, as when she gave a garden party at Arundel to all the Roman Catholic 
bishops in England, or entertained the whole town of Arundel to tea to celebrate the Peace in 1918. She was probably awarded the 
Belgian Queen Elizabeth Medal for receiving Belgian refugees at Arundel Castle during the war. The 15th Duke was president of the 
Belgian Refugees Committee after the German invasion of Belgium in 1914, and Arundel Castle was used as a convalescent hospital for 
wounded soldiers. 


She served with the British Red Cross Society from March 1915 to December 1918, as Commandant of V.A.D. 122, the detachment 
started by the Duchess in March 1911, and in which she continued to serve after the war. She was awarded the Voluntary Medical 
Service Medal in April 1932, and subsequent clasps in 1929, 1934, 1939 and 1944. 

The Duchess, who was also President of the Sussex Red Cross, died on 28 August 1945. Sold with a file of research.

Stanley Douglas Hill was born in Penge, London on 27 October 1917. A Motor Driver by occupation, living with his wife at 210 
Kennington Lane, London, S.E.ll, he enlisted into the Bedfordshire & Hertfordshire Regiment at London on 21 September 1938. His 
service with the regiment during the Second World War was one of repeatedly being absent without leave. Despite these desertions, his 
one medal for the war is confirmed as the War Medal 1939-45. After service in India during 1947 he was discharged in 1948. He was 
recalled to the Colours in September 1950 and served with the 1st Battalion Gloucestershire Regiment in Korea from 12 October 1950. 
Hill was captured at the battle of Imjin in April 1951 and was held as a prisoner-of-war until 15 September 1953. Returning home, he 
was discharged to Class 'Z' Reserve on 10 February 1954.

'As the Squadron Helicopter Instructor Lieutenant Ogston has consistently set an outstanding example to the other pilots by his 
exceptional skill, determination and bravery. 

Twice recently he has made perilous trips under adverse conditions in order to evacuate to hospital grievously injured casualties. 

On the night of 21 February 1965 Lieutenant Ogston was the pilot of a helicopter which was sent to evacuate an Arab of the Federal 
National Guard who had been badly injured in an ambush. The 80 mile return journey was made in complete darkness entailing 
landing among the mountains at Habilayn by the light of vehicle headlights. 

On the night of 12 April 1965 Lieutenant Ogston was again the pilot of a helicopter which went to evacuate two British Territorial 
Army soldiers who had been critically injured in an attack on their camp at Al Milah. It was imperative that they be moved to hospital 
without delay. After a 30 mile journey in the dark above a layer of cloud, Ogston located the camp and descended through a hole in 
the cloud to land by the light of hand torches. 

The accomplishment of such a journey was an incredible feat of navigation and airmanship made possible only by the pilot's skill and 
complete disregard for his own safety. 

By his bravery he has saved three lives and given an immense boost to the morale of the comrades of the injured.' 

For these services Ogston was also appointed a Member of the Order of South Arabia on 1 7 February 1966. 

Thomas Matthew Ogston was born at Stratfield-Saye, Basingstoke, Hampshire in June 1925 and originally enlisted in the Royal 
Engineers as a boy recruit in June 1939. 

Transferring to the Glider Pilot Regiment in February 1945, he served with 'G' Squadron, 1 Wing in Palestine and Egypt, from March 
1946 to May 1947, and in Germany during the Berlin Airlift in 1949. His next overseas assignment was in Korea from February 1954 to 
December 1956, with 1913 Independent Light Liaison Flight, R.A.F., and later with 1 st Commonwealth Division Light Liaison Section 

Having then attended 12 Helicopter Course at Middle Wallop in February 1960, he served in Aden with 3 Wing, Army Air Corps 1963 
-65, in which period, as cited, he undertook a number of daring flights to evacuate wounded personnel. His flight to Al Milah, near the 
Yemen frontier, on the night of 12 April 1965, followed an attack on the base occupied by 131 Independent Commando Squadron, 
Royal Engineers. Two N.C.Os were killed outright and the R.M.O. - Major C. M. Samuel - won an M.B.E. for tending under fire the two 
wounded men who Ogston eventually evacuated. 

Ogston, a 'strong personality' and blessed with much charm, was subsequently attached to the Sultan of Oman's Forces and retired in 
October 1969. He died in August 1989; sold with copied service records. 
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A poignant campaign group of three awarded to Captain P. W. Hunt, Intelligence Corps, late Royal Ulster Rifles, who 
was killed in action in Malaya on 29 April 1952 when the Land Rover in which he was travelling was ambushed by six 
enemy bandits

Peter William Hunt was born in Belfast in May 1926 and originally enlisted in the Queen's Regiment in October 1944, direct from his 
studies at the University of London. As per his attestation papers, he had earlier served in the Ulster Home Guard. Subsequently 
commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Ulster Rifles in April 1946, he served as a Platoon Commander in the 1st Battalion in 
Palestine prior to returning to the U.K. in early 1948. Later in the same year - in September - he transferred to the Intelligence Corps in 
the rank of Lieutenant, in which capacity he attended a Short Interrogation Course and was embarked for Malaya in the summer of 
1950. Tragically, however, as detailed in a security forces intelligence summary, he was shot dead by bandits on 29 April 1952, while 
serving as a Captain in the north of the country: 

The Intelligence Officer of North Malaya Sub-District [Hunt] was killed when at least six armed bandits ambushed the Land Rover in 
which he, a British W.O. and four Tamil civilians were travelling between Maxwell Hill and Taiping. Two Tamil civilians were also 
killed and the W.O. and the other two Tamil civilians were wounded. The bandits had obviously been lying in wait for the officer and 
had felled a tree across the road which stopped the vehicle.' 

Hunt left a widow, Frances, whom he had married in Singapore in January 1952. He was buried in Kamunting Road Christian 
Cemetery, Taiping; sold with copied service records.

William Ernest Lloyd, the brother of Squadron Leader T. W. Tommy' Lloyd, D.S.O., was mentioned in despatches while serving in the 
rank of Flying Officer {London Gazette 1 January 1942, refers). He was a co-executor to his brother's Will, when the latter was killed in 
a flying accident in February 1944. 

Thomas Williams Lloyd served with the 4th Battalion, King's Liverpool Regiment, in France from March 1915, where he was wounded. 
Afterwards he was appointed Adjutant to a unit of 2,000 Royal Engineers at Liphook for six months, before he joined the mission that 
evacuated the Serbian Army from Albania to Salonika. 

He then spent a year in Mesopotamia as personal assistant to General Grey, who ran river transport, and worked out the scheme on 
which the advance to Baghdad was based. His subsequent award of the D.S.O. was gazetted to him as a Captain (Acting Major), 
Liverpool Regiment, Special Reserve, employed Royal Engineers, and was the only award listed under the heading, 'For distinguished 
services rendered with the British Forces on the Mediterranean Line of Communications' {London Gazette 3 June 1918, refers); he was 
also twice mentioned in despatches {London Gazettes 15 August 191 7 and 7 October 1918, refer). 

Towards the end of the war he was transferred to Italy for service in transportation and, after the Armistice, was one of a mission of 
three officers sent by the War Office to report on communications in Hungary and the Adriatic Ports. 

On the renewal of hostilities, 'Tommy' Lloyd was commissioned into the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve, and served as the 
Intelligence Officer at Woodhall Spa, an appointment that witnessed him acting as 1.0. to Guy Gibson's newly formed 'Squadron X', 
soon to be retitled No. 617 "Dambuster" Squadron. By all accounts, including Paul Brickhill's best-selling history, Lloyd was a popular 
squadron personality and patently a first hand witness to the the momentous events of May 1943, not least when he debriefed the 
returning "Dambusters". 

Gibson, too, mentions him several times in his classic memoir Enemy Coast Ahead, on one occasion for coming up with the idea of 
marking targets with incendiaries dropped by crack Beaufighter or Mosquito crews - 'their job would be to go in at dusk, just before the 
main force was due, and drop coloured incendiaries on the factory itself. These could be seen from high up and the boys of the main 
force would be able to do steady bombing runs which would plaster the area with cookies.' Gibson countered Lloyd's suggestion with 
the heavy loss likely to be suffered by the marking force, but noticed that the idea went down well with others, among them 'Hoppy' 
Hopgood. 

Sadly, as recounted by Paul Brickhill, 'Tommy' Lloyd was killed in a flying accident on 13 February 1944: 

'About the same time the rest of the squadron was landing at Ford in thick weather. Tommy Lloyd, Woodhall Intelligence Officer, had 
flown to Ford and de-briefed them, and then the weather worsened and it looked as though they were stranded for a while. [Squadron 
Leader Bill] Suggitt thought he could make it to Woodhall Spa all right and offered a seat in his aircraft to Lloyd, a gallant and revered 
World War I veteran. The immaculate Lloyd accepted but insisted on having a shave before take-off. A little later, spruce and 
monocled, he climbed into "j jug" with Suggitt, and five minutes later the aircraft flew into a hill and everyone was killed instantly 
except Bill Suggitt, who lingered for a couple of days before he died.' 

Their Lancaster had hit a tree atop Littleton Down, the highest point on the South Downs in Sussex, and instantly spun into the ground. 
A local farmer found Bill Suggitt strapped in his seat shouting "Turn the engines off," but he lost consciousness shortly afterwards. 
Another crew member was Guy Gibson's Flight Engineer from the Dams Raid, John Pulford, D.F.M. 

Five days later, Wing Commander Cheshire, commanding No. 61 7 Squadron, wrote to Lloyd's widow: 

'Dear Mrs. Lloyd, 

I have very much wanted to call on you and speak to you in person. Since I have been unable to leave the Station, I am taking this 
opportunity of writing to you. 

Your husband was killed while flying from Ford, in Sussex, back to this Station. He had been down there with the Squadron, as was his 
usual custom, and having finished his work down there, was on his way back with us. The pilot was a Canadian called Suggitt, an 
experienced Captain with 64 operations to his credit. I regret to say that they crashed into a hill while flying in cloud. The whole crew 
died instantly except Suggitt, who, although unconscious, remained alive for two days. 

Your husband had been with this Squadron ever since it first formed, and wherever the Squadron went, he went too. He looked after us 
not only as an Intelligence Officer, but also as a friend, and I don't think that any loss could mean more to us than his. I know there is 
little I can say that will help you or ease your burden, but I would at least like to tell you something of the influence that Tommy had on 
all of us. He was somehow a man to whom you could always turn in trouble, and a man who always did so much to make our life 
happier and more comfortable. 

Wherever I may go, I know that I shall meet no-one more tolerant or unselfish, and on behalf of everyone here, as well as myself, I 
would like to extend to you my great appreciation and gratefulness for all that he did for us, and for the personal sacrifices that he so 
often made. I would like to extend to you my deepest and most profound sympathy.

Gordon Hugh Boothroyd was born in Birkenhead, Cheshire, on 26 November 1931. Employed as a Deckhand, he enlisted into the 
Army as a National Serviceman at Oswestry on 13 April 1950. With the Royal Artillery, he served in Hong Kong, August 1950-October 
1951 and Korea, November 1951-March 1952. In Korea he served with 14 Field Regiment R.A. Returning home, he re-enlisted on 5 
May 1952 and was attached to the 18 Medium Regiment R.A. He re-enlisted in the Royal Engineers for 22 years on 2 February 1953. 
During the following years he served variously in Japan, Korea and Hong Kong. He also served on 'Special Duty' on Christmas Island, 
25 May-21 November 1957. As such he was present on the island during 'Operation Grapple X', 8 November 1957, when Britain 
tested a 1.8 megaton hydrogen bomb - the bomb being air dropped with a high air burst over the ocean to the south of the island. He 
again served on Christmas Island, 26 September 1959-7 April 1960, following a further five nuclear tests in the 'Grapple' series. 
Attaining the rank of Corporal in May 1958, Boothroyd purchased his discharge in September 1962.

Peter Bruce de Trafford Rooke was born in Tilford, Surrey in January 1930 and was educated at St. Bede's School, Eastbourne and at 
Wellington College. Enlisting in the Scots Guards in March 1948, he was subsequently appointed a cadet at the R.M.A. Sandhurst from 
whence he was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the King's Own Scottish Borderers. 

By the time of his deployment to Korea, he was serving as C.O. of the 1 st Battalion's Mortar Platoon, and it was in that capacity that he 
fought in the 'Gunpowder Plot' battle in Korea on 4 November 1951, when, as cited, he and and his men fired some 4,000 rounds in 
just four hours. Mentioned in despatches and advanced to Lieutenant in December of the same year, he was subsequently wounded in 
operations on 22 March 1952. 

Next actively employed in Malaya 1955-59, onetime as A.D.C. to the G.O.C.-in-C. and Director of Emergency Operations, he was 
advanced to Captain and was attached to the Sultan of Oman's Forces in the mid-1960s; so, too, present in the Borneo operations of 
1965 on rejoining the 1 st Battalion, K.O.S.B. 

Having then been attached to the Trucial Oman Scouts, Rooke served in the 1st Battalion, Gordon Highlanders up until being placed 
on the Retired List as a Major in August 1971. He died in February 1991.

William John McCarthy was born in Saltash, Cornwall on 14 July 1925. Enlisted as a Boy Soldier on a nine year engagement with the 
Duke of Cornwall's Light Infantry on 21 Eebruary 1940. Transferred to the Durham Light Infantry in April 1944. Entered Normandy on 
8 June 1944 and served in N.W. Europe until 15 July 1944. Returning to that theatre of war with the 9th Battalion Durham Light 
Infantry on 1 November 1944, he was wounded in action in January 1945 - with a bullet passing through his left upper arm. McCarthy 
was reported missing in action on 21 January 1945 but after a short sojourn as a guest of the enemy, was reported as being in allied 
hands on 26 April 1945, after which he was posted home. He returned to N.W. Europe, January-October 1946 and was then posted to 
EARELE, May 1947-April 1950. McCarthy was transferred from the 2nd Battalion Durham Light Infantry to the 2nd Battalion King's 
Own Yorkshire Light Infantry in January 1948 and was promoted to Acting Sergeant in January 1949 when with the 1st Battalion K.O.Y. 
L.l. He then served with the 1st Battalion Somerset Light Infantry in the BAOR, January-October 1951. Posted then to Hong Kong in 
December 1951, he served in Korea with the 1st Battalion King's Shropshire Light Infantry, March-July 1952, arriving back in England 
in October 1952.

We came across another position of trenches which had once been occupied 
by Argentines. There were no longer any dead men - just department store dummies. We began to jump from trench to 
trench looking for things: pistols, night sights, food, whatever. We came across a large groundsheet. One of us grabbed 
the corner and pulled at it to see what it was covering. It was covering dead men. Some of our dead men. One of them 
was Colonel Jones. We couldn't believe it... Colonel Jones was smiling. I saw many dead men on the Falkland Islands 
but Colonel Jones was the only one that I ever saw who was smiling. As I looked at him I wondered about who or what 
he was thinking of, as he drew his last breath, that made him in death appear so happy. I remember thinking that I was 
glad that he appeared to have died a happy man. Someone asked did we know that Colonel Jones was an exceptionally 
wealthy man. I said I didn't, someone else said that they did and if they were that rich there was no way in the world 
that they would put 8,000 miles between them and their bank accounts ... '

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Ken Tuke' Lukowiak was born in 1959 and joined the Parachute Regiment in the summer of 1979. Of his subsequent experiences in 
Northern Ireland, he later wrote: 

The papers used words like 'cowardly' and 'incompetent' to describe the I.R.A. We couldn't afford such illusions. By the early Eighties, 
the I.R.A. knew everything there was to know about the construction, planting and detonation of bombs. And, after more than ten years 
of watching, they also knew everything about us. So we tried to keep our timings and our actions as varied as possible; tried not to 
cross a hedge at the same point twice, or stop for a fag break where others had stopped. But Forkhill was a small place with only so 
many routes around and through it. And we knew it. So we touched nothing. And we opened nothing. But we still got killed. A Private 
from D Company was blown up in a barn, and a Sergeant from B Company was killed by a bomb on the outskirts of the village. That 
brought the total lost on the tour to 20. Two years later, we fought two battles in the Falklands and lost only - although that can never 
be the right word - 18 men.' 

In respect of those experiences in the Falklands, the following passages have been extracted from A Soldier's Song. 

Goose Green 

'I joined the Parachute Regiment in the summer of 1979, though for some reason nearly three years went by before I realised it. My 
moment of realisation was brought about by the exploding of an artillery shell on the Falkland Islands. I looked up from the piece of 
ground that I was trying to dissolve into and took in the surrounding scene. I saw lots of people dressed exactly like me. Then another 
shell impacted, this time in the distance. The ground exploded. Bits of soil and grass blew skywards, leaving a puff of white smoke in 
their wake. As I took all of this in, it hit me like a brick. "Oh shit," I said, "I'm in the Army." ' 

' ... As I lay against the hedge I was willing my body to dissolve into the ground, I could not move, I did not want to move, I also did 
not wish to remain where I was. I didn't know what I wanted. Except for two things: I knew I wanted the Argentine sniper to die and I 
knew I wanted the Argentine mortar crew to die. The sooner the better ... Someone called out: "If I'd known I was going to do this 
much lying down I would have brought a fucking pillow." We all laughed. I still laugh at this - it still seems funny.' 

' ... The shelling increased, I could hear in the distance the sound of approaching jets. We were told they were Harriers. As the jets flew 
directly overhead the day exploded into sound. Once again everything turned to slow motion. I felt a sharp pain in my back. It hurt so 
much that it didn't. I was lifted into the air; I felt as though I was hovering. I screamed aloud: "I've been hit. I've been hit." I fell to the 
ground and reached my hand behind my back. I found myself breathing heavily. My back felt very warm. I was convinced I was 
bleeding. I twisted my head to look over my shoulder, I could see smoke rising from my back. I found my mind pulling itself back from 
complete panic. In seconds I told myself that I was still breathing, that my heart was still beating, that I would live ... Someone was 
holding my hand. I could hear two voices saying, "It's all right Luke, it's all right." It was Jed and the Mortar Officer, Captain Tonks. Jed 
rolled me over on my stomach. Suddenly he pulled me back around on to my back. In his hand he held a small metal disc. He said it 
was this that had hit me. Then he hit me - but not very hard. My screams had scared the shit out of all around me. The small metal disc 
had once been part of a Blowpipe missile. On hitting me it had cut through my back webbing strap plus five layers of clothing and left 
me with a small nick that it would have been over the top to have put a plaster on.' 

' ... More time passed, once again slowly, then a message was shouted that the Argies were jacking ... The soldiers of the other trenches 
that made up our position were now all out of their holes. They were also smiling. They were all laughing. A radio operator shouted out 
that the Argentines wanted to parade and sing their National Anthem before they surrendered. I said to Bill that I'd go and fucking sing 
it with them, if it would help them to surrender.' 

Fitzroy 

'The helicopter landed and three men jumped out, a General, the General's adjutant and a radio operator... The General then asked if I 
liked the Falkland Islands and was I enjoying it here? I've been asked a few stupid questions in my time, but this was Number One, it 
really took the biscuit... My mind pieced together a suitable reply before my lips did. 

"Well, sir. I'm 8,000 miles from home, in a place that has already proved itself to be the arsehole of the earth. Four of my friends are 
dead, I'm up to my neck in shit, mud and water, the killing is still going on and just to top it off really nicely it's started to snow. How 
the fuck do you think I feel, shit for brains?" 

Mindful of an earlier encounter with a General in Northern Ireland, as a result of which he had received the full attention of the R.S.M., 
Lukowiak in fact replied that he was fine, and honoured to be on the Islands serving his country. He was, nonetheless, much amused 
by a comrade's observation as the General's helicopter took-off: "Where the fuck's the Argentine Air Force when you need the 
bastards?" 

Wireless Ridge 

'The Argentine shelling increased, although most of it was landing quite a distance away from us. Then one barrage landed close. Very 
close. With every explosion I found myself flinching. Frank, who was lying beside me, had a go at me for my flinching - he said my 
nervousness was making him nervous. I asked was he sure it was me? Was he sure that the exploding shells had nothing to do with it? 
Our silent mortar line opened fire. I couldn't believe the noise. It pierced my brain. It left my ears and my head physically hurting. I had 
never been that close to a firing mortar line before and as I was a good fifty yards away from it I wondered how it felt for the mortar 
crews who were stood right on it. I had the thought that they were sure to be very deaf in later years. Eventually the firing stopped. My 
ears still rang but I was able to fall into sleep.' 

' ... We left the headless, legless Argentines and made our way round the position of trenches they had lost their lives defending. There 
were many other twisted corpses scattered around, littering the ground. Once again we were struck by how young most of them 
appeared. By this time we had become reasonably proficient at diagnosing cause of death and as we inspected various dead people we 
drew the conclusion that none of them had died from gunshot wounds - they had all been killed by artillery fire. The conscripts' fear 
and inexperience had pulled them from their holes, when their best bet would have been to stay put. This was of course easy for us to 
say - but not so easy for them to do. 

In one of the trenches there was a dirty green blanket - it moved. Yank and I jumped back and at the same time cocked our weapons. 
Out from under the blanket appeared an Argentine soldier. He had not noticed our presence. He got to his feet, stretched out his arms 
and let out a big yawn. He had obviously just woken up. He finished yawning, opened his eyes and finally noticed us. 

"Hello," I said. 

Seems ridiculous now, but that is what I said. Yank said that the Royal Artillery was going to be well pissed off with this one should 
they ever find out that he had slept through their biggest artillery barrage since Korea. 

With our machine-guns, we gestured for the Argentine to climb from his trench. Yank covered him with his weapon and I gave him a 
quick body search. As I searched him I told our prisoner that the war was over. "The war. Finite," I said.' 

His comrade having departed the scene with the Argentine prisoner, Lukowiak continued searching the enemy positions: 

'I looked across the plateau and saw another trench. I approached it from the side. Crouched in the trench was a figure in grey. I saw 
him. He saw me. He held a rifle. I moved my first finger on my right hand. Bullets left the end of my machine-gun. They hit the figure 
in grey. They impacted into his chest and threw him back against the side of the trench. Grey turned to red. He slid to the ground ... 
Today, ten years on with the war long gone, I am left with lots of don't knows. I don't understand the logic of the world that I live in. 
The only thing that I do know, and I really do know this, is that I have two sons. One who carries my blood and one who does not. 
Blood is not important. I never want my sons to have to go to war and I never want my sons to take another human life. I don't want 
yours to either.' 

Ken Lukowiak left the army in 1984. The success of A Soldier's Song, published in 1992, led to two separate and successful theatrical 
productions. He has since written for many publications, including the Guardian and the Mail on Sunday, and for B.B.C. Radio 4. 
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A notable Falklands War campaign group of three awarded to Sergeant (later Lieutenant) 1. D. Fisk, Royal Marines, 
who was mentioned in despatches for gallantry whilst serving as Missile/Gun Director aboard H.M.S. Yarmouth^ when 
during repeated Argentine air attacks 'his efforts were rewarded by at least two confirmed kills'

'During the period of the Falklands conflict. Sergeant Fisk served as Missile/Gun Director (Visual) in H.M.S. Yarmouth. In the period 
prior to hostilities he used considerable initiative to acquire and mount extra close range Anti-Aircraft weapons on the upper deck and 
trained crews to use them. During hostilities and, in particular, during amphibious operations in San Carlos Water the days following 
(21 May-2 June), the ship came under numerous air attacks. 

Throughout these attacks Sergeant Fisk conducted the close range Air defence of the ship from his exposed position on the G.D.P. with 
exceptional vigour, courage and leadership. His efforts were rewarded by at least two confirmed kills and several other aircraft were 
damaged or deterred by close range weapons. Throughout long periods of less immediate danger, but often in appalling weather, 
between late April and late June he sustained the morale and vigilance of his lookouts and weapon crews in their exposed positions. 

Although no single act of gallantry or leadership can be cited. Sergeant Fisk's stamina, courage and leadership made a major 
contribution to the effectiveness of the ship over a prolonged period and are worthy of recognition.' 

A further endorsement on his recommendation - signed by Admiral j. D. E. Fieldhouse - states: 

'Sergeant Fisk showed outstanding courage, resource and leadership during repeated air attacks. He is recommended for the award of a 
Mention in Despatches.' 

Ian David Fisk joined H.M.S. Yarmouth in August 1981 and had been serving in the Royal Marines for 12 years at the time of being 
recommended for his "Mention" in June 1982. 

The Yarmouth was a Type 12 Rothsay Class Frigate and steamed almost 40,000 miles in the period April-july 1982, often in atrocious 
conditions. She arrived off the Falklands in late April and quickly saw action. 

When on 4 May Sheffield was hit by an Exocet missile. Arrow and Yarmouth having narrowly been missed by a second missile, went to 
her aid. While Arrow was fighting the fire, Yarmouth fought off a possible submarine attack. She then joined Arrow alongside Sheffield 
and fought the fire until the destroyer was abandoned and the survivors were taken off. Eor the next four days of foggy weather 
Yarmouth remained with the carrier group, before being despatched to take the still floating Sheffield in tow. She went along side the 
stricken ship in the early hours of 9 May and passed a tow. Eor twenty-nine hours Sheffield, with her White Ensign still flying, was 
towed much of the time in daylight and within range of enemy aircraft until, as the wind increased to gale force, the towed ship heeled 
over and, at 7a.m. on 10 May, sank. Yarmouth headed back towards the Task Eorce. 

A week of storms followed and Yarmouth the oldest escort ship in the Tank Eorce rode out the weather with no damage despite her 
twenty-two years. On 19 May, the amphibious landing group arrived, joined the Task Eorce and headed West to the Ealkland 
Sound. The amphibious landing took place in the early hours of the 21 May in San Carlos Water. Yarmouth's task was to provide anti¬ 
submarine and anti-air Protection. Throughout the bright, sunny day she patrolled in Ealkland Sound as enemy Mirage and A4 aircraft 
attacked both the landing area in San Carlos Water and the ships protecting the landing force. During one such attack in the afternoon. 
Ardent was hit and set on fire. Shortly afterwards a wave of Skyhawks again attacked Ardent which immediately began to list and to 
burn more fiercely. Yarmouth went to her aid and took off the ship's company as the fire spread towards the magazines. She then 
headed for San Carlos Water where she transferred Ardent's crew to the Canberra before resuming her patrol in the Sound. 

The next ten days saw Yarmouth in San Carlos Water by day and leaving at dusk each night to carry out a variety of tasks including 
shore bombardment, anti-submarine patrols, covert operations and escorting merchant ships to and from the landing area. Each 
morning at dawn she returned to San Carlos Water to provide anti-aircraft protection for the landing ships. This was a particularly 
testing, time for the two hundred and fifty men onboard as they spent the daylight hours at Action Stations, subject to frequent air 
attacks, and with little time for sleep at night. Many ships present at that time suffered damage from air attacks and only the 
concentrated fire of Yarmouth's 4.5, inch and 20mm. guns, Seacat missile and small arms kept the enemy aircraft at bay. 

After this testing period, Yarmouth sailed East to the repair area and spent two days with a repair ship where she carried out essential 
maintenance before rejoining the Task Eorce. Most nights during the following week 6-13 June the ship was involved in bombarding 
enemy positions to the West of Port Stanley with her 4.5 inch guns. During the conflict she fired well over a thousand rounds, some 
thirty-two tons of shells. The ship's machinery performed marvellously as Yarmouth dashed nearly two hundred miles each way to and 
from the Islands at high speed to carry out the bombardment by night and arrive back with the battle group to replenish fuel and 
ammunition before heading inshore once more.On one such mission the ship encountered a small coaster packed with Gurkhas and 
essential supplies, immobilised by a rope around her propeller and prey for enemy aircraft. Yarmouth's diving team freed her screws, 
and the vessel was able to proceed to Goose Green. On another night the frigate stood by and provided firefighting and medical aid to 
the Glamorgan when the destroyer was hit by an Exocet missile fired from shore near Port Stanley. 

After Port Stanley had been re-taken, Yarmouth was despatched to South Georgia, an island of glaciers and icebergs, and from there to 
Southern Thule to join Endurance and enforce the surrender of the Argentine contingent there. She later took the prisoners of war from 
South Georgia to Port Stanley. 

On 7 July, after several more days patrolling with the Battle Group, she began her eight thousand mile voyage home in company with 
Exeter and Gardiff. Apart from invincible she was the last of the original Task Eorce to leave the area.

Alan Howard Webber was born in Cardiff on 29 May 1931. Apprenticed with the British Tanker Company in 1947, he gained his 
Master's Certificate in 1956, he was first appointed a Master of the Liberian registered M.T. Okene in 1974. Appointed a Captain in the 
Australian Regular Army in September 1965, he served with the Movement Control Group. In October 1965 he was appointed to the 
32nd Small Ships Squadron employed in the movement of supplies and personnel in Australian and New Guinea waters. On 26 June 
1966 he embarked from Sydney to Manus Island on the Army Vessel 1356 Clive Steel, and thence to Vung Tau, South Vietnam, 
arriving 15 July 1966.

John William Freese joined the army as a Cadet in 1785 and was appointed 
Ensign in the Madras Artillery on 7 December of that year; Lieutenant, 11 August 
1792; Captain, 1 March 1800; Major, 21 September 1804; Lieutenant-Colonel, 
19 July 1809; Colonel 1 May 1821. 

After the capture of Seringapatam Captain Freese was appointed Commissary of 
Stores at Seringapatam. It is believed that at this time Wellesley (later the Duke of 
Wellington) had an affair with Freese's 'very young and rather pretty' wife, 
Isabella. She gave birth to a son on 7 July 1802, who was quite possibly 
Wellesley's, and who was christened Arthur, with Wellesley being made his 
godfather. The affair seemingly ended with warm feelings on both sides and, 
despite his marriage Wellington kept a portrait of Mrs Freese, and saw no reason 
to hide it away. 

Colonel Freese died on 25 July 1825, at sea on board the E.I.C.S. Duke of York, 
off Sambelang Islands, in the Straits of Malacca.

John Prince entered the Navy on 30 May 1800, as a Volunteer, on board the 
Ariadne 20, Captain James Bradley, with whom, on removing as Midshipman in 
the following August to the Andromeda frigate, he sailed for the West Indies. On 
leaving the Andromeda, which ship had been latterly commanded by Captain 
Edward Durnford King, he joined, in October 1801, the Magnanime, Captain 
Taylor, and in the early part of the ensuing year returned to England. Between 
February 1802 and the date of his promotion to the rank of Lieutenant, 7 
November 1807, he served on board the Amphion 32, Captains Richard Henry 
Alexander Bennett, Alexander Fraser, and Thomas Masterman Hardy, Africaine 
38, Captain Thomas Manby, and Resolution 74, Captain George Burlton. The 
Africaine, after having been for about two years employed in blockading two 
French frigates lying at Helvoetsluys, and for several months off the Texel, 
proceeded with convoy to the West Indies, where, prior to her return with the 
homeward-bound trade, she suffered severely from the yellow fever. Soon after 
his promotion Mr. Prince joined the Forester sloop, Captain Richards, stationed 
in the North Sea. In December 1807 he went back to the Resolution, and in 1809 
he served with the flotilla during the operations in the Scheldt. Between February 
1810 and September 1815 he was employed on the Mediterranean and on the 
West India and Home stations in the Rodney 74 and Ville de Paris 110, both 
commanded by Captain Burlton, Rodney again, Captain E. D. King, Leonidas 38, 
Captains George Frances Seymour and William King, and Nautilus 18, Captain 
William Bradley. He was promoted to Commander on 16 October 1841. 

Commander Prince married Isabella, youngest daughter of the late Sheldon 
Cradock, Esq., of Hartforth, co. York, and sister of the present Sheldon Cradock, 
Esq., of Hartforth, Colonel of the North York Militia, and M.P. for Camelford in 
1830.

Lewis Moore Bennett joined the 4th Foot as Ensign on 25 February 1808, and was promoted to Lieutenant in May 1809. He served 
with the l/4th in the Peninsula and was present at the siege of Badajoz, after which he served with the 2/4th at the battle of Salamanca 
through until January 1813, when he returned to his original battalion until the end of the war. He was also present in the retreat from 
Burgos, at Villa Muriel and at Bayonne, where he was wounded in the leg. 

Bennett subsequently served with the 1st Battalion in North America where he fought at Bladensburg and witnessed the destruction of 
Washington. Writing to his brother in Dublin, Bennett describes what took place: 

7 am Just returned with the Army after destroying Washington. We disembarked on the 19th August and advanced on the Mons Road 
to Marlborough, without meeting any opposition from that place to Bladensburg, where we found the enemy had taken up their 
position, which was situated at the other side of the village. As soon as our Advanced Guard, which consisted of half of our Light 
Company and a company of the 85th Regt, made their appearance they opened a heavy fire of artillery and musquetry which 
completely raked the road. We advanced with about 200 men to feel our way with Col. Thornton of the 85th, one of the bravest 
soldiers I ever met, he was severely wounded. 

In a few minutes, however, we had got on their flanks and kept up a heavy fire of musquetry from our Light Company which formed 
the Brigade and which Major Jones, a Captain of our regiment had got the command. In a short time the 85th Regiment, which is a 
Light Regiment, came into action with our Regiment. The Americans lay on top of a hill until the two Regiments advanced and then 
opened one of the most tremendous volleys of musquetry and artillery that can possibly be imagined. In a few minutes they gave way 
and ran in every direction never firing a single shot until they got beyond Washington. 

After our men rested themselves and interred the brave officers which fell, they advanced to Washington, and just as it got dark, the 
advance which I was with entered the city; there was a house standing just on the left as you entered the city which was full of men, 
and on our approach they fired on us, but fortunately did not do any damage, but killed the Genera/s horse under him. We soon put 
them to flight and instantly set fire to the house; the advance went on with the General and set fire to all the public buildings. 

We remained there all the next day, as the Main Body of our Army made a movement out of the town and took up a position. We (the 
Light Brigade) advanced up towards St George's and the inhabitants of Washington were sure we were going to proceed to George's 
Town, the inhabitants of which sent in a deputation offering to give up the town if we would spare their houses, which the General 
made them believe until it got almost dark, and then we were to follow the Main Body which went off long before from the position 
outside the town of Bladensburg. 

The enemy had nine pieces of artillery and ten thousand men. Our loss has been trifling, eight officers wounded and one killed out of 
the regiment, with seventy-nine men killed and wounded.' 

The 'Account of Gaptain Bennett 4th Foot' was published in the Royal United Services Institute 'Military Extracts', Volume 11. 


Lieutenant Bennett commanded the column of the Light Companies of the 4th, 21st and 44th Regiments in the advance to, and attack 
on. Mobile in February 1815: Their march was tiring, for a succession of low ridges sparsely covered with pine trees ran lengthways 
towards the fort and the soil was sandy. The advance of the two regiments [the 44th being held in reserve] was discovered by a look¬ 
out man posted at the top of the fort [Fort Bowyer] and the garrison opened fire, causing one or two casualties, whereupon the infantry 
fell back until the artillery could be landed and the way made for an assault. They broke ground on the evening of the 9th and mounted 
guns on the sandhills the next day, at the same time bringing the 44th Regiment up to the siege and landing the 85th in its rear to act as 
a reserve. On the 11th, the approaches having been carried to within forty yards of the ditch, Major-General Lambert summoned the 
officer commanding to surrender, which he did, after some hesitation, at four o'clock. The garrison was allowed to remain in the fort 
until the next morning, but the Light Company of the King's Own occupied the gate with orders to rush in in case of alarm. Lieutenant 
Bennett, whose distinguished conduct was mentioned in the official dispatch, was sent into the fort as a hostage, and he afterwards 
reported that the American governor and several of the officers were on the alert the whole night looking up the bay, and he fully 
believed that they were expecting the arrival of a relief. Indeed a force of about a thousand men from Mobile landed on the 12th and 
advanced towards the fort, but it was too late and, when they learnt that the garrison had marched out that morning, they retreated. 
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The garrison of three hundred odd men was accompanied by twenty women and sixteen children, ''all very dirty and, both in dress and 
appearance, much like the Spaniards". They laid down their arms on the glacis and surrendered two stands of Colours which were 
taken into the custody of the King's Own. This was the last action of the war, for the next day intelligence of peace arrived from 
England.' 

The following two extracts are taken from Major-General Lambert's despatch, dated Head Quarters, Isle Dauphine, February 14th, 
1815: 

'At daylight the next morning the troops got into the boats and six hundred men were landed, under Lieut. Col. Debbeig of the 44th 
without opposition, who immediately threw out the light companies under Lieut. Bennett of the 4th regiment to cover the landing of the 
brigade... 

I cannot close this dispatch without naming to your Lordship again Lieut. Cols. Dickson Royal Artillery & Burgoyne Royal Engineers who 
displayed their usual zeal and abilities; and Lieut. Bennett of the 4th who commanded the light companies and pushed up close to the 
enemy's works.' 


Bennett was promoted Captain in August 1820 and placed on half-pay the following month. He transferred to the half-pay of the 90th 
Foot in 1823, was made Brevet Major in the 64th Foot in 1830, and retired in 1840. He was later a j.P. and D.L. for Caernarvonshire, 
and died on 4 February 1850.

Charles Walker served a year as an Ensign in the 37th Foot prior to his appointment as a Lieutenant in the Kildare Militia, in which 
regiment he served from 1800 to 1806. He was appointed to the 5th Dragoon Guards as a Cornet on 1 January 1807, without 
purchase, and was promoted to Lieutenant in December 1810, Captain in May 1817, and to Major in July 1823. He served with the 
regiment in the Peninsula from September 1811 to April 1814. 

Walker was severely wounded in the famous charge of the 5th Dragoon Guards at Llerena (also known as the battle of Villagarcia after 
the village nearby) on 11 April 1812, when, after a forced march of 60 miles, the regiment attacked a force three times its number of 
French cavalry, and, in company with the Light Brigade, put them to flight. The only officers wounded were Major Prescott and 
Lieutenant Walker of the 5th Dragoon Guards but only Walker received the M.G.S. medal. He consequently missed the battle of 
Salamanca but had rejoined the regiment in time to take part in the battles of Vittoria and Toulouse, at which last battle the 5th 
Dragoon Guards were instrumental in saving the Portuguese guns from capture. He retired as a Major in April 1826 and died at 
Aldringham, Suffolk, on 18 September 1859, aged 72. Buried in St Andrew's Church, Aldringham - chest tomb with inscription. 

Llerena 

On the evening of 10 April 1811, General Cotton climbed the steeple of a church in Bienvenida. He knew that the French were 
occupying Llerena and saw that there were considerable numbers of French cavalry five miles closer to him near the village of 
Villagarcia. Cotton decided that he should attempt to trap the French cavalry with his superior forces. During the night he despatched 
Ponsonby with the 12th and 14th Light Dragoons to probe the Villagarcia area, whilst Le Marchant was sent on a circuitous march to 
get on the French left flank and, it was hoped, cut off their retreat. Slade was also instructed to concentrate his brigade on Bienvenida, 
though he seems to have been tardy in moving. Cotton retained the 16th Light Dragoons as a reserve. At some time during the night 
Cotton realised that Ponsonby's force might alert the French before Le Marchant was within striking distance and despatched an aide- 
de-camp with orders to halt tbe light cavalry; unfortunately the order arrived too late. 

Two squadrons of the British light cavalry had forced the French vedettes out of the village of Villagarcia but, around dawn, had run 
into the full force of the French cavalry and were then chased back. Ponsonby subsequently found his two regiments faced by the three 
strong regiments under Lallemand and had to make a controlled withdrawal whilst skirmishing against heavy odds. 

Following his orders, Le Marchant had moved his brigade though the night over tortuous terrain for a considerable distance. Coming 
down from rugged hills bordering the plain where the action was fought Le Marchant and the 5th Dragoon Guards had pulled 
considerably ahead of the other two regiments of the brigade. Le Marchant noticed, looking through the trees of the wood his men 
were moving through, that French cavalry, drawn up in two deep columns of squadrons, were pushing the six squadrons of light 
dragoons back towards a narrow ravine flanked by stone walls. Le Marchant realised that an immediate charge was needed before 
Ponsonby's squadrons were forced into the congested and broken ground to their rear. 

Lallemand, it is recorded, caught a glimpse of red-coated figures in the woods to his left and rode to alert General Peyremmont, who 
was leading the 2nd Hussars. Peyremmont scorned Lallemand's concerns, saying that the British dragoons were probably a small 
detachment who had lost their way. 

At this point the advantage that the French had enjoyed in the action was suddenly reversed. Le Marchant led his dragoon guards out of 
the woods and they formed their ranks whilst accelerating into the charge. The 5th Dragoon Guards attacked with their squadrons in 
echelon, their left refused, and struck the deep and exposed left flank of the French formation to considerable effect. Simultaneously 
with Le Marchant's charge the 16th Light Dragoons, led by Cotton, appeared to Ponsonby's right-rear; they jumped a stone wall in line, 
and also charged. The French cavalry were thrown into instant confusion and were swiftly broken. 

The British pursuit, continuing to inflict casualties and take prisoners, was conducted all the way back to the walls of Llerena where the 
bulk of D'Erlon's force was concentrated. The French rallied briefly at a ditch halfway to Llerena, but they were outflanked by the 16th 
Light Dragoons and were forced into flight once more. A few hours later the French abandoned Llerena and continued their retreat out 
of Extremadura.

James Johnstone Cochrane was the son of Hon. John Cochrane, 3rd surviving son 
of Thomas Cochrane, 8th Earl of Dundonald. He was first commissioned as an 
Ensign in the 8th West India Regiment and thence into the 3rd Foot Guards on 26 
December 1799, and served with the regiment in the expedition to Egypt in 
1801. The regiment was the first to land on the invasion beaches at Aboukir Bay 
in March 1801 and suffered heavy casualties. He was promoted to Lieutenant in 
January 1804 and, in 1809, served on the staff of the Severn District as Brigade 
Major to General Champagne, and took part in the Walcheren expedition later 
that year. He served in the Peninsula from October 1810 and was present at the 
battle of Euentes D'Onor and the siege of Ciudad Rodrigo. He returned home in 
April 1812 and was promoted to Captain & Lieutenant-Colonel in December of 
the same year, and to Major & Colonel in July 1821. He retired as Lieutenant- 
Colonel in 1827 and died at Bathford, near Bath, on 24 January 1852, aged 70.

Edward Wolfe was commissioned as Lieutenant in the 28th Foot on 9 January 
1806, and became Captain on 9 September 1813. He served with the 2/28th in 
the Peninsula from July 1809 to June 1810, and with the l/28th from September 
to November 1810, and from December 1811 to April 1814. He was present at 
Tarifa, Almaraz, Vittoria, Nivelle and Nive, was severely wounded at Vittoria, 21 
June 1813, and again severely wounded at the battle of the Nive (or St Pierre), 13 
December 1813. 

On 23 May 1845 Captain Wolfe was appointed to the full pay of the 77th Foot, 
from half-pay 28th Foot, and retired by the sale of his commission the same day. 
The same gazette announced his brevet of Major in the Army, dated 10 January 
1837. 

Together with an old printed statement of financial accounts, The Report of the 
Committee of the Forenaghts Cavalry, appointed to examine the accounts of the 
Corps, Dublin 1803, with mentions of Colonel John Wolfe, Captain Theobold 
Wolfe, and Captain John Wolfe, jun. As a result of the Irish Rebellion of 1798, 
members of the Forenaghts Cavalry were left with debts of some £33 1 Os each.

Henry Douglas Donevan was appointed an Ensign in the Tower Hamlets Militia 
in 1811, aged 19 years. After some disagreement at home, he obtained leave of 
absence in early 1813 and left for Lisbon with his brother, Captain Charles 
Donevan, 27th Regiment, who was at the time attached to the Spanish Army. 
(Later killed in action at Bayonne). Originally employed in training Spanish 
troops, he was soon attached to the 48th Regiment and served as A.D.C. to 
General Anson during the battle of the Pyrenees. At the battle Donevan tells of 
his Colonel being 'shot through the body by my side' and that he 'recommended 
me personally to Lord Wellington', and that 'Capt. Eitzclarence, his Lordship's 
ADC congratulated me the next day on my good conduct I was promoted to an 
Ensigncy that Gazette and continued with (48th) Regt in the subsequent actions.' 


Gazetted on 25 August 1813, Ensign Donevan took part in the attack on St. 
Sebastian (just 1 7 clasps to the regiment) and at the battles of Nivelle and Orthes. 
Staying with the 48th Regiment until well into 1816, he is later shown in the 
Army List as a Lieutenant of the 9th Regiment, on Half Pay from Eebruary 1817. 
After marrying, Donevan had two daughters and three sons. Two of the sons 
went to America in the 1850's, and one became a Colonel in the Confederate 
Army during the Civil War. Lieutenant Donevan died in Cardiff on 22 May 1863, 
aged 69 years.

Joseph Bowlby was born at Houghton-le-Spring, Co. Durham, on 20 December 
1797, and was appointed Ensign in the 14th Eoot on 2 November 1814. He was 
present at the battle of Waterloo 18 June 1815, and the campaign in Erance 
1815, under the command of His Grace the Duke of Wellington; and also at the 
storming of Cambrai under the command of Lt-General Sir Charles Colville. 
Bowlby transferred, as Lieutenant, to the 53rd Eoot in 1822, to the 6th Eoot in 
1824, and to the 90th Eoot in April 1825. He became Captain in the 90th Eoot 
on 26 December 1826, and served abroad in the Ionian Islands 1816-1818 and 
1828 to December 1829, and in the East Indies 1819-1823. On its voyage home 
from the Ionian Islands in December 1829, one wing of the regiment, under the 
command of Captain Bowlby, was shipwrecked on the coast of Sicily, owing to 
misconduct of the crew of the hired transport in which it was embarked. Thanks 
to the indefatigable exertions of the officers and men of the 90th, all the baggage 
and public stores were saved. It is interesting to note that for 10 years, from 1829 
to 1838, Captain Bowlby was the only officer in the 90th to wear a medal for war 
service. He died unmarried on 16 March 1838.

Thomas Aubrey Sinclair was born in 1796/7, the son of Lieutenant-General 
Patrick Sinclair, of Lybster, Caithness, and younger brother of Lieutenant Temple 
Frederick Sinclair, 2/44th Foot, who was severely wounded at the storming of 
Badajoz, 6 April 1812, and taken prisoner at Bergen-op-Zoom in 1814. In 
seeking an appointment to the 44th Foot in March 1815, he wrote in a letter from 
Ostende to General Sir Harry Calvert: 'I beg leave now to say that I am with the 
44th Regt. in which my brother is a Lieutenant & that if as I hope there will be a 
campaign on the frontiers of this country this summer, I intend to join the Regt. as 
a Volunteer. I have written my father not to purchase an Ensigncy, there being 5 
or 6 vacancies without purchase in the 44th, to one of which thro' your goodness 
and the recommendation of the commanding officer I may perhaps have the 
fortune to be appointed. At all events I expect to have the honour of bearing arms 
with the regiment & would prefer remaining with it as a Volunteer when there is 
a prospect of service, to purchasing an Ensigncy in a regiment at home.' 

Thus it was that the plucky Sinclair was appointed Ensign, from Volunteer, in the 
2nd Battalion 44th Foot, on 4 May 1815, becoming the battalion's junior Ensign. 
Of the eight Ensigns present with the battalion at Waterloo, six were to become 
casualties, five on the 16th at Quatre Bras and one on the 18th, thus presumably 
leaving the colours to be carried by the only two remaining Ensigns - Dunlevie 
and Sinclair. The battalion was disbanded in February 1816 and Sinclair was 
placed on half-pay on 25 March of that year. He later became a Stipendiary 
Magistrate at Granada, Spain, where he died unmarried. 

Sold with research. 
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'This was the officer who, when the 52nd were pursuing the French at Vera about two years before [in October, 1813], 
went over a short mountain path with Sir John Colborne and four soldiers and rushed down on to the road into the 
middle of the 9th French Light infantry and summoned them to surrender, which those who were cut off did, to the 
number of two or three hundred. This officer. Lieutenant Cargii, received on the spot and tucked under his arm the 
swords of fourteen of the French officers. 1 have recently heard it mentioned as fact that one of these officers, having 
hesitated to deliver up his sword, Cargii struck him a blow in his face with his fist which made his mouth bleed and had 
the effect of making him tractable. In these days such acts of daring would be deservedly rewarded by the grant of the 
Victoria Cross.' 

Ensign William Leeke, who carried the 52nd's Colours during the battle at Vera in October 1813, recalls CargiLs 
gallantry in Lord Seaton's Regiment at Waterloo 

The outstanding Waterloo Medal awarded to Lieutenant J. S. Cargii, 52nd Light Infantry, who had an unfortunate 
encounter with the Duke of Wellington soon after the above described events at Vera in October 1813: described by 
Sir Harry Smith as a 'manly, rough young subaltern' and by another fellow officer - Charles Kinloch - as 'a tall, good 
looking, rattling, harum scarum, devil-may-care, sort of fellow', he ended his career in disgrace in Paris in 1816, 
where he 'took to drinking very hard during the winter months and got into several very ugly scrapes'

James Stewart Cargii was born at Dunkeld, Perthshire, in January 1795 and was appointed Ensign in the 52nd Foot on 23 June 1812, 
aged 18. Promoted to Lieutenant in April 1813, the same month in which he embarked for the Peninsula, he went on to witness 
extensive action, being present at San Milan, Vittoria, the Bidassoa, the Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, Orthes, Tarbes and Toulouse. 

Encounter with the Duke of Wellington 

It was in the Pyrenees, during the aforementioned action at Vera on 7 October 1813, that he came to prominence, his deeds passing 
into regimental folklore. Yet, as related many years later in Sir Harry Smith's autobiography - he was serving as Colborne's Brigade 
Major in 1813 - an unfortunate encounter with the Duke of Wellington followed hot on the heels of his 'receiving on the spot the 
swords of fourteen French officers': 

'The prisoners [taken at Vera] were sent to the rear (what became of their arms I never knew) under the charge of Lieutenant Cargii, of 
the 52nd Regiment, a manly, rough young subaltern, who on his march, just at dusk, met the Duke, who says, "Halloa, sir, where did 
you get these fellows." "In France. Colonel Colborne's Brigade took them." "How the devil do you know it was France?". "Because I 
saw a lot of our fellows coming into the column just before I left with pigs and poultry, which we had not on the Spanish side." The 
Duke turned hastily away without saying a word. The next morning Mr. Cargii reported this to Colonel Colborne, whom I hardly ever 
saw so angry. "Why, Mr. Cargii, you were not such a blockhead as to tell the Duke that, were you?" In very broad Scotch, "What for 
no? It was fact as death." It did not escape the Duke, who spoke to Colborne, saying, "Though your Brigade have even more than 
usually distinguished themselves, we must respect the property of the country." "I am fully aware of it my lord, and can rely upon the 
discipline of my soldiers, but your lordship well knows in the very heat of action a little irregularity will occur." "Ah, ah!" says my lord, 
"Stop it in future, Colborne." Nor had his Grace cause to complain of us.' 

To half-pay in disgrace 

Having then fought with the regiment at Waterloo, Cargii marched with it to Paris where it was to serve with the Army of Occupation. 
Unfortunately, his time in Paris lasted but a year. Captain Charles Kinloch takes up the story in a letter home: 

'Another countryman of ours has been playing the devil here. Jack Cargii, took to drinking very hard during the winter months and got 
into several very ugly scrapes; at last about a fortnight ago when in his cups one morning as usual he fired at a countryman with ball, & 
played of several tricks of the same description, in consequence he leaves the Regiment immediately. I only mention this that you may 
not be too civil to him if he comes across you, at the same time should be sorry to have it be made public, as he may mend though I 
have great doubts.' 

The 52nd at the time of his being placed on half-pay in the summer of 1816 was commanded by Charles Rowan, Colborne having 
departed on a tour of Europe with his wife. In his article, 'Lieutenant James Stewart Cargii, 52nd Light Infantry: The Story Behind a 
Waterloo Medal' (see The Waterloo Journal, Vol. 35, No. 1, Spring 2013), Andrew Browning discusses the consequences of Cargil's fall 
from grace; by way of example Colborne later credited the removal of the French officers' swords at Vera to his own servant, further 
stating that it was he - a man by the name of Macurrie - who met the Duke on making his way to the rear. Had Cargil's bravery at Vera 
been erased from history owing to his conduct in Paris? 

It seems likely, since much of the remainder of his life is shrouded in mystery; perhaps indicative of the fact that - as Kinloch had feared 
- he did not recover from his downfall. 

Cargii did submit a statement of services, dated at Monte Video on 8 January 1830, in which he noted that during the last five years he 
had been generally resident 'in the Brazils and other parts of S. America' but was now 'Desirous of service'. He had married at Perth on 
15 June 1823, Helen Simpson, and they had a daughter Louisa Stewart, born in April 1824. Cargill died at Perth in 1833, aged 38 
years; sold with copied research and The Waterloo Journal, Vol. 35, No. 1, Spring 2013 edition.

James Kerr was born in the Parish of Desercreate, Cookstown, County Tyrone. He 
was a labourer by trade when he enlisted into the 89th Foot at Monymore, 
County Derry, on 14 February 1807, aged 15 years. He was taken on to the 
men's establishment as Private from 14 February 1810, and served with the 
regiment in the East Indies from 10 February 1810 until 22 August 1818. He was 
promoted to Corporal in October 1813 and to Sergeant in October 1816, and 
was discharged from the 89th on 10 October 1818, probably due to army 
reductions. He re-enlisted on 11 November 1818, at Rochester, for the 1st 
Battalion, 59th Foot, aged 26 years, in the rank of Private. He was promoted to 
Corporal in March 1820, to Sergeant in July 1821, and to Regimental Sergeant- 
Major in June 1829. He served in the East Indies with the 59th from 10 Eebruary 
1820 until 28 June 1829, and, being found unfit for further service was 
discharged on 6 December 1 832, after service totalling 31 years and 246 days. 

Kerr's record of gallant service is stated on his discharge papers in the following 
terms: 'Served Seventeen Years Three hundred and Twenty Seven Days in the 
East Indies - Wounded in the Left Hip at Bhurtpore. Was present at the Capture of 
Waltervreden on the 10th August 1811. Was one of the Storming party at the 
Afsault and Capture of Eort Corneilus on the 26th August 1811, and Subsequent 
Surrender of the Island of java, and also the Capture of Bhurtpore in January 
1826. Distinguished himself at the Storming of that place.' 

He was appointed superior Barrack Sergeant at Blackburn on 18 September 1839, at a rate of 2s/6d a day with an allowance for one 
room, coals and candles. Married with a son, also James, and 2 daughters, father and son went to Australia to seek employment. They 
sailed from Liverpool aboard the James Carson on 4 April 1854, and arrived at Port Phillip Bay on 13 July, apparently fully intending to 
return to Ireland once their circumstances had improved. He was unaware, however, that his wife had died during the voyage to 
Australia. He seemed to settle at Geelong and joined the constabulary there in August 1854, continuing off and on until December 
1861. He was married a second time in August 1859. James Kerr died on 20 August 1867, aged 75 years 6 months, at Ashby, West 
Geelong, from chronic dysentery, and was buried in Geelong Eastern Cemetery. 

In addition to the medal for Bhurtpoor, Kerr received the Military General Service medal with clasp for Java. He was also awarded the 
medal for Long Service which was sent to the Chief Constable of Cookstown on 22 June 1833. This latter medal remains in the 
possession of his descendants in Australia. Sold with extensive research.

Thomas Simmonds was born at Hollingbourne, Nr. Maidstone, Kent, and was 
attested as a Drummer Boy for the 3rd Foot at Rochester on 18 January 1841, 
aged 15 years. He was present with the 3rd Foot in the Gwalior campaign and in 
the action at Punniar on 29 December 1843. He transferred to the 80th Foot on 
15 December 1844, having volunteered whilst still in India, and served in the 
campaign with the Army of the Sutlej and in the actions at Moodkee and 
Eerozeshuhur. He was discharged in consequence of amputation of the left arm 
and sent to out-pension at Chelsea Hospital on 27 October 1846. 

His Medical Report stated, 'No. 2258 Drummer Thomas Simmonds received in 
the action at Eerozeshuhur on the 21st December 1845 a cannon shot wound of 
the left arm, fracturing the bones and rendering amputation necessary. Severely 
wounded in the chin and thumb of right hand rendering the latter useless.' 
Simmonds afterwards resided at Chatham and died there on 15 July 1851. Sold 
with full research.

John Augustus Fuller, the son of Rev. Robert Fitzherbert Fuller and Maria Ursula Fuller, was a native of Lingfield, Surrey, where he was 
baptised on 7 July 1828. John Fuller was a Cadet at the H.E.I.C. College, Addiscombe, and was commissioned into the Bombay Army 
(Engineers) in 1846. 

Served with the 1st Company Bombay Sappers as a 2nd Lieutenant, arriving at Mooltan on 21 December 1848 with 1st and 4th 
Companies Bombay Sappers and Miners under Major Walter Scott. At Mooltan on 2 January 1849, the Bombay Sappers suffered a large 
number of casualties in the final - and successful - assaults on the various city gates. The corps suffered ten men killed and two officers 
and 52 other ranks wounded. Lieutenant John Augustus Fuller was severely wounded in action on that day. For his services he was 
mentioned in despatches. 

Promoted to Lieutenant in February 1854; Captain in April 1858; Lieutenant-Colonel in June 1866 and Colonel in February 1875. 

During 1852-82 he was posted to the Public Works Department, Bombay Presidency. In 1878 he was thanked by the Government of 
Bombay for his architectural services, in the design of the Law Courts and Native General Hospital. Promoted to Major-General in 
December 1878. He was thanked once more in 1883 - for all his services rendered in the Public Works Department and in 1882 was 
created a Companion of the Order of the Indian Empire (C.I.E.). Additionally he was made a Fellow of Bombay University for his 
achievements. In 1883 he retired from the Army with the rank of Lieutenant-General and in the following year was granted the 
honorary rank of General. General Fuller died on 6 October 1902. With copied biographical and service details.

Edward Carter was appointed Ensign in the 90th Light Infantry on 25 May 1855; 
Lieutenant, 8 Eebruary 1856; Captain, 3 June 1864; Half Pay, 5 April 1871. He 
served in the Indian campaign of 1857-58, including the defence of the 
Alumbagh, relief of Lucknow by Lord Clyde, defence of the Alumbagh under 
Outram, siege and capture of Lucknow, and subsequent operations in Oude 
(Medal with two clasps, and a year's service). 

Carter is mentioned in Viscount (then a Captain in the 90th) Garnet Wolseley's 
memoir The Story of a Soldiers Life, in a chapter describing the street fighting in 
the final advance to the relief of the Residency on 16 November 1857, 
culminating, after the storming of the Secunderabad, in the taking of a defensive 
position called the Mess House. Lieutenant Carter with the Light Company were 
then the first contingent to link up with the defenders, appropriately with another 
company of the 90th Light Infantry (who had entered with the first relief force 
under Havelock) after breaking through into a place called the Motee Mohul, 
adjoining the Residency itself. In the process they foiled the apparent intention of 
Sir Colin Campbell to enter with the 93rd Highlanders, much to his chagrin and 
no doubt the rival Highlanders in the 93rd: 

'Having front formed my Company we started at a good steady pace for the 
Mess House. I had with me my three Subalterns Carter, Herford and Haig.' 


The Light Company then, contrary to orders, continued to advance on the defensive perimeter of the Residency and the drama of the 
storming of the Motee Mohul is then told: 

'The hole grew bigger until the whole Company were within the tambour and met up with the Company of Captain Tinling, 90th 
Foot... shortly afterwards there came out of the Residency the chivalrous Outram and with him the stern ironside General Havelock. In 
that square, where the two Companies of my regiment, the relieved and the relievers, met there shortly afterwards took place the 
celebrated meeting between Sir Colin Campbell and the two besieged Generals. The well known picture of that event shows the main 
gate by which my Company forced its way.' 

Lieutenant Carter would not only have been a witness to this historic meeting but also later had an all too personal contact with his 
commanding officer that night as he lay exhausted in the street outside the Residency, as again described by his Captain, Garnet 
Wolseley: 

7 marched my men off to the appointed spot, piled arms on the side of the road, and all having had something to eat, we lay down 
there for a good night's rest. I don't know how long I had been in the land of dreams when I was roused by the angry voice of one of 
my Subalterns, a charming man named Carter. As he was using strong language - and he could use strong expletives on occasion - I 
enquired what the matter was. He said that some infernal son of a gun had put one of the legs of his charpoy - a native bed - right on 
the middle of his stomach. I tried to soothe him, and we were all soon once more soundly asleep, forgetful of life's miseries. 

At first dawn I awoke and sat up, somewhat stiff, for I was cold, having no great coat. My eye lit upon the offending charpoy that Carter 
had condemned in strong words during the previous night. Its occupant woke up at the same moment, and to my horror I saw it was 
Sir Colin. He had also come back to that quiet spot on the road for some sleep and someone had found a charpoy for him. In placing it 
on the road. Sir Colin had accidentally planted one of its legs upon my Subaltern Carter's stomach.'

The Second Afghan War medal to Colour-Sergeant John Yule, 72nd (Seaforth) Highlanders, 'first man up' in the 
assault on the Takht-i-Shah, when he captured two enemy standards, and was killed in action the following day in the 
attack on 'Conical Hill'

Following the massacre of the British embassy at Kabul in September 1879, the 72nd Highlanders were ordered to form part of the 
brigade under Brigadier-General T. D. Baker in the Kurram Division of the Kabul Field Force. On 6 October they were employed in the 
action at Charasia, as one of the two leading battalions in Baker's outflanking movement, which contributed to the rout of the army of 
Kabul and the capture of nearly all its guns. Roberts entered Kabul on the 10th and the force prepared to go into winter quarters, but in 
the second week of December a local uprising took place under Mahomed Jan, who having welded together a strong and dangerous 
force of 45,000 men, began to occupy the surrounding heights. On the morning of the 13th, a force under Lieutenant-Colonel Gerald 
Money, consisting of the 72nd Highlanders, 3rd Sikhs and 5th Gurkhas, made a second attempt to assault the 'craggy eminence' atop 
the Takht-i-Shah, in conjunction with a force under Baker co-operating from the Beni Hissar side. The assault on the Takht-i-Shah could 
clearly be seen by General Roberts in the Sherpur Cantonment who wrote: 'The slopes leading up to it were covered with huge masses 
of jagged rock, intersected by perpendicular cliffs, and its natural great strength was increased by breastworks, and stockades thrown up 
at different points. A brilliant charge by the combined troops now took place, the two Highland corps [72nd and 92nd] vying with each 
other for the honour of reaching the summit first. It fell to the 72nd, Colour Sergeant Yule of that regiment being the foremost man on 
the top. The enemy made a most determined stand, and it was only after a severe struggle and heavy loss that they were driven off the 
heights'. Besides being the first man on the summit. Yule also captured two Afghan standards, and received a mention in Roberts' 
despatches {London Gazette 4 May 1880): 'Colour-Sergeant John Yule, 72nd Highlanders, was the first man up, and captured two 
standards. This gallant non-commissioned officer was, I regret to say, killed on the following day.' On the 14th, Yule was assigned to 
take part in the seizure and retention of Conical Hill during Baker's storming of the Asmai Heights, to the east of Kabul. The hill was 
assaulted by sixty-four men of the 72nd, under Captain Nathaniel Spens, together with the Guides Infantry, all under Lieutenant- 
Colonel W. H. j. Clarke, and was successfully held despite repeated attempts to regain it by the Afghans. At length the enemy 
reassembled and, reinforced, came on in great numbers. Spens, accompanied by Colour-Sergeant Yule, volunteered to meet them at 
the head of a charge made by the Guides, and dashing headlong into the mass of the enemy, killed the front man before being cut 
down himself. Colour-Sergeant Yule was himself killed by a gunshot wound to the pelvis. John Yule had enlisted in the Aberdeen 
District as a Private with H.M. 72nd Highlanders on 18 May 1868, aged 21 years.

Stephen Saunders was born on 14 March 1872 in Settly Harsted, Sussex. He was 
a groom before joining the Royal Navy, entering the service aboard H.M.S. St. 
Vincent as a Boy 2nd Class on 14 April 1887, aged 1 5 years. He was advanced to 
Boy 1st Class on 14 March 1888 and elected to join the Signal Branch serving as 
a Boy Signaller aboard Icarus (December 1888). He was advanced to Signalman 
on 14 March 1890 prior to joining Duke of Wellington (May 1890) where he was 
advanced to Qualified Signalman on 19 November 1890. He subsequently 
served in this rate aboard the following Ships and Shore establishments: Active 
(December 1890), Victory (October 1892), Vivid I (December 1892), and 
Widgeon (September 1893). Whilst aboard Widgeon he took part in the 
Expedition against Chief Nanna of Broheme in August and September 1894, was 
landed as part of the Expedition against King Koko in February 1895, and also 
took part in the Expedition against the Arab Mazrui Tribe in August 1895. His 
services in these Expeditions were recognised by the award of the East & West 
Africa medal with clasps 'Benin River 1894' and 'Brass River 1895'. The Medal 
Roll also confirms entitlement to 'Mwele 1895' but he obviously did not take the 
trouble to return his medal for this to be impressed on it's edge. 

Whilst in Widgeon he was advanced to Leading Signalman on 9 October 1893. As a Leading Signalman he served next aboard 
Melpomene (November 1896) and Vivid I (February 1897) where he was advanced to 2nd Yeoman of Signals on 31 March 1897. He 
next joined Magnificent Qanuary 1899) and Melampus (March 1900) prior to being loaned to the Coast Guard Service (April 1900) 
where he served as a Boatman at Kingstown, Donaghadee and Whitehead. He was later transferred to North of Ireland District in 
August 1903 and returned to Naval service as 2nd Yeoman of Signals at Vivid I (October 1906). He subsequently joined Talbot (April 
1907) and was advanced to Yeoman of Signals, and next joined Terrible (July 1909), Pyramus (September 1909), Penguin (May 1910), 
Gibraltar (September 1910), Challenger (December 1910), Powerful (December 1911), and returned to Vivid I (February 1912). He was 
pensioned ashore on 31 March 1912 after 22 years service and awarded his L.S. & G.C. medal in 1908 whilst serving aboard Talbot. 
He joined the Royal Fleet Reserve at Devonport on 20 April 1912 and was mobilised as a Yeoman of Signals aboard Doris on 2 August 
1914. He next joined Glory (September 1914), Victory I (April 1916), Vivid (May 1916), and lolaire (25 May 1916) serving in this ship 
until demobilised on 25 May 1919.

Samuel James Bartlett was born at Port Elizabeth on 13 July 1871, and was one of the first recruits to the newly formed British South 
Africa Company Police. He attested on 2 December 1889 at the age of 19 and was allotted the regimental No. 11. His horse died a few 
days out from Kimberley en route for Macloutsie, and he marched the rest of the way. He served in ''B" Troop in the Pioneer Column of 
1890, and, according to a statement in his application for the Mashonaland 1890 medal he 'was the first man of the B.S.A.P. to do 
picket duty on the Kopje the day we arrived in Salisbury'. He was still serving in "B" Troop in September 1891, but was discharged on 
14 October 1891. He married Lucy Maude Mashford at Kimberley on 24 July 1901, and was still living there in June 1940.

James Taylor was born in 1878, the second son of Henderson Taylor, a well- 
known piper of Reay, Caithness and late the 96th Highland Rifle Militia, and 
brother of Pipe-Major William Taylor, of the 1st Battalion Seaforth Highlanders. 

James Taylor enlisted in the Seaforth Highlanders in 1895. Served as a Piper in 
'D' Company, 1st Battalion. Served in the occupation of Crete in 1897 and in the 
Sudan campaign of 1897-98, including the action at Atbara. In October 1904 he 
was transferred to the 1st Battalion Highland Light Infantry and was promoted 
Sergeant and appointed Pipe-Major of the Battalion. Being a regiment of light 
infantry, drums did not exist in the band of the H.L.I. until his appointment as 
Pipe-Major and his determined efforts to include them. Only then did the officers 
of the Regiment accede to his wishes. 

At the Chakrata Highland Games in India in 1905, he was congratulated for his 
success in turning out a large entry of pibroch players. In 1907 he re-engaged to 
complete 21 years. In 1909 he became seriously ill and was invalided home and 
following recuperation was posted to the 3rd (Special Reserve) Battalion 
Highland Light Infantry in 1910. Awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in 1914. He 
retired in 1919, 'having brought the Pipers up to a very high standard of 
efficiency by his untiring energy and charm of manner.' Among his compositions 
were Dreghorn Castle and The Medium Spree. 

By 1912 he had taken over twenty 1st Place prizes in marches, strathspeys and 
reels, and a 1st and four 2nds in pibroch. With copied service notes and a 
photocopied photograph of the recipient.

Walter MacAndrew Crockett fought in the Boer War as the senior Captain in the 2nd Battery Royal Field Artillery. Following the 
disasters of 'Black Week' in December 1899, an additional 72 artillery guns were mobilised for the front. The 2nd Battery R. F. A. and 
its six guns sailed for South Africa on 21 January 1900 in the St. Andrew. 

On arrival at Cape Town on 12 February, the 2nd Battery R. F. A. was rushed to the north of Cape Colony to join General Clements' 
attempt to capture Colesberg. After stiff fighting against the German commando and De La Rey's withdrawal to Bloemfontein, 
Colesberg was recaptured on 28 February. At the end of April 1900, the Battery joined General Bundle's newly arrived 8th Division. 
On 30 April it was ordered to march from Thaba 'Nchu to assist in General Ian Hamilton's stalled assault on Toba Mountain near 
Houtnek against the foreign legion fighting for the Boers under the command of Count Maximoff. 

2nd Battery R. F. A. opened the battle at Biddulphsberg on 29 May by firing on the face of the mountain concealing the Boers of the 
Ladybrand and Senekal Commandos, and then a farm and a kraal containing two Boer guns, which they engaged in an artillery duel. 
The artillery subsequently covered the retirement of the Grenadier and Scots Guards through the burning veldt and fired 800 rounds 
over the course of the day. Its subsequent fighting in the Wittebergen is well chronicled in E. C. Moffett and F. j. B. Lee's With the 
Eighth Division, published in 1903. It resulted in the surrender of General Prinsloo and 4000 Boers in the Brandwater Basin on 30 July. 
During the operations, the Battery's six guns were often attached in pairs or fours to the two Infantry Brigades, 16th and 17th, in 
Bundle's Division, commanded by Major Slee and Captain Crockett. 

Captain Crockett was invalided home on the steamship S.S. Canada on 1 August 1900 with other sick and wounded. He was promoted 
Major in 1901 to command 135th Battery Royal Field Artillery. He retired in 1907. His Queen's South Africa Medal was issued to him 
in September 1901. The clasps 'Cape Colony' and 'Wittebergen' were issued later and appear never to have been attached to the 
medal.

Frank Hinton joined the Argyll & Sutherland Highlanders in 1915 and entered the France/Flanders theatre of war with the 12th

As a Serjeant in the 1st Battalion Worcestershire 
Regiment, he served in the Second Boer War and was awarded the Queen's medal with clasps for Cape Colony and Wittebergen and 
the King's medal with two clasps. He attested for the Army Reserve (Special Reserve) at Worcester on 16 September 1914, then aged 
over 41 years. Serving with the Worcestershire Regiment, he was immediately promoted to Company Quartermaster Serjeant. In March 
1915 he was ranked as a Company Serjeant-MajorAA/arrant Officer Class 11. He entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 22 
September 1915 and remained there until 9 November 1915; after which he served with the Mediterranean Field Force, 10 November 
1915-11 February 1916. 

Warrant Officer Cooper was tried by Field General Court Martial in Salonika on 20 December 1915. He was charged with drunkenness 
when on active service, as Battalion Orderly Serjeant at Laina, on 15 December 191 5. Being found guilty he was reduced to the ranks. 
On 1 January 1916 Private Cooper embarked on H.M.T. Folkestone for England. He was discharged at the Regiment Depot 'his services 
being no longer required' on 26 February 1916. His discharge papers said of him, 'He spoilt a good & promising career by 
misbehaviour on active service and reduced to the ranks from Coy. Sergt. Major.'

He joined the Medical Branch of 
the Royal Navy on 11 February 1901 and proceeded to the R.N. Hospital, Haslar, for the initial course of instruction, where he 
obtained the Gold Medal on the completion of the course. In 1909 he was appointed Staff Surgeon and in 1915 was advanced to Fleet 
Surgeon Commander. At the start of the war he served aboard the pre-dreadnought battleship H.M.S. Canopus. The ship, sent to 
strengthen Rear-Admiral Sir Christopher Cradock's cruiser squadron in the South Atlantic/South Pacific, missed the battle of Coronel, 1 
November 1914, but fired the opening shot at the battle of Falkland Islands, 8 December 1914. In January 1915 Wernet's excellent 
work in organising and making efficient the Naval Hospital on the Falkland Islands was noted at the Admiralty. He later served at 
Chatham, Bermuda and on H.M.S. Furious. Surgeon Commander Wernet was placed on the Retired List at his own request in August 
1922. He died at sea on 25 May 1936 whilst on a Mediterranean cruise.

David MacDonald Wilson, a native of Liverpool, was killed in action at Wadi 
Dhubsan in Radfan on 26 May 1964, while serving in 1 Troop, 'X' Company, 45 
Commando, R.M. His patrol was advancing down a steep-sided valley when it 
came under fire from several directions simultaneously and Wilson was shot in 
the chest and died almost instantaneously. The following account of the action 
appears on the Britain's small wars' website under the title '45 in the Radfan': 

'On 25 May, X Company, Four Five, flew up to join 3 Para on Arnold's Spur. The 
Wessex helicopters of 815 Squadron, H.M.S. Centuar, had now come into the 
theatre of operations to relieve the R.A.F. Belvederes. 

X Company, once established on Arnold's Spur, began to make final plans for the 
raid on the Wadi Dhubsan. The Wadi Dhubsan lay some 2,000 feet below the 
Bakri Ridge and the sides were steep. To the west of Dhubsan, and half a mile 
south of the Bakri Ridge, lay the Jebel Haqia, a flat topped feature rising to over 
1,500 feet, which dominated the surrounding wadis. 

It was known that the Wadi Dhubsan was a stronghold of the dissidents and was therefore the next objective. Throughout the 
afternoon, sections of X Company moved cautiously to the edge of Arnold's Spur and began to reconnoitre their routes for the following 
day. C Company, 3 Para, moved to establish pickets on the Jebel Haqia as A Company, 3 Para, descended the steep escarpment to 
secure the western end of Dhubsan. X Company's, Four Five, task was to advance 1,000 yards and conduct a sweep as far as the 
village of Hawfi. The pickets of 3 Para reported some fifty dissidents coming up the Dhubsan and did not make their presence felt. For 
the next 600 yards, X Company progressed in silence until suddenly Sgt. W. Patterson of 1 Troop spotted a group of dissidents way up 
on the steep ridge to the right. 3 Troop was in the lead on the wadi floor. 

The leading sections under command of CpIs. 'Jan' Bickle and Terry Warterson took cover behind a wall and opened fire, sending the 
well armed dissidents scuttling behind a rock, dragging their wounded with them. The dissidents, from the protection of their well- 
concealed sangars, opened up from all directions to the front of X Company. The Marines slowly picked their way up the slope, 
dodging from rock to rock with the enemy fire increasing every minute. The high-pitched drone of a Scout helicopter, carrying the 
Commanding Officer and Intelligence Officer of 3 Para, could be heard approaching from the rear. The Scout became the target for a 
strong barrage of enemy fire and was hit on several occasions. The pilot. Major Jackson, skilfully kept the helicopter under control and 
landed it safely in front of 3 Troop and the Marines dashed forward to give it protection. 

Lt. Col. Farrar-Hockley then ordered A Company, 3 Para, to move up on the high ground. Air strikes were authorised and X Company 
began to lay out bright red and orange fluorescent panels with the panels pointing towards dissident sangars, thus giving the Hunter 
pilots, approaching at over 400 m.p.h., a clear reference point to the target. Moving out from behind cover with the bright panels, Capt. 
R. Brind 2i/c X Company soon became the target for heavy fire and was shot through the thigh and stomach. He completed his task and 
was dragged to safety, before sustaining further injury through steady sniper fire, by Marines Brownett and Robertson and was treated 
for his wounds by one of X Company's Naval Sick Berth Attendants, SBA Williams. 

1 Troop, commanded by Lt. J. Barr, came under the heaviest fire. The majority of the troops were down in the bottom of the wadi near 
the wall, where Marine Kimber with the GPMG had been keeping up a steady rate of covering fire; the Marines approached the top of 
the knoll. Marine David Wilson, the troop signaller, was shot through the chest by enemy fire and died almost immediately as Lt. Barr 
began to drag him behind a rock. 1 Troop suffered another casualty when Marine Dunkin was shot in the knee and his leg was later 
amputated. 

As is the custom in the Marines on these occasions, the kit of Marine David Wilson was later auctioned amongst his comrades in X 
Company and the proceeds forwarded to his relatives. The Company group of 150 men raised £700 in the auction. His cap badge (on 
his green beret) fetched £100 ... ' 

Sixteen Royal Marines died on active service in Radfan 1961-67.

were ambushed by mutinous policemen

Thomas Liddell was born in Cumberland in July 1943 and originally enlisted in 
the 6th Battalion, Royal Northumberland Fusiliers (Territorials) in February 1961. 
Transferring to the Regular Army later that year, he was posted to the 1st 
Battalion out in Germany, where he was advanced to substantive Lance-Corporal 
in July 1966, prior to being embarked for Aden that September. 

And it was there, on 20 June 1967, that he was killed in action in the 'Crater' 
when three Land Rovers were ambushed by mutinous policemen outside the 
Armed Police Barracks. Several men of the Royal Corps of Transport had been 
gunned down earlier that day, and Liddell's senior officer, Major Moncour, was 
responding to gunfire in the direction of the barracks - in fact a desperate 
engagement between a party of Fusiliers under 2nd Lieutenant Davies, whose 
Saracen armoured vehicle had come under fire. Moncour set-off with three Land 
Rovers, Liddell travelling in the third as the driver, and as they approached the 
barracks they came under withering fire and were stopped dead in their tracks, 
all but Fusilier Storey being killed, 'some most brutally by being burnt alive or, in 
one case, being dragged to death along the road tied to the back of a vehicle.' 

Two weeks later, Colonel "Mad Mitch" Mitchell of the Argylls & Sutherland Highlanders famously re-entered the "Crater". 

Liddell was buried in the European Cemetery at Malla in Aden, and the lot is accompanied by a quantity of memorabilia stemming 
from a remembrance service held there in 1996, including a photograph of his grave. 
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'Ardent has been hit badly. We are proceeding to render assistance. Too late for fire-fighting. They are abandoning ship. 

I was sent up to help out. The back of the ship is ripped open like a tin can with flames and black smoke pouring out. 

All the blokes are on the superstructure dressed in survival suits and lifejackets. Two blokes are stuck behind the fire 
right on the back end. jumped into sea, both get lifejackets on but no suits. A Wessex helicopter is picking them up. 
Alongside the ship now. 168 survivors, 20 missing, 30 injured, some seriously. Bloke came on with his fingers missing off 
his left hand, bandaged up roughly. Other blokes are covered in blood. Most of them suffering shock. It's hard getting 
them to walk the right way ... ' 

Cardin's diary entry for Eriday 21 May 1982, refers. 

The South Atlantic Medal awarded to Leading Radio Operator (General) P. Cardin, Royal Navy, who kept a diary of 
events aboard H.M.S. Yarmouth in the period April-July 1982 - a detailed and poignant record which is included with 
his Medal

H.M.S. Yarmouth, a Rothesay-class frigate, was commanded by Commander A. Morton, R.N., who was awarded the D.S.C. in respect 
of his ship's part in the Falklands War. In the London Gazette of 8 October 1982, the citation for his decoration stated that it was 
'remarkable' that the Yarmouth came through the operations unscathed ... 'She was in the thick of much of the action, accounting for 
several enemy aircraft in the Falkland Sound and San Carlos Water and carried out a prodigious amount of Naval Gunfire Support'. 

Most notably that gunfire support was in respect of the attack on Mount Tumbledown, an action that contributed to Yarmouth's 
impressive expenditure of over 1,000 shells from her 4.5-inch guns in the period May-June 1982. Cardin and his shipmates also 
undertook valuable rescue operations, most notably on the occasion of the loss of H.M.S. Sheffield and H.M.S. Ardent (see above 
extract). 

Fortunately for posterity's sake, Cardin kept a diary of events during his time in the South Atlantic, a diary with numerous references to 
Yarmouth's "Air Raid Warning Reds". Yet it serves too as a useful journal in respect of the bigger picture, in addition to relating some 
poignant stories: 

'Point of interest: During the exocet attack on us a few weeks ago, the day the Sheffield was hit, a white dove was seen to land on our 
flight deck. A signal received today from Avenger, who was unsuccessfully attacked yesterday, reported a white dove landing on the 
foc'sle when the missile was sighted.' 

And on the Glamorgan's losses: 

'Casualties from Glamorgan: 12 dead, 16 injured (one seriously, both legs amputated). The injuries are bad again. Flight deck crew and 
cooks suffered the most. Eye injuries, broken arms and legs, smoke inhalation, cuts and shock ... The missile went in through the flight 
deck (unusual for an Exocet).'

Frederick William Maze was born in Belfast in July 1871, the younger son of James Maze, a linen merchant, and Mary, the daughter of 
Henry Hart of Lisburn, and was educated at Wesley College, Dublin. In 1891 he followed his uncle. Sir Robert Hart, into the Chinese 
Imperial Maritime Customs Service, and in 1899 was appointed as acting audit secretary at the Inspectorate-General in Peking. During 
the Boxer uprising in 1900 he was serving as acting Commissioner at Ichang. Appointed Deputy Commissioner at Foochow in 1901, 
and at Canton two years later, in 1904 he opened a new Customs House at Kongmoon, West River. Subsequently, he served as 
Commissioner in Tengyueh, Canton, Tientsin, Hankow, and Shanghai. His period in the Customs service was a time of great political 
upheaval in China, and he witnessed the fall of the Ch'ing dynasty in 1911; the breakdown of the republic; the attempts of the 
Nationalist Party to unite the country; and the splitting away of the Communists and the invasions by Japan in the 1930s. In 1928 he 
was appointed by the Chinese Government Deputy-Inspector General of Customs; the following year he was promoted to the job of 
Inspector General of Chinese Maritime Customs. 
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Created a Knight Commander of the Order of the British Empire in 1932, he was appointed Counsellor to accompany Dr. Kung, the 
Envoy Extraordinary, to the Coronation of King George VI in 1937. Eollowing the outbreak of the Second World War the situation in 
China became very difficult, and Maze was one of approximately 200 Britons and Americans held captive at the 'Bridgehouse' in 
Shanghai following the attack on Pearl Harbor. On his release in 1942 he was repatriated to Portuguese East Africa, but returned to 
China in an effort to help his staff still imprisoned there. He retired in 1943, and was created a Knight Commander of the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George in recognition of his services. Upon retirement Sir Erederick Maze emigrated, first to Cape Town, before 
moving to Victoria, British Colombia, in 1948, He and his wife were founder members of the Victoria branch of the English-Speaking 
Union in 1955. Maze died at the Royal Jubilee Hospital, Victoria, on 25 March 1959 and was buried at Royal Oak burial park.

Samuel McLellan was born in Jarrow, Co. Durham, on 26 November 1881. He entered the Royal Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class on 2 
January 1903. Was promoted to Stoker in April 1904 when on Leander; Stoker 1st Class in July 1906 and Leading Stoker in August 
1907 when on Tenedos. Promoted to Stoker Petty Officer in November 1908 when on Halcyon. Served on the 2nd class cruiser 
Astraea, April 1913-july 1916, being advanced to Acting Chief Stoker in February 1915 and to Chief Stoker in February 1916. The ship 
gained battle honours for East Africa 1914 and Cameroons 1915. For the former she bombarded Dar-es-Salaam, 8 August 1914, 
destroying the radio station. Fearing an imminent landing, the German authorities scuttled their floating dock to block the harbour. This 
had the effect of denying the harbour to its cruiser Konigsberg. Astraea was later one of the ships assigned to hunt and blockade the 
Konisberg in the Rufiji River. In 1915 the Astraea became the ship of the senior naval officer overseeing the invasion of the German 
colony of Kamerun. After service at Pembroke If he served on the destroyer Osiris, based at Woolwich, December 1916-February 
1918, and was awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in February 1918. After which he was posted to Victory X and the patrol boats P23 and 
P30, March 1918-December 1918. He served on the paddle minesweeper Eglington, clearing mines around the Orkney and Shetland 
Islands, April-june 1919; for his services he was awarded the Royal Navy M.S.M. He was later lent' to the Royal New Zealand Navy 
and was pensioned from his last ship, Dunedin, on 1 January 1925. With copied service paper and other research.

At 8.45 p.m. on 3 December 1863, the Ramsgate lifeboat, the Northumberland, and her crew were towed out by the paddle tug, Aid, 
after a report had been received of signal guns being fired by the Tongue light vessel. In mountainous seas and a near hurricane, the 
lifeboat men had a terrible time as the tug battled her way north. The crew of the Tongue light vessel indicated that there was a ship 
aground on the Shingles. This proved incorrect as after some time the casualty was seen by the lifeboat on the Girdler Bank where it 

was being pounded by enormous seas.with skill and courage the lifeboat was got alongside the casualty which was the ship Fusilier 

bound from London to Melbourne with emigrants. 

At 2.00 a.m., 25 women and children were taken aboard the lifeboat and then transferred to the tug which was waiting in deeper water 
nearly a mile away. The Coxswain took the boat alongside the Fusilier a second time and huge seas repeatedly swept over both boats 
and another 40 women and children were rescued and taken to the tug. Two more trips were made saving all 36 male passengers and 
putting them on board the tug. By then it was 6.00 a.m. and the tug and the lifeboat stood by the steamer whose Captain and crew 
remained on board. The tug left at daybreak to land 101 people, the lifeboat continuing to stand by the stranded steamer. 

When the tug returned some one and half hours later it reported that another vessel was aground on the Shingles Bank. The lifeboat 
immediately set off towards this casualty. The vessel was the Demerara, of Creenock, with a crew of 18 plus the pilot on board. They 
had been clinging to the rigging for 11 hours when the lifeboat got alongside and rescued them. Both boats then returned to Ramsgate 
16 hours after they had set out.' (ref. The Sea Gallantry Medal, by R. J. Scarlett). 

A total of 22 bronze Sea Gallantry Medals were awarded for this rescue.

Henry Ward Cunningham, aged 17 years at the time of the rescue, was a Missionary Student at St. Boniface College, Warminster, 
Wiltshire.

'At 1 a.m. on 1st July 1916, four men named Gallagher, Lynch, McLoughlan and Ashurst were at work 
repairing the roof in the four-foot seam at the Long-Lane Colliery, Ashton-in-Makerfield, when a fall took place, burying all four men. A 
rescue party, consisting of Martin Rowley, Patrick Regan, Thomas Eden and Thomas Kelly, at once went to their assistance, it being 
found that the fall, which was estimated at about 14 tons of stone and earth, had completely buried McLoughlan and partly buried 
Lynch, with iron girders on top of both. Ashurst and Gallagher were easily liberated, but it was only after one and a quarters' hours 
arduous work that Lynch was reached and got out, and a quarter of an hour later when McLoughlan was also freed, but he was then 
dead. Owing to the confined space in which the rescuers had to work it was necessary for one man to lead, this post being taken by 
Rowley. There was a constant fear of another fall, which might have taken place at any moment, so that great risk was incurred.' 

Silver Medal and Vellum to Martin Rowley; Bronze Medals to Regan, Eden and Kelly.

Captain The Honourable Francis Maude, R.N. (1 798-1886) was the fifth son of the 1 st Viscount Hawarden. He entered the Royal Navy 
as a Cadet in 1811 and was promoted to Lieutenant in 1820; Commander in 1827 and retired as a Captain in 1856. 

When the Shipwrecked Fishermen & Mariners' Benevolent Society was established following an appeal by Admiral Sir George 
Cockburn in 1839, Maude was appointed its first Chairman. It was a position he held until his death in 1886. In 1877 he was the sole 
survivor of the original 1839 committee and it would appear that in recognition of his great services to the Society, he was awarded an 
honorary gold medal.

1879) with original ribbon with Badge of 
the Order, without embellishment, embroidered on the ribbon in white, in its original Wyon fitted presentation case,

A.M. London Gazette 12 January 1883 Mr Arthur Henry Stokes, Inspector of Mines (in a joint citation with Mr Reuben Smallman, 
Mining Engineer; Charles Day, Collier; and Charles Chetwynd, Collier [all awarded the Albert Medal for Land First Class], and Mr 
Samuel Spruce, Mining Engineer; Mr Frederick Samuel Marsh, Certified Colliery Manager; Mr Thomas Harry Mottram, Certified 
Colliery Manager; William Morris, Collier; William Pickering, Collier; and Joseph Chetwynd, Collier [all awarded the Albert Medal for 
Land Second Class]): 

'For conspicuous gallantry displayed on the occasion of the Fire and Explosion at the Baddesley Colliery in May last.' 

'On 22nd May, 1882, a fire occurred in the underground workings at the Baddesley Colliery, Warwickshire, and Mr Stokes was 
summoned by telegram in the night to render help. He arrived at the Colliery to find that only an hour of two before there had been an 
explosion and many men burnt. It was subsequently found that out of a rescue party of about 32 men, 23 were either killed or died 
shortly after. Mr Stokes, with five others, descended the mine and succeeded in rescuing the owner and two others who were so badly 
burnt that they died shortly afterwards.' 

Order of St. John of Jerusalem Life Saving Medal: 'Arthur Stokes, Assistant Inspector of Mines, Greenhill, Derby (in a joint citation with 
Charles Matlby, Manager, Eyam Mining Company; John Hancock, Mine Manager for Lord Houghton, Troeswell by Sheffield; Thomas 
Davis, Skilled Miner, Bulls Heads, Foolow, Eyam; and John Davis, Skilled Miner, Shepherds Park, Eyam [all awarded the Order of St. 
John of Jerusalem Life Saving Medal in Bronze]): 

'For Rescuing one Dennis Bagshawe who had been imprisoned for five days and nights, without food, in the Black Engine Mine, Eyam, 
via Sheffield, on 8th July 1879, by a sudden fall of shale. The rescuers being in great danger themselves of being either buried also or 
killed from choke damp.' 

Extract from the Chapter General Report, 1 880: 'These four men [Messrs Maltby, Hancock, T. Davis, and J. Davis] had been most 
conspicuous in their bravery in rescuing one of their comrades, Dennis Bagshawe, who had been for five days and nights imprisoned in 
the Black Engine Lead Mine, near Follow, on July 22nd 1879. A Medal was also awarded to Mr. Arthur H. Stokes, Assistant Inspector of 
Mines, who also exposed his life to the same clanger, and through whose ability and presence of mind the work of the rescue was 
greatly accelerated. The accident occurred on the 22nd of July last at the Black Engine Mine, which is 140 yards deep, with two drifts 
extending from the bottom of the shaft, 120 yards and 70 or 80 yards respectively. Dennis Bagshawe was working in the lowest and 
most distant part of the mine, when a portion of the roof fell, and his escape rendered almost hopeless. The ill tidings no sooner 
reached the bank that volunteers rushed eagerly to the rescue from all quarters, and worked in relays for many hours under the most 
dangerous conditions. The attention of Mr Bagsbaw, the part owner of the mine, was not called to the accident until the day after it had 
taken place. But on hearing of the accident he at once telegraphed Mr A. H. Stokes, the Government Inspector of Mines for that district, 
and proceeding immediately to the scene of the disaster, at once perceived that the system hitherto adopted was faulty, and could not 
be successfully carried out. Heroic exertions had failed for want of proper organisation. At three o'clock on Friday Mr Stokes entered 
the mine and devised a system of ventilation which cleared the mine of choke damp, enabling the men to recommence their labours. 

On Friday the engine broke down, but the damage having been repaired the work went on unremittingly, under the personal 
supervision of Mr Stokes, until eleven o'clock on Sunday forenoon when the rescue was affected. Dennis Bagshawe, the imprisoned 
miner, had been for five days and nights without food or light, overcome with the choke damp, and struggling between life and death. 
For five hours the signals between the imprisoned man and the rescuers had not been audible, when early on Sunday a fresh rap was 
heard. The rescuers increased their exertions, the barrier suddenly gave way, and they were close upon their comrade. A hole being 
opened, Mr Stokes passed some milk to the imprisoned man, and at length Dennis Bagshawe was got out alive. The bravery of the men 
who accomplished this gallant deed should not be forgotten. Their conduct was a lesson of self-devotion and courage prompted by a 
sense of duty, and without any expectation of reward. No occurrence that had happened for many years in Derbyshire could equal in 
moral effect the noble conduct of these brave miners.' 

Mr Arthur Henry Stokes, A.M., was born at Wednesbury, Staffordshire, in March 1844. Served as a bound apprentice to a firm of 
Mining Engineers in Staffordshire, 1858-63; was appointed H.M. Inspector of Mines, and Assistant-Inspector in the Midland District, 
1874; and promoted Inspector in Charge of the Midland District, 1887. He retired in May 1909, and died at Derby in October 1910. 

Stokes was presented with his Order of St. John of Jerusalem Life Saving Medal at the Cutlers Hall, Sheffield, on 21 January 1880. 
Following the award of the Albert Medal First Class to Mr. Stokes for his gallantry at the Baddesley Colliery Disaster it was stated that 
no other living person held the same two highest awards for saving life, namely the Albert Medal in gold, and the Order of St. John of 
Jerusalem Life Saving Medal in silver. 

Only 34 silver and 18 bronze 1 st type Order of St. John of Jerusalem Life Saving Medals awarded 1874-88.

'On the afternoon of the 10th December, 1866, a fearful explosion occurred at the Bank Hall Collieries, resulting in the loss of 5 lives 
and serious injury to 20 other persons. The mine, which is about 350 yards deep, is worked by two shafts - an upper and a down-cast, 
the first being situated in the northern side of the workings, extending along which is a road nearly 200 yards long, denominated the 
'down-brow', and declining very rapidly, leading into the Cannel mine. Situated at a distance of 150 yards from the top of this brow, 
and leading off to the right, is a wagon road, at the end of which is a large bay, and here it is surmised that the explosion took place. 

About 150 men and boys were employed in the mine, and these resumed their daily avocations on Monday morning at six o'clock. 
About 2:00pm, a number of the men resolved to cease work for the day and were making their way to the pit eye to join some few 
others who were already there waiting to be wound up to the surface, when an extensive fall of roof occurred in the open bay above 
mentioned, and a loud explosion immediately followed. There were about 7 men and boys working in the bay at the time, and they 
had only a few minutes previously been warned by the usual cracking noise, which invariably precedes such an event, that a fall of 
earth was about to take place, and proceeded to prepare for it by removing their tools. Some of them saw the flame, and instantly threw 
themselves on the ground with their faces downwards, but they were all shockingly scorched. The gas and sulphur rushed in a stream 
up the pit brow, carrying some of the men with it by its violence, whilst others fell on the ground and lay by as if dead from its effects. 
A number of men at the bottom of the shaft, waiting their turn to ascend, were more or less burned, and another set of men who were 
engaged further up the workings narrowly escaped suffocation, having to scramble over the injured bodies of their fellow workmen, 
unable to assist them, in order to make their escape. 

The report of the explosions was heard by persons in the neighbourhood of the pit, and they were alarmed by perceiving an immense 
volume of smoke issuing from the mouth of the north shaft, and large stones and pieces of coal projected a great height into the air. As 
soon as it was safe, several parties descended the pit and found a number of wounded men strewn about in all directions. They were 
quickly taken to the surface, and within an hour all of them had been removed.' (The Bolton Chronicle, 15 December 1866, refers). 

Adam Eckusley was born at Mid-Hulton in 1828, and awarded the Bank Hall Colliery Medal for his gallantry in assisting with the 
rescue parties following the explosion on 10 December 1866. 

The Bolton Chronicle of 22 December 1866 gave notice of a committee being established to receive subscriptions and distribute the 
funds collected. It is assumed that some of these funds were subsequently used for medals to the rescuers mentioned above. Eckussley's 
medal is the only award to date to have appeared on the market.

The Washington Colliery Rescue 

Three miners were entombed in Washington Pit yesterday morning [Friday 8th September 1922], and as the result of strenuous efforts 
the rescue parties succeeded in establishing communication with them at noon today. All three were alive and well. The men who 
were imprisoned in the mine are Richard Brookes, John Wilson, M.M., and Robert Buck. The men went into the pit at four o'clock 
yesterday morning, and at about nine o'clock a fall was discovered. It was a very large one, some 30 yards in length, and it cut off the 
three men from their comrades. Directly the discovery was made the rescue work was undertaken. Mr. Tom Burt, the under-manager, 
was speedily in the place, with Mr. John Hill, the fore overman, and from then until noon today they had not left the spot. Relays of 
men worked unceasingly under their direction. At first it was feared that the men could not be reached in time to save their lives, or 
that they might already be dead, but after a time they were heard knocking in response to the knocking of their rescuers. The task of the 
rescuers was a difficult one, as they had to cut a tunnel about two feet wide through the fallen mass of stone. At last they were able to 
converse with the imprisoned men, and they then realised that all being well they would be able to rescue them.' (Sunderland Daily 
Echo, 9 September 1922) 

'Resounding cheers went up from hundreds of grateful friends gathered round the "F" Pit at Washington, yesterday, when word was 
brought to bank that the three miners who had been entombed below had been rescued. The men had been imprisoned in the bowels 
of the earth for nearly two whole days and nights by a heavy fall of stone with nothing to sustain them but a pint of water, which was 

shared in precious portions between them. The only thing that could have saved them from blank and utter despair was the dull and 

distant noises of the rescue parties which broke the eerie silence of their surroundings early on Friday night. Then, at 3:25am on 
Saturday morning the entombed men were able to get a glimpse of the welcome beam from the rescuers' lamps through the first small 
crevice they had made in the stone which had blocked their way to the free air above. Soon a hole big enough to hand refreshments 
through was made, and the men, rejoicing and relieved, though naturally exhausted, soon made their rescuers aware that they were 

quite sound and uninjured. "What day is it?" queried Brookes, to whom, as well as the others, the weary hours of suspense had 

doubtless seemed an eternity. "It's like coming out of the trenches", added Wilson, who like his two comrades is an ex-service man, 
and who was awarded the Military Medal in the Great War. When the exit had been made large enough for the men to pass through 
more food and coffee was given them, and they were wrapped in rugs by the doctor's orders. At 4:30am the rescue party returned to 
bank, and the news of the success of their endeavours was received with cheers, which increased when the three men were observed 
coming down the gangway. They were conveyed to their respective homes in a motor-car.' (Sunderland Daily Echo, 11 September 
1922).

'On 7th December 191 7 Albert V. Dodds was working on the offside of a vessel 
alongside Messrs. Readhead's Quay at South Shields, when he overbalanced and 
fell into the Tyne. In his fall he was hit on the head and apparently rendered 
unconscious. 

John D. Glenny was working on the boat from which Dodds had fallen, and he 
immediately ran from his fire on deck and dived into the water, a distance of 
about 8 feet. After swimming a distance of about 15 yards he got hold of Dodds 
and swam back with him to the ship's side. One of the workmen climbed down 
the side of the ship and fastened a rope to Dodds' belt. Glenny then swam to a 
launch which had arrived on the scene and was about to be taken on board 
when the workman shouted that Dodds had sunk again as the belt by which they 
were pulling him out of the water had broken. Glenny at once left the launch 
side and again dived and brought Dodds to the surface. Both rescuer and rescued 
were assisted into the launch. 

At the place where the rescue occurred the River Tyne is fully 200 yards wide and about 30 feet deep. There were strong currents 
running and the water is foul.' 

For his brave rescue, John Glenny was awarded the Boy Scouts Association Gilt Cross, The Royal Humane Society's Bronze Medal - 
ref. case 43913 (not with lot) and Carnegie Hero Fund Certificate. It was also reported that because of family circumstances, 'a sum of 
£10 was to be sent to Mayor to be applied in the best interests of the rescuer.'

Charles jelbert was bom at Madron, Cornwall in 1898, the eldest son among 
eight children of William jilbert (sic), a farmer. In 1912 his father drowned in 
Penzance Harbour during a trip to market and thereafter much of the work of the 
family farm at Lower Cranken, Gulval fell on his shoulders. A local newspaper 
report of November 1916 records that he was granted exemption from military 
service on this account. 

The act which earned him his Bronze Medal was described in The Cornishman of 
1 April, 1937: 

3t was a feat of bravery not in saving the life of a man, but the life of a 
foxhound," said Col. E. H. W. Bolitho, Lord-Lieutenant of Cornwall, when at 
Trengwainton on Saturday afternoon, he presented bronze medals and 
certificates from the R.S.P.C.A. to two Zennor men. 

The men were Mr William Nicholls and Mr Charles jelbert, who had 
distinguished themselves by their courage in descending a cliff at Zennor and 
bringing up one of the Western Foxhounds. 

Col. Bolitho recalled that one of the hounds, Chutney, had been lost over a Zennor cliff and was missing for several days. It was found 
by Mr. Nicholls and Mr. Jelbert, who volunteered to bring it up. They went to the cliff on the following day and found the hound where 
it had been the night before. As they could not climb down the side of the cliff that the hound was on, they had to go down a gully on 
one side. They then had to get a ladder and climb up to where the hound was. The hound was savage, and it was difficult to get near it. 
Mr. Jelbert went up the ladder but could not reach it, so he climbed up again and stood on a ledge, with no support. There was the 
hound; but they still could not get it. Then they went back, got something to eat for the starving hound, and by means of the food 
encouraged it to come down. With great care and courage, they managed to bring Chutney to the bottom.'

'On the night of October 9, 1986, an accident occurred between two cars on a highway near Stoney Creek, Ontario. One of the 
vehicles, a station wagon, flipped over the top of the other, landed on its roof on the shoulder of the road and burst into flames. Mike 
Skoczen and Robert Seymour, arriving separately at the scene, saw the driver trapped inside the burning car and tried to extinguish the 
flames with dirt and a blanket, and to force the doors open by using a truck bumper. At this time a police officer arrives, tried 
unsuccessfully to put out the flames with a fire extinguisher, then attempted to free the victim, who was pinned in the wreckage. As the 
entire passenger compartment burst into flames, the officer dove partway through the open passenger side window, grabbed the 
severely injured and burned man and, with the help of Mr Seymour and Mr Skoczen, pulled him from the car and carried him a safe 
distance away.' 

Mr Robert Seymour, of Marion Bridge, Nova Scotia and Mr Michael Victor Skoczen, were both awarded the Medal for Bravery and 
Carnegie Hero Fund Medal. With copied citations and a photograph of Robert Seymour at a presentation ceremony.

The Northern Belle was an American ship of 1,100 tons, bound from New York to London with a general cargo. In the early hours of 5 
January 1857, in blizzard conditions, she came to anchor three-quarters of a mile off Kingsgate on the Thanet coast of Kent. As the day 
progressed her situation became desperate, and with the seas breaking over her, at 6.30 the crew cut away two of her three masts so 
that she might ride out the stormy seas more easily. By 8.00 it was feared by the coastguard that the ship might part from her anchors 
and be cast against the shore and cliffs, so instructions were sent to the lifeboats and crews at Broadstairs to attempt a rescue. Due to 
the conditions of weather and sea neither boats could be launched at Broadstairs, so both the Mary White and the Calmer White had to 
be hauled overland by horse-drawn trailers through thick snow and in blizzard conditions to a point nearer Kingsgate where they could 
be launched. 

Whilst these preparations were underway, at about 11.30, the lugger Victory, of Margate, being in the vicinity and hoping to assist, was 
suddenly overwhelmed by the sea and disappeared with the loss of her crew of twelve. However, the lugger Ocean, also of Margate, 
managed to get alongside the Northern Belle and was able to rescue five of the crew, leaving some 23 men still on the ship. 

Despite fears to the contrary, for most of the day, the Northern Belle's anchors held but in the late evening the ship parted company 
from its anchors and was driven ashore. On the morning of the 6th January, with blizzard conditions and high seas still in force, the 23 
survivors of the Northern Belle were to be found in a most perilous and abject state, having lashed themselves to the rigging from the 
remaining mast. At 7.30 the lifeboat Mary White was manned and launched through the boiling surf and managed to rescue seven men 
from the wreck. A while later, the Calmer White was launched and managed to rescue a further 14 men. Just two men remained on 
board - the Captain of the ship and the Pilot who had been taken on at Dover - both of whom wished to stay with the stricken vessel. 
Some time later, the lifeboat Calmer White was again launched and the boat's crew after much difficulty managed to persuade the two 
men to save their lives. 

The 23 rescued men were taken to 'The Captain Digby' Inn at Kinsgate to be revived and cared for. 

The lifeboats having done their duty, were then hauled back overland to Broadstairs. On the Mary White was raised an oar, tied to 
which was the tattered American 'Stars and Stripes' taken from the Northern Belle; the boats and their heroic crews were cheered by 
the inhabitants as they passed through the town. 

In response to these acts of gallantry in saving the crew of an American ship. President Franklin Pierce granted the award of the 
Presidential Life Saving Medal to each of the men of the two lifeboat crews. A cash reward was also made according to how many 
rescue trips they had made - with a recipient having made one trip being awarded $50; two trips awarded $100, and the one person 
making all three trips being awarded $150. An appeal was also launched for money to provide for the widows and children of those 
lost on the lugger Victory. 

An account of the rescue by John Laing, of Broadstairs was published in The Times, 8 January 1857. A quote relating to the rescue 
appearing in the London lllastrated News proudly stated that, 'none but Englishmen would come off to our rescue in such a sea'. The 
public house 'Waterman Arms', of Margate, built in 1680, was renamed 'Northern Belle' soon after the rescue. Timbers from the wreck 
were used in its refurbishment.

Jea-Pierre Piat was born in Paris on 6 June 1774. He entered the army as a 2nd 
Lieutenant on 10 January 1792 in the 56th Regiment of Infantry - later the 88th 
Line Infantry demi-brigade. With them he served in the Northern Army during 
1792-93 and was wounded in the hand at the battle of Neerwinden, 18 March 
1773. He was promoted to Lieutenant on 10 Vendemiaire year 11. Served in the 
wars of Years ll-IV with the Army of the Sambre and Meuse. Went to Italy and 
was appointed Captain of Grenadiers on the field of battle on 26 Ventose Year V, 
for his conduct at the passage of the Tagliamento. He then served with the 
Eastern Army in Egypt. He distinguished himself at the battle of Sedenian, 17 
Vendemiaire Year VII and was appointed Battalion Commander on 8 Erimaire 
Year Vll. Piat was wounded in action at Benehadi, 19 Germinal Year VII, with a 
shot to the kidneys, was wounded in the face during the siege of Cairo and 
received a knee injury at Alexandria, 30 Ventose Year IX. Returning to Erance in 
Year X, the 88th went into garrison in Phalsbourg. On 11 Brumaire Year XII he 
was appointed Major of the 2nd Line Infantry and was created a Legionnaire of 
the Legion of Honour. 

Piat then served in the campaigns of the Grande Armee during the period Year XIV-1807. Was promoted to an Officer in the Legion of 
Honour on 15 December 1808 and was advanced to Colonel of the 85th Infantry Regiment on 7 April 1809. With the Grande Armee 
he served in Russia where he was granted the title of Baron. Served in Saxony during 1813. On 2 April 1813 the Emperor appointed 
him a Brigadier-General and as such he served in Italy. 

Eollowing the first abdication of Napoleon, Piat returned to Erance in 1814 and on 27 November 1814 he was appointed a Knight of 
the Order of St. Louis by King Louis XVIII. Notwithstanding his royalist order, he like many others returned fully supported the return of 
Napoleon as Emperor of Erance. In 1815 he commanded a brigade in the Girard division of the 2nd Corps and was wounded in action 
at the battle of Ligny, 16 June 1815. Eollowing the second abdication of the Emperor Piat was placed in the reserve until his retirement 
on 5 April 1824. 

After the July Revolution 1830, he commanded the Var Departement; was awarded the Commander Class of the Legion of Honour on 
16 November 1832, then commanded the haute-Alpes Departement, 1833-37. Then after a period of service with the General Staff he 
retired once more in August 1836. With the Eebruary Revolution 1848 he became active in the support of Prince Louis Napoleon. Eor 
his services he was appointed a Grand Officer in the Legion of Honour in 1850 and became a Senator in the Upper House from March 
1852. General Piat died in Paris on 12 April 1862.

jean 'Johnnie' Gholam was born in Libya in February 1925 and enlisted in the Free French Forces in December 1942. Embarked for the 
U.K. in the summer of 1943, he was awarded his Parachutist's Brevet and joined the 2nd Regiment of French Chasseurs in the Special 
Air Service (S.A.S.). He subsequently saw action in France and Holland and was awarded the French Croix de Guerre, with bronze star. 
The citation states: 

'A young parachutist, full of energy, courage and exceptional dedication. He parachuted into Brittany on 12 June 1944 and took part in 
fighting in Saint-Marcel on 18 June 1944. Following that he participated actively under instructions from Resistance fighters. During the 
fighting he particularly distinguished himself by leading the group - most notably at Hennebont (Morbihan) On 16 August, by engaging 
15 Germans who had surrounded the group and taking 11 of them prisoner; on 7 August he participated in an attack on an Anti- 
Aircraft defence post.'

The citation for his Dutch Commemorative War Cross states likew^ise, with specific mention of him having been dropped by parachute 
behind enemy lines at Drenthe on the night of 7-8 April 1945. Thus further confirmation of his part in Operation "Amherst", the Free 
French S.A.S. attack designed to capture intact assorted Dutch canals, bridges and airfields, the whole led by Brigadier Mike Calvert of 
Chindit fame. 

Gholam was discharged in September 1945 and died in Cheshire in January 2008.

Dudley Diedricks was born in King William's Town, Cape Province and was educated at Dale College, King William's Town. He came 
to Rhodesia in 1946 and in January 1948 attested for the Southern Rhodesian Staff Corps. A keen rugby player, he represented 
Rhodesia in 1947-48 and the Forces XV during 1948-50. He was a member of the S.A.S. Regiment Rugby XV team who were winners 
of the FARELF inter-unit Rugby Cup 1951-52. 

In the Army he served in Malaya and Northern Rhodesia, with the S.A.S., 1 Rhodesian African Rifles, 1 Rhodesian Light Infantry; 5 
Rhodesia Regiment and 8 Rhodesia Regiment, as training officer and in Staff appointments. His last appointment was with 1 Rhodesian 
Light Infantry, as Officer Commanding Base Group, 1971-76. For his services with the post-U.D.I. Southern Rhodesian forces he was 
awarded the Exemplary Service Medal on 15 January 1971 and the Bar on 4 July 1975 - one of 58 bars issued for this medal. 

Diedricks was one of the original training team for the Far East Volunteer Unit (S.A.S.) for Malaya. Served as a Sergeant with C 
(Rhodesia) Squadron, Malayan Scouts, 22 S.A.S. in Malaya. One of 120 medals for Malaya issued to the Rhodesian S.A.S.

Timitiya was a member of the 1st Rhodesian African Rifles. He had served in Malaya and had been awarded the General Service Medal 
of Malaya. His shooting was said to be of Bisley standard. After his death a trophy for the best MAG gunner in the battalion was 
competed for in his memory. 

As a a Warrant Officer Class 2, he was killed in action, along with a platoon commander, Lieutenant Nick John Smith, during 
Operation Nickel, on 22 August 1967. A report of the action reads: 

'On 22 August, 1 Platoon, A Company 1 RAR, under 23-year old Lieutenant Nick Smith, started following fresh spoor of seven terrorists 
along the game fence near the Nata River. The spoor headed south-east as Smith and his men inched forward, carefully scanning the 
surrounding bush. Next to Smith, and slightly out in front was the 42 year old Warrant Officer II Havahli Timitiya, a Malayan campaign 
veteran. What they could not have known was that the spoor was leading straight into a well-concealed terrorist camp. Early that 
afternoon a camp sentry observing the approaching soldiers, opened fire on Smith's platoon. Flying Officer Geldenhuys of No. 4 
Squadron, the Royal Rhodesian Air Force, piloting an armed Provost over the area, was immediately alerted to the fire fight taking place 
below, but every time he flew close, he was met by heavy groundfire. Geldenhuys' aircraft took a hit, as an AK47 round went through 

the port wing before striking his side of the canopy near his head. He was forced to return to base.On the ground, though, events 

would have more tragic results. Lieutenant Smith and WOll Timitiya briefly huddled together to decide how to take on the terrorist 
positions. The platoon moved forward in an extended line, the exchange of fire fierce and prolonged. As Smith moved to rally his men, 
he was shot and killed. Timitiya had by this time swapped his rifle for an MAG and, bracing the machine gun on a branch of a tree, in a 
standing position he fired controlled bursts at the enemy. As he was bravely taking the fight to the terrorists, a bullet ripped through a 
branch of a tree before fatally entering Timitiya's head. In a statement afterwards, platoon Lance-Corporal Mavaradze stated that they 
had then run out of ammunition, and with the enemy about to overrun their position, they were forced to withdraw, leaving behind the 
bodies of Smith and Timitiya, their packs, rifles and radios. After initially taking up a defensive position some distance away, 
Mavaradze sent for help before moving to the Wankie National Park boundary road where they stayed the night.'

'William Mosedale, Station Officer and Rescue Officer, Birmingham Fire Brigade. An Auxiliary Fire Station was completely demolished 
by a very large high explosive bomb. A number of Auxiliary Firemen were trapped in the station and civilians were buried in an 
adjoining house which had also been demolished. Station Officer Mosedale immediately began tunnelling and propping operations. 
Hundreds of tons of debris covered the site and Mosedale fully realised that at any moment he might be buried by a further collapse. 
When the first tunnel was completed and the Control Room reached, he found that there were still men whom he could not extricate. 
He carried out another tunnelling operation from a different direction and again entered the Control Room. Five men were found, one 
dead, the others injured. The Station Officer crawled through and administered oxygen to the injured men and they were then taken 
out through the tunnel. The entrance to the cellar of the private house was full of debris. Station Officer Mosedale directed operations 
for removing this, only to find that the cellar itself had collapsed. He nevertheless persevered and, after a time, reached seven people 
who were trapped. Three had been killed outright when the roof collapsed. He gave oxygen to the remaining four and succeeded in 
extricating them. To reach other victims it was again necessary to tunnel, and Mosedale immediately commenced this work. The 
dangers to be faced were similar to those which he had found in reaching the Control Room. He nevertheless completed the tunnel and 
entered the cellar under the Fire Station. Four men who were alive were given oxygen and, despite their injuries, were safely removed. 
Tunnelling through such difficult material had necessarily been extremely hazardous and the cellar collapsed completely, shortly after 
the removal of the last victim. These operations, which lasted more than twelve hours were carried out under a most intense 
bombardment. Twelve lives were saved by Station Officer Mosedale who showed outstanding gallantry and resource. In effecting the 
rescues he repeatedly risked his own life.'

William Horsman Goldfinch was born at Hillingdon, Uxbridge in January 1867, the son of a barrister and, having passed for the Militia 
in 1890, was commissioned in the North Staffordshire Regiment. Embarked for South Africa in the same year, and thence for Mauritius 
in 1891 and Malta in March 1 893, he was advanced to Captain during the course of the latter appointment. 

Goldfinch was next embarked for Egypt, where he served from October 1 895 to December 1896 on attachment to the Egyptian Army. 
He consequently participated in the Dongola Expedition in the Desert Column under Burn-Murdoch and was present in the actions at 
Eirket and Hafir (Queen's Medal; Khedive's Medal & 2 clasps). At Eirket, where he was the only officer of the North Staffordshire 
Regiment engaged, he commanded a Maxim section, and, as recounted in Alford's and Sword's The Egyptian Soudan, Its Loss and 
Recovery, was seen pulling his gun over rough ground in order to get closer to the enemy. 

He was mentioned in despatches by Kitchener {London Gazette 3 November 1896, refers), awarded the 4th Class of the Order of 
Medjidie and given the Brevet of Major. 

Having then transferred to the Manchester Regiment, Goldfinch saw further action in the Boer War, where he was actively engaged in 
the operations in Cape Colony, the Orange Eree State and the Transvaal, including the action at Wittebergen (Queen's Medal & 3 
clasp; King's medal & 2 clasps). He was mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 10 September 1901, refers), and placed on the 
Retired List in the rank of Brevet Major.

Theophile Piry (1851-1915) arrived in China in 1870 and spent his entire diplomatic career in Asia, being stationed in Korea 1886-88, 
then Macao to 1898, and afterwards in China until his death. He and his family (wife, two girls and one son) were housed in the British 
Embassy during the siege of the Peking legations in the summer of 1900. He was an avid early amateur photographer and, it is 
reported, he took many photographs during the siege of Peking of various occupants within the walls of the legation, both civilian and 
military. 

In 1901 Theophile Piry was appointed Postal Secretary, the highest position within the Imperial Chinese Post Office, which he held 
until his death in 1915. His younger daughter Nalka eloped to Russia with George E. Morrison, the London Times correspondent during 
the siege. Jeanne Isabelle Piry married in 1913, to Arthur Dickinson Blackburn (later Sir, K.C.M.G., C.B.E.), British diplomat and Consul 
in China 1908-44. Many of Piry's photographs are featured in Barbarian Lens - Western Photographs of the Emperor Qianlong's 
European Palaces, by Regina Thiriez. The Piry Papers are held by Queen's University, Belfast.

The 1911 Royal Visit - and a little known ''Sudan Durbar" Medal At 7:30 a.m. on 17 January 1912, H.M.S. Medina, conveying their 
newly crowned majesties King George V and Queen Mary home from the great coronation Durbar at Delhi, docked at Port Sudan. The 
royal visit was for their majesties to meet the people of the Sudan, in a Sudanese Durbar. The Sirdar, Lord Kitchener, the Governor- 
General, Sir Reginald Wingate, and the principal Aide-de-Camp to the Khedive, Ramzi Tahir Pasha, boarded the ship to welcome the 
royal couple, who were then escorted to a pavilion in nearby Suakin to meet the principal Sudanese chiefs. The Guard of Honour 
consisted of detachments of both the Yorkshire and Vlllth Egyptian Regiments. At the pavilion the Governor-General read out an 
address conveying the loyal welcome of the Sudanese people. In his reply the King said that he was pleased to pay a brief visit and 
regretted that he was unable to spare the time to penetrate further into the country, and went on to say that he was glad to meet 
representatives of the tribes, many of whom have travelled hundreds of miles to welcome them. A number of principal chiefs were then 
presented, each receiving a specially struck medal to commemorate the occasion. Later the royal party travelled by train the 10 miles to 
Sinkat for a grand review of native troops. They returned to H.M.S. Medina at 7.00 p.m. and the ship set sail for Suez. 

The medal, which measures 51mm. in diameter, was designed to be worn around the neck suspended from a silver chain 85cm. in 
length. It was commissioned from the Royal Mint especially for presentation to the Sudanese chiefs at the Suakin gathering. The medal 
is extremely rare as only 50 were struck. The total cost of production was forty-eight pounds, nine shillings and three pence, a not 
inconsiderable sum in 1911.

Not recorded in Hibbard. New Mills is a town in Derbyshire, eight miles south-east of Stockport and 15 miles from Manchester. The 
tribute medals were presented on the day of King Edward Vll's coronation, Saturday 28 June 1902, as reported by The Sheffield Daily 
Telegraph the following Monday: 

'PRESENTATION AT NEW MILLS 

There was a big gathering, numbering thousands, in the Town Hall Square, New Mills on Saturday evening, when there was a public 
presentation of beautiful gold and silver medals, subscribed for by the inhabitants of the district, to those New Mills reservists and 
volunteers who have served their country in South Africa during the Boer War. The members of the New Mills detachment were 
present, in charge of Lieut. Pollitt. In the absence of Mr J. Cochrane, chairman of the District Council, Councillor Scattergood presided. 

Lieut. Pollitt said he felt it an honour to have been asked to present these handsome medals to their heroes. The men from New Mills 
had acquitted themselves creditably while on the battlefield, and not one of them had ever been guilty of a breach of discipline. (Hear, 
hear.) He then presented medals to the following: 

Sergeant Erank Mower, King's Own Royal Lancaster Regiment; Corporal Alfred Shaw, 1st Derbyshires; Corporal Joseph Hewitt, 5th 
Manchesters; Private William Sheldon and Private Benjamin Arnfield, King's Own Royal Lancasters; Private Richard Jones, Royal Eield 
Artillery; Private Joseph Leadbetter, 1st Welsh Eusiliers; Private J. Rodgers, Private J. Dyer, 5th Manchesters; Private Samuel Newton and 
Private J. Kirkham, New Mills Detachment of B Company (Chapel-en-le-Erith), Sherwood Eoresters, Derbyshire Regiment; Private J. 
Wood and Private T. Morten, H Company (Whaley Bridge), Sherwood Eoresters, Derbyshire Regiment; Private Samuel Oakley, 
Derbyshire Regiment; Private J. Bunting, North Lancasters; and Private E. Newton, St. John Ambulance Corps. 

A melancholy feature of the function was the presentation of specially engraved medals to the father of Private Samuel Sheldon, of the 
Cheshire Regiment, who succumbed to enteric in South Africa, and to the widow (who was unable to be present) of Private William 
Cody, who was killed on active service. The medals belonging to those still in South Africa were handed to their representatives. 
Several of the recipients responded and were loudly cheered. At the close of the proceedings the band played "God Save the King.'" 

2309 Private J. Leadbetter was a reservist recalled to the Colours on the outbreak of the Boer War. A grinder by trade, he had enlisted in 
the Royal Welsh Eusiliers at Wrexham on 31 December 1888, aged 19, and served eight years at home and in India before transferring 
to the Army Reserve on 3 January 1897. On 2 January 1898 he married Mary Elizabeth Keeling, a cotton reeler in one of the New Mills 
factories. Recalled from the reserve and re-joining the 1st Battalion Royal Welsh Eusiliers in October 1899 he fought in the Boer War 
throughout Buller's Natal campaign and beyond. He returned to the LJnited Kingdom on 23 December 1901 after two years and two 
months away from home on active service in South Africa. He was discharged at Wrexham on 1 January 1902 with his intended place 
of residence as Bank Side, New Mills, near Stockport. Leadbetter was awarded the Indian General Service Medal with clasp 'Hazara 
1891' and the Queen's South Africa Medal with six clasps, 'Cape Colony', 'Tugela Heights', 'Relief of Ladysmith', 'Wittebergen', 
Transvaal', 'South Africa 1901'.

The Peking Siege Commemoration Medal is a most interesting piece and rarely encountered. They were struck at the instigation of Mr 
Arthur D. Brent, an employee of the Hongkong & Shanghai Bank, who was himself present throughout the siege and whose medals 
were sold in these rooms on 25 February 1998. A limited number only were struck for those actually present at the siege. 

Jeanne Isabelle Piry was the eldest daughter of Theophlie Piry (1851-1915), French diplomat and ambassador in Asia. He and his family 
(wife, two girls and one son) were housed in the British Embassy during the siege of the Peking legations in the summer of 1900. In 
1901 Theophile Piry was appointed Postal Secretary, the highest position within the Imperial Chinese Post Office, which he held until 
his death in 1915. His younger daughter Nalka eloped to Russia with George E. Morrison, the London Times correspondent during the 
siege. Jeanne Isabelle Piry married in 1913 Arthur Blackburn (later Sir, K.C.M.G., C.B.E.), British diplomat and Consul in China 1908 
-44. Lady Blackburn (nee Piry) died at Hythe, Kent, on 9 July 1950.

Train, Charles William, Corporal, is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Train, of 58, Chatterton Road, Finsbury Park, N., and has lived in Islington 
all his life. He was educated at the Gillespie Road London County Council Schools, attended St. Thomas's Church Sunday School, and 
joined the church football team there. He was employed as a Solicitor's Clerk at Messrs. Walker, Martineau and Co., of Gray's Inn. He 
comes of a fighting stock, for his father, a native of Midlothian, who came to London 30 years ago, was for many years a member of the 
old Volunteers and considered a crack shot. Corporal Train has a brother, Private G. F. Train, of the Royal Field Artillery, who has been 
twice at the French front and also in Salonika, and was wounded. 

He joined the London Scottish about 10 years before he won his Victoria Cross. He served in the European War in France, and is 
entitled to the Mons Star. He received his first stripe; was twice invalided home, and after the second time was sent to Salonika, where 
he was later promoted Corporal. For his subsequent services in Palestine he was awarded the Victoria Cross [London Gazette, 27 
February 1918]: 

"C. W. Train, No. 510051, Corporal, 2/14th Battalion, London Regiment: For most conspicuous bravery, dash and initiative displayed 
under heavy fire when his company was unexpectedly engaged at close range by a party of the enemy with two machine-guns and 
brought to a standstill. Corporal Train, on his own initiative, rushed forward and engaged the enemy with rifle grenades, and succeeded 
in putting some of the team out of action with a direct hit. He then shot at and wounded an officer in command, and with bomb and 
rifle killed and wounded the remainder of the team. After this he went to the assistance of a comrade who was bombing the enemy 
from their front, and shot at and killed one of the enemy who was carrying the second gun out of action. His courage and devotion to 
duty undoubtedly saved his battalion heavy casualties and enabled them to advance to their objective at a time when the situation 
seemed critical." 

The following extract, taken from a comrade's letter, gives a vivid description of the incident in which Corporal Train took such a 
leading part: 

"We just lay there and pelted each other for about three quarters of an hour, when a chap in our platoon named Train made a dart 
forward of about twenty yards, and gradually crept up to their barricade, let off one or two rifle grenades on the way, and dodged their 
bullets. He worked right up to the end of their barricade and enfiladed it with his own rifle fire. A German officer in charge of the 
barricade let fire at Train with his revolver. Train flopped, and shot him, wounding him severely. That finished it! They all scooted out 
of the other end of the barricade, and as they came out so we brought them down. One of them cleared out of the back way, and tried 
to get his machine-gun away, and had got it on his shoulders and gone about fifty yards, but Train got him trapped and brought down 
with a beauty between the shoulders, so, as you will see, it was his day out, as at the finish he had practically drove the Turks out of the 
trench on his own, and captured two machine-guns, which would undoubtedly have caused many casualties in our ranks later in the 
day. The sight at the barricade I shall never forget. The Turks were lying all over the shop, not one escaped, and they were nearly all 
dead. The German officer was dancing about holding his trousers and offering an orange for a field dressing. That was the finish of the 
spasm, and ' 'ot' is not the word." 

A newspaper says: "Major-General Sir Newton Moore attended a meeting of the Islington Borough Council yesterday evening, at which 
an Islington V.C., Sergeant Train, was presented with an illuminated address and a parcel of War Bonds and Treasury Notes of the 
value of £216, as a tribute to his heroism, and the General added his warm congratulations to those of the Council." Sergeant C. W. 
Train was also presented with a gold-knobbed walking-stick by Mr. E. Smallwood, M.P., on behalf of the Highbury Patriotic Meeting. 
Sergeant Train was twice offered a commission, which he refused preferring to stay in the ranks.' 

Sir Alfred Butt was Director of Rationing in the Ministry of Food, 1917-18 and was M.P. for Balham and Tooting, 1922-36. He was 
also Chairman of the Theatre Royal in Drury Lane and other theatrical companies. It was doubtless in this latter capacity that Sir Alfred 
had these badges produced and distributed to V.C. recipients. An article on the badge, by J. M. A. Tamplin, is featured in the Summer 
1988 edition of the Journal of the O.M.R.S., p.l 1 7; it was likely for use as a watch fob.

A poem inscribed in Sergeant Stephen Burns's flying log book by his distraught mother, following his death in action in 
December 1943. 

A deeply poignant 'Dambuster's' uniform and extensive archive appertaining to Sergeant S. "Ginger" Burns^ Royal Air 
Force Volunteer Reserve, who flew as Rear Gunner in Pilot Officer Geoffrey Rice's crew on the night of 16-17 May 
1943: detailed to attack the Sorpe Dam, their 'bouncing bomb' was torn from its mountings when their Lancaster - flat 
out on the deck - hit the water at Vlieland: as his gun turret flooded up to his waist in salt water Burns was heard to 
exclaim, "Christ! It's wet at the back, skipper" 

Already a veteran of assorted operations in No. 57 Squadron, he was killed in action in No. 617 Squadron's attack on 
the armaments factory at Liege in December 1943: on his last leave he had told his mother that he didn't expect to 
live and to prepare his younger brother and sister for his imminent death. 
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The uniform and artefacts: 

(i) The recipient's R.A.F. tunic, trousers and side cap, as kept at his mother's house for when he went home on 
leave; when he was reported missing his mother was so distressed that a Doctor had to be called, and she was put to 
bed with this uniform to comfort her. 

(ii) His leather flying gloves, as worn on the Dams raid, together with a leather flying helmet and flying goggles, 
as given to his younger brother, Freddie, the former with ink inscriptions, 'Thomas 145' and S.G.F. 4'; and two 
embroidered A./G. brevets. 

(iii) His brown leather wallet, as purchased during 61 7's stop over at Ras-el-Ma in French Morocco in July 

1943, and as listed on the back of his R.A.F. Will. 

(iv) A clock removed by the recipient from Lancaster ED-936 on its return from the 'Dambuster' raid; when his 
navigator, Richard MacFarlane, saw him removing the souvenir, he told him not to worry about it but Burns replied, 
"Waste not want not." 

(v) A wooden painted model of a Lancaster made for Burns by Richard MacFarlane and brought home by him 
on leave; an accompanying newspaper cutting refers. 

The archive: 

(i) The recipient's R.A.F. Air Observer's and Air Gunner's Flying Log Book, with entries covering the period 
September 1942 up until his death in action on the night of 20-21 December 1943, the following page inscribed with 
the above quoted poem written by his distraught mother; the monthly entries signed-off by some notable senior officers, 
among them Guy Gibson, Gheshire, Maltby and Shannon, complete with red ink 'Death Presumed' and 'Gentral 
Depository, Royal Air Force' stamps, dated 'Jun. 1946'. 

(ii) His hand written Will, undated, witnessed by Sergeants Thomas Maynard and Ghester Cowrie, who would be killed 
with him in December 1943. 

(iii) His R.A.F. omnibus warrant, dated 10 August 1943. 

(iv) His Buckingham Palace condolence slip addressed to 'Mrs. S. Burns'. 

(v) Air Ministry telegram confirming the recipient's death, dated 16 February 1944, following news received 
from the International Red Cross. 

(vi) An impressive - and poignant - array of wartime period letters (22), several of them in the recipient's own 
hand to his mother, among them his description of the King's visit to Scampton and Gibson's award of the V.C. and four 
letters sent from R.A.F. Coningsby after 61 7's move there a few weeks before his death in action; also including Leonard 
Cheshire to the recipient's mother, dated 21 December 1943, reporting that her son had failed to return from an 
operational sortie the night before, together with another to her husband, dated 10 February 1944, stating that he had no 
further news and that his earlier letter to his wife was not a 'stock letter' and that he meant everything he said; Group 
Captain Evans to the recipient's mother, also reporting her son as missing on operations, dated 24 December 1943; 
letters from Mrs. E. Smith, the wife of Sergeant Edward Smith, who was killed with the recipient in December 1943, in 
the first of which she states that she still has hopes for their survival, only to have to write at a later date to confirm that 
the International Red Cross had now confirmed otherwise; communication from the Ministry of Pensions, dated 6 July 

1944, informing the recipient's mother that she was not entitled to any form of pension, and a communication from the 
Assessors of Income Tax, dated 6 December 1943, stating the recipient's liability for tax was 'NIL'; R.A.F. Casualty 
Branch message reporting that the International Red Cross had written with confirmation of the recipient's death, dated 
21 February 1944, and Air Ministry follow-up, dated in April 1944, with confirmation of his burial in the Parish 
Cemetery at Gosselies; an embroidered religious talisman, with reverse inscription from the recipient's aunt, "Hoping 
God will Guide you'; letters to the recipient from a girlfriend and his 'best pal, Jim', and a poem sent to him by 'Vera'. 

(vii) A fine selection of wartime photographs, including three studio portrait photographs of the recipient, in 
uniform, and another of him in flying kit, one of the former believed to have been taken on the day before he was killed 
in action; two group photographs including the recipient, taken during his training days; the recipient in uniform, with 
his brother John, in Naval uniform, and their mother, and another with his father, also in uniform; together with a 
quantity of 617 Squadron scenes, among them a Lancaster landing, marked on reverse, 'Sgt Burns', a Lancaster at night. 
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Burns and two members of crew standing in front of their Lancaster at Ras-el-Ma in French Morocco, and another of the 
entire crew; a photograph of 11 'Dambuster' pilots on R.A.F. Scampton's mess steps the morning after raid, 617 
Squadron aircrew outside Buckingham Palace, and Guy Gibson, H.M. the King and Air Vice-Marshal Cochrane 
inspecting a diorama of the Eder Dam; the recipient's original grave in Belgium, marked by a white cross. 

(viii) A birthday card from the recipient's mother, annotated to say that he saw it although he was killed a week 
before his 23rd; together with three wartime period Christmas cards, all to the recipient from family and friends. 

(ix) Assorted wartime newspaper cuttings, including "Dudley Airman in Dam Raid", "Dam Raid Hero Dead" 
and "Dudley Family's Part in War." 

(x) A quantity of post-war documentation, including a copy of Paul Brickhill's The Dambusters, as sent to the 
recipient by 61 7's ex-Intelligence Officer, with commentary on inaccuracies in the book; a menu for the occasion of the 
dedication of 61 7's Memorial on 1 7 May 1987, signed by Richard Todd, a menu and Order of Service card for the raid's 
50th Anniversary, 19 May 1993 and assorted invitations for 61 7 reunions and related parking tickets. 

(xi) A letter from Mrs. Janet Maynard, the mother of Flight Sergeant Thomas Maynard, who was killed with the 
recipient in December 1943, dated 8 October 1950, in which she reports on her visit to their graves in Belgium and 
encloses photographs. 

(xii) A letter from Leonard Cheshire to the recipient's sister, Dorothy Mundon, dated 20 June 1983, in which he 

tries to reassure her over the circumstances of her brother's death. £4000-5000 



Stephen Burns, a native of Dudley, Worcestershire, enlisted in the Royal Air Force in January 1941 and qualified as an Air Gunner in 
October 1942. 

Posted to No. 57 Squadron, a Lancaster unit operating out of R.A.F. Scampton, at the end of the following month, he served as a Mid- 
Upper Gunner in assorted crews before joining Sergeant Geoffrey Rice's aircraft as Rear Gunner. His first sortie - a 'gardening' trip 
flown in early December 1942 - was followed by another eleven operations. Thus regular bombing strikes on such targets as 
Nuremburg and Stuttgart, in addition to - as per Burns's flying log book entries - eventful sorties to Essen on 9 January - '7 hits by flak' - 
and Bremen on 20 February - '4 hits by flak'. 

On transferring to 617 Squadron April 1943, the recently commissioned Geoffrey Rice and his crew - Bums now firmly embedded as 
his Rear Gunner - commenced a flurry of low-level cross-country exercises in readiness for Operation "Chastise" on 16-17 May: 
detailed to attack the Sorpe Dam in 61 7's second wave of five Lancasters, it was Burns's 13th sortie. 


Opera tion "Chastise " 

Owing to the distance and route involved, 61 7's second wave was in fact the first to depart Scampton, the five pilots and their crews 
taking-off in quick succession around 9.30 p.m. First off was Flight Lieutenant Barlow, whose Lancaster was shot down by flak; second. 
Flight Lieutenant Munro, who had to return to base after his aircraft was hit by flak; third. Pilot Officer Byers, whose aircraft was also 
downed by flak; fourth, Geoffrey Rice, of whom more later; and fifth. Flight Lieutenant McCarthy, the only pilot in the second wave to 
achieve some degree of success. 

Of the fate of Lancaster AJ-H (ED-396), piloted by Rice, with Burns manning the rear turret, John Sweetman's Operation Chastise takes 
up the story: 

'The fourth aircraft in the second wave was not shot down, but it suffered a bizarre experience. Like Munro, its pilot was forced to abort 
the operation. At 2131 Pilot Officer Rice left Scampton in AJ-H (ED 936/G), also bound for the Sorpe Dam. Navigation presented a 
problem as, flying entirely alone, the crew found it easy to get off track. Rice admitted that "at times you didn't really know where you 
were." Conditions were perfect, however, and the Lancaster crossed the North Sea without trouble. MacFarlane, the navigator, took 
drifts at intervals by dropping flame floats which the Rear Gunner [Burns] looked at through his reflector sight, confirming that drift was 
virtually nil. When two minutes short of Vlieland the crew recorded seeing the loss of an aircraft, probably Byers'. At low altitude, once 
the enemy coast had been identified Rice found the aircraft committed to its crossing point, and at 2259 AJ-H flew over the predicted 
narrow neck of Vlieland without having made the designated course adjustment at 53°20'N 04°54'E but with the mine fuzed at 2255. 
Rice was flying so low that he had to pull up over the sand dune, and once across the island he climbed to confirm his position, sank 
low again and turned south-east along the briefed track. 
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By now Gee had failed and the navigator used another flame float to check drift. As AJ-H flew into the moon, height was difficult to 
judge, and just short of the Afsiuitdijk the flight engineer noticed the altimeter registering zero. He was about to warn Rice, who later 
blamed himself for not using the spotlights to determine altitude, when a tremendous shudder shook the aircraft. Instinctively Rice 
pulled it up, and a second 'Violent jolt" occurred almost immediately. The impact buckled panels of the main section of the fuselage 
and water hit the roof of the cabin and sprayed over the navigator's charts, to a plaintive "Christ! It's wet at the back" from the rear 
turret and a terse "You've lost the mine." 

For when Aj-H struck the water, the mine had been torn off. Hitting the fixed tail wheel (the second impact), the mine drove it up 
through the main spar of the tail plane, shattering the Elsan toilet just forward of the rear turret. Meanwhile, as Rice put the aircraft into 
a sharp climb, water poured through the doorless bomb bay and down the fuselage. The rear gunner. Burns, up to his waist in 
disinfectant and salt water, might therefore be excused his mild expletive. Aj-H had cleared the polder (Afsiuitdijk) and flew on into the 
Ijsselmeer before the full extent of its problem became apparent. Loss of the mine was verified as water drained out of the bomb bay 
once more and a damp rear gunner made himself marginally less uncomfortable. 

With the mine gone, for this crew Operation "Chastise" had come to an abrupt halt. Turning back to the north-west at 2306, Rice flew 
over the polder once more and made an unorthodox exit between Texel and Vlieland ten minutes later. Alert defenders played 
searchlights across the gap and put up some flak, but Aj-H flew under this and set course for home. Approaching base. Rice sent the 
flight engineer to check the hydraulic system, and he reported that most of the fluid had been lost. The pilot therefore decided to use 
the emergency drill, under which an air bottle was used to lower the undercarriage. He feared however, from previous experience, that 
once the undercarriage had been locked down by this method, insufficient pressure would remain to operate the flaps fully. So the 
wireless operator warned ground control "aircraft damaged-possibly no flaps" and requested maximum landing room. Rice circled at 
1,000 ft. for 20 minutes while the emergency procedure was carried out. Then he ordered all but the flight engineer into their crash 
positions, with their backs to the main spar and facing aft, as he prepared to set Aj-H down on the long runway. As he did so another 
Lancaster flew in below him to land: without means of communication, Munro could not call up the tower and had simply gone 
straight in. 

Eventually at 0047 Rice "did a wheeler," landing with the front wheels down and tail up. Aj-H crunched down on to its tail fins before 
turning off the runway. Rice switched off, scrambled out of the Lancaster and walked away "very depressed." Whitworth, who had 
driven out in his truck, found him, told him to shake out of his mood and gave him a lift to debriefing. Although embarrassed at having 
made "a complete balls of things," Rice stayed after debriefing to wait for the other crews. He noted when Gibson came in that the 
squadron commander's hair was plastered down with sweat, even though he had flown in shirtsleeves. And later, when he arrived from 
Grantham, learning the details of Rice's misfortunes, Harris commented: "You're a very lucky young man." There was, too, an 
interesting postscript which yet again illustrated the importance of accurate communication. Eaton's "aircraft damaged - possibly no 
flaps" had caused consternation in the control tower. "What did you mean 'without a clutch'?," a puzzled W.A.A.E. operator asked 
Rice. 

The fate of the lost mine remained uncertain. To the crew's knowledge it did not explode. Most probably the hydrostatic fuzes failed to 
work because the water was not deep enough to activate them, the area in which the mine dropped being exposed mud flats or water 
to the depth of only a few feet. Although some channels could have contained water over 30 ft. deep, a British official source later 
concluded: "The chances are weighted fairly heavily in favour of it landing in shallow water." But, armed at 2255, the self-destructive 
device ought to have worked, and it must therefore be concluded that the mechanism suffered damage during the mine's unorthodox 
departure from the aircraft.' 

According to his sister, Dorothy - and in common with his fellow 'Dambusters' - Burns was the recipient of flurry of local press 
attention; one journalist called at his parents home without notice, thereby curtailing the gallant Rear Gunner's waltzing around their 
sitting-room in celebration of his immediate leave - and survival. 

Beyond the Dams 

Notwithstanding their adventures in mid-May, Rice and his crew were back in action in july, as operational plans for 61 7's future took 
shape. Thus a long haul to attack the electric power station at Aquata Scriva in Italy on the 15th, with a stop over in Blida, Algeria; a 
strike on harbour at Leghorn on the return trip to Scampton on the 24th and a run to Turin on the 29th, with another stop over in Blida, 
in addition to Ras-el-Ma in Erench Morocco. 
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Next up, on 11 November, following a move to R.A.F. Coningsby and the appointment of Leonard Cheshire as C.O., was one of 61 7's 
hardest targets, the Antheor Viaduct, from whence the attacking force once again made for Blida; Rice was awarded the D.F.C. 

Tragically, however, this proved to be Burns's penultimate sortie, for he was killed in action in a strike in the armaments factory at 
Liege in Belgium on the night of 20-21 December 1943. Nearing the target, his Lancaster was attacked by a night fighter and set on fire 
and, minutes later, plunged into the ground near Merbes-le-Chateau: one local source states that Burns remained at his gun to the bitter 
end, still firing as the crippled Lancaster took its death plunge. 

The fallen airmen's bodies were recovered by the Germans and buried in Gosselies Cemetery, Belgium. That is except Geoffrey Rice, 
for he was thrown clear of the burning aircraft and survived. Alan Cooper's Beyond the Dams to the Tirpitz takes up the story: 

'Rice remembered nothing after giving the order to bale out. At approximately 8.30 the following morning he regained consciousness 
and found himself in a wood with his parachute hanging from a tree. The wreckage of his aircraft was scattered around, his wrist 
broken and he had a severe cut over his left eye. Staggering from the wood, he met three farm labourers and after he had told them that 
he was British, they took him to a farm. Sometime later he was taken to a doctor who set his wrist in plaster. 

Over the next few weeks he was moved from town to town in 'safe' houses organised by the Belgian Resistance until he ended up in 
Brussels at the end of January 1944. In April he went by train to Antwerp, but finally, on the 28th, he was reported to the Secret Police 
and captured. He remained a prisoner until his release one year later. He had been on the run for over four months. The rest of his 
crew were killed in the crash, although the Red Cross later reported that Sergeant Chester Gowrie, R.C.A..F, the wireless operator had 
been shot by the Germans.' 

Stephen Burns - who died a week short of his 23rd birthday - had, according to Leonard Cheshire, 'a very distinguished and gallant 
operational record': 

'His work has at all times been of the very highest order and, as Rear Gunner, has been of the greatest importance. He shouldered his 
responsibility with great confidence and proved that he was equal to any task he might be given. I can assure you that his loss has been 
received by everyone with the greatest sorrow and I would like to send you on behalf of the whole Squadron my most heartfelt 
sympathy in the anxious days awaiting which now lie ahead ... ' 

Confirmation of Burns's death was received by his mother from the International Red Cross on 16 February 1944.

Sergeant McGuire 
and Drummer M. Ryan, who were part of the ammunition guard, seeing the danger, seized the two boxes that were alight and threw 
them over the ramparts and into the canal, thereby saving many lives. Both were awarded the Victoria Cross.

Notwithstanding his injuries, he passed as an 
Observer in the Royal Air Force in 1918. Crosfield later served as Chairman of the British Legion and was appointed an Qfficer of the 
French Legion of Honour, a Commander of the White Lion of Czecoslovakia and a Commander of the Star of Roumania.

John Knowles Im Thurn was born in Dulwich on 7 March 1881 and joined the 
Royal Navy as a Cadet on 15 January 1895. He was appointed a Midshipman in 
1897 and promoted to Sub-Lieutenant in 1900; Lieutenant in 1902 and 
Commander in 1910. During 1914-16 he was WT officer at Vernon, responsible 
for installing wireless equipment in new warships, constructing new shore 
stations and training personnel. During 1917-18 he was on the staff of Vice- 
Admiral de Robeck, commanding the Second Battle Squadron. He was 
promoted to Captain in 1918 and at the end of the war was mentioned in 
despatches and awarded the C.B.E. 

In 1918 he was appointed assistant Director of the Electrical Section of 
Torpedoes and Mining at the Admiralty and in 1920 he became the first Director 
of the Naval Signals Department. During 1922-23 he commanded the light 
cruiser Ceres in the Mediterranean. He was then appointed to command the 
battlecuiser Hood and was also the Chief of Staff to Rear-Admiral Sir Erederick 
Eield, commanding the Special Service Squadron. The squadron, consisting of 
Hood, Repulse and five light cruisers, sailed from Devonport in November 1923 
and visited most of the dominions and colonies of the British Empire, as well as 
ports in the U.S.A., returning to England in September 1924. Eor his services Im 
Thurn was awarded the C.M.G. 


His next appointment was to the command of the Signal School at Portsmouth. In March 1928 he was appointed to command the 
battleship Queen Elizabeth as Commodore 1st Class. Again he was Elag Captain and Chief of Staff to Admiral Eield, commanding the 
Mediterranean Eleet. He was appointed Rear-Admiral and A.D.C. to the King in 1929 and created C.B. in 1931. During 1931-33 he 
was Assistant Chief of the Naval Staff. Im Thurn then commanded the Eirst Cruiser Squadron in the Mediterranean Eleet, 1933-35, 
flying his flag on London. He was promoted to Vice-Admiral in 1935 and commanded his squadron in the Jubilee Naval Review prior 
to retiring. On the outbreak of the Second World War he came out of retirement to command convoys as a Commodore, R.N.R., after 
which he held appointments at the Admiralty. He died in London on 5 July 1956.

William Daniel Disbrey was born in London in August 1912 and, after completing his education at Minchenden School, entered the 
Royal Air Eorce as an Apprentice in 1928. He subsequently gained a cadetship to Cranwell, was awarded his '"Wings" and was posted 
as a Pilot Officer to No. 3 Lighter Squadron, a Bulldog unit, in 1933. 

In the following year, however, he was attached to the Eleet Air Arm, in which capacity he served until 1938, a period that witnessed 
him carrying out 270 deck-landings (33 of them at night), mainly on the Courageous and Glorious while on the strength of No. 823 (E. 
S.R.) Squadron. He also participated in the official fly pasts for the R.N. Reviews at Spithead in 1935 and Gosport in 1937. He was 
awarded the A.E.C., the recommendation stating: 

'Eor experimental work of the very greatest value to the Eleet Air Arm in night deck landings and night operations. 

This work had been largely responsible for the present for the standardisation of deck lighting as well as for the high state of training in 
night deck landing and night operations now obtaining on H.M.S. Glorious. 

Elight Lieutenant Disbrey has made 33 night deck landings of which 14 were operational flights carried out off Alexandria during the 
Abyssinian crisis in May 1936, five were operational flights in subsequent fleet exercises, six were experimental and the remainder 
practice landings. His total of 72 hours night flying in the Eleet Air Arm has largely been made up of experimental work in night 
searches, shadowing, and night torpedo attacks. 

I do not think that there is any other officer, either Naval, or in the R.A.E., with such a fine record of night flying in the Eleet Air Arm. 

I consider this work deserves the acknowledgement herein recommended.' 

Disbrey next attended a specialist engineering course at R.A.E. Henlow, a posting that set the mould for his future career, not least in 
respect of his subsequent wartime appointments as Engineer Officer of Lighter Command 1940-43 and 2nd Tactical Air Eorce 1943-45 
- having been awarded the O.B.E. in 1943, he was promoted to C.B.E. at the War's end. 

Disbrey went on to enjoy a highly successful post-war career and held several senior appointments in the R.A.E's engineering branches, 
among them that of Director-General of Engineering 1964-1967, for which he was created a C.B. in the latter year, and Air Officer 
Engineering, Strike Command 1968-70. Having retired in the latter year, he became Technical Manager of the Training Institute, 
Airwork Services, Saudi Arabia, where no doubt he found time to enjoy his favoured recreations of golf and sailing before settling in 
retirement at Reading in Berkshire. He died in June 2001; sold with copied research.

No. 95 Squadron was formed in October 1917, but did not see action in the 
Great War, being disbanded in July 1918.
